5|He  holy  Apoftle and Euangelift , Sainct  John,  one  that lea- 
n  ^  ned  on  our  Sauiours  breafte  (  right  honorable  Ladie)  when 
he  fawe  a  noble  woman  whome  he  tearmeth  aLady,walking 
in  the  way  of  trueth,  and  willingly  embracing  the  gladfome 
tidinges  of  the  Gofpell ,  reioyced  exceedingly  and  wrote  vn- 
o  to  her  an  Epiftle  wherein  he  commendeth  her  vertues,  ex- 
|)horting  her  to  obferue  the  olde  commaundementof  louing 
one  an  other ,  and  to  take  heede  of  deceauers  :  though  in  all 
poynctes  I  am  founde  farre  inferior,nay  in  nothing  compa- 
rableat  all  vnto  theblefled  Apoftle,  yet  your  honors  vertues  doe  counteruaile,or 
rather  furpafTe  the  other  Ladies  Godlinefle ,  feeinge"  the  feede  of  Chriftianity  was  in 
herbutnewely  fowen,  and  true  zeale  of  religion  firmely  rooted  thefe  manyyeares  in 
your  Ladifhips  mind.  Notwithstanding  my  inferior  condition,  be  it  Iawfull( though 
not  of  worthineiTe,at  leaft  wife  of  fauour)for  me  to  imitate  thebleffed  Apoftle,  &to 
wryte  vnto  your  honor,  not  any  exhortation  of  myneowne  (  whicheperaduenture 
woulde  be  very  fimple  )  but  the  exhortation  of  the  Apoftles  and  Difciples  of  our 
iioiir ,  the  martyrdomes  of  Sayn<5tes  andfuch  as  ferued  God  in  trueth  and  vp- 
rioTic  conuerfation  3  the  inuincible  courage  and  conftancie  of  zealous  Chriftians, 
the  Godly  fayinges  andfentences  of  true  profeftors,  the  wife  and  politicke  gouer- 
iv:menteof  common  weales  by  Catholicke  Emperours  and  Chriftian  princes  .the 
carefull  ouerfight  of  the  flocke  of  Chrift  by  reuerend  Bifhops  and  learned  Prelats, 
the  confutation  and  ouerthroweof  heretickes  with  the  confirmation  of  the  trueth 
by  holy  councells  andfacred  affemblies,  and  to  fay  the  wholl  in  one  worde,  as  the 
principall  diifte  of  myne  Epiftle,to  prefente  vnto  your  Ladifhip  thefe  auncient  Ec- 
clefiafticall  HiftoriographerSjtOjWit,/:/*/^//^,.^ rate sfEtiagrius$L Dorotheas.  Whofc 
hiitories  are  fo  replcnifhed  witfi  fuch  godly  doctnne,that  I  may  very  well  fay  of  them 
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The  EpiHle 

all,  as  a  learned  vvryter  reporteth  ofEufebuny  that  they  are  ableto  perfwade  any  man 
be  his  mind  neuerfbfarre  alienated  from  the  trueth,to  become  a  zealous  Chriftian. 
Wherefore  my  goodLady  feeingthat  as  Plato  fayth running  witts  are  delighted  witK. 
poetrie,  as  ^Ariftotle  wry  teth,efreminate  perfbns  are  rauiihed  with  muficke ,  and  as 
Socrates  telleth  vs  hiftories  agree  befte  with  ftaide  heades :  I  prefent  vnto  your  honor 
thefe  hiftories  agreeing  very  well  with  your  difpofition ,  and  beinge  the  frutes  of  my 
trauell  zndftudie.Ruffi/Ms  fayth,that  he  wrote  his  hiftorie  to  delight  the  reader,to  oc- 
cupiethetime,  and  to  remoue  the  remembrance  of  the  calamities(meaning  the  per- 
fection) which  then  lately  hadhappened.  As  for  Chriftian  pleafure  and  Godly  de- 
lightes  ,what  can  be  more  pleafauntthen  the  reading  of  the  Ecclefiafticall  hiftories? 
toutching  the  time ,  I  knowe  itfull  well  you  fpende  it  as  it  befeemeth  your  calling ,  to 
(peake  of  calamine  (  vnlefle  we  beholde  the  miferie  and  lamentable  eftate  of  other 
Realmes  and  dominions  )  prefentlye  there  is  geuen  no  fuche  occafion,for  it  can  not 
beremembredthatthe  fubie&es  within  this  realmeof  Eng'aade  hadtheGofpell  fo 
freely  preached ,  Clerkes fo  profoundely  learned ,  Nobility  fo  wife  and  politicke ,  all 
fuccefks  fo  profperous,as  in  this  happie  raygne  of  our  moft  vertuous  &  noble  Prin- 
cefle  Queene  Elizabeth ,and  therefore  are  we  gready  bounde  to  praife  God  for  it.  Yet 
if  ye  call  tomemorie  the  corruption  of  late  dayes,  the  blindnesof  fuch  as  woulde  be 
called  Gods  people,the  lamentable  perfecution  oftheEnglifh  Church,  then  may  ye 
reade  them  after  calamine .  Butnotwithftandinge  the  premifes  it  is  not  my  drifte  to 
falue  fuch  fores,neither  to  prouide  medicens  for  iuch  Maladies .  God  of  his  proui- 
dence  hath  continewally  bene  fo  carefullouerhis  Church  that  his  feruants  were  ne- 
uerleftdefolate.  Thoughe  Elias  com  play  ned  that  he  was  left  alone,  yet  were  there 
thoufandes  which  bowed  not  their  knees  to  Baal.  S.  Paul  telleth  vs  there  is  of  Ifrael 
a  remnant  left.  Our  Sauiour  fpeaking  of  his  Church  though  it  be  not  of  the  greateft 
multitudes  yet  isit  accordinge  vnto  his  Epitheton  a  litle  flocke.  And  iure  I  am  there 
may  befound  a  righteous  i^braham'm  Chaldgea,a  iuft  Lotu\  Sodome,a  godly  Dam- 
elm  Babylon,a  deuout  Tobiat  in  Niniue,a  paciente  lob  in  HufTe,and  a  zealous  Nebe- 
mias'm  Damafco .  There  is  found  wheate  amongtares,graine  in  the  huf  ke,corne  a- 
mone  chafFe,a  kearnel  within  the  shale,marrow  within  the  bone,a  pearle  within  the 
cockle,and  arofe  amonge  the  thornes.There  wasafoxathas'm  the  court  o{  Saul  to  fa- 
uout  Daa/d, there  was  an  Obadia  in  the  Court  of  <^Achab  to  entertayne  the  Prophets, 
there  was  an  Abedmelech  in  the  Court  of  Sedechias  to  entreate  for  Ieremie^  and  i  n  the 
Q.onxx.oi  Diocletian  there  were  many  yonge  Gentlemen ,  namely  Petrut  >Dorothewst 
Gorgomuswith.  many  others  which  embraced  the  Chriftians  &  fuffted  death  for  the 
teftimony  of  Chrift,as  your  honor  may  reade  in  thefe  Ecclefiaftical  hiftories,which  I 
haue  nottherfore  commended  vnto  you  for  the  remembrance  of  any  calamine  at  all. 
Butas  for  the  Court  of  our  moft  gracious  Queene  (  afight  both  ioyfull  and  comfor- 
table)where  there  relbrtesib  many  learned  Clerkes,lo  many  Godly  perfbns,fomany 
graue  Matrons,fb  many  vertuous  Ladies,fb  many  honorable  perfonages,hauinge  fo 
noble  a  heade  to  gouerne  them  all  :There  the  Chriftian  is  no  Phcenix,the  godly  is  no 
blacke  fwanne  ,forthe  Gofpell  is  freely  preached ,  and  the  profeftbrs  thereof  nadin 
honor  and  eftimation.  Wherefore  in  fo  godly  a  place,to  be  fo  vertuoufly  difpofed  at 
vacant  times,asto  reade  thefe  auncient  hiftories ,  wilbe  a  commendation  vnto  your 
honor,an  encreafe  of  knowledges  confirmation  ofthe  faith,a  maintenance  of  zeale, 
andabuelybeholdingeofChriftlefusinhis members.  Hereyou mayfeethe mode- 
fty  and  (hamefaftnes  of  Chriftian  may  dens,  the  conftancie  of  zealous  women,  the 
chaft  mindesof  graueMatrons,the  godly  difpofition  &  wife  gouernmentof  Queenes 
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and  EmprefTcs.  Heere  your  Ladifhip  fhall  ffneic  zealous  praycis/orowefull  Iamen- 
tation^godlyEpiftlcSjChriftian  decrees  &conftitutions.  The  father  admonifhing 
the  fonne,the  mother  her  daughter,thc  Biiliop  hisclergie,the  Piir.cc  his  fubicctes, 
Dne  Chriftian  confirming  an  other,  and  God  exhortinge  vs  all .  Many  nowe  adayes 
had  rather  rcade  the  ftories  of  Kinge  ^Arthur  :1 "he  monftrous  fables  of  Garagantua: 
thePallaceof  pleafure  :  the  Dial  of  Princes,where  there  is  much  good  matter :  the 
Monke  ofBurie  full  of  good  ftories:  Pierce  ploweman :  the  tales  of  Chaucer  where 
therein  excellent  wit,great  reading  and  good  decorum  oblerued ,  the  life  of Marcus 
K^durdius  where  there  are  many  good  Morall  preceptsrthe  familiar  and  golden  Epi- 
ftles  G&Antonie  Gvvevarra  where  there  is  both  golden  witt  &good  penning:  the  pil- 
gremage  of  Princes  well  penned  and  Clerckly  handeled  :  Reinard  the  Fox :  BeuU  of 
Hampton :  the  hundred  mevyt2.\cs:skogga»:Forturjatus:with.  many  other  infortunate 
treatifes  and  amorous  toies  wrytten  in  Engli(rie,Latine,Frenche,Ita!ian,Spaniirie, 
but  as  for  bookes  of  diuinitie ,  to  edifie  the  foule ,  and  inftruc'te  the  inwarde  man, 
it  is  the  leaft  part  of  their  carc,nay  they  will  flatly  anfwere  it  belongeth  notto  theyr 
calling  to  occupie  their  heades  with  any  fuchkinde  of  matters,  It  is  to  be  wilhed,  if 
not  all  j  at  leafte  wife  that  fbme  part  of  the  time  which  is  fpente  in  readinge  of  fuche 
bookes  (  althoughe  many  of  them  contayne  notable  matter  )  were  beftowed  in  rea- 
ding of  holy  Scripture  or  other  fuchwrytinges  as  difpofe  the  mind  to  fpirituall  con- 
templation, lam  fully  perfwaded  that  your  Ladifhip  readethnovayne  bookes,  I 
haue  feene  the  experience  of  your  vertuous  difpofition  my  felfeandknowenitnowe 
of  a  long  time.  Wherefore  feeinge  you  haue  obtained  honor  with  them  that  be  pre- 
(et,fame  for  the  time  to  come,riches  for  your  pofterity,an  eftate  for  yourfucceffbrs 
reputationamongftraungers,credi!:amongeftyourowne,gladnefre  for  your  friends 
and  that  which  paflethall,afure  affiance  in  the  goodneffe  ofGod.-thinkeitnot  amifle 
feeing  it  agrectn  with  my  vocation ,  as  I  beganne  with  the  Apoftle  that  I  nowe  ende 
with  exhorting  of  your  Ladi("hip  to  goe  on  fti  11  in  well  doinge,  and  witlirequeftinge 
ofyourhonorlouingly  to  accept  the  thankefull  remembrance  of  the  benefits  which 
I  haue  receauedatyourhandes.  Let  your  vertuous  difpofition  and  right  hono- 
rable callinge  be  a  protection  and  defence  that  thefe  auncient  hiftories 
be  notblemifhed  inthehandes  of  Zoylous  Sycophants,which 
as  Socrates  fayth,beingobfcure  perfons,and  fuch  as  haue 
no  pith  or  fubftance  in  them,go  aboutmoft  com- 
monly to  purchafe  vnto  them  felues  fame 
and  creditby  difpraifing  of  others.

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THE  TRANSLATOR  VNTQ  THE 
CHRISTIAN  READER,  AS  TOV- 

CHING  THE   TRANSLATION  OF 

THESE    AVNC1ENT  HISTORIES. 

S 1  am  geuentovnderflande  (^oodchrifli an  reader)  there  haue  bene  diuers 
1  which  attempted  to  tranjlate  thefe  auncient  Ecclefiaflical  hiflories,yet  haue 
\geuenouer their purpofe,  partly  being  difcouraged  with  the  diuerfitie  and 
corruption  ofGreeke  copies \  and  partly  being  difmayed  with  the  crookednes 
of  £ufebiusy?//f ,  which  is  by  reafon  of  his  vnperfecl  allegations ,  and  last  of  all  y  beinge 
whollie  oner  come  with  the  tedious fludie  and  infinite  toyle  and  labour.  The  occafion  that 
mouedme  to  take  fo  great  an  enterprife  in  hand  was,  that  I  read  them  in  Greeke  vnto  an 
honorable  Ladie  of  this lande,  andhauing fome  leafure  befides  the  lecture  and  other  exerci- 
fes  agreeable vnto  my  calling ,  I  thought  good  to  turne  the  priuate  commoditie  vnto  aptt- 
bliqueprofite,andto  make  the  chriflian  reader  of  this  my  natiue  count rey  partaker  alfo  of 
thefe  learned,z£alous,andpleafaunt  hi  ft  or ies. When  Itookepenne  in  hande,  andconfidered 
with  my  felfe  all  the  circumflances  of  thefe  Htflories ,  andfoundein  them  cert  en  things 
which  the  autorf  peraduenture  might  haue  left  vnwritten ,  but  the  interpretor  in  no 
wife  vntranflated:  1 remembred the  faying  of  Augufline,  Diuinitatis  eft  non  errare,  It 
belongeth  to  theDiuinitie,  or  to  God  him  felfe  not  to  erre ,  and  that  thefe  Hifloriographers 
were  but  men,yet  rare  andfingulerperfons.  Daily  experience  teachcth  vs  there  ts  no  gar- 
de without  fome  weeds,  no  medow  without  fome  vnfauerie  floures,no forefl  without 
fome ■  vnf rut  e full 'trees.,  no  countrey  without  fome  barren  land,  no  wheate  without form 
tares, no  day  without  a  cloude^no  writer  without  fome  blemish,  or  that  efcapeth  the  re- 
prehenfwn  of  all  men.  I  amfure  there  is  no  reader  fo  foolish  as  to  builde  vpon  the  antiquitie 
andautoritie  of  thefe  hi  (lories  as  if  they  were  hotyfcripture,  there  is  an  hijloricall  Faith 
which  is  not  in  the  compaffe  ofourCreede,  and  if  you  happen  to  light  vpon  any  Jiorie  that 
fauoureth  offuperfl ition,or that feemeth  vnpofible,  penes  autorem  fit  tides^referreitto 
the  autor,  take  it  as  cheape  as  yefinde  it,  remember  that  the  holy  Ghojlfayth,  omnis  homo 
mcndix.iffo,peraduenture  the  reader  to,  then  let  the  one  be  are  with  the  other .  Where 
the  places  didrequirejeflthe  reader  shoulde  befnaredin  err  our,  I  haue  laide  downe  Cen- 
fures  of  an  other  letter  then  the  texte  is  of,  where  the  autor  was  obfeure,  I  haue  opened 
him  with  notes  in  the  marge, where  ifounde  the  Jiorie  vnperfecl,  I  haue  noted  it  with 
a-flarre,and  fignifiedvvithall  what  mypenne  directed  me  vnto.Manie  Latine  vvriters 
haue  imp  toyed great  diligence  and  labour  about  thefe  Greeke  Hifloriographers ,  one  tranfla~ 
ting  onepeece,an  other  an  other peece,  one  interpreting  one  of  the  autor s,an  other  traflating 
almofl  all,one  perufing,  an  other  correcting.  Ierome  turnedEuCeb'ms  into  Latine,  but  it  is 
not  extant. Rnffmus  tooke  vpon  him  to  tranjlate  Eufebius.  Of  him  Ierome  wryteth  in  1j*°im» 
this  fort  .Ecclefiafticam  pulchre  Eufebius  hiftoriam  texuit ,  quid  ergo  de  interprets  ^f*ffinw* 
fentiendum,liberumfitiamcuiqueiudicium.  Eufebius  hath  very  well  compiled  the 
Ecclefiafticali  hijlorie ,  but  as  for  the  interpreter,  euery  man  hath  to  thinkeof  him  what

himlifi.  Beams  Rhenanusyt  man  of  ^great  judgement faith  thus  of  Tluftwus.Inlibrisa  fe 
verfisparumlaudis  meruit,  quod  ex  induftna  no  verba  vei  fenfum  autoris  quem  ver- 
tendumfiifceperitappendat,fed  vel  minus  velplufculumtanquam  paraphraies,non 
-  velut  interpres  pro  fua  libidine  plerumq;  referat.  Rufrinus  deftruedbutfmallpraifefor 
his  tranflations^  becaufe  ofpurpofe  he  tooke  no  heede  vnto  the  wordes  and  meaning  of  the 
autor  which  he  tooke  vpon  him  to  tranflate,  but  interpretedfor  the  mofl  parte  athis  plea- 
fur  e, by  adding  and  diminish  ing,more  like  a  Paraphraji  then  a  tranjlator.  ifinde  byperufing 
of  him  that  he  vtteredinfew  words,which  Eufebius  wrote  at  large:  that  he  is  tedi- 
ous where  Eufebius  is  brie f  that  he  is  obfeurewhere  Eufebius  uplaine:  that  he  hath  o- 
m/ttedwhereEufebius  is  darke,words  and  fentences  andpages,and  Epijlles,  and  in  ma- 
nerwholl bookes.  Half  the  eight  booke  ofEukb'ms(fohath  Mufculus  tojandinmaner  all 
the  tenth  booke,he  hath  not  once  touched.  Rufrinus  wrote  thehijlorie  of  his  time  in  two 
bookes,  and erred fowly  in  certen  things,  as  Socrates  doeth  report  of  him .  Epiphanius 

Sptphamus.  Scholafticus  tranjlated  the  Tripartite  hiflorie .  Ioachimus  Camerariusgy«#/>  of  him 
this  iudgement.T antam  deprehendi  in  tranilatione  non  modo  barbariem  fed  etia  in- 
fcitiam  ac  fbmnolentiam  iftius  Epiphanij,  vt  mirarer  vlliGrxcorum  non  adeo  alie- 
namlinguam  Latinam,  fed  ignoratam  fuam  eile  potuifle .  ifounde  in  the  tranflation 
of  this  Epiphanius,  not  onelyfuch  barbarous  phr afes,  but  alfo  ignoraunce  and  palpable  er- 
r our, that  I  can  not  chufe  but  maruelljoovve  any  Grecian  coulde  be  vnskilfull,  notfo  muche 
in  the  (Iraunge  Latine  tongue,  as  ignorant  in  his  owne  language.  Wolf  gangus  Mufcu- 

Mtifculiu.  lus  a  learned interpretour, hath  tranflatedthe hiflories  fl/ELulebius,  yet  Edvvardus  God- 
falfus  geueth  of  him  this  Cenfure.  Hie  autem  fatis  correctis  exemplaribus,  vt  credibile 
eftdeftitutusinnumeris  locis  turpiffime  labitur.  Eft  porro  adeo  obfeurusvt inter- 
pres egeatinterprete,adeofalebrofusvt  lector  identideminhan'eat,  adeo  lacunofus 
vtautoresipfi  Gracci  hiftoria?  fua*  fententias  non fuiffe  expletas  grauiter  conque- 
rantur.  This  Mufculus  as  it  is  very  like, vvantingper feci  coppies,  erred  fowly  in  infinite 
places.  <JMoreouer,hc  isfo  obfeure  that  the  Tranjlator  hath  neede  of  an  interpret  our, fo  in- 
tricatethat  the  Reader  is  novve  and  than  graueled ,  fo  briefe  that  the  Greeke  autor s  them 
felues  doe  grieuouflie  complaine ,  that  the  Sentences  in  their  Hiflories  were  not  fullie  ex- 
preffed.  Though  the  reporter  be  partiall  being  of  a  contrarie  religion, yet  herein  I  finde  his 
judgement  to  be  true,  andjpecia/lyin  his  tranjlation  of  the  tenth  booke  o/'Eufebius.^f  not 
I  only, but  others  hauefounde  it.  Iacobus  Grynasus  a  learned man  jorrecledmany  faultes, 
explicatedmany  places, printed  in  the  marge  many  notes, yet  after  al  this  his  labour  which 
defer ueth  great  commendation,  there  arefounde  infinite  efcapes,andfortriall  thereof  I  re- 
port me  vnto  the  ^^iiskr.ChriftophorfonfWy^  his  religion  Ireferre  it  to  God,  and  to  him 
felfe,who  by  this  time  knoweth  whether  he  did  well  or  no)  was  agreat  Clarke,  and 
a  learned  interpretour,  he  hathe  Tr an  fated  pafmg  well,  yet fometimes doeth ]he  addicie 
himfelfvery  much  to  the  Latine  phrafe,  and is caried away  with  the  found  and  weight 
t her  of.  if  any  e  of  the  former  vvryters  had  done  well,  what  needed  the  later  interpre- 
tour s  to  takefo  muchpaines  ?  I  woulde  haueallthe  premijfes,  and  whatfoeuer  hath  bene 
fpoken  of  thefe  Latine  Tranflatours  by  me  ( although  e  one  of them  chargeth  another)  to 
be  taken,  not  that  Iaccufe  them  of  mine  owne  heade,  but  by  beholding  their  doings, to  ex- 
cufe  the  fault es  that  myghte  efcape  in  this  Englishe  Tranflation.l fiounde  the  Greeke  coppte 

Eufebius*  of  EuCcbius  in  manie  places  vvonderfull crabbed,his  Hiflorie  isfullofallegationsfayings 
and  fentences, and Epiflles,and the  felfe fame  autor  it ie  oftentimes  alleagedto  the  confirma- 
tion offundrie  matter s^th  at  the  words  are  short,  the fen fe  obfeure  ej^  hard  to  be  tr aflat  ed. 
Tet  the  learning  of  the  man,  the  autor  it  ie  ofhisperfon,  ejr  the  Antiquitie  of  his  time  will 

Socrates,     caufe  whatfoeuer  may  be  thougjot  amiffe  to  be  well  take.  Socrates  who follow edEa- 
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(ebius  about  a  hundred and for  tie  yeares  after, and  continewedthe  Hifiorie,  wrote  an  e~ 
loquent  and  an  artificial! file,  hevfethto  alleage  wholl  Epifiles^perfeclefentences,  and 
hath  deliuered  the  hifiorie  'very  plaine .His  words  are  fvveete,his  vaine  pleafaunt,  &  his 
indention  very  wittie.  though  the  hijiorie  be  large, his  bookes  long,and  the  labour  great  in 
wrytingofthem,  yet  was  I  very  much  recreatedwith  thefvvetenefje  of  the  worke. 
Eiia£riiis,f  t- /;<?  beganne  where  Socrates  left,  andcontinewed his penne  vnto  the  ende  Etta„ri,lSe 
of  tftefirftfix  hundredyeares  after  ChriftM  full of 'Dialects, and  therefore  in  Greeke  notfo 
pleafaunt  as  Socrates.  He  hath  many  fuperfiitious  jlortes  which  might  very  well  haue 
bene  (pared.  But  inperufing  of  him  I  would  haue  the  reader  to  note  the  great  chaunge  that 
was  in  his  time  iftore  then  in  the  dayes  of  the  former  vvryters,  and  t  her -after  to  confider  of 
the  times  following,the  difference  that  is  in  thefe  our  dayes  betvvene  the  church  and  the 
Apoftolicke  times,  the  encreafe ^augmentation,^  daily  adding  ofceremonies  to  ceremonies, 
feruice  vponferuiceywith  other  Ecclefiaflicall rites  and  decrees,  is  not  the  encreafe  of  pie- 
tie  and  the  per  feci  ion  ofgodlincsfor  our  Sauiour  telleth  vs  in  the  Gofpel,that  towards  the 
later  dayes  hue  shall  waxe  colde,  andiniquitie  shall  abound:  but  the  malice  andfpite  of  the  2+ 

Deuell,  who  with  the  chaunge  of  time,  alter  eth  (as  much  as  he  may)  the  fate  of  the  Ec- 
clefiafiicallaffaires,andthru(leth  daily  into  the  church  one  mifchiefe  vpon  an  other. More- 
ouer  Eu  a  grins  being  a  teporallmanfiuffeth  his  Hifiorie  withprophanefiories  of  wanes 
and  warlike  engines ,  ofbattailes  ancl  bloudshed,  of  Barbarians  and  Heathen  nations  .  In 
defer ibing  the  fit  station  of  anyfoyle,  the  er  eel  ion  of  buildings,  and  vertues  of fome proper 
perfonjoe  doth  excell.  Dorotheas  Bishop  ofTyrm  ejr  Martyr, whom  I  haue  annexed  vn-  D  ? 
to  thefe  former  Hifioriographers,being  vvellfeene  in  the  Hebrew  tonge,  and  a  great  Ari- 
ti/juarie,  wrote  brief y  the  Hues  of  the  Prophets, Ape 'files,  and feuentie  difciples  of  our  Saui- 
cur.  Thefaultes  that  are  therein,  [attribute  them  rather  vnto  the  corrupt  coppies,thcn  to  a- 
ny  want  of  knowledge  in  him.  Such  things  as  are  to  be  noted  in  him,  I  haue  laid  them  in 
the  preface  before  his  booke.  After  all  thefe  Tranflations  (gentle  Reader  J  not  with  (landing 
my  great  trauell cyfiudie,! haue  gathereda  briefe  Chronographie,  begining  with  Eu-  tAChro" 
fcbiiiSyand  ending  with  Euagrius,  where  thou  maifi  fee  the  yeares  of  the  Incarnation,  »"graphie. 
the  raigne  of  the  Emperours,the famous  men  and  Martyrs ,  the  kings of ludxa,  and  highe 
priefles  oft  he  Ievvesin  Ierufalem, from  the  birth  of  Chri(l  vnto  the  ouerthrowe  of  the 
Citie,theCouncels,the  Bishops  of Ierufalem^ntioch^ome^lexandria^nd  allthe  herefies 
within  the  firfi fix  hundredyeares  after  chrifl,deuidedinto  Columnes,wheretheyere  of 
the  Lordjladsright  ouer  againtt  euery  one.  The  profit  e  that  rifeth  by  reading  of  thefe  hifio^ 
ries,Iamnot  able  in  few  words  to  declare.be/idesthe  works  of  the  autors  the  fellies  ^hey 
haue  brought  forth  vnto  vs  Sentences,Epiflles,  Orations,  Chapiters  and  bookes  of  auncient 
wryters,fuch  as  wrote  immediatly  after  the  Apo files,  and  are  not  at  this  day  extant faue 
inthem.  Namely  ofPzpias  Bishop  ofHierapolts,  Polycarpus  Bishop  ofSmyrna^olycva- 
tes  Bishop  of  Ephefus,  Dionyfius  Bishop  ofCorinthi  Apollinarius  Bishop  of  Hierapolis, 
Dionyfius  Bishop  of <^A'lexandria,M.c\ito  Bishop  of Sardis ,  ScrapionBishopofAntioch, 
Irenxus  Bishop  of  Lions,  Alexander  Bishop  of  Ierufalem ,  Theoctiftus  Bishop  of  Cafa- 
rea,  Anatoli  us  Bishop  ofLaodicea;Phileas  Bishop  ofThumis,  Alexander  Bishop  of  Alex- 
andria, Eufebius  Bishop  of Nicomedia,Theognis  Bishop  of 'Nice,  Athanafius  Bishop  of 
Alexandria,  Gregorie  Bishop  ofNazianzum,Cyril\  Bishop  of  Alexandria,  Eufebius  Bi- 
shop of  DoriUum,  Peter  Bishop  of Alexandria,Grcgovic  B.ofAntioch.  O/Gaius,  Cor- 
nelius,! uli  us,Liberius,  Bishops  of  Rome .  Of  theCouncels,  as  the  Synode  in  PaUfiina  and 
Antiochjhe  Councel 'of Nice,Ariminum, Ephefus,  chalcedon  and  Confiantinople .  Of  lear- 
ned writers  as,  Quadiatus,  Rhodon ,  Africanus ,  Miltiades ,  Apollonius,  Maxi- 
mus,  Macarius,  Ongen,  Euagrius,  and  Symeon.  if  we  be  difiofed  to  fee  theEmpe- 
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roursjheir  Decrees,Epiflles,Confiitutions  andEdicls,we  m.iyfoonefinde  them  euenfrom 
Iulius  Cdefarthefirfl,  vnto  Mauncius  the  lafi,within  the  frfi  fixe  hundred '  y <erc %  name- 
ly Auguftus,Tibenus,  Caligula ,  Claudius,  Nero,Galba,Otho,Vitellius,  Vefpafian, 
Tims,Domitian3Nerua,Traian,Adrianus,  Antoninus  Pius,  Veius,Comodus,  Per- 
cinax,  Didius  Iulianus,  Seuerus,  Caracalla,  Macrinus,  Heliogabalus,  Alexander, 
Maximinus,  Gordianus,Philip,Decius,Gallus,  jemilianus,  Valerianus,  Claudius, 
Quintilius,Aurelianus,Tacitus,Florianus,Carus,Diocletian^WMaximianus,Co- 
ftantius4WMaximinus,Conftantinus  Magnus  <«?^Licinius,Conftantinus  the  yon- 
ger,  ConftantiusdWConftans,  lu\nn  the  Apoftata,Iouian,Valentinianus^WVa- 
lens,Gratian,Valentinianus  theyongery*WTheodofius  Magnus,  Arcadius^W  Ho- 
horius,Theodofiusiunior,Martianus,Leo,Zeno,  Anaftaiius,Iuftinus,Iuftinianus, 
Iuflinus  the  2 .  Tiberius  and  Mauritius .  We  may  fee  the  Bkhops  howe  they  governed, 
Minifters  how  they  taught ;Sy  nodes  what  they  decreed,  Ceremonies  how  they  crept  in- 
to the  Church,  Herejies  how  they  rofie  and  were  rooted  out.  ifweftande  vpon  the  Thea- 
ter of  Martyrs,  and  there  beholde  the  valiant  wraflicrs ,  and  inuincible  champions  of 
Chrifi  Iefu,how  can  we  chufe  but  be  rauishedvvith  Teale  when  we  fee  the  prof effors 
of  the  truth  tome  in  peeces  of  w  tide  beaftes,  crucified,  beheaded,floned,ftified,  beaten  to 
death  with  cudgels,  fried'to  the  bones,flaine  aliue,  burned  to  ashes,  hanged  ongibbettes, 
drowned,  brained,fcurged,maimed,  quartered,  their  neckes  broken,  their legges flawed 
of  their  tongues  cutte,  their  eyes  pulled  out  and  the  emptie  place  feared  with  fc  aiding  /'- 
r on,the  wrapping  of them  in  oxe  hides  with  dogges  and  flnakes  and  drowned  in  the 
fea,  theinioyning  of  them  to  kill  one  an  other,  the  gelding  ofchriftians,  the  paring  of  their 
flesh  with  sharpe  rafors,  the  renting  of  their  fides  with  the  lashe  of  the  whip^  the  pric- 
king of  their  vaines  with  bodkins,  and  famishing  of  them  to  death  in  deepe  andnoyfome 
dungeons.  It  is  a  wonder  to  fee  the  zeale  of  their  prayer  s,their  char  it  ie  towards  allmeny 
their  conflancie  in  torment,  and  their  confidence  in  Chrifi  lefus.  Thefe  be  they  whome  S. 

Apoc.6.7.  Iohn  in  his  Apocalypfe  fawe  in  a  vifion  vnder  the  alt  are,  that  were  Martyred  for  the 
word  of  God  and  the  tejlimonie  ofchriH  Iefus,  which  cried  with  a  loudvoyce,  flaying  i 
Howe  long  tariest  thou  Lord,  holy  and  true, to  iudge  and  to  auege  our  bloude,on  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth.  And  long  white  garments  were  geuen  vnto  euery  one  of  them,  and 
it  was fay d vnto  them,that  they  should  rest  yet  for  a  title fleaflon,  vntill their flelovve  fler- 
uaunts  and  their  brethern  that  should  be  killed  as  they  were,  were  fulfilled .  TheAngell 
telleth  him  who  they  were  that  were  arayed  in  long  white  garmentes,  and  whence 
they  came,faying :  thefe  are  they  which  came  out  of  oyeat  tribulation,  andhaue  washed 
their  long  robes, and  made  them  white  by  the  bloude  of  the  Lambe,therfore  are  they  in  the 
pre  fence  of  the  throne  oflGod^andflerue  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple',  and  he  thatfitteth 
in  the  throne  will  dwell  among  them.  They  shall  hunger  no  more, neither  thur(t,and  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tear  es from  their  eyes.  Very  comfortable  wordes.  But  the  executio- 
ners, the  tyrant  es,  and  torment  our  she  arts  vverefo  hardened,  that  neither  voycesfrom  a- 
boue,norfignes  in  the  acrthrcatning  vengeance  and  the  wrath  of  God  to  light  vpo  themt 
neither  thefv  vetting  of  fit  ones, nor  the  monflers  that  the  earth  brought  forth  could  molli- 
fie  their  ft  onie  mindes.  The  fea  ouerfltovveA  the  land,the  earth  opened  and  left  daunverous 
gulphes,Earthquakes  ouerthrewe  their  Tovvnes  and  Cities,  fire  burned  their  houfes,yct 
vvoulde  they  not  leaue  of  their  furie.  They  were  as  S  .Paul  fayeth,  turned  into  a  reprobate 
fenfe,  they  left  no  villame  vnpracTifed,in  t  he  ende  many  of  them  fell 'into fir  en  fie  and  mad- 
nesjhey  ranne  themfelues  vpon  naked  flwordesjhey  brake  their  owne  neckes,  they  han- 
gedthem ft 'lues ,  they  tumbled  them  flues  headlong  into  riuers ,  they  cutte  their  owne 

eApo.  1 6.     throtes ,  and  diuerfly  diflfatched  themfelues .   This  is  the  vi all  full  of  the  wrathe  ofGody 
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uvkkh  the  Ar.gellin  the  rendition  powredvpon  the  water s,  and  the  voycethatfolo- 

tcdafter  may  very  well  be  faker*  of  them:  O  Lord  which  art  and  waft, thou  art  righ- 
teotK.and  holy,  becaufe  thou  halt  gcuenfuch  judgements,  for  they  haue  shed  out  the  bloudof 
Saincts  and  Prophets,  and  therefore  haft  thou  geucn  them  bloudto  drinke,for  they  hauc  de- 
ferued  it.  The  aforcfaid  Martyrs  gaue  forth  godly fayings,diuine  precepts  for  the  pofleritie, 
they  fealed  their  doctrine  with  their  owne  blonde,  they  feared  not  their  Hues  vnto  the 
death,  they  are  gone  be  fore, they  shewedvs  the  way  to  follow  after jhefe  (goodchrifti- 
an  reader)  with  other  things  are  to  be  feene  throughout  thefe  Hi/lories.  The  chapiters  in 
the  Greek e  were  in  many  places  veryfmall,  iflshouldc  hauc followed the  Greeke  diuifion, 
then  had  I  left  much  waft  paper,  I  hauc  fomctimes  ioynedtwo  or  three  together  ^fome  o- 
ther  times  taken  them  as  they  lay,  yet  where  1  altered  the  diuifion,I  noted  in  the  marge  the 
number  of  the  Greeke  Chapiters.  There"  if  no  raigne  of  any  Emperour,no  (lorie  almojl  wor- 
thie  thenotingjbut  thou  haft  in  the  marge  theyeare  of  the  Lord  for  the  better  vnder- 
■     jhnding  therof  Whatfocuer  I  found  in  the  Greeke,were  it  good  or  bad,that 
haue  ifaithfullie  without  any  parcialitie  at  alllaide  downe  in 
English.  VVherfore  if  ought  be  vvelldone^eue  the 
•    praife  vnto  God.  letthepainesbe 
mine, and the  profit  the 
Readers.

H  E  fuccefiions  of  the  holy  Apoflles,  together  with  the  tymes  The'argu- 
from  our  Sauiour  vnto  vs  hitherto  continewed,  and  thofe  things  m  ent  of 
which  are  fayd  to  be  done,according  vnto  the  Ecclefiaflicall  hi-  ~11^.    ,    " 
ftorye,w hat  they  areJjovvegreate,and  who  decently  haue  go-  .'.l1" 
uernedthe  Churche,fpecially  in  the  moft  famous  prouinces :  alfo  * ' 

who  in  all  ages  haue  fet  forth  the  heauenly  doctrine ,  eyther  by 
preachings  by  writing :  andagayne  what  men7  howe  manyt 
&  when  through  defire  of  noueltye,andttror  falling  into  extre- 
mityesjjaue  published  them  felues  Authors  of knowledge  falfely 
foealled,dr  cruelly  rent  afunder  as  rauening  wolueSythe  flocke  of  chrift-.moreouer  what 
euils  forthwith  haue  fallen  vpon  the  whole  nation  of  the  Iewesjbecaufe  of  their  con- 
fpiracye  again fl  our  Sauiour :  andagaine  how  manyjby  what  meanes,and in  what  times 
the  worde  hath  bene  of  the  Gentilsflriuen  againft ,  and  whatfinguler  men  in  all  tymes t 
haue pajfed  and  gone  through e bitter conflicts  for his name fake ,  euenby  she  ding  of their9 
bloode ,  and fuff ring  of  torments ,  and  be  fides  all  this ,  the  martyrdomes  done  in  our  tyme, 
together  with  the  merci full  and  comfort  able  ay  de  of  our  Sauiour ,  towardes  euery  one 
louingly  exhibited;  I determiningto publishe  in  writing ,  will not beginne of  any o-  VVhere 
ther place  my  entraunce ,  then  of  the  firji  order  in  doinge  or  dijpenfation  of  our  Sauiour  Eufebius 
and  Lorde  Jefus  Chrijl .  but  truely  the  circtmflance  itfelfe,  eueninthe  beginning  era-  beginneth 
ueth pardon ,  being  greater  then  ourftrength  canfuBayne.  Iconfeffe  in  deede  that  which  h's  hiftory 
we  promife,  to  be  abfolute,  and  that  which  weprofeffe  toomitte  nothing ,  to  be  a  *"C(i1™' 
thinge  incomprehenfible .  For  wefirfl  taking  this  argument  inhande ,  endeuoringe  to 
treade  afolitary  and  vntroden  waye  spraying  that  God  may  be  our  guy  demand  the  pow- 
er of  our  Lorde  and  Sauiour  ,  our  prefent  helper  and  ayder :  yet  can  wenowherefinde 
as  much  as  the  barefleppes  of  fuche  as  haue  paffedthe  fame  path  before  vs ,  hautnge  onely 
fmale  shewes  and  tokens,wherewith  diuers  here  and  there  in  their  Ceueral  tymes  haue 
lefte  vnto  vs  particuler  declarations  as  it  were  certaine  fparcles ,  while fi that  they 
lift  their  voyces  from  farre ,  and  from  aboue ,  from  whence ',  as  from  an  highe  place  and 
inuifible ,  crying  as  out  of  acertayne  watchtower  home ,  what  waye  we  ought  to 
goe ,  and  howe  to  directe  without  error  and  daunger  the  way  and  order  of  our  talke. 
whatfoeuerthinges  therefore  we thinke  profitable  for  this  prefent  argument ,  c hoofing 
thofe  t  hinges  which  of  them  are  here  and  there  mentioned,  and  as  it  were  culling  and 
gatheringthe  commodious  and fitt  fentences  of fuch  as  haue  written  of  olde7  as  flow- 
res  out  of  medovves  bedecked  with  reafon  ,we  will endeuour in  shewing  the  way 
of  hiftorye  j  to  compact  the  fame  as  it  were  into  one  body ,  being  alfo  defirous  to  retayne 
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culty  thcr- 
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from  obliuion  the fttccefions ,althcughe r'ot  if  all,  yet  of  the  mofi  famous.  J po files  of '  L

to  tbe  potter  itie.  *  The  names  of  the  kinredesin  Ifrael  arc  num  bred,  eyther  after  the  lyneof 
nature ,  or  after  the  rule  limited  in  the  Lavve .  after  the  lyne  of  nature ,  as  by  fucceflion  of  the 
naturall  feedc,  after  the  rule  in  the  Lavve,  as  by  his  fucceflion  which  rayfed  feede  vntohis 
barren  brother  defeafed»*Foras  yet  the  hopeof  the  refurreftion  was  not  made  manifeft, 
they  imitated  the  promife  to  come  with  mortall  refurre6tion,*  lefte  the  name  of  the  defcafed 
with  his  deatheshoulde  quite  be  cut  of ,  for  of  them  which  arc  ledde  with  this  line  of  gene- 
ration, fomefucceaded  as  naturall  children  theirfathers,  fomc  begotten  by  others  haue  after 
others  bene  called  ,  yet  of  both  mention  is  made  as  well  of  them  whichetrucly,asofthem 
which  refemblc  the  name  of  generation.Thus  nere  nother  of  the  Gofpels  is  founde  faIfe,hovv- 
foeuer  it  doth  number,be  it  according  vnto  nature,or  the  cuftome  of  the  Lawc.The  kinrede  of 
Solomon  and  of  Nathan  is  fo  knit  together,  by  reuiuing  of  the  defeafed  without  iiTue,by  fecond 
manages, by  raifing  of  feede,fo  that  not  without  cauie,the  fame  perfons  are  ported  ouer  to  di- 
uerfe  fathers,  whereof fome  were  imagined,and  fome  others  were  theirfathers  in  deedc,  both 
the  allegations  being  properly  true,though  in  Io/epb  diuerlly,yet  exactly  by  defcente  determi- 
ned.And  that  that  which  I  go  about  to  proue  may  plainly  appear,!  wil  declare  the  orderly  fuc- 
ceflion of  this  genealogye,  makinge  arecitallfrom  rDauidby  Solomon.  Thethtrde  from  the 
ende is Mattban founde,  whichc  begate  Iacob ,  the  father  of  Jofepb,  but  from  Nathan  the 
Sonne  of  D*#«/,defcending  according  vnto  the  Gofpellof  Luke,  the  thirde  from  the  ende  is 
Melchit\v\io(c  Sonne  is  Heh,thc father  oflojeph .  Fotlofeph  is  the  Sonne  of  Hely,  the  Sonne  of 
Melchi.Iofeph  being  the  propofed  marke  to  shoote  at,wcmuft  shewe  how  ether  is  termed  his 
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father,deriuing  the  pcdegrevv  of  lacob  from  Solomon  ,of  Hcli  from  Nathan.znd  firft  liovv  Jac  ok 
and  HfAjbeing  two  brethren,  then  their  fathers,  Mat  than  and  /!</<■  A/.7,bornc  of  diucrs  kinreds 
may  be  proued  Graundfathers  to  Jofeph.Matthan  therefore  &  Aislcht,  marying  the  fame  wife, 
begatc  brethren  by  the  fame  mothcr,the  Law  not  forbidding  a  vvidovve  either  dimifled  from 
her  husbande,or  after  the  death  ofherhusbandc  to  be  coupled  vnto  an  other  man.

VVhe 
the  prteltwasnotabletopayraunfome  for  his  ioi\rK,t\\\s  Antipater  was  brought  vp  after  the 
maner  of  the  Iduma?ans,&  became  very  familiar  with  Hrrcanns  the  high  prieft  of  the  Iewcs.& 
hauing  bene  in  embafye  with  Tompejte  in  Hircanw  flcacle,he  reftored  vnto  him  the  kingdome 
which  was  taken  from  his  brother  AriHobulns,z^\ontc\  him  felfe  ^ouernour  of  Palxftina,  and 
proceaded  forvvardes  in  felicitie.V Vhen  this  Antipatep  was  enuyed  for  his  greate  felicitie,and 
was  trayteroufly  flayne,there  fucceded  him  his  fonne  Hirr^,vvhich  at  length  ofAntonins  and 
AuguUiu,  by  decree  of  the  Senate,receaued  rule  ouer  ti)c  Iewes,whofe  fonnes  were  Herode,

ped for  health,&  imagined  after  remedies.Paffing  ouer  Iordane,he  vfed  for  helpe  the  hott  ba- 
thes, nye  Calliroe,whichrunne  vnto  the  lake  Aiphaltitis,vvhich  alfo  by  rcafon  of  their  fvveete-

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neffe  arc  drinkcablc.The  Phifitians  therc,thought  good  that  his  whole  body  should  be  fuplcd, 
with  v  rhot  oylc,&  he  being  dimiifed  into  a  veifell  full  of  whot  oyle,his  eyes  To  daflcd,  &  dif- 
folued  them  felues,that  he  cJmcout,as  dead.  When  the  leruantcs,  byreafonofthefecircum- 
ftanceswere  fore  troubled, he  remembred  hispIague,anddeipaircdthcncefoorthofanyreco- 
uericatall ,  commaundingwithall  fiftic*pcecesof  filuertobc  deuided  among  his  ibuldiers,  *Jnthe 
buthischiefccaptaines,andmoftfamiliarefricndesto  rcceauc great fommes of  money.  And  grckc,ievvr' 
taking  his  iourney  thence  he  cameto  Hiericho,al  maddc,by  reaibn  of  melancholy  that  aboun-  vafoi02"(;M- 
ded  in  him,for  he  grevve  to  that  paffc  that  he  thrcatnedto  him  felfe  death,  and  went  about  to  folk  pence 
pracitife  an  horrible  oftence .  Forgathering  together  the  famous  men  in  euery  village  through-  the  hundrcth 
out  all  Icvvrte,hc  comaunded  them  to  be  shut  vp  into  one  place  called  Hippodromus,  calling  Part  °f an  At 
vnto  him  withall,  his  fitter iWow?  and  hevhusbande  Alexander.  lknowe(  faith  he,  thclewes  tlckePoun  • 
will  merily  celebrate  as  holy  day  the  day  of  my  death ,  yet  may  I  belamented  of  others, and  fo 
haue  a  glorious  Epitaphe.and  funerall,if  that  you  will  execute  mine  aduifc .  Thofe  men  therc- 
fore,wnicharekeptinclofepriibn(fouldiers  being  circumfpedrlyfeton  euery  fide)  fee  that 
you  immediatly flaye,as  focne  as  breath  departcth  out  ofmy  body,io  that  therby  al  Iewrie,  & 
euery  houfe,  will  they,  nill  they. mayrcvve,andlamentmy  death.  SziDagapnc  a  litlcafterlje 
faptb '.

n  £  tt  /r«tf  or  be  itfalfey  that  there  werefuch  epiHles,itforceth  not  greatly,  as  the  effect  and  content es 
thereof  is  not  to  be  preferred  be  fire  all  other  writing  in  trueth  :fo  of  the  contrary ,  it  is  not  to  be  re", 
iecledfot -falfhoode  and  forged ftuffe.Ierome  with  other graue  writers yaffrmethfuch  circumstances to. 
hatie  bene.  Eufebius  whofi  creditt  hereinis  not  fmale ,  reporteth  the  fame  to  haue  bene  taken  out  of 
their  recordes  in  the  city  of Edeffa.yregeftred  there  in  the  Syrian  tongue  yand  by  him  tranfiated  out  of 
the  Sytianyinto  the  greeke  tongue.  If dorus  and  Gelafiusjhe  firft  of  that  name, bifhop  ofB.ome,about 
they  ear  e  of  our  Lorde  +(>4.togetherwith  y  o .  other  Bifhopsydecreed  that  the  Churche  of  God  fhould 
receaue  the  fame  epislles y  fir  no  other  then  Apocrypha,  one  thing  I  may  not  here  runne  ouerwith  Ji- 
lence,but  admonifhe  the  Reader  of, how  that  late  writers ynamely  Damafcenusyandthat  fabulous  Hi- 
fioriographer  Nicephorus  haue  added  vnto  this hiftory fabulous  reportes,howe  that  *Abgarut,gouer- 
nour  o{Edeffa.,Jent  his  letter  vnto  Iefuyand  with  alia  certaynepaynter  which  might  vewehim  well,& 
bring  vnto  him  backs  &gaine  the  lively  picture  oflefuythe  which  painter  (as  they  reported  being  not  able 
(for  the  glorious  brigftinejfe  of  his  gracious  countenance~)to  bring  hispurpofe  toeffettxour  Sauiour  him 
felfe  tooke  an  handkerchef \  and  lay  de  to  his  deuine  and  liuely face ,  and  by  the  wiping  of  his face,his  pi- 
cture was  therein  imp?'ejfed,the which  hefent  to  Abgar us. Nicephorus  patcheth  other  fables  therunto: 
firfl  he  fay  th, that  the  King  of  Perfia  fent  apaynler  vnto  Iefu  ,  which  brought  vnto  him  the  picture  of 
Iefu,and  alfi  of  Mary  his  mother.  Agayne  that  the  Edeffaeans  inthetime  of ' Iuftinianm the  Emperour, 
being  befieged  and  brought  tofuch  a  narrowe  flraitte,that  there  remaynedno  hope  of  de  Inter  ance, but 
a  pre  fent foyle  and  ouerthrowe,in  the  fame  lamentable  plight, to  haue  runne  vnto  this  picture  for  a  re- 
fuge,wher(as  they  fay)theyfoudprefet  remedy. beleue  it  who  wil.Eufebius,  who  fearched  their  records, 
who  layde  downe  the  copye  of  the  Epiflles,who  tranflatedfaythfully  all  that  hefounde  there, toutching 
Chrifl  neyther faweyneyther  heardyofanyfuchthihgyfor  hepromifedin  the  preface  to  his  hiftory ,  to  o- 
mitt  nothing  that  fhoulde feeme  pertinent  af the  other  writers  founde  ity  why  did  not  Eufebius finde  it? 
if  the  other  writers  thought  expedient  to  publijhe  the  fame ,  why  did  Eufebius  omitt  it  /  nay  it  was  not 
there  founde  at  al,butforged.therefire  recount  them  fir  fables. the  firft  that  reported them,wai  a  hun- 
dredyeares  after  Eufebius.

And  when 
as  all  they  which  were  tributaryes  to  the  Romaynes, dedicated  altars  and  temples  vnto  Caius, 
and  cftcemed  of  him  in  all  other  refpe6rs  as  God:Thefe  onely  levves  be  they  which  difdayne- 
fully  wnhftoode  this  honour,  done  vnto  htm  of  men, and  accuftomed  to  prophane  his  name. 
After  that  Apion  had  thus  fpoken  many,andgreeuous  thinges,  totheendehe  might  incenfe 
Caius  agaynft  the  (as  it  was  very  likely  to  be  done_)/,/?<7(?,oneoftheIev\es  legates  drew  nigh,  phib. 
a  man  excelling  in  all  thinges, and  brother  of  Alexander  Albarchus ,  not  ignoraunt  in  philofo- 
phy,and  ofhability  fufficicnt,to  aunfwere  the  opprobrious  crimes ,  layde  to  their  charge .  But 
Caius  excluded  him,  commaunding  him  forthwith  to  departe,  andbecaufehc  was  throughly 
moued,he  feemed  as  though  he  went  about  to  pradtifefome  mifchiefe  towards  him.

fed  an  other  tumulte ,  for  their  heaped  trcaf  ure ,  which  they  call  Corbon ,  was  wafted  vpon  a 
conduyte,reac,hing  the  fpace  of  three  hundred  furlonges.This  was  the  caufe  of  the  commotion 
among  the  Iewes,and  when  Pilate  was  prefent  at  Ierufalem, they  compafTed  him ,  crying  out 
vnto  him.  But  he  forcfecing  their  confpiracy ,  afligned  certayne  armed  fouldiers ,  in  outwardc 
shew  of  apparell,hke  vnto  the  common  people,  which  he  mingled  with  the  multitude ,  com- 
maunding  that  no  fvvord  should  be  vfed,but  fuch  as  of  the  multitude,  clamoroufly  murmured 
(afignebeinggiuen  from  the  tribunall  feate  )  he  caufed  to  be  beaten  to  death  with  clubbes. 
The  Ievves  being  thus  foyled,many  perished  of  their  woundes,and  many  in  their  flight ,  being 
trodden  of  their  felow  citizens,were  crushed  to  death.  At  this  lamentable  (laughter  the  multi- 
tude being  thus  quay  led,  was  filent .  Redoes  tbefe  an  innumerable  moje  altercations ,  to  baue

come  to  an  ende,when  he  went  to  Cacfarea,which  of  olde  Was  called  the  towre  of  Straton. 
there  he  published  fpe£tacles,and  flageplayes  in  the  honour  of  Cf/Z»r,andordayned  a  fblemne 
feafle  day,for  his  profperous  aftayres.Vnto  this  feafte  frequented  the  whole  multitude  of  thofe 
which  were  chiefe  in  that  prouince,and  aduanccd  to  higheff  promotion, and  dignity.  The  fe- 
conde  day  of  thefe  fpe«5tacles,the  kingputtingon  a  robe  of  filucr, wonderfully  vvrought,at  the 
davvning  of  the  day  came  to  the  theatre,vvhere  his  filuer  robe ,  by  reflexe  of  the  funne  beames 
being  lighrned,yelded  f»  gorgeous  a  gliftring  to  the  eye,that  the  shining  thereof  feemed  terri  - 
blc,and  intolerable  to  the  behoulders .  Flatterers  forthwith,  one,one  thinjg,  an  other,an  oher 
thing,boltcd  out  fuch  fentences,as  turned  in  the  ende  to  his  confufion  ,  falutii.g  him  for  God, 
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and  adding  thervvithal,be  gratious.though  hitherto  we  haue  feared  thee  as  man, yet  hecefbrth 
vvc  confefle  thee  to  be  abouc  mortall  nature .  Thefe  thinges  the  king  rebuked  not ,  neither  re- 
This  Angcll  pelled  this  impious  flatterie.But  when  he  a  litle  after  looked  about,he  behclde  an  Angell  han- 
in  lofephus  gjng  0uer  his  head.  Thcfamefoorthwithhefuppofedtobeamcflengerof  euill,  who  before 
was  of goodnefle .  Sodenly  he  felt  him  felfe  pricked  at  the  hare  with  extreme  vehemencie  of 
The  oration  paine  in  his  bovveIs,&hcauily  beholding  his  friendes,faide:  I  which  feeme  to  you  a  God,  am 
©f  Herode     no  we  conltrayned  to  end  the  race  of  this  lyfe.fatal  deftinie  hath  founde  fault,  with  your  fonde 
Agrippa  a      flatteries,  which  of  late  you  founded  to  my  pray  fe.  I  which  was  faluted  immortall ,  am  nowc 
h'sd  Mi"     caryed  away,redy  to  yeelde  vp  the  ghoft.This  deftinie  no  doubt  is  to  be  borne  withall,which 
God  hath  decreed.For  vvc  haue  liued  not  miferably,but  in  that  profperous  eftate  which  is  ter- 
med bleffed.  V  Vhen  he  had  vttered  thefe  wordes  he  fickned  more  &  more.  Then  was  he  care- 
Ifrhou  had-  fully,&circufpe£tlycaried,vnto  the  Palace,  but  the  rumor  was  fpred  abroad,  oueralthecon- 
deft  lyucd      trey,  that  without  peraduenture ,  he  would  dye  shortly.  The  multitude  foorthwith  togerher 
ye'k  '  "£      with  women,and  children,coueredvvithfackcloth,after  their  contrey manner,  madefuppli- 
shold:efthauc  cati°n  vnto  God  for  their  king,  fo  that  all  founded  of  forowe,  and  lamentation.  The  king 
dicdwel.thy  lyingin  an  high  lodging,  and  beholding  thepeople  proftrate  vpon  their  knees,  could  notre- 
lifc  was  very  frayne  fro  teares.But  after  that  he  had  ben  vexed,fhe  fpace  of  fiue  dayes ,  with  bitter  gnawing 
ill ,  thine  end  of  his  bowels,he  ended  this  Iyfc,being  the  fiftie,and  fourth  yere,of  his  age ,  and  the  leuenth  of 
farre  VTorj"e-  his  raigne .  For  the  fpace  of  foure  yeres  he  raigned  vnder  Catus  Cc/2r,gouerning  the  tetrarchie

Vfebius  in  this  firmer  chapiter feemeth  to  cleare  a  cert  ay  tie  doubt ,whictj  may  rife  about  the  name  of 
this  kingyTvhttioer  he  rrere  called  Herode(as  Luke  wrtteth  in  the  Attes  of  the  ss€pflles)or  Agrippa* 
as  lofephus  everywhere  termeth  him.  Luke  fayth:  Herode  the  kingftretchedfirth  his  hand  e-rc.Aft.  1 2. 
tsfgayne, Luke  fay  th :  Herode  went  downefrom  Iud&a  to  Ctfirea.  Eufebius,and  lofephus  do  fay, that 
tsfgrippa  after  he  had  continued  three  yeres  in  the  kingdome  ofludaa ,  went  dovpne  to  C afire  a.  Antic] . 
Iib.19.cap1  iXukefiyth :  Vpon  a  day  appointed,Herode  arrayed  him  felfe  in  royal!  apparel,and 
fate  on  the  iudgement  feate,and  made  an  oration  vnto  the  pcople,&  the  people  gaue  a  shoute, 
faying:The  voyce  of  God3and  not  of  man .  Eufebius  and  lofephus  fay :  Agrippa  the  feconde  day  of 
thefe  JpecTacles ,  orfhgeplayes,  putting  on  a  robe  of ' filuer which  glifle'red  &c.  The  flatterers filuted 
km  fir  God,  Lukefayth:  The  Angell  of  the  Lord  fniote  him.  Eufebius  fayth:  He behelde  an  Angell 
hanging  ouer  his  head.  lofephus  fayth :  he  [awe  an  Owlefit  ouer  his  he  ad,and  forthwith  he fitppofedher 
to  be  a  mejfenger  of  ill  lucks-la  fl  of  all Luke /ayth:Hc  was  eaten  of  vvormes  and  gaue  vp  the  ghoft. 
Eufebius  and  lofephus  fay :  that  he  was  pricked  at  the  hart  with  extreme  payne,and  bitter  gnawing  of 
the bowelles.all which  circumflnncestendeto  one  effeBe.the greatest difigreement  that Ifee,uyinthe 
name.Byperufmg  the  hiflories  of  lofephus  &  Eufebius, I  can  not  perceaue, that  there  weremore  Hero- 
de s, fro  the  birth  ofChrift(which  were  kinges  of  the  Iewes)  vnto  the  vtterouerthrowe  oflerufile,  vn- 
der Titus,and  Vefpafian,(when  as  their  kinges  >and highpriesles  were  quite  cut  of)then  two :  thefirft: 
Herode  the  Idum*an,who  flue  the  infantes, called  alfo  Herode  the  great. The  feconde :  Herode  the  Tc- 
tr*irche,calledHtrodes  minor,  whofe  beginnings and  endmges,the  reader  may  beholdeinthe  Chro- 
nographie  printedin  the  ende  ofthisprefent  volume.  Eufebius(fib.  2.  cap.  .f.  aljoinhis  Chronicon,  and 
lofephus, AnttqM.  1  S.cap. / /.&  i+.& belljudjib.i.cap.  10.1  i.)do  write-,  that  Agrippa{to»tching 
whom  thisprefent  doubt  doth  rife)betng  the  fonne  ofArislobulus,  nephew  to  Herode  the  great, brother 
to  Herodias  came  to  Itdmejheyere  be  fire  Tiberius  died, and  wasafuter  vnto  the  Emperour  Tiberius* 
fir  fome  office  or  other.Tiberius  vpon  difpleafure  conceaued  agaynfi  him,clapt  him  inprifon .  This  «^- 
grippa  after  the  death  of  Tiberius, grew  infuchfauour  &  credit  e  with  Caius  Caligula(whofucceeded 
A  '  Tiberms( 
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Tiberius  )  That  be  accufed  Herode  tie  Tetrarche  before  tie  Emperour  of treafin ,  fir  whiche  crime 
Herodef being  convinced )  together  with  Hcrodtas  was  comt»(tnnded  to  perpetual/ bantfhment }  and  he 
appointed  king  of  tie  lewes.This  Agrippa  was  ktngfeuenyeres .four  e  vnder  Caius  Caligula,  and  three 
vnder  Claudius. of  Claudius  he  obtayned,befides  his  other  domtmons  at  lofephus  doth  wttnejfe(Antiq. 
hb.  /p.cap.f.)tie  ktyigdome  which  Herode  his graundefatier  had  ouer Iud<ea,andSamaria,& witiall 
the  Tetr  archie  of  Lyfantas.his  ende  andmaner  of  death  Luke,  Eufebttts yand  lofephus  Jhaue  here  defer  i* 
bed  to  be  very  lament  able. tie  tyme  very  well agreeti,  his  deati  to  haue  bene  in  tie  fiurtiyere  of  Clau- 
dius, An.Chrifli.4.6  .tioughtiey  differ  mthe  name,  Lukeonly  calleti  him  Herode,  all  other  writers  call 
htm  Agrippa.Tet  in  Iofephus(  Antta.lib.  i  p.cap.f.)  lfnde,that  tiis  Agrippa  had  to  his  brother  on  He- 
rode.tsfgrippa(fiyth  he)  begged  of  Claudius  >  for  his  brother  Herode ,  the  kingdomc  of  Chalcis. 
tyfgayne  lofephus  fay th  there  met  Agrippa certayne  kinges,  Pariter  ScHerodesfrater  eius ,  qui  & 
ipfe  Chalcidis  habebat  impcrium :  and  wit  hall  his  brother  Herode,whtche  alfo  was  king  of  Chalets. 
hb.  1 9 .  Ant  in.  cap.  7.  Claudius  wrote  vnto  the  prefident  of  ^Alexandria ,  in  the  behalfi  of  the  Iewes, 
funplicancibus  fibi  regibus,  Agrippa,pariter  &  Herode,<?r  the  reauefi  both  of  Agrippa  and  Herode 
the  kinges.  Antuj.ltb.  19.  cap.f.  agayne  in  the  feme  place  Claudius  htmfelfitnhiseditt  sfayth :  Petcn- 
tibus  mc  regibus,Agrippa,&  Herode  CharilTimis  &c.libenter  hoc  pra?bui :  when  as  Agrippa  and 
Herode 3ourdeare princes ,made the  petition  vnto  me,  Iwilltngly  condefcendedtherunto  .  Ipndemore- 
ouer  mention  made,that  this  Herode  furuiued  hi-s  brother  Agrippa.  lofephus  wrtteth  thus  Antiauit. 
ltb.20.cap.  /.Herode  the  brotherofthe  late  defeafed  Agrippa,thenking  ofChalcis,requefted  of 
Claudius  Cadar,autoritic  ouer  the  temple,the  ordayning  of  Prieftes ,  all  vvhiche  he  obtayned. 
a  litle  after  it  fbloweth :  Herode  rernoued  Canthara  from  the  highprieflhoode ,  and  fubftituted 
Iofeph  the  fonnc  ofCamus.Moreouer  lofephus  fay  th:  Antia.hb.  /  9. cap.  J. th&t  after  the  departure 
of  hi  s  brother>he  conlpired  the  death  of  Syhs.this  is  all,that  Ifinde  to  haue  ben  done  by  this  Herod, 
finally  he  dtedtn  his  bed ,  his  ende  being  come  without  any  manififi  or  knowen  difeafe .  lofephus fayth  : 
Defun6tus  eft  Herodesfratcr  regis  Agrippa:  maioris,o6tauo  anno  Claudij  prindpatus,cuius  re- 
gnum,Claudius  Agrippae  iuueni  dedit.  Herode  the  brother  of  king  Agrippa  the  greater ;diedthe.S. 
yeere,ofthe  raigne  of  Claudius,  whofe  kingdome  Claudius  afpgned  vntoyong  sAgrippa  Antuj.  lib.20. 
cap.f~bell.lud.ltb.  /.cap.  10.1  i.VFemay  in  no  wife  thtnkjhat  Luke  erred  herein,he  might peradueture 
nteane  this  Herode, who  hadfome  doing  in  the  teple,fome  dealing  among  theprieflstfome  autoritie  ouer 
the  J  ewes  yw  ho  was  care  full  for  them^  together  with  his  brother  Agrippa .  but  his  ende  hath  no  affinitie, 
with  that  of  Luke  if  we  may  credit  e  !ofephus,who  no  doubt(Jbeing  a  lewe  then  liuing)  was  mofl  fkilfull, 
and  beflfeene  in  the  Iewtfh  affair  es.wherfbre  to  reconcile  this  dtffagrement.let  vs  call  him  Herode  with 
Lukey  &  Agrippa  with  Eufebius  and  lofephus.  nay  leffe  thatwefeeme  contrary  to  ourfelues,  in  taking 
contrary  partes, let  vs  mak?  them  ft  ende  s  and  ioymng  their  handes  together ,  name  the  childe  Herode 
Agrippa,which  Eufebius  meant ,when  he  gathered  the fummarie  of  his  chapiters  faying :  «f  A'y$  \<mrttt 
x)  0  »f  aftif  ToOf  *ToroAouf  «fW?*f  j  howe  that  Agrippa  and  Herode  perfecut'tng  the  Apoflles.  Eufebius 
alfo  in  the  later  ende  of  the  chapiter,fuppofeth  the  name  either  to  haue  ben  change  d,by(ome  error  of  the 
writer, or  els  that  he  wasy<pteJyvy.o(,called after  two  names .  In  as  much  as  hitherto  in  this  our  cenfire, 
together  with  the  otherwriters,we  haue  layddowne  the  names  of  the  kinges  which  gouemed  the  Iewes 
Jincethe  birth  of  Chrifl -.there  remainethyet  one{ which  Eufebius  lib. 2. cap.  1 9.toutcheth)to  beffoken 
of  that  the  reader  mayfinde  the  hiflory.  layddowne  in  an  ample, andperfetl  maner. the  fame  is  Agrippa 
the  yonger  or  leffer.

»f  Chrifi  was  Herode  the  Tetrarche,who  raigned  24.yeres.The  fourth  was  Agrippa  maior  ( touchiug 
whofe  name  this  controuerfie  rofe)rrho  raigned feuenyeres.The fifth  andthelafl  was  Agrippa  minor, 
fonnc  to  the  firmer  Agrippa,  whom  the  Angel  fir  oke.  this  Agrippa  raigned.  2  6. yeres  to  the  dejlruftion 
of ' Ierufalem,and  the  vtter  ouerthrowe  of  the  Iewes.  lofephus  writeth  ofhim{zAnticj.lib.  19.  cap.  S.) 
that  he  was  but  1  7. yeres  olde  when  his  father  died .  This  was  he  befirewhome  Taul  pleaded  in  the 
tAUes  oftheasfpoftles  when  he  fay  d :  I  thinke  my  felfe  happie  king  Agrippa,  becaufe  I  shall  aun- 
fvcre  this  day  before  thee  &c.  becaufe  thou  haft  knowledge  of  all  cuftomes,  andqueftions, 
vvhiche  are  among  the  Iewes.  In the ende Paul 'fay d.O  king  Agrippa  beleueft  thou  the  pro- 
phetes  ?  I  knowe  that  thou  beleueft.then  Agrippa  fayd  vnto  Paul :  almoft  thou  perfwadeft  me 
to  be  aChriftian  See. Z/Uhen  all  was  done,  Agrippa  fayd  to  Feftus^this  man  might  haue  benloo- 
fed,ifhe  had  not  appealed  vnto  Cacfar.  AH. 26. He  began  his  raigne  vnder  Claudius, he  continewed 
the  raigne  ofNerotGalba,Otho,Vttelliiu,  cfrpart  of  the  raigne  ofpefpafian,  and  his  fonnc  Titus.  lofe- 
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phut  commendetb  him  fir  diners  vertues  ,  he  exhorted  the  leaves  to  cutt  of all  /edition ,  and  not  r# 
venture  vpont hat  mojt  dangerous  warres,with  t he  Romaynes:  yolens  &  Romanis  conferuare  Iu- 
da?os,&  Iudzis  templum  atq;  $a\xizm,willing,or  being  dejirousjo  fine  fir  the  Romaynes  the  Iewes% 
fir  fir  the  lerves  the  temple,  &  their  natiue  fiyle.bell.Iud.lib.2.  cap.  17.  He  entertaynedVejpafian,in  the 
time  ofthewarres at  T1berias.I0feph.be  11.  lud.Jtb.  3. cap.  1  S.Ioyningwith  Vejpafanat  thefiege  of  Ga- 
mala ,  he  is  woundedin  the  arme  with  aftone,out  of  aping.  bell.Iud.  lib,  4.  cap.  /.He  isfent  to  Rome  by 
VejpaJian(who  then-was  but generall captayne  )  vnto  Galba  the Emperour ,  and  hearing  by  the  way 
that Galbawas  dead,andthat  Othofucceded him ywent  on  his  iourney  neuerthelejfe.  bell. Iud.  lib.  j. 
cap. 6. His  lafl  endelfinde  no  where  written.but  toutching  the  kmgdomejthe  rule,  &  the gouernement  of 
the  Iewes,  after  the  vtter  ruine,and  ouerthrowe  of  lerufilem ,  with  the  confufion  of  the  Jewes :  Vejpa  -  ' 
f  anus  wrote  vnto  Tiberius  Maximus  Ituetenant  ofIudaa3that  hefbouldfelallthe  lande  of  the  Iewes, 
referuing  only  aplAce called  Maffada,  vnto  certaynefiuldiers, Iofeph.  bell.  Iud. lib.  7.  cap,  26.  Nowe 
(gentle  reader  )  thou  may  eft  hereby  note  thewtfdome  and prouidence  of  God  toutching  this  wicked 
broodesthat  as Iofephus  (Antiq.lib.  1  S.cap.  1  i.^writeth :  Inter  centum  annorum  fpacium ,  cun&a 
Herodis  origo  confumpta  eft  ,  within  the  compare  of  one  hundredyeres ,  all  the progeny  ofHerode 
teas  rooted  out.

3nb  *s£gefippus  hrfjoimme* 
biatlpfucceeoco  tbe  Apoftlesjicpeatctb  the  rircumffanee  rjctcofcFquifitelptn  bis  ftftboofce  3  af> 
ter  tbtS  itiancr :  lames  the  brother  of  Chrift,rookc  in  hand  the  gouernmcnc  of  the  Church,  after  jEeCfippu9 
thcApoftles,  termed  a  iuft  and  perfect  man  ofall  men,  from  the  tyme  of  our  Sauiour  vntovs.  hb.j. 
For  many  were  called  Jamefesbcfide  him,  butthis  man  was  holy  from  his  mothers  vvombe. 
He  dranke  nether  wine,  nor  ftrongdrinke,ncthcreate  any  liuing  creature.  He  was  neither  sha- 
ucn, neither  anointed. neither  did  he  vfe  bathe.  Vnto  him  alone,  was  it  lavvfull  to  enter  into  the 
holy  placcs,he  vfed  no  wollen  vefture,but  wore  a  Syndone,  and  alone  frequented  he  the  tem- 
plejio  that  he  was  found  proftra  te  on  his  knees ,  and  praying  for  the  finncs  of  the  people .  His 
Knees  were  after  the  guile  of  a  camels  knee,bcnummed,&  bereft  of  ihe  fenfe  of  fecling,by  rea- 
fonofhiscontinuall  kneeling  in  fupplication  to  God,  and  petitions  for  the  people.  For  the  ex- 
cellency of  his  rightcoulnclle  he  was  called  /«/?r,and  0£//;W,whichfoundeth  by  interpretation 
the  bulvvarke,or  defence  of  the  people  in  righceoufnes,as  prophecies  do  go  of  him.  When  di- 
uers  asked  him  toutching  the  herencs  among  the  people  vvherof{we  mctioned  before)vvhich 
was  the  gate  or  dore  of  Iciu,he  aunfvvered :  the  lame  to  be  the  Sauiour.by  whofe  meanes  they 
had  beleeue  lefus  to  be  Chrift.But  the  aforefayde  herefies ,  acknowledge  neythcr  the  refurre- 
cirion,  nor  the  comming  of  any  iudgc,vvhich  shall  revvarde  to  encry  one  according  to  his  wor- 
kes.For  as  many  as  beleeued,they  beleeued  by  meanes  of  fames .  V  Vhcn  many  of  the  Princes 
were  perfvvaded, there  role  a  tumult  ofthe  Ievves,Scribes,andPhanfes, faying:  Itis  very  dan- 
gerous left  that  the  whole  people  lookc  after  Iefus,zs  though  he  were  C/?r//?,and  being  gathe- 
red together  they  faid  to  Iames:vst  pray  thee  rcfraine  this  people, for  they  erre  in  lefu,zs  though 
he  were  true  Chrift.Wt  pray  thee  perfwade  this  people ,  which  frequent  to  this  feafte  of  the 
Paflecuer,concerning  lefufiot  we  all  obey  thecyea  vve.and  all  the  people,teftifie  of  thee,  that 
thou  art  iuft,andrefpefteft  not  the  pcrfonofany  man,  perfvvajje  therefore  this  multitude,  that 
they  erre  not  in  Iefu.Vorthe  whole  multitude. and'vve,obcy  thee .  ftand  therefore  vpon  the  pi- 
nacle  of  the  temple,  that  thou  mayft  be  feene  a!oft,and  that  thy  word  may  be  perceaued  plain- 
ly of  all  the  pcople,for  becaufe  of  this  PaiTeouer,all  the  nibes  are  mett  here ,  together  with  the 
Gcntiles.The  afbrefayd  Scribes,and  Pharifes  placed  lames  vpon  the  pinacle  ofthe  temple,  and 
shouted  vnto  him.  and  fayd :  Thou  iuft  man, at  whofe  commaundement  we  all  are,  in  io  much 
that  this  people  is  feduced  after  I  ejus ,  who  was  crucified ,  declare  vntovs,  which  is  the  dore 
of  lefus  crucified.  And  he  aunfvvered  with  a  lovvde  voyce:  why  aske  ye  me  of  lefus,  the  fonne 
of  man,vv  hen  ashe  fittech  at  the  right  hand  ofthe  great  power  in  hcauen,  and  shal  come  in  the 
clovvdes  ofthe  aeer?VVhen  as  he  had  perfvvaded  many  fo  that  they  glorified  God  at  the  testi- 
mony of  lames  yzx\d  fayd :  Hofattna'iQ  the  higheft  to  the  fonne  diDamd :  then  the  Scribes ,  and 
Pharifes,faid  among  them  felucs,vvc  haue  done  very  il, in  caufing  fuch  a  teftimony  oilefu  to  be 
brought  forth  But  let  vs  clime  vp,and  take  him, to  the  end  the  people  being  ftroken  with  fcare 
may  renounce  his  faith.  And  they  shouted  faying  0,0, and  the  iuft  alfo  is  feduced, and  they  ful-      i 
filled  the  Scripture  which  fay th  in  Efay:Let  vs  remoue  the  iu ft, for  he  is  a  ftumbling  blocke  vn-  Zfv> 
to  vs.V  Vhcrfore  they  shall  gnawe  the  buddes  of  their  owne  works.  They  dimed  vp,&  threw 
downe headlong  /Ar/?«*3faying:lctvs  (tone  lames  Inft;-u.An<ithcy  v  .ent  about  him  with  {tones, 
for  after  his  fall  he  was  not  fully  dead,but  remembnng  hrm  felfe,fell  on  his  knees  faying:  I  be- 
feech  thee  Lord, God, and  Fathcr,forgiue  them,  for  they  wote  not  what  they  doe.  And  as  they 
were  a  ftoning  of  him, one  ofthe  Prieftes,the  fonne  ofRechab,  the  fonne  of  Charabim  (  whole 
teftimony  is  in  Ieremy  the  Prophet^  cryed  out :  ceafe,  what  do  you  ?  This  iuft  man  prayeth  for 
you  .  And  one  of  them  that  were  prefent ,  taking  a  fullers  clubb(with  which  they  pounce,& 
purge  their  clothes)  ftroke  Iufiiu  on  the  heade ,  and  brayned  him,  &  fo  he  fuffred  martyrdome, 
\  vhome  they  buried  in  that  place .  his  piller,or  picture  as  yet  remayncth  hard  by  the  temple  en- 
grauen  thus  .-This-  man  was  a  true  witneiTe  both  to  the  Ievvcs,  and  Gentiles,  that  lefus  was 
Chrifi.  And  Vefpafianus  immediatly  hauing  ouerrun  ludaeajfubdued  the  Ievves.  Cljcfc  at  larg  Vt-

ItlckeOnOt  to teftlfietljefamc in tbefeto)0J0e!3»Thefethinges happened vnto the  Ievvesin  way 
of  reuenging  the  death  of  lames  the  lusl,  which  was  the  brother  of  lefu  whome  they  cal  Chnil, 
For  the  Jewes  flevve  him  when  he  was  moft  iuft.^e  fame  Iofephus  Oefmbetb  rjjg  Death  in  the 
Amiq.lib.io.  twentieth  bOORe  of  Antiquities,  taping:  Ctfar  hcaringc  the  death  of  F<r/?«/,  fendeth  tsilbtnus 
cap.i6.  Prefident  into  ludaea.But  tAnanus  the  yonger,  whome  we  reported  before  to  haue  taken  vpon 

him  the  high  pricfthoode,  was  a  very  prefumptuous  and  heady  cockbrayne ,  he  claue  vnto  the 
feci:  of  the  Saduces,which  were  mercylefle  in  iudgment,among  all  the  Iewes,as  we  fignified 
before. xAnanus  then  being  fuch  a  one,hauing  gotten  opportunity  to  his  thinking ,  in  fo  much 
that  Feslus  was  deade,and  Albwus  not  yet  come :  called  vnto  him  a  counfell ,  commaundinge 
the  brother  of  /p/fc.called  C/?r*#,  whofe  name  was  lames ,  with  certayne  others  to  be  brought 
tbrthjaocufing  them  that  they  had  tranfgreffed  the  lawe ,  and  dehuered  them  to  be  (toned .  As 
many  in  the  city  as  were  iuft  and  due  obferuers  of  the  lawe,tooke  this  facl  grceuoufly,fending 
priuely  vnto  the  King,  and  befeeching  him  to  write  vnto  Ananusy  that  thence  forth  he  attempt 
not  the  Iike,In  fo  much  that  his  former  facl  was  vnaduifedly,  and  impioufly  committed .  Cer- 
tayne of  them  mett  Albinus  comminge  from  Alexandria ,  and  enftrucled  him  hereof,  that  it 
was  notlawefull  for  Ananus  to  fummone  a  counfell  contrary  to  his  commaundement.  Albmus 
thus  perfwaded  wrote  fumishly  vnto  ^#<*»#.r,thrcatning  rcuengement  vpon  him,  for  this  fact. 
And  k'mgzsfgrippa  when  he  had  gouerned  the  high  priefthoode  threemoncths,depriued  him, 
placing  in  his  rovvme  Iefus  the  fonne  of  DamtusMhVA  farre  totttcbtng  fames&bate  epiftle  that

1  f*  •*-    itance.The  woodnes  of  thefe  feditious  men  encreafed  together  with  the  famine ,  &  both 

mifchiefes  dayJy  as  a  double  fire  waxed  hott.  fbode  there  was  no  where  any  founde  manifeft. 
they  rushed  into  the  houfes,and  made  fearche,ifthey  found  any,they  beate  them  which  deni- 
ed it,  if  they  founde  none,  they  tormented  them  as  thoughc  they  had  with  diligence  hiddc 
it  from  them .  the  carkafes  of  the  poore  wretches  declared,whether  they  had  foode  or  no.they 
which  were  of  ftrong  bodyes  feemed  to  haue  aboundance  of  meate ,  but  fuch  as  pined  away, 
were  ouerfkipped,for  it  was  iudged  an  abfurde  thing,  to  flay  them  which  were  ready  to  dye 
forwantofvitaylcs.Many  exchaungedpriuely  their  wealthc,  the  richer  forte  for  a  meafureof 
wheate ,  the  poorer  forte  for  a  meafure  of  barley,  then  hiding  them  felues  in  the  inner  and  fe- 
cretc  corners  of  their  houfes ,  fome  for  meere  pouertye ,  chewed  the  vnready  graynes  of  rawc 
wheate,  fome  other  fodde  it,  as  necellitye  and  feare  conftrayned  them,  there  was  no  where 
any  table  coucred .  the  meate  as  yet  rawe ,  was  fnatched  from  the  coales .  the  meate  was  mi- 
ferable ,  the  fight  was  lamentable,the  mightier  forte  abounded, the  weaker  forte  lamented. fa- 
mync  exceedeth  any  dolefull  paffion .  fornothinge  fayleth  here  fo  much  as  shamefaftnes ,  the 
thing  otherwife  reuerenced  is  here  quit  contemned,wiuesfrom  their  husbandes.children  from 
their  parents,&  that  which  was  moft  miferable,the  mothers  fnatched  the  meate  from  their  in- 
fants mouthes.and  when  their  deareft  friendes  pined  away  in  their  armes.they  pitied  them  not 
fomuche,  astopermittethemonc  droppe  of  drinke  to  faue  their  lyues.  neyther  yetefcaped 
_,         1      they  thus  raiferably  feeding .  for  on  euery  fide  they  were  befett  with  feditious  peribns ,  gree* 
of  feditious     dily  bent  vppon  their  fpoyle,  where  theyefpied  any  doreshutt,  they  conie&ured  ftraight,- 
perfons  toge  that  there  was  meate  in  preparinge,  and  forthwith  rushingcin,  with  the  breakinge  open 
ther  with       of  the  dores ,  they  violently  did  wringe  out  from  them  ,  yea  (  and  not  onely  )  the  lumpes  of 
tlllS£"™nC     breade  out  of  their  iawes.the  olde  men  were  buffeted,  if  that  egerly  they  endeuored  to> 
foreC  '  Cm    rctayne  their  vitaylcs:  the  women  were  lugged  by  the  heare  of  the  heade,  if  they  hidde 
ought  of  that  they  had  in  their  handes  .  no  companion  was  had  on  the  hore  headed,  or  the 
tender  fucklinges .  the  infantes  together  with  their  nourishment,  where  atthey  honge,  and 
helde  faftc,  were  lyfted  vp,  and  throwneto  be  crushed  agaynft  thepaucment.  towardes 

them 
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them  vvhiche  preuented  their  aflauke ,  and lauished ,  (vvhiche  was  preiudiciall  to  their  raue- 
ninge,,)  they  vied  more  crueltye ,  as  if  they  hadbenciniuredby  them,  theyinuentedcrucll 
kindes' of  torment,  for  the  fearehinge  out  of  vitaylcs.  they  itopped  vnto  miferable  men, 
the  paflage  of  their  priuyc  members  ,  with  the  grayncsof  the  herbc  Orobus:  and  pricked 
thefrfunclamentes  vvithsharpe  twigges:  fo  that  horrible  thinges  to  be  hcardeof ,  wercex- 
ecrevfed ,  and  iuffcred ,  for  the  extorting  to  confeflion  of  one  lofe  of  breade ,  and  knowledge 
of  one  handfull  of  meale.but  the  tormentors  them  fclues  tafted  not  of  hunger.That  is  eucr  dea- 
med  of  leiVe  crueltye,  vvhieh  commethto  pafleof  neceflnye.  but  they  thus  pradrifing  their 
ra <;e ,  prouided  cottage ,  or  viaticall  preparation ,  agaynft  the  dayes  folovving :  and  meeting 
them  which  in  the  night  feafon  crept  out,as  farre  as  the  Romayne  watche ,  to  gather  pott  her- 
bcijandgreenegraflejnow  being  efcaped  the  encmy,they  fpoyled  .and  when  as  they  had  of- 
ten made  fupplieation,and  called  the  dreadfull  name  of  God  to  helpe ,  that  at  leait  wife  they 
might  hauc  fome  portion  of  that,  which  they  had  gotten  with  daunger :  nothinge  was  graun- 
ted,fo  that  at  length  it  fcemed  gratefull  vnto  them ,  that  were  fpoyled ,  that  they  perished  not 
with  theirvitayles.  Unto  tfjcfc  tljmtjcg  lofepkus  jfo&etb,  faptncr, :  All  hope  oi  fafety  was  denied  ,ofjp,h;b^lL 
the  lewes^together  with  their  paflage  excluded ,  and  the  famyne  encreafing  throughout  their    "  ^       * 
houfes,  andfarnilies ,  deuoured  the  people  .the  houfes  were  full  of  carkafes.of  women,  and 
chddren.-and  the  croflc  waves  replenished  with  the  carkafes  of  oldc  men:childien,and  yonge 
men  that  wandred,  were  brought  to  the  market  place ,  after  the  likenes  of  pictures ,  and  cuery 
one  fell  downc.where  the  rite  tooke  him.  Euery  one  being  brought  lovv,was  not  able  to  bury 
his  kinsfolkcs,cV  therefore  waxed  faint  by  reafon  of  the  multitude  of  dead  men.cx  becaufe  that 
euery  one  doubted  of  his  ov  vne  life,many  fell  dovvne  dead  vpon  the  carkafes  that  they  buried: 
many  feeing  no  way  but  one,  went  and  layd  them  dovvne  vpon  the  beeres,to  welcome  death, 
neither  was  their  lamentation,orweping  in  thefe  calamities/or  famine  fupprefled  euery  ones 
paflion.  they  vvhiche  were  very  loth  to  dye,  behelde  with  drye  checkes ,  the  death  of  thofe 
which  haftened  out  of  this  life  vnto  reft .  The  citye  was  in  deepc  filence ,  the  nyght  nothinge 
but  deathc,and  theeues  more  intolerable  then  all  thefe  myferyes .  They  digged  vp  houfes,and  O  tragicall 
tumb<?s:thcy  fpoyled  the  deade:they  tooke  of  the  winding  shectcs,or  coueringes  of  the  deade  &&«• 
carkafesrin  a  mockage,they  tryed  the  sharpnes  of  their  fwordes,  vpon  the  deade  bodyes .  they 
launccd  certainc  of  them  vvhiche  laye  along,  and  yet  aliue,  for  the  triall  of  their  fpearesrfuch  as 
prayed  them  to  exerevfe  their  myght,  and  crueltye  vpon  them ,  being  Weary  of  their  liues.-thcy 
contemptuoufly  rcferucd  ior  famine.Euery  one  yelding  vp  the  ghoft,  behelde  the  temple  with 
immoueable  and  lTcdycountenance,forovving  that  he  left  there  behinde,  feditiousperfonsa- 
lyue  .  they  vvhiche  firitby  commaundement  receiuedrewarde  out  of  the  publike  treafury  to 
buryc  the  deade :  by  reafon  of  the  intolierable  ftinche,  and  greatnes  of  the  multitude ,  threwe 
diem  into  agrcattrcncheorpfrt.VVhenT^rwpafltngbyJawethetrenchefilledjandthenoy-  Titus  forow 
iomc  putrefaction  (tilling, and  ifluing  out  of  the  dead  carkafes,  and  running  dovvne  the  (inkes,  jpauhemi 
he  fighed,and  ftreatched  forth  his  handcs,and  called  Godtowhnes,thathe  wasnotthecaufc  J^  \h^1 
of  thiscalamitvc.  Sjapne,  after  a  fetoe  IpnCiES  l)C  aDDet^  3  fhpinOf :  I  can  not  refrayne  my  felfe,  that  were 
butthat  1  breake  out,  and  (ignifiemygriefeilf  theRomaynes  vvercflackein  ouCrcomming  dead, 
wicked  pcrlons,  1  thinkeveryly  that  the  cytye  wouldeeytherfincke,  atthegapinge  of  the  loicph' with 
earthe:  or  be  drowned  with  a  deluge:  or  after  the  manner  of  Sodome,  be  ouerthrownC  j[*\  f*?°* 
with  fyrc.lt  brought  fortheabroode  farre  more  pcfnicious,then they  are  that  fuft'er  this:  and  hordes  bell 
for  their  impietye ,  all  this  people  wallowethin  deflruition .  $nrj  in  ttjefeitentrj  bookc  \)Z  \0)U  ludlib.k 
tetrj  tl)U3j0ft|)cmii)f)Ic(jperu1;Corjp  famine:  the  multitude  was  infinite  the  afflictions,  which  cap.  16. 
did  fall  on  them  can  not  be  vttefed .  In  euery  houfe  where  there  appeared  but  a  shadowe  or  Lib.7.cap-7. 
shevve  ofmeatc,thcre  was  variancc,fo  that  the  dearelt  friendes  (troue  among  them  felues,  one 
feely  foule  depriuing  an  other  of  his  dayly  fuftenance,and  protiifion.  And  left  the  dying  should 
be  thought  to  vvant,the  theeues  fearched  them  that  were  ready  to  dye,Ie(te  peraduenture  any 
had  hydd  meate  inhis  bofome,&  therfore  fained  him  felfe  to  dye.  they  which  greedely  gaped 
by  reafon  of  their  vvant.wandrcd  and  trotted,likemadddogges,faIIing  vpon  d  ores  like  madd 
men,  rushinge  into  the  fame  houfes,  twyfeandthryfeinanhoure,  as  men  bcrefte  of  their 
wittes.  NecefTitye  made  all  meate  that  came  to  the  teethe,  fupplyingtobceaten  thofcthin- 
ges,  vvhiche  were  not  commodious,  nonotforthefylthycft  brute  bealtes.  Atlengthe  they 
abftayned  not  from  gyrdlcs  and  shoes,  thcyeate  the  leathrcn  skylines  that  coucrcd  their  tar- 
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getts.Many  catc  chopt  haye,or  mynced  grafle  that  was  withered,other  fome  gathered  fvvept 
and  fcraped  duft,&  doungc,  felling  theleaft  meafure  thereof  for  foure  pcnce.But  what  should 
I  rehcarfe,  howc  that  famyne  fpareth  not  thinges  that  hauc  no  life,  vnlefle  with  all  I  de- 
clare this  workc  of  her:  whofe  like  was  neucr  reported,  to  haue  bene  done  amonge  the  Gcn- 
tyles,  nor  Barbarians:  horrible  to  be  fpokenor ,  but  true  to  the  hearer.  I  of  myne  owne 
parte  woulde  gladly  pafTe  this  calamitic,  with  filencc,  leftethat  I  feemed  to  laye  forthe 
monftrouslyes  vntothe  vvotlde:  Vnlefle  1  had  infinite  witneflesinthis  behalfe .  for  other- 
wife  I  should  recompence  my  contrye  with  eolde  thankc,  if  1  reftrayned  the  rehearfall  of  fuch 
thinges,as  they  fmarced  for.  *  A  ccrsayne  woman  which  dwelled  beyond  Iordane,callcd  Ma- 
nage daughter  ofEleazar,ofthe  village  Bathczor,  which  h"gnificthHyflope:of good  kindred 
and  great  vveakh:fled  with  the  reft  of  the  multitude  vnto  lerufalem ,  and  there  wasbefieged: 
the  reft  of  her  lhbftance,which  she  had  procured  vnto  her,out  of  the  region  beyondc  Iordanc, 
and  caufed  to  be  caryed  into  the  city,the  tyrantes  of  the  contrye,tooke  avvay:thc  reliques  that 
were  left,  and  the  prouifionforfoode,the  catchpoles  rushing  in  dayly,fnatched  away.  A  cer- 
tayn  grieuous  indignation  inuaded  this  feely  woman,fo  that  often  tymes  she  prouoked  againft 
her  felte,by  rayling  and  fcolding,the  cruell  rauenners.  V Vhen  as  none  either  moued  with  pity, 
or  prouoked  with  anger,flcwc  her:&  she  labored  about,feeking  vittailes,and  could  no  longer 
finde  any:and  famine  had  entred  into  her  bowels,and  inner  partes:  furious  motions  more  then 
famine,inflamed  her  mind  fo,that  she  being  ledd  with  the  heat  of  anger,  &  pinching  or  pining 
neceflity,offrcd  violence  vnto  nature.for  taking  her  fonnc  in  her  armes,  which  was  a  fuckling, 
she  fayd :  O  wretched  infant,for  whom  shall  I  referue  thee  in  thefe  warres ,  in  this  famy  ne,in 
this  feditious  confpiracy  ?  Among  the  Romaynes,if  fo  be  that  we  shall  liue  vndef  them ,  there 
shall  be  bondage:this  bondage  hath  famyne  forgone:  thefe  feditious  perfons  do  afflivt  vs  more 
grieuoufly  then  both.Pafle  on,  be  thou  meate  vnto  me:  a  fury  vnto  thefe  feditious  men:  a  fable 
vnto  the  worlde :  vvhiche  yet  alone  haft  not  felt  the  Jewish  calamities.  And  immediatly  with 
thefe  wordes,shc  ileweherchilde,and  boyled  him:  being  boyled,  she  eate halfe,  the  reft  she 
faued,and  hidd  fecretly.  Anone,thefe  of  the  confpiracy  come  in,ftamping  &  ftaring,thrcatning 
prcfent  death  vnto  her ,  vnlefle  with  fpeade  she  bring  forth  what  meate  she  had  prepared .  she 
aunfwered  that  she  referued  the  better  portion  for  them,  bringing  forth  and  shewing  with  all 
the  reliques  of  herlitle  childe.  A  fodaine  horror,  and  traunce  of  trembling  minde ,  tooke  them, 
that  they  were  aftonied  at  the  fight  thereof  But  she  fayd :  this  is  my  naturall  fonne ,  and  this  is 
the  workc  of  myne  owne  handes :  Eate,for  I  haue  eaten :  be  not  you  more  tender  then  a  wo- 
man, orpronerto  companion  then  a  mother.  If  you  arc  fo  godly  3  andmiflikethismy  facri- 
fice  :  I  truely  haue  eaten  in  your  name,  and  that  vvhiche  remayneth,  I  referue  for  my  felfe. 
vvhiche  when  she  had  fayde,  they  all  ttemblcd  at  this  one  horrible  fact,  andfcarfeleauing 
this  meate  for  the  mother,  they  departed  wkh  greatefeare.  In  a  while  after,  this  haynous 
offence  was  brutedouer  the  whole  citye,  forhatcuery  man  bchoulding  before  his  eyes  this 
affliction,  was  no  IefTe  moued,  then  if  the  fact  had  bene  committed  agaynft  him  felfe.  But 
they  that  were  prefled  with  famyne,  defired  death  eameftly,  and  happy  were  they  accomp- 
tcd,  whome  death  fo  preuented,that  they  neyther  hearde  nor  fawe  the  greate  mifery  that  hap- 
pened-fucb  toere  theretoaroeg  of  iniquity ,  ano  impietp  committee  up  the  Iewes  agapntt  Ctytit 
ano  (Sou .  31c  fljalbe  thought  toell ,  if  toe  aooe  tlje  true  p  jopfjecp  of  our  g>auiour3oeclaring  tfjefe 
thingejs  after  tW  maner  to  haue  come  to  palTe*

Agayne  5  before  their  rebellion,     r     f 
and  warlike  t'umulte,when  the  people  frequented  the  feafte  of  fweete  brcade ,  the  viij.day  of  A  Commet, 
the  moneth  Aprilljituhc  night, at  nyneoftheclocke:fo  greate  a  light  ouerfpred  the  altar,  and    .1   .    . 
the  tern  ple,that  it  feemed  to  be  clearc  daye,continevving  the  fpace  of  halfe  an  hovvre  ,  which  tjle  fern  ple 
iight  vnto  the  vnlearned  feemed  good,  but  was  numb-red  of  fuche  as  exercifed  them  fel-  in  the  night 
uesin  the  holy  Scripture,  among  thinges  vvhiche  shortly  shoulde  happen.  At  the  fame  feafte,  time, 
acovve  leddeby  the  high  prierttofacriflce,  caluedalambe,  in  the  middeft  of  the  temple.  Acowecal* 
Morcouerthe  Eaft  gate  of  the  inner  temple,  though  of  brafle,  and  moft  ftronge,  fo  that  in  ucdahmbe. 
the  euening, twenty  men  coulde  fcarfe  shutt  it, being  boulted  withjron  barres,and  ftrengthe-      §reat  &atc 
nedwithlongepoftes,  and  pillersrin  the  night  tyme,  about  the  fixthoure,  was  fcenc  to  hauc  ^    g 
opened  voluntarily,  ofitfelfe.  A  fewe  dayes  afcer  the  feafte,  the  xxj.  dayeofMaye,  there  _/\  Jeuill  in 
was  feencthc  figure,  and  shape  of  the  deuill ,  almofte  incredible,  fome  wouldethinkethac  theformcof 
1  vvtnt  about  toreporte,  amonftrouslye,  vnlelTe  it  had  bene  reported  by  them  5  thatfawe  man. 
it :  and  the  afflictions  vvhiche  folovved ,  were  correfpondent  vnto  the  figncs.For  before  funne 
ietr,  there  vverefeeneintheaere,  throughout  the  contryc ,  charettcs,  and  armed  fouldicrs, 
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The  Ecclefiaftical  hiftorie 

marching  in  the  cloudcs,and  comparting  the  citye.In  the  feaftc  ofPentecoft,when  the  prieftes 
after  their  maner,vvent  into  thctemple,in  the  night  feafon  to  offer  facrifice  ,they  reported  to 
haue  hearde  a  commotion,and  a  ratling  founde,vvith  this  voyce  folovving:  Let  vs  goc  hence. 
And  that  which  was  more  terrible  on  lefus, the  fonne  of  Ananias,  a  rude,and  a  contrey  fellow, 
came  vnto  the  feafte,  in  the  which  the  lavvegeuen  by  God,  was  deliuered  vmo  all ,  as  in  the 
tyme  of  their  tents,foureyeares  before  the  warres,  when  the  citye  was  in  peace,  and  profperi- 
tie,andfodainly  aboutthe  temple  cryed  out, andfayd:  A  voyce  from  the  Eaft:  a  voyce  from 
the  V  Veft.-a  voyce  from  the  foure  windesra  voyce  vpon  Ierufalem,and  the  templera  voyce  vp- 
pon  the  bridcgrome,and  ncwe  maried  wife:  a  voyce  vpon  all  this  people.  this,day,and  night, 
cryed  he  out ,  in  the  croffe  wayes  of  the  ftreates ,  Many  of  the  chiefe  of  the  people ,  not  pleafed 
with  this  infortunate  voyce,were  throughly  moued,fo  that  they  chaftized,  and  fcourged  him, 
with  many,and  grieuous  (tripes :  he  of  the  contrary ,  faying  not  a  worde  for  him  felfe ,  ceafed 
not  to  cry  feuerally ,  vnto  them  that  were  prefent ,  the  fame  fonge.  The  magiftrates  fuppofing 
him  to  be  pofTefled  ofafanaticallfpirite,  as  it  was  in  deede,  brought  him  vnto  the  Romayne 
prefidcnt,vvhere  he  was  fcourgcd,from  top  to  toe,  fo  that  the  bare  bones  might  be  feene ,  yet 
neuer  entreated  he  for  him  felfe ,  nor  shedd  a  teare ,  but  as  much  as  in  him  laye, lifted  his  voyce 
vnto  lamentation,founding  at  euery  (tripe,  woe,  woe,vnto  Ierufalem.  $ln  Otljer  thing  pet  moje 
Irraungejtbe  fame  i^itto?tographer  tojiteth ,  that  a  certapne  ojacle  toag  fount)  in  the  bolp&cri* 
pturca,  containing;  in  it  this:  fenfet  v  there  lb  ouId  one  rife  out  of  their  oiunc  region,  tobicb  (bouloe 
rule  the  uio?toe,ajhich  iofephus  onDerftanoetb  to  haue  hene  ment  fap  Uejpafian.yet  ruleo  he  not  the 
tohoIcuJojlue,buttbeRomayne  Cmpire^jjijsojarfe  map  better  he  referreo  hnto  Chjttt  ,hnto 
tuhome  it  tiJagf  fapo  of  rfje  Jfatber :  Aske  of  me,and  I  will  geue  thee  the  Gentiles,for  thyne  inhe- 
rkance,and  the  endesof  the  earth,forthy  poffeiTion^the  found  ofwhofe  Apoltles,  vve,nt  at  the 
"very  fame  tyme,  throughout  the  earth,and  their  wordes  to  the  endes  of  the  worlde. 

The  tranflator  vnto  the  Reader,toutching  the  infinite  number  of  Iewes, 

which  perifhed  in  all  the  warres,betwenetheRomayneSjand 

thelewes,diligently  gathered  out  of  Iofephus. 

1  thinke  it  not  amiffe  (gentle  Trader)  to  note  here  vnto  thee  the  infinite  number  of  leaves  which  peri" 
Jhed,flom  the  beginning  of  thewarres,betwene  the  Romaynes,and  the  Iewesjhat  is  fromthe  I  z.yere 
ofNero,and  the  2 .  of  the  Lieuetenantfiip  ofFlorus,Anno  Chnjfi  6  8. (out  of  Iofephus  a  levee ,  whiche 
was  prefent  in  the  warres")  vnto  the  ouerthrowe  of  Ierufalem ,  and  the  burning  of  the  temple  by  Titus, 
the  which  Eufebim,in  the fe  former  chapiters, hath  partly  mentioned.and partly  omitted,  to  the  ende  we 
may  beholde  eyther  the  long  fujfring,and  goodnes  of  God,  fir  the  amendement  of  our  Hues,  by  repen- 
tance,which  winked  fo  long  at  the  wickedneffe  ofthefe  Iewes Joprouoke  vs :  or  els  the  ire ,  wrathe,and 
heauy  hand  of  God,  ouer  impenitent  perfons,  to  terrifie  vs  to  fiare  his  name,  and  tremble  at  his  plagues. 
The  land  ofSodomefir  their  abominable finne  was  ouerthrowne,withfire,and brimftone  from heauen. 
The  Lord  him  felfe fiyd:  (Genef.  /  8  Jthauhe'it:  finne  was  exceeding  grieuous .  Abraham  pleading

tur,&  cinerem.The  land  ofSodome  is  knowen  of  olde  to  haue  bene  fortunate,both  for  frute 
and  vvelth  of  cities,but  now  to  lye  all  parched,and  to  haue  bene  burnt  with  lightnings/or  the 
finne  of  the  inhabitants.to  be  short,asyet  a  man  may  there  fee  reliques  of  the  fire,  which  God 
fent.and  tokens  of  the  fiue  cities^and  ashes  to  fpring  agayne,and  grovve  in  the  frute ,  which  in 
color  are  like  vnto  the  eateable  frute,  but  being  plucked  dovvne  in  the  hande  of  the  gatherer, 
they  are  diffolued  into  fmoke.and  ashes.  The  tenne  plagues  of  *A.gyptwere  very  grieuous,  yet  wo* 
the  hart  of  Tharao,  and  of  the  -^Egyptians  ,fo  hardened,that  they  couldnot  repent .  fo  that  infteede  of 

the 
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the filt  t  tares  of  repentance ,  tvhtch fljouldhaue  trickled  downe  their  cheeses,  to  thewajhtng  array  of 
their Jinnes:the  redd fea  was  fayneto  op ertyCjr  towipe  away fitch  monfters,  font  of  the  face  of  the  earth. 
God  ouerthrewe  infinite  nations, befire  the  face  of  his  owne  people  (Imeane  the  lewes)  to  make  a  way, 
fir  them  into  the  landofpromtfe.Tet  fir  gat  they  all  his  goodnes,andbenefites  beftowedvpon  them .  how 
jbamefilla  thing  is  it  fir  thefinne  to  difobey  hu (father,  fir  theferuant  to  difljonour  his  Lorde  andmay- 
fter,firthepactent  to  caftofthephiftcionlfirthe  chofen  people tofirfike  their  proper,  and  peculiar  God? 
thishatte  the  lewes  doneywherefire  beholdewhathappenedvnto  them.Iofephuswritetb  (bell.Iud.ltb. 
2,cap.  1 3.)that  in  the  I  z.yeare  of  the  raygne  of  Nero  }t  he  I  y.yeare  oft  he  raygne  of  King  Agrtppa,  in 
the  moneth  of  May, and  the  2  .ye  are  of  the  Lieuetenantjhip  ofFlorus,the  lewes  bcganne  to  rebell3  and 
to  take  armoitr  agaynfi  the  rRgmajnes,reielling  thefilemnitie  done  in  the  temple,  to  the  honour  of  de- 
far. The  chiefs  caufe  that  moued  them  thereunto,  wot  the  cruelty  ofFlorm'.  Wherefire  this  Floras ,  to 
geue  the  fares  a  tafte  of  his  authority  fir  dtjpleafitre  conceaued  agaynfi fome  which  reuiled  him ,  cau- 
fedfitch  a  jlaughter  at  Ierujalem ,  that  the  number  of  the  jlayne ,  mounted  to  fix  hundred  and  thirty 
perions .  lojephus  bello  ludaicoy  lib.  2.cap.  /^..Agayne  through  wiles,  and  dece ate, this  Florus  ray  fed 
a  great  commotion  at  Ierufalem,to  the  Jlaughter  of  many. cap.  i-4-.The  tnhabttors  of  Cttfarea  y  jlewe  in 
one  dayallthe  lewes  which  dwelled  //w£,rf£o//<r  twenty  thoufande  m  number ,  all that  fled  5  Florus 
tookr,and imprifined.the  lewes  Jiewg  this,thought  to  reuenge  them  felues  yvp  on  the  Syrians ,  in  which 
skirmijhe  there  were  jlayne  thirtcne  thoufand  lewes,*^*  all their  fitbftance  taken  fir jpoylc.bell.Iud.li. 
2.cap.i  p. Other  contr  eye  sin  like  (orte,fet  vpon  the  lewes:  the  Afcalomtes  Jlewe  two  thoufande.  the 
inhabitants  a  1(5  of  Ptolemaic  deftroyed  two  thoufande.T^  Tyrians  imprifined  a  great  many,  &  jlewe 
very  many. The  Hippinai  and  Gadaritsjet  packing  the  flout  ejl  of  them ,  and  watchedthe  reft  very  na- 
rowely.Varu*  the  procurator  of Ktng<tAgrippa,fl 'ewe  leuenty  of the  noble left ,  and  fageft  lewes  y  being 
fent  as  Legates  vnto  him.lib.  2.  cap.20. The  people  of  Alexandria  y  jlewe  fifty  thoufande  lewes ,  cap. 
2 1 .Ceflius  gathered  an  hoaft,went  into  Iud<ta,he  burned  Zabulonyhe  tooke  Ioppe ,  he  deftroyed  eyoht 
thoufsnd,and  forty  perCons.cap.22.G<tfennius  G alius, ouerrunneth  Galilep ,  he  deftroyedm  Afamont 
two  thovvfande.f<»/>. 2 s-The inhabitantes of  Damafcus ,deftroyed tenn  thowfande  lewes,  which 
dwelt  among  them.l1b.2xap.2s. The  "Romayne  fiuldiers  vnder  dAntonius  their  captayne, tooke  Afca- 
lon, and  deftroyed  tennthovvfande  lewes,  immedifttly  at  an  other  skirmifietin  the  fame  place  aboue 
eyght  thoufande.£<r//./#^.//£.  j.cap.  /.Vejpajian  is  fent  from  Nero  into  Iud&a ,  he  inuadeth  Galilee,  he 
takrth  Gadara,he  burneth  the  citye,andthe  villages  rounde  about. lib. 3. cap. /. ,6.  The  city  Aphacawas 
taken  by  Titus  ,the  2j.day  ofIune}there  were  jlayne  fiftene  thoufande  lewes ,  andxsso  thoufand, 
a  hundred, and  thirty  perfones  taken  captiues.ltb.j.cap./ 1 .  Vejpajian  tooke  Samaria,tbe  27-  daye 
ofIuney  and  jlewe  eleuen  thoufande,  and  fix  himdied.lib.j.cap,  1 2.Vejpaftan  tooke  Iotapata,fett  all 
the  caflels  afire, the  /  j.yeare  of  Nero,thefirft'of  the  Calendes  of  July,  he  jlewe  forty  thoufande  3  he 
took?  a  thoufand,and  two  hundred  capfiue.lib.j.cap.  / 3/Vejpaftantooke Ioppe,the  fecondtime,  the 
lewes  feeing  no  way  but  one, jlewe  them  fclucsfand fell hedlong  into  thejea,fi  that  the  jea  was  imbrued 
with  bhod,the  number  ofdeadbodyes  whtch  the feathrewe  vpywoi  foure  thoufande  and  two  hun- 
dred .  the  reft  otberwife  jlayne ,  there  remaynednot  one  to  bring  tydinges  thereof  into  Ierufalem.lib.j. 
cap.  1  j. Vejpajian  befteg^edthe  Taricheans^he  jlewe  in  their  citie  fix  thoufande,  and  flue  hundred,  he 
tooke  many  aliue,whereofhe  commaunded  a  thoufandc,and  two  hundred  oft  he  nobleleft yand  elder 
forte  of  them  to  be  jlayne, he  fent  fix  thoufande  of  the  luftierto  Nero, vnto  iftmon.hefilde  thirty  thou- 
fande and  foure  hundred  pcrConsybefides  thofe  which  hegaue  to  King  z/fgrippajhis  wasdone,  the 
ftxt  of  the  Ides  of September.  Iofep.bell.Iud.lib.  j.cap,/  p.The  citie  ofGamala,beganne  to  rebel,the  2 1. 
of  September, the  citie  was  taken  ^the  2  3.  of  OClober, there  were  jlayne  therein,  foure  thoufande,  be- 
fides  the fe, there  werefiunde  other  fiuc  thoufande ,  which  had  caft  them  felues  headlonge ,  and  broke 
their  neckesynot  one  ofthewhole  city  left  altue,  but  only  2.women.lib.+.cap.j.  Titus  tooke  the  city  Ga- 
fc ala}the  inhabitantes  fledd to  Ierufalemjhcy  were  ouertaken  ,  two  thoufande  flayne,  and  three 
thoufand  ctaken  captiue. and  thus  was  all  Galilee  ouerrunne  ,andnow  to  Iudtea.lib.^.cap.^.  In  Ierufa- 
Itm  there  was  fitch  afeditton,and  conjpiracy  among  them felues ,  which  opened  a  gappe  fir  the  enemy  to 
come  vpon  them,that  euen  in  thefirftbtckering.thcre  werefiunde  dead  eyght  thoufand  e,&  fiue  hun- 
dred lev\es.lib.4..cap.7.agawethefeditiousper(ons  amonq^  them,calledZclot<e,by  the  helpe  of  the  Idu- 
mnansfterwe  twelue  thoufande  of  the  chieftofthe  Iewes.hb.j.ckp.  J. Vejpajian  tooke  Gadara,  and  flew 
thirty  xho\.\fov\dcybejides  thefe,  the  number  wm  infinite  that  drowned  them  felues ,  the  number  of  the 
captiues  came  to  two  thoufand ,  and  two  hundred. lib.  f.cap.3.  Vefpafiantooke  Grrajion,&  jlewt 
a  thouhndcyong  men,whicb  hadnotftedd.lib.j.cap.6.Vefpafiannow  at  length  ,after  the  death  ofNe- 
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ro,Galba,Otho,andViteUius  the Emperours:is chofen Emperour,  andgoeth  to  Rome,  he committeth 
the  war  yes  in  ludxa  to  hisfinne  Titus.li.f.cap.vlt.  The  m'tfery  of  the  lewes  in  Ierufalem  waxed fi  great, 
that  the  [edition  afire  tyme  but  one, -was  now  become  three filde,euery  one  hauing  their  c apt  ayne. Titus 
layethjiege  to  the  city Jofep.bell.Iud.Ub.6. cap.  i,2.Their  eflate  wot  miferable ,  thefamyne  lamentable, 
the /laughter  out  of  all  meafitre.fuch  at  came  out  of  the  city,  were  hanged  on  gibbetts  :fuc  h  asfledde  a- 
way, were  taken:ofthe fugitiues  two  thoufand  had  their  bowels  ript,tofee  whether  they  hadfwalow- 
ed  vp  any  go  Id  e. lib. 6. cap.  ij. report  came  vnto  Titus, that  from  the  i+.  ofAprill,  vntillthe  i^oflune-^ 
there  were  brought  out  at  one  gate  of  the  city,  fiftene  thoufande ,  one  hundred  and  fotire  fcore  Ic- 
vvcs,which  dyed offamtne.be 11.  Iud.lib.6.cap.vlt.The  temple  isfett  onfire,thepriefles,the  -women,  and 
chtldren,with  other  people  which  hid  them felues  in  vautts,in  walls 3andin  corners  of  the  temple  s  which 
alfowere  burnt  to  afhesxame  to  fix  thoufande.//^, 7. cap.  1  /.Titus  tookethe  city e, the fouldiours  killed, 
z>nt  ill  they  were  weary. Titus  commaunded  all  that  -wore  armour  to  be  f ayne:  fitch  as  were  olde,weake% 
andfieeble, the fouldiours  dijpatched.theyongjke  lujly,  and  profit able,  they jbutt  vp  tn  a  certayne  place 
of  the  temple, fir  further  confederation.  Many  were folde  fir  afmaleprice  i  there  were  many  to  be  folde, 
butfiw  to  bye. all  the  theeues,robbers,andfeditiousperfons  within  the  city ,  he  commaunded  firth  with 
to  be  difpatched.the  chofenyong  men  of  goodly  bodyes,andtnll filature,  he  referuedfir  triumphe-.itwtxx- 
tene  thoufand  of  elderly yeares, he  fent  bound  to  Cd-gypt, fir flauery,&  druggery. many  others  through 
outtheprouinces3he  allott  ed fir  jpettacles,and  teeth  of  wild  beafles.as  many  as  were  vnderfixteneyeres 
of age,Tvere  folde.of fitch  as  werefhutt  vp  in  the  temple,fir  further  confideration,duringthetime  of  this 
deliberation}anddifpofedorder:there  dyed  twelue  thoufande  off  amine,  lofep.bell.  Iud.lib.7  .cap.  if. 
/6.The  number  of  the  captiues, during  the  tyme  of  the  warres,mountedto  fourc  fcore  and  feuentene 
thouC&ndc.The  number  of  allthat  dyed,during  the  (iedgewithin  Ierufilem ,  came  to  tenne  hundred 
thoufande.«<?  maruellat  all,that  the  city  could  comprifefo  many. fir  at  the  fiafi  of  the  ?affeouery  CV- 
ftius  being  Lieuetenant  of  Iud<zatfent  Nero  wordex  that  the  high  priefles  had  numbred,  at  his  requeft, 
all  that  came  to  offer, which  came  to  feuen  and  twenty  hundred  thoufande.  I1b.7xap.17.  andfitche 
was  the  wofull,and  miferable  ende  of  the  lewes.  Iofephus  moreouer  (lib. 7. bell.  Iud.cap.  1 8.)  writeth  of 
Iofephus.lib  Ierufilem, that  it  was  taken  at  fondry  tymes  befire ,  his  wordes  be  thefe ;  lerufalem  was  taken  the  2. 
7.bell.Iui  yearc  of  the  raigne  of  Fejpafian,thc  8.day  ofSeptember,it  was  taken  flue  tymes  beforc,&  then 
caP- 18«  agayne  deftroyed.s^fo  haus  King  of  the  /Egyptians:  after  him  Antiochus:\.\\zr\  cPompeitss:&  after 
thele,Herode  and  Sofius  tooke  the  city ,  and  kept  it.and  before  that  tyme  the  King  of  Babylon , 
by  conqueft  deftroyedit,a  thoufande  three  hundred  three  fcore  yearcs,eyght  moneths ,  and  fix 
dayes  after  the  building  thereof.The  firft  founder  of  this  city,vvas  the  moft  potent  Prince  of  the 
Chananits,called  after  his  contrey  language  The  iuft  king.for  fuch  a  one  he  was  in  deedc.ther- 
forc  he  firft  ordayned  a  priefthoodvnto  God,and  hauing  firft  buylded  the  temple :  he  termed 
the  city  Ierufalem,which  afore  was  called  Solyma .  Leobius  King  of  the  lewes ,  hauing  vanquir 
shed  the  Chananits,deliuered  the  city  to  be  inhabited  of  his  ovvne  people ,  the  which  was  o- 
uerthrowne  by  the  Babylonians,  foure  hundred,  three  fcore,  foure  yeares,  and  three  monethes 
after  .From  Leobius  the  King ,  which  was  the  firft  Ievve  that  raygned  in  it,vnto  the  ouerthrow 
vnderTitus,there  were  one  thoufande,one  hundred, feuenty,and  feuen  yeares.  Tet  fir  all  that,' 
neyther  did  anticjuity  prcuayle  ,neyther great  riches profit ,  neyther  the fame  difperfed throughout  the 
whole  worlde,fauour  them,neyther  the  great  glory  they  put  in  their  relgion,helpe  them  at  all,that  the 
cityfhoulde  notperijhe,

THc  bookcs  of  the  holy  Sciip:ure(faptf)  be)  are  not  innumerable  amongft  vs,  difagrecing,  Iofcp.lib.  i. 
&  diflenting  one  from  an  other,but  only  xxij.contayning  the  circumitances  of  all  times,  contra  Apia 
and  worthy  ofcreditt.riue  of  thefe  are  ^<?y£.r  vvorkcs,contayning  the  lawes,&  the  itate  T£e  leY" 
of  man,continevved  vnto  his  death.the  tyme  of  them  contayneth  litle  lefle.then  three  thoufand  ^  bookcs  ^ 
ycarcs.TheProphctes  which  liued  after  /*/0/2\r,comprifed  in  thirtcne  bookes, the  famous  a£tes  v. Bookcs  of 
of  their  tymes,from  the  death  o£Mofes,to  Artaxerxes,v\ho  after  the  death  o£Xerxes,vvzs  king  Mofcs. 
ofPerfiaThe  other  fourc,containeHymnes  vnto  God,and  admonitions  for  the  amendment  of  ij -Bookes  of 
manslife.From  vfrM.x^rA-fj  vnto  our  tymcs,there  are  continuailbookes,yet  not  of  fuchcredkt     5  Prophets 
as  the  former,in  fo  much  there  is  not  diligently  layd  dovvne  a  conti  nuall  iucceflion  of  the  Pro-  pfa|mes  ancf 
phets.  It  is  very  apparcnt,v vhat  aftection  we  bcare  vnto  our  Scriptures,bccaufe  there  is  now  fo  admonitions 
much  time  pait,and  yet  none  of  vs  dareprefume,either  to  adde  any  thinge  thereto:  or  to  dimi- 
nish anything  therefro;  or  to  alter  any  thinge  thereof.this  is  engrafted  in  the  Ievves,  from  their 
youth  vp,that  they  perfwade  them  felues,this  doctrine  to  be  the  vvritinges  of  God,and  to  per- 
ieuere  in  the  fame,and  willingly,if  neceflity  fo  conftrayne,to  dye  in  the  quarrell .  tljefe  toOjDeg 
31  baue  thought  comrnobiouflp  to  Ijauc  bene  by  bs  allcaagcD  out  of  lj is  eommentarpes,tbiSto?tter 
batlj  publifbco  one  other3ano  no  fimplebolume  of  the  rule  of  reafon  ,toljicbe  fomehaue  fathereu 
bppon  tbe  Machabees,becaufe  it  contapnetb  tbe  eombatfli  of  the  Hebrues,fo  termeb  in  the  booftes. 
of  tbe  Machabees,manfdlp  fighting  in  tbe  Defence  of  tbeir  pietpe  totoarbes  <6ob.  8iro  about  the 
en&e  of  tbe  tinenttctb  booke  of  Iudaicall  Antiquities ,  iofeyhns  him  felfefignifictb,  that  be  to?ote 

foure  bookes,of  the  proper  opinions  ofthe  Iewes.of  God.of  his  effence.ofthe  lavves.  anb  why 
according  vnto  them,certayne  thinges  are  lawful!,  and  certayne  forbidden .  Bpe  mClltionetb  ill 

&ts  toojkes  otber  treatpes  of  bis .  n  Ihall  feeme  agreable  toitb  ojbet ,  if  toe  recite  tbofe  tbinges, 

.tobirb  be  tojotc  about  tfjecnoe  of  bis  iudaicall  Antiquities:  that  our  allegations  map  tlje  better 
be  confirmebjfoj  be  enoeuo^ingto  confute  iuftw  Tyberianm ,(tobo  tojitinge  tbebilfojpe  oftbat 
rpme3repojtco  manp  bntrutbes,) among  others^  of  bis  eonfutations3tljus  jie  faptb :  I  feared  not  Th's« fofid 
thy  cenfure  fo  much  of  my  v  vritings,but  that  I  exhibited  my  bookes  vnto  the  Emperours  them-  c^*l    k"* 
felues,  when  the  dedes  donc,were  now  fresh  in  memory,my  confeience  bare  me  vvitnes,  that  „ain^  Api( 
I  erred  not,but  deliuercd  the  trueth,hauing  obtayned  their  reitimonies  which  I  hoped  for.  And 
to  diuers  others,  lofted  my  hi  (torye,  whereof  fome  were  encombred  with  the  warres,as  king 
Agrippa.znd  diuers  of  his  kinsfolkes .  And  the  Emperour  Tytitt  him  felfe  woulde  haue  the  cer- 
tayne knowledge  of  thefe  warres, deliuercd  vnto  the  worlde,bymy  bookes  onely.commaun- 
ding  them  to  be  pubhshed,with  the  priuiledge  of  his  owne  hande.King  Agrippa  wrote  threc- 
fcore,&  two  epi(Tles,whcrin  he  teftifieth  ofthe  true  hiftory  deliuercd  by  me.^toO  of  tbefe  ept« 

lllesbe  alleaogeth.butfo  farre  concerning  kfipkm ,noto  toe  toil  pjoceeoe  to  tbat  tohicb  folotoetb.

In  the  meane  while, 
rrecerfityefoconfrrayning^he  Bishops  fent  for  lohn:  he  when  he  had  ended,  and  finished  the 
caufe  ofhis  comming,goeto(faythhe)OByshop:  reftore  vnto  vs  thy  charge,  whiche  I,  and 
Chrift  haue  committed  vnto  thy  cuftody,the  churche  whereof  thou  art  heade,bearing  witnes. 
the  Byshop  at  the  firft  was  amazed,fuppofingfome  deceite  to  be  wrought  toutching  money, 
vvhichhe  had  not  receaued,yet  was  he  not  able  to  aunfvvere  them,for  that  he  had  it  not ,  ney- 
ther  to  miftruft  Iohn.but  when  Iohn  had  fayd  :  I  require  the  yong  ma  n,and  the  foule  of  our  bro- 
ther,then  the  elder  looking  downe,with  a  heauy  countenance,fobbing  and  %hing,  fayde :  he 
isdeade:tovvhome/<5/?»fpake,  howe?  and  what  kir.de  of  death  ?  which  aunfvvered:  he  is 
dead  to  God.for  he  is  become  wicked,  and  pernicious,and  to  be  short,a  theefe.  for  he  keepeth 
this  mountayne  ouer  againft  the  church,togethcr  with  his  affociates .  the  ApofUe  then  renting 
his  garment,and  beating  his  heade  with  greate  forrow,fayde :  I  haue  left  a  wife  keeper  ofour 
brothers  foule :  prepare  me  a  horfe,  and  let  me  haue  a  guyde  he  haftened  out  of  the  churche,  & 
rode  in  poft,being  come  vnto  the  place  appoynted,he  is  ftraight  wayes  taken  of  the  theeuishe 
vvatch,he  neither  flyeth,neither  refifteth,but  exclameth :  for  this  purpofe  came  I  hither,bringc 
mevnto  your  captaine,  who  in  the  meane  fpaceas  he  was  armed,  behelde  him  commingc.  but 
eftfoneswhenhefawe  his  pace,  and  knewe  that  it  was  Iohn,  he  was  ftroken  with  shamc,and 
fledd  away.the  olde man  forgetifull  of hisycares,  with  might  purfueth  him  flying ,  and  cryeth: 
Thewordes   My  fonne,whyflyeft  thou  from  methy  father,vnarmed  and  olde  ?  O  fonnc  teodjermy  cafe ,  be

Chrift  fent  mc.but  he  hearing  this,firft  itoode  ltill,turning  his  countenance  to  the  ground,ncxt  Tokens  of 
shoke  of  his  armour,anone  trembled  for  fearc,and  wept  bitterly .  He  embraced  the  olde  man,  true  repen- 
commingvntohim, aunfvverlngas  wellashecouldcfor  weeping, fo that agayne he fecmed  tancc- 
to  be  baptized  with  teares,the  shaking  of  the  hande  onely  omitted.Thc  Apoftlc  when  he  had 
promifed  and  protelted  to  procure  for  him  pardon  of  our  Sauiour,and  prayed,  and  fallen  vpon 
his  knecs,and  alio  killed  his  right  hande,  nowe  clenfed  through  repentance ,  brought  hitn  vn- 
tothc  Churche  agayne .  When  that  alfo  he  had  povvrcd  forth  often  tymes  prayers  for  him, 
and  ttrougled  with  him  in  continuall  faftinges ,  and  mollified  his  minde  with  diucis  and  fun- 
dry  fermons,and  confirmed  himrdeparted  not(as  the  reporte  goethj  before  he  had  fully  refto- 
red  him  vnto  the  Churche.and  exhibited  a  greate  example  of  true  repentance,a  grcate  tryall  of

after  tbcfe  tbinges  tlje  €piff Ie  contapnetrj  in  manner  thefe  njo?bcgi  follotoing :  When  that  he 

had  now  ended  his  praycrawith  the  remembrance  of  all  fuch  thinges,as  cuer  befell  him ,  whe-  0f  ^  chur- 
ther  they  were  fmall,  or  great,  famous,  or  infamous,  and  alfo  of  the  vniuerfall,  and  Catholikc  cjlc  ofSroyr 
Churche,and  the  houre  nowe  fully  ended :  they  fctthim  vppon  an  afle,  and  brought  him  to  the  na. 
citye,  being  on  the  greate  Sabbaoth  daye.  There  mett  him  Herode  the  iuftice  of  peace,  and 
hisfacher  Nuetes ,  vvhoreceauing  him  into  their  chariott,  perrvvaded  him ,  faying:  What 
harme  is  it  to  faye :  Lorde  C&fir,  to  faenfice  and  fobe  faued  ?  at  the  firfte  he  aunfwered 
nothinge,  butwhentheyvrgedhim,hefayde:  1  will  not  condefcendevnto  your  counfayle, 
they  perceauing  he  woulde  not  be  perfvvaded ,  gauc  him  very  roughe  language,and  tumbled 
him  dov  vne  out  of  the  waggon ,  to  the  brufing  of  his  shinnes.  But  he  as  thoughe  he  had  bene 
nothinge  hurte,  neyther  iniuried  at  all,  went  bolte  vprighte,  chearefull,  and  apace  to- 
wardesthe  Theatre.  When  he  was  come  vppon  the  Theatre  or  ftage,avoyce  came  downe 
from  heauen  (  whicheby  reafon  of  the  greate  tumulte  was  heardeof  fcrve)  Be  of  good 
chearc  6  rPohcarpns ,  and  play  the  man .  The  ipeakerno  man  fawe,  but  the  voyce  was  hearde 
of  many  of  vs.  In  the  meanetyme  the  multitude  was  in  a  rage,  feeing  Tolycarpm  brought 
forthe.The  Proconful  demaundeth  of  him ,  whether  he  vvereth3t  Tolycarpm ,  beckning  that 
heshouldcdenyert,  and  faying:  tender  thine  yearcs,  with  fuch  like  perfwafions,  fvveareby 
the  fortune  of  C«/2r,repent  thee  of  that  is  paft,fay,remoue  the  wicked.But  Tolycarpm  behoul- 
ding  with  vnmoueablecountenance,the  multitude  rounde  about  the  ftage,poynting  with  the 
hande,andfighing,and  looking  vpvntoheaucn,fayde:  remoue 6  Lorde  the  wicked.  When 
the  Proconful  rrged,andfayd:fvvcare,and  I  will  let  thee  goe:  Blafpheme,  anddefie  Chrift, 
Tolycarpm  aunfwered :  foure  fcore ,  and  fixe  yeares ,  haue  I  ferued  him ,  neyther  hath  he  euer 
offended  me  in  any  thmge,  andhovvcanlreuilemyKinge ,  which  haththus  kept  mee?  The 
Proconful  ftill  vrged ,  and  fayde :  fvveare  by  the  fortune  of  Carfar .  To  whome  Tolycarptts: 
if  thou  required  this  vayneglorye,  thatl  proteflthe  fortune  of  ^<«/2r,  as  thou  fayeft,  fay- 
ningthouknoweft  me  not,  Here  freely  I  am  a  Chriftian.  If  thoudefyre  to  knowcthe  do- 
ctrine of  Chriftianitie,apoynte  the  daye ,  and  thou  shalt  heare.W  hen  the  Proconful  fayd,per- 
fvvadc  this  people,  Polycarpttf  aunfwered:  Ihauevoutchfafed  to  conferre  with  thee.  Forwc 
arc  commaunded  to  giue  to  Princes, and  Potentates  their  due  honour,ordained  of  God, nether 
preiudiciall  to  our  religion,  but  asfor  this  furious  multitude,  I  will  not  deMe  with  them.  I 
iudgcthem  tnvvorthy  hearers  of  my  purgation.  To  this  the  Proconful  fayde :  Ihauevviide 
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beaftes  to  deuoure  thee,  vnlefle  thou  take  a  better  vvaye .  ToljcArptts  aunfvvered :  bring  them 
$£*  !=•  forthe ,  for  it  is  determined  amongeft  vs,not  to  paflc  from  the  better  vnto  the  vvorfe  by  repen- 
tance:But  we  recount  it  a  thinge  commendable ,  to  turne  from  the  thinge  that  is  euill ,  to  that 
which  is  good  and  iufle.  Agayne  the  Proconful  fayd :  I  will  ftyll  thee  with  fire ,  if  thou  vvaye 
not  the  beaftes,neyther  repent.  VVhome  Toly  carpus  aun(vvered :  Thou  threatneft  fyre  for  an 
houre,vvhich  lafteth  a  vvhyle,and  quickly  is  quenched,but  thou  art  ignorant  of  the  euerlafting 
fyre,at  the  day  of  iudgement,and  endlclfe  torments  referued  for  the  wicked .  But  what  linge- 
red thou,difpatche  as  it  pleafeth  thee.Vttering  thefe,and  the  like  wordes,he  v vas  conftant.and 
chcarful,his  countenance  fo  gracious,that  he  notwithstanding  was  nothing  moued  thervvith, 
but  of  the  contrary  the  Proconful  being  amazed,commaunded  the  bedle,in  the  middeft  of the 
theatre, thryfe  to  cty.Polycarpus  confeflethhimfelfa  Chriftian.At  which  faying,the  multitude 
both  of  Ievves,and  Gentiles,inhabiting  Smyrna,shouted  with  a  great  rage:  this  is  that  Doctor 
of  Afia,the  father  of  the  Chriftians,the  ouerthrowcr  of  our  Gods,  who  mftrudted  many ,  that 
bur  Gods  are  not  to  be  adored.Tothis  they  added  an  other  clamor,crauing  of  Philip  Prefident 
of  Afia  ,  that  he  woulde  lett  loofe  a  lyon  to  deuoure  him,vvho  aunfwered :  That  this  was  not 
lawefull ,  in  fo  much  that  the  game  or  ftage  ftryuing  of  beaftes  was  then  finished .  Then  they 
cryed  with  one  voycethat  'TV^r/w^shou'dc  be  burned  quicke.  Itbehouedthat  the  vifion 
shoulde  be  fulfilled  whichehe  faweonhis  pillowe,  andprophecyed  of,  tofuchas  prayed 
with  him  at  that  prefent,  fayinge:  Imuftbeburned  quicke,  whiche  was  as  foonedone  as 
fpoken .  For  the  multitude  forthwith  caryed  logges  of  woode ,  and  ftickes  out  of  their  shop- 
pes ,  and  bathes .  but  lpecially  the  Ievves ,  fcrued  promptly  (  after  their  wonted  manner)  for 
that  purpofe .  The  fyery  pyle  being  prepared ,  he  vnapparelled  him  felfe,  loofed  his  girdle,en- 
deuored  to  pull  of  his  shoes,  which  before  he  did  not ,  for  that  the  faythfull  contended  among 
themfelues  who  couldefooneft  touch  his  bodye,  at  their  farewell,  for  his  good ,  and  godly 
conuerfation  ,  yea,  before  his  graye  heare  grewe ,  he  was  honoured  of  all  men.  Inashorte 
whyleallthingesneceflarily  required  for  the  execution ,  wereapplyed.  And  vvhenasthey 
woulde  haue  nayled  him  to  the  ftake,  hefayde:  nayefuffermeeuenas  I  am.  For  hethac 
gaue  me  pacience  to  abydethis  fyre  ,  will  geueme  alfo  an  immoueable  mynde,  to  per- 
feuer  within  this  fyery  pyle,  without  your  prouifion,  inpryntinge  my  bodye  with  nayles. 
When  they  had  hearde that,  they ceafe  from  naylinge,  and  fall  a  byndinge  of  him  .  His 
handes  then  being  boundetohis  backc  ,  he  like  a  notable  ramme,  picked  out  of  agreate 
flocke,  fitte  for  an  acceptable  burnte  facrifice  vnto  Almightye  God,  isoffere  ',  faying:  O 
The  prayer  ^  patner  0f thy  welbeloucd,  and  bleffed  fonne  Iefut  C^ftt  through  whome  vve  haue  knowne 
3thisRkrtyr  tnee:  ®  ^°^  °^  r^e  Angels,  and  powers,  and  of  euery  liuing  creature,  and  of  all  fortes 
dome.  of  iuft  men,  whiche  liueinthy  prefence:I  thankethee  that  thou  haft  graciouflyevoutch- 

fafed  this  daye,  and  this  houre,  to  allotte  me  a  porcion  ,  amongethe  numbre  of  Mar- 
tyres,  amonge  the  people  of  Chnfte,  vnto  the  refurre£tion  of  theeuerlaftingelyfe,  both  of 
body,  andfoule,inthe  incorruptionof  the  holy  Ghoft,  amonge  whom  I  shall  be  receaued 
in  thy  fight  this  daye,  as  afrutefull,  and  acceptable  facrifice,  as  thou  haft  heretofore  pre- 
pared ,  often  reuealed ,  and  nowfulfilled,moft  faithfull  God  which  canft  not  lye.  Wherefore 
for  all  thinges  I  prayfethee,  I  bleffethee,  I  glorifye  thee ,  throughe  the  euerlaftinge  highc 
Priefte  Iefns  ChriB ,  thy  vvelbeloued  fonne,  to  whome  with  thee,  and  the  holy  Ghoft,  be 
all  glory  world  without  ende,  Amen. When  that  he  had  pronounced  this  Amen,and  finished 
Polycarpus  Jjjsprayer  9  the  executioners  fettethe  pyle  a  fyre.  Theflame  vehemently  flashed  about,  ter- 
rible to  the  fight,  shewed  no  doubt  of  purpofe  tofuche  as  were  preferued  to  publishe  the 
fame  to  the  pofteritie.For  the  flamye  fire,framing  it  felfe  after  the  forme  of  a  vault,or  the  fayle 
of  a  shippe ,  with  the  bluftring  blaftes  of  winde ,  comp  afled  the  filling  bodye  of  the  Martyr 
within  placed,as  with  a  wal,and  that  which  was  in  the  middes  of  the  fame,  was  not  as  firye, 
skorched,or  burned  fleshe,but  as  golde  or  filuertryed  in  the  fornace .  For  it  feemed  to  our  Cen- 
fes,a  fragrant,&  fweete  fmell,as  offrankenfenfe,orfome  fuchlike  precious  perfume.At  length 
when  the  cruel  perfecutors  perceaued  the  fire  not  to  confumc  his  body,they  called  for  a  torme- 
tor,and  gaue  him  charge,  to  launce  him  in  the  fide  with  a  fpeare ,  which  when  he  had  done, 
fuch  a  ftreame  of  bloude  iflued  out  of  his  body,  that  the  fire  was  therewith  quenched ,  fo  that 
the  whole  multitude  maruailed3fuch  a  preheminence  to  be  graunted(in  refpeel  of  the  Infidels) 
amongthc  faythfull  and  elect  people  of  God,of  which  number  this  Polycarpus  was  onc.a  right 
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Apoftolickc,and  prophcticall  do&or  of  our  tymc  byshop,ofthe  Catholicke  church  of  Smyrna, 

for  aJl  that  he  fpake,  either  isalreadyc,  or  shalbe  hereafter  fullfilled  .  But  the  enuioufe,  lubtle 

and  mahcioufe  aduerlarye  of  iuftmen,  ieeingc  the  glorye  of  this  Martyr  fo  greatc,  and  his 

vnblamableconuerfation  from  the  beginninge  to  be  crowned  with  incorruption,  andtore- 

ceaue  an  incomparable  rewarde :  procured  that  his  bodye  should  perishe  from  amongc  vs,  for 

there  vveremanyc  thatcndeuored  andfullyc  purpofed  to  haue  bene  partakers  of  his  blcfled 

bodye  by  buriall,  many  pricked  forvvardes  Nicetes  t  the  father  of  Hcrode,  andhis  brother 

Dalces ,to  mouc  the  proconfull,notto  deliucrvnt'o  the  Chriftians  his  body  leaft  that  (faythhc) 

they  Icauinge  Chrift ,  fall  a  worshippingc  of  him  .This  they  fayd,  when  the  Ievves  egged,and 

vrgedthem  forewardes,  which  continually  watched  vs  leaft  that  wee  fnatchedhim  outof 

thefyre,beingc  ignorant  of  this  ,_that  we  can  neucr  forfake  Chrift,  which  dyed  for  the  fal- 

uationof  the  whole  worldc  :  that  we  can  vvorshippe  none  other .  for  we  vvorshippe  Chriit  The  Chri- 

as  the  fonne  of  God ,  the  Martyrs  we  loue,  as  difciples ,  and  followers  of  the  Lorde ,  and  that  ^ranLw°r~        ^=x  ~ ' 

vvorthely  for  the  inuinable  good  loue  they  beare,to  their  Kinge,  and  mailier,whofecompa-  rcUcrecc  hi» 

nions  and  difciples  we  defiretobe.  when  the  Centurion  perceaued  the  fedition  of  the  lewes  Martyrs. 

hecaufed  the  body  toEe  Iaydinthe  middes  after  theyr  accuftomed  manner,to  be  burned .  So 

we  gathered  his  bones ,  more  precious  then  pearles ,  and  better  tryde  then  golde,  and  buryed  , 

them  in  the  place  that  was  fitte  for  the  purpofe ,  where  god  willing,  we  beinge  gathered  to- 

gether,the  Lorde  will  graunte  that  with  ioye  and  gladneflc,  we  may  celebrate  the  byrthday  Whythepaf 

of  his  martyr,  both  for  the  remembrance  of  fuche  as  haue  bene  crowned  before,  andalfoto  fi°ns°fmar- 

the  preparation,  and  ftirringevp  of  fuche  as  hereafter  shall  ftriue.  Thus  it  happened  vntoTo-  [yrsa^cele- 

Ijcarpus  that  was  martyred  at  Smyrna,  together  with  twelue  others  out  of  Philadelphia, 

who  onely  among  all  the  reft  is  fo  remembred ,  that  the  Gentiles  euery  where  fpredd  his  fame

ly  ianglcr.  It  is  notrequifitc  that  we  call  him  a  philofopher,  which  of  ignorance  reporteth  that 
the  Chriftians  are  impious  and  irreligious,to  the  endc  he  may  pleafcand  flatter  fuch  as  are  ouer- 
shadowed  with  the  miftc  of  error  and  darkenefle.  For  either  he  impugnechthe  doctrine  of 
the  Chriftians  which  he  hath  neither  readd  nor  knowen,then  is  he  full  of  malice  &  farre  worfe 
then  Idtotes  that  alvvayes  beware  they  reafon  not  of  vnknowen  matters,  leaft  they  bearc  falfe 
VvitnelTc:or  els  he  readcth  them ,  butvnderitandeth  not  the  myftery  and  maicfticall  meaning 
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thereof ,  or  if  he  vnderftandc  ,  -he  dothe  it  that  he  be  not  taken  for  fuche  a  one  5  then  is  he  a- 
gayne  farremore  wicked,  andipitefull,  the  bondflaue  of  vayneglorye ,  andbrutishefeare: 
for  I  vvoulde  haue  you  well  tovnderftande,  and  to  recount  my  tale  fortrueth,thatIhaue 
propofed  certaynequeftions,  anddemaunded  certayne  interrogatoryes  of  him  ,  wherein  I 
hauefounde  andknovverightwell  that  he  knovveth  nothing .  Ifthatthefe  conferences  hauc 
bene  neycher  bruted ,  neytherblafcdinyour  hearing  :  1  am  ready  agayne  torehearfe  thefame 
vntoyou.  This  will  be  a  Princely  parte  and  a  worthye  worke ,  for  your  honour  to  heare.  If 
you  knewebothe  what  Idemaunded,  and  what  he  aunfwercd  :  you  vvouldc  foone  gyuc 
fentence ,  that  he  is  altogether  ignorant  in  our  doctrine .  Or  if  he  knovveth  it ,  he  dareth  noc 
vtterit  for  feare  of  his  auditours ,  and  hereby  to  be  proued  fas  I  fayde  before)  nophilofo- 
phcr  3  but  a  flatterer,  contemninge  that  which  Socrates  highly  cfleemed .  No  mans  fondea 
vayne,  or  foolish  humor  with  flacterye  tobefedde.  VLiyuz  farre  Infiinns.  3nDt&at|>e  ptXU 
tbeo  tb?ougb  the  pjactife  of  Crefiem ,  Tatianta  a  man  inftructeo  from  W  poutb  op  in  p?0* 
p&ane  literature  3  ano  p?apfeo  oerp  much  foj  tbe  profit  be  toofce  therein  3  teftifietrj  in  W  booke 

againfttlje  Gentiles  touting  tljUS  :  The  famous  philosopher  Iuftmtts  fayd  very  well,  that  the 
philosophers  then  were  to  be  likened  to  theeues .  3  litle  after  foe  faptb :  Crefiem  being  newly

phers,for  gluttonous  and  deccittull  perfons .fucb,  toag  tlje  caufe  Of  Infimm  martproome.

Tfyt(*mittftittns  befoje&efuffreOj  rememb?eo  in  bfe^pologie,  fucfjaatoere  mattpreB 
before  bint ,  oerp  pertinent  foj  tbfe  our  purpofe ,  touting  tbu$ :  A  certain  woman  there 
was  maryed  vnto  an  husbande  vvholy  giuen  vnto  lafciuious  life  and  leudnes,vvhereun- 
to  she  hir  felf  was  in  times  paft  addidted,who  when  she  had  learned  the  doctrine  of  Chrift  re- 
pented hir  ofhir  former  life,  and  embraced  chaftitie,  and  exhorted  hir  husbande  Iikwife  to 
repet,  expounding  vnto  him  the  doctrine  which  threatned  vnto  intempcrate,and  bcaftly  liuers 
euerlafting  punishment,  of  endlcffe  fyre.But  he  neuertheleffe  altogether  fet  vpo  the  fame  lewd 
neffe ,  feparateth  by  his  vnlawfull  meanes  his  wife  from  him .  for  she  fayd  that  it  was  thence- 
forth vnlavvfull  for  hir ,  to  vfe  company  at  bedd ,  and  at  bcrde,  with  that  man,who  contrarie 
vnto  the  lavve  of  nature ,  beyonde  all  right  and  reafon,fought  meanes  to  fatiffie  his  filthy  lufte 
and  therefore  would  be  diuorced  fromhim.But  through  the  perfwa  (ions  of  her  frends,  she  re- 
uoked  hir  fentence,&  changed  hir  mind,  who  counfayled  hir,a  litle  while  quietly  to  liuc  toge- 
ther that  there  was  great  hope  at  length  of  his  repentance:  refrained  hir  felf  and  continewed 
with  him  in  vvedlocke.  When  hir  husbande  was  gonne  to  Alexandria,  and  there  knowen  to 
haue  praftifed  farre  more  lewdfa6tes,leaft  that  she  should  be  made  partaker  of  his  wicked  fa- 
eces and  haynous  offences  by  continevving  in  his  company  at  bedd  and  boord,in  the  bonde  of 
matrimony  :  she  made  a  bill  of  diuorce  (aswetearmeit )  she  was  feparated  and  vventa- 

Ironia.  vvay  from  him .  Then  this  good  man  (when  he  shoulde  haue  reioyced  that  his  wife  which 

ofoldc  was  {laundered  of  hir  feruantes  and  accufedof  hir  lewdneffe  ••  which  of  olde  was 
giuento  dronkennefle ,  and  all  kindeof  fpitemovve  had  renounced  hir  former  life,  and  ex- 
horted him  to  the  fame  repentance  with  hir,whome  she  diuorced  becaufe  he  kept  other  com- 
pany) accufed  hir  that  she  was  a  Chriftian.  And  she  gaue  vp  a  fupplication  vnto  thee(6  Empe- 
rour)  humbly  requcfting,that  she  might  firftdifpofe  hirhoufehould  affaires,  &  after  the  diipo- 
fition  and  ordering  thereof,to  aunfwere  vnto  that  which  she  was  accufed  for,the  which  thing 
thoudiddeftgraciouflygraut,buthe(hir  husband  fomtimes)hauing  no  colour, nor  cloke, to  ac 
cufe  his  wife:bent  his  bowe  and  leueled  thus  at  Ptolomam ,  who  inftru&ed  hir  in  the  Chriftian 
fayth,&  endured  ton-nets  vnder  Vrbicim  the  Iudge.He  had  to  his  frend  the  Centurion,vvhom he 
perfvvaded  to  impryfon  Ttolomtus-xo  entreat  him  roughly  withall:&  to  demaund  of  him  if  he 

Ptolomasus    were  a  Chriftia.whichwhen  Pto/om<eia,  one  that  was  zealous  for  the  trueth,no  flattercr,no  dif. 

martyred.      fembler,  had  confefled  himfelfe  to  be:thc  Centurion  caft  him  into  pryfon  where  he  was  longe 

punished 
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punished.  Aftcrvvardes  being  brought  before  Vrbicitts  y  of  th'iS  onely  he  was  examined  :ifhe 
were  a  Chriftian,whofe  confeience  bearing  him  witnefie  ofno  crime,but  in  a  iuft  caufe:  con- 
fcfledthathehad  preached  the  true,  andheaucnlydoitrincof  Chrift.  For  he  which  denycth 
himfelfe  to  be  that  man  he  is,  either  condemncth  that  which  is  in  him  by  denyallror  knowing 
him  vnvvonhy  and  eftranged  from  the  matter,  rcfufeth  to  confeflerwhereof  neither  is  found  in 
a  true  Christian.  And  when  rr^KW/ commaunded  that  he  should  be  brought  forth :  one  Lu- 
cius (ihat  was  alfo  a  Chriftian)feing  the  fentence  giuen  contrary  to  all  reafon,  fayde  to  Vrbicius 
What  reafon  is  itf  0  I'rbicius)that  thou  shouldeft  condemne  this  man  for  confefTing  the  name 
ofChrift:  which hathe committed  neither  adultery:neitherfomication:neither  manslaughter, 
neither  thefc.ncitherrobbcry.neither  any  wicked  offence,that  he  may  iuftly  be  charged  vvith- 
all .  Thy  Iudiciall  fentences  do  become  neither  Pius  the  Emperour.neither  the  philosopher  the 
fonnc  of  Carfar :  neither  the  facred  Senate.  Vrbicius  aunfvvering  nothing  to  thefe  thinges  fayde 
to  Lucius :  and  thou  fecmeft  to  me ,  to  be  fuch  a  one  .  Lucius  aunfwered-- 1  am  fo,and  he  com- 
maundedhim  forthwith  to  be  brought  forth  to  the  place  ofexecutio.  For  this,  £#««/ thanked  L  - 
him,&  fayd  that  by  this  meanes  he  should  be  deIiuered,from  fuch  wicked  mayfters,&  go  vnto  tyrC(j, 
a  gracious  God,  his  father,and  King .  After  this  a  third  ftept  forth  which  fufFrcd  the  like.  3!lt  tbe

Againe  they  hauc 
commaunded  abftinence  from  liuing  crcatures,for  fo  they  call  them ,  shewing  themfclues  vn- 
gratefull  towards  God,  which  made  all  thingesforthe  vfeofman.Thcy  deny  that  the  firft  man

<*  llions  of  martyrs  (liffred  throughout  the  worlde,  by  fuch  as  happened vnto  one  na~  mini-l79- 
\tiony  which  for  mofle  true  and  euerlajiinge  memory ,  hathe  bene  thought  wor- 
thy the  wry  tinge ,  &  is  printed  for  the  pofteritie .  zAnd  although  we  haue  here- 
heretofore  compiled  a  boo^e  of  martyrs  tn  mofle  ample  wifejreciting  the  catalogue  of  them,  andyet  not 
onely  the  hyflortcaIlnarrationtbut  alfi  enterlacingmatters ofdollrine :  neuertheleffe  we  mindenotpre 
fently  to  omitt  any  t hinge  that  may  feeme  pertinent  vnto  this  our  hiftory  which  we  haue  nowe  in  hand. 
Other  hifioriographers  haue  carefully  confidered,  onely  to  commit  to  letters  warlick*  viUories  and  no- 
ble triumphes  againft  the  enemies, valiant  enterprifes  ofcaptaines ,  notable  cor  age  of  armed fildiers, 
befpotted  with  bloud  and innumerable  (laughters  of  tender  fuellings, committed  fir  countrey  and  fib- 
fiance  fake:  But  this  our  hiftory  containeth  a  pollicy  gratefullvnto  Godtmoft  peaceable  warresfor  the 
auietr.es  ofthefoule,for  the  trueth  ofconfeience  rather  thetriallfir  our  country, fir  godly  fauor, rather 
theworldlyfrendflnpp.lt  contayneth  the  valiant  conflancy of 'champions,  buckling  andwraft  ling  fir  the 
trueth  }t he  mo  ft  vitlorious  fortitude  &  triumphes  agaynfl  fry fiendes  of  he/l,the  vpper  hand  of  our  vn- 
uifible  aduerJariesyto  be  (hort  it  pronouncethfor  allthefe,crawnes  ofeuerlaftmg  memory.

tnO?0e$:Thc  greatnes  of  this  our  tribulati6,the  furious-rage  of  che  Gentiles  againft  the  Sain<5te, 
and  what  thinges  the  blefled  martyrs  haue  fufFrcd :  we  are  able  exactly,  neyther to  exprcfle  by 
worde,nor  comprehende  in  wt.yting.Theaduerfarie  with  all  might  poflible,  applied  himfelfc 
shewing  tokens  of  his  prcparatiues  &  difpofed  entrance  to  perfecution,&  pafling  throughout

all  places  acquainted  and  inftru£ted,his  lymmes ,  to  ftriue  againft  the  feruants  of  God :  fo  that 
onely  we  were  not  banished  our  howfes,bathes,and  common  m  arket  places ;  but  altogether, 
euery  one  of  vs  ftraightly  charged  not  toshewe  his  face,  yet  the  grace  of  God  vvithlfcode 
him,  deliucringthe  VYeakelinges,  vphouldingcertaine  others  of  the  contrary ,  as  fure  and  im- 
moueablepillers  which  through  their  furTerance  were  able  not  onely  torepell  the  violenceof 
the  defpitcfull  aduerfaric ,  but  alfo  to  prouoke  him ,  paciently  abiding  all  kindc  of  fclaunder, 
and  punishment .  To  be  shorte  weyinge  greate  tormentes  for  fmale  tnflei:  they  haftcned  vnto 
Apm.*.  Chrift  ,  declaring  as  trueth  is :  that  the  palfions  of  thefc  prefentc  times ,  are  not  worthfe  of  the 

glorie  ,  which  shalbe  reuealed  vnto  vs.  And  firft  of  all ,  they  bare  manfully  all  fuch  vexations 
as  the cluftered multitude laied  vponthem :  exclamations,  fcurginges,  draggings,  fpoyling, 
ftoninge ,  fettring,  and  the  like  whatfoeuer  the  heady  and  fauadge  multitude  accuftometh  to 
pra&ife  againft  their  profcfTed  enemies,  next  being  ledd  vnto  the  open  marketplace,  and  ex- 
aminationhad  :  they  were comdempnedin  prefenceof  the peoplebythe Tribune,  andthe 
other  chiefe  potentates  of  the  citie,and  caft  into  prifon ,  vntill  the  prefidentes  comminge .  Af- 
ter that,  when  they  were  brought  before  the  prelident  which  had  exercifed  allkindeof  ex- 
Vegetius  E-  treame  cruelty  againft  vs  \Vegettus  Epagatbtes  one  of  the  brethren  hauing  fullneflc  of  loueto- 
pagathuj       vvardesGod,  andman,  whole  conuerfation  was  foperfe&c  ,  Although  a  yonge  in  an,  yet 
martyred,      thought  comparable  with  Zacharie  thcPiicRe ,  forhewalked  vnblameable  in  all  the  com- 
maundementes  and  ordinaunccs  of  the  Lordc,  and  very  feruiceable  towardes  his  neighbours, 
hauinge  greate  zeale  and  feruencie  of  the  fpirite  of  God :  allowed  not  of  the  fentence  vniufte- 
ly  pronounced  agaynftYs,  but  with  vehement  motion  required,  that  audience  myghte  be 
giuen  him  to  pleade  for  the  brethren ,  that  we  had  committed  no  impiety .  which  beinge  dc- 
nyed  him  (  for  he  was  a  nobleman)  of  fuch  as  compafled  thetribunallfeate,  and  oftheprc- 
fident  reiefting  this  iufte  petition,and  onely  demaundinge  whether  he  was  a  Chriftian :  con- 
fefleditwitha  lovvde  voice,  and  fo  he  was  rcceiued  into  the  fcllowshipe  of  the  Martyrs  and 
called  the  aduocate  of  the  Chriftians.for  he  hauinge  the  fpirite  which  is  the  comforter,in  grea- 
ter aboundance  then  Zacharie,  declared  the  fullncffe  of  loue  that  was  in  him,  in  thathefpa- 
red  not  his  life,  in  the  defence  of  the  brethren,  he  was  and  is  the  true  difciplc  of  Chriftc, 
followinge  the  Iambe  whither  foeuer  he  goeth  .  the  other  foremartyres  (lined  vp  by  this 
Tcnnefellin  example  haften  themfelues  vnto  Martyrdome,  and  are  become liuclyer,  and  readyer,  ac- 
perJccution.   Complishinge  the  confeffion  of  Martyrdome  with  all  cherefullncfTe  of  minde.  there  were 
certayne  others  founde  vnready ,  lefle  exercifed,  andasyetweake,notof  abylitic to beare 
the  burthen  of  foweightie  a  combatc,  (in  numbretenne):  which  fell  through  the  frailtye  of 
thefleshc,  to  our  greate  heuinefTe  and  forowefull  lamentation,  quaylingethe  cherefullnes 
of  others,  which  were  not  as  yet  apprehcnded,but  accompanied  the  Martyres,what  torments 
foeuer  befell  them ,  and  feucred  not  them  felues  from  them .  Then  trembled  we  all  for  feare, 
and  that  greatlye  becaufe  of  the  vneertainety  of  confefTions  :  not  terrified  with  any  tor- 
mentes ,  but  carefull  fortheende,  lcatt  that  any  shrinked  and  fell  from  the  faithe.  daylye 
there  were  apprehended  fuch  as  were  worthye  to  fulfill  the  numbre  of  the  fallen  weake- 
Iinges  :  fo  that  out  of  bothe  thefc  Churches  as  many  as  ruled  and  bare  the  greateft  fvvayc 
were  taken ,  and  executed ,  and  withall  certayne  of  the  Ethnickes  beinge  our  feruantes  were 
taken,  (  for  the  prefidenthad  commaunded  publiquely,  agcnerall  inquifitiontobemade 
for  vs)  who  being  ouercome  bythefubtlefleyghtes  of  Satan,  and  terrified  with  thefighte 
Sclaurwlers     of  the  tormentes  which  the  faindtes  fuffred  ,  throughe  the  perfwafion  of  the  foldiers  eg- 
raifed  againft  ginge  them  forewardes :  fayned  agaynfte  vs  and  reported :  that  we  vfedthe  feaftinges  of 
thcChnftias.  7^/<r/?«andtheinceftof  Oedipeu ,  with  diuerfe  other  crimes  which  mayneyther  godlyebe- 
thoughte  vpon,  neyther  with  modeftie  bevttered,  neyther  without  impietie  be  belcued. 
Thefe  thinges  nowe  being  bruted  abroade ,  euery  body  was  moued  and  incenfed  againft  vs, 
in  fo  much  that  they  which  for  familiaritie  fake  vied  moderation  before ,  nowe  were  excea- 
dingly  moued  and  madd  with  vs.  then  was  that  faying  of  our  Sauiour  fulfilled  ,  to  vve.te :  the 
lohn.16.        tyme  will  come  »  when  as  eueryeone  that  fleyeth  you,  shall  thinke  that  therein  he  dothe 
<;    a  God  goodferuice.  then  fufferedthe  holy  Martyres  luche  tormentes  astongue  can  not  ex- 

Deacon,  preffe .  And  Satan  prouoked  them  with  all  might  poflible ,  to  vtter  fome  blafphemy ,  greatly 
Maturusa  was  the  whole  rage  bothe  of  people,  and  prefidentc,  and  foldiers  fett  againft  Sanflus  ,T)ez- 
late  conuert.  Con  of  the  Churchc  of  Vienna  :and  agiynft  MaturMyhtdy  baptized,  yet  a  noble  warrier.-and

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agalnft  Artaltts  a  Pcrgamenian  ,   who  was  alvvayes  a  pillcr  and  fortrcffe  of  our  faythl 
andagaynrt  /?/w»<Vi»«iawoman,  by  who meChrilt  shewed  that  thole  thinges  whicheinthc

fighte  of  men  appearc  vile,  bale,  and  contemptible,  deferuc  greate  glory  with  God,  for  the  hc0rinth.t. 
true  louc  they  bare  toWardes  hiin  m  decde,  without  boafting  in  shevve.  when  as  we  all  qua- 
ked for  fea  rc,yea  and  her  carnall  myltres  (vvhich  alfo  was  one  of  the  perfecuted  MartyrcsJ  ve- 
ry carefull  leailc  that  peraducnture  at  the  tymeof  her  aunfwere,  byreafon  of  the  frailetye 
©fthefleshe,  sheshouide  not  perieucrc  conltant  :  BUndin*  wasfo  replenished  with  grace 
fToroaboue,that  the  executioners  which  tormetcd  her  by  turnes,from  morning  to  night,fayn-  ?       ?a 
ted  for  vvcryncrle,and  ceafTed  confelTing  them  fellies  ouercome.and  that  they  were  no  longer     '^^1^ 
able  co  plague  her ,  with  any  more  punishments :  marueling ,  that  as  yet  she  drewe  breath  ha-  in  ilcr  tor_ 
uino  herwhole  body  rent  in  peces,  and  thevvoundesopen:they  confcfTinpwithall,thatoneof  mentcs. 
theie  torments  was  of  force  luhScient,to  colt  her  her  life,much  the  niore,fo  many,and  (6  great.  Blandina  c6- 
butthis  bleffed  woman,  like  a  noblewraltlcr,  was  renewed  at  her  confeflion,  forasofce  *!™     V™ 
as  she  pronounced:  1  am  a  Chriftian,  nether  haue  we  committed  anye  euell  :  she  was  re-*  cnriftian# 
created,  refreshed,  andfeltnopayneof  her  punishment.  SanUm  alfo  bare  noblyc,  andva-  Sanftus  fhe- 
liantly,  yea  aboucthe  ftrengtheof  man  all  fuche  vexations,  as  man  coulde  dcuifc.  when  weth  greate 
asthevvicked  in  compalTe,  byreafon  of  his  greate  pafllon,  andtormentes,  hade  well  ho-  pacience. 
ped  to  haue  hardc  fome  vndecent,  and  vncomelye  fpeaehe  ,  out  of  his  mouthe  ;  his  con- 
ltancicvvas  fo  greate,  that  he  vttered  ncythcr  his  owne  name,  neytherhiskyndred,  neythcr 
the  countrey  whence  he  was,  nor  whether  hewere  bondeorfree,  but  vnto  eueryqueftion 
heanfvveredintheRomaynctoungc:  lam  a  Chriftian.  thus  confefled  he  often  in  ftede  of  all  Sanftus  con- 
other  thinges :  of  his  name,  and  Citie,  and  kindred,  neyther  coulde  the  Gentylesgett  a-  S^^SS. 
ny  other  language  of  him.  Wherefore  the  prefldemandthe  tormentors  were  fearcely  fett  jtiao> 
a<'ainfthim.  And  when  asnowc  there  remained  no  punishment  vnpra&ifed,  at  lengththey 
applied  vntothe  tendereft  partes  of  his  body1,  plate9  of  bralTe  glowing  hott,  which  fiyed, 
feared,andfcorched  his  body,  yethcRemaynedvnrnoueable,  nothinge  amazed,  andcon- 
ftantc  in  his  confeflion,  being  ftrcngthened  andmoyftened  with  the  dewe  which  fell  from 
thcceleftiall  fountayneofthe  water  of  life,  gushingeoutof  thewombeof  Chrift.  his  body  Anotable 
bare  vvicrnefle  of  the  burningfor  ouer  all  his  body  his  fleshe  Was  wounded,  his  membres  be-  fayn^e  of 
fcarred ,  his  fincwes  shrinked ,  fo  that  the  nacurall  shape  and  outwarde  hewe  was  quite  chan-  Sanctis, 
ged ,  in  vvhome  Chrift  fuffering  ,  obtained  infpeakeable  glory  5  conqueringe  Satan  and  lea-  ^ 

Hinge  an  example  for  the  inftrudion  of  others  ;^thatno  tormente  is  terrible  where  the  ^^\^ 
father  lsbdoued,  nolamentation  lothfome  where  Chrift  is  gloryfied/.  When  as  the  wicked 
tormentors  afevvedayes  after,  had  brought  him  to  the  place  of  tormente*  and  well  hoped, 
that  ifthey  punished  him<  nowe  (hauing  his  whole  body  pufcevp  with  fwelling  andfeftred 
wuundes ,  io  fore ,  that  it  might  not  be  toutched ,  no  not  with  the  leaftc  finger)  they  shoulde 
ouercomehim,  andprcuaile  :  or  if  that  he  died  in  tormente,  they  shoulde  terrifie  thercaft* 
and  fo  warnc  them  to  take  heedc :  none  of  all  thefe  hapened  vnto  him ,  but  beyonde  all  mans 
expectation ,  i  n  the  later  tormentcs  his  body  was  releafed  of  the  payne,  recouered  the  former- 
shape  ,  and  the  membres  were  reftored  to  their  former  vfe  ,  fo  that  the  feconde  plague 
through  the  grace  of  Chrift,  was  no  greuous  malady,  but  a  prefent  medicine  .  Againe  Sa- 
tan goingc  about  blafphemoufly  to  fclaunder  vs ,  procured  "Biblis  a  woman  (  one  of  ... 
them  which  had  faynted  before)to  be  brought  forthe,fuppo(ing  her  frarlc  and  fearefull  mind,  m'5  pjtjou/j"v 
novveto  be  quite  altered  from  the  Chriftian  oppinion,  andconfequently  through  her  blaf-  tormented, 
phemous  deniall ,  to  be  in  daunger  of  dampnation :  she  then  at  the  very  houre  of  torment ,  re- 
turned vnto  her  felfc,  and  wakinge  as  it  were  out  of  a  deadflepe,  bymeanes  of  thefe  pu- 
nishmentestempcrall,  confidercdofthe  paincseternallinhcllfyrerandvnlookedfor,  cryed 
out  vnto  the  tormentors  and  fayde:  hovve  coulde  they  deuore  infantes,  which  were  not  fafc 
frcd  to  fucke  the  blood  of  brute  beaftes .  Forthat  she  confeffed  her  felfe  a  Chriftian ,  she  was 
appointed  to  take  her  chaunceamonge  the  Martyrs .  when  that  thefe  tyrannicall  tormentcs 
were  taken  away  of  Chrift ,  through  the  pacience  of  the  blefTed  fayn&es :  the  dcueli  inuented 
pthcr  mifchiefs,  to  were :  the  impnfoning  ofthe  fayncles  in  depc  and  darke  dongcons,fettring 
of  them  in  the  ftocks ,  ftretching  their  feete  vnto  the  fift  bored  chinke,  with  other  punishments 
which  furious  m  iniftcrs  full  of  dcuehshe  rage ,  are  wonte  to  putt  in  vre,&  pra&ifcvpon  poore 
prifoners.fo  that  many  were  ftifted  &  ftrangled  in  pryfon ,  vvhome  the  Lord  would  haue  fo  to

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Attalusfryed  fcaulding  yron  chayre,  glowing  hot*,  fo  that  the  iauour  of  his  broyled  body  filled  their  no* 
to  death.        ftrclls ;  fpake  vnto  the  multitude  in  the  Romayne  tongue :  behould  this  is  to  deuoure  men,for 
we  neither  deuoure  men,ncyther  commit  any  other  haynous  offence .  And  being  demau  nded 
what  name  God  had,  aunfwercd:  God  is  not  called  after  the  manner  of  men.  after  all  thefe 
thinges,vppon  the  laftday  of  the  fpedrades.^/^Ww^jtogethervvithT^ricwj^ayongeman  of 
fifteenc  yeares  of agejvvas  brought  forth.( which  thing  was  dayly  vfed,  to  the  ende  they  might 
bchoulde  the  torments  of  the  reft,)  vvhome  they  compelled  to  fvveare.,by  their  Idols  names.but 
they  conftantly  pcrfeueringintheir  fcntcnce.and  contemning  their  Idols,  fett  the  multitude  i*i 
fuch  a  rage  againft  them,that  they  tendered,neither  pitied,  the  yeares  of  the  yonge  man,nether 
fpared  the  woman  kinde.but  plagued  them  with  all  punishment  polfible,  &  that  in  compafTe, 
compelling  them  now  andthen  to  fvvcare,  which  when  they  coulde  not  bringe  to  pafle:  Pon- 
Ponticus  of    t*cus  Demg  fuccored  of  the  fifter  in  prefence  of  the  Paganes ,  who  then  behclde  howc  that  she 
the  yeares  oi  exhorted  and  confirmed  the  yonge  man :  after  that  he  had  fuffercd  all  kinde  of  bitter  torment, 
ij  .martyred,  yelded  vp  the  ghofte.laft  of  all  bleffed  BUndina^xke  a  noble  mother,hauing  exhorted  her  chilr 
dren  and  fent  them  before  ,  as  Conquerours  vnto  the  Kinge ,  pondering  with  her  fclfe  all  the 
punishments  of  her  children :  haftened  after  them  ioying  and  triumphing  at  her  ende ,  as  if  she 
had  bene  inuited  and  laued  to  a  wedding  dinner,and  not  to  be  caft  among  wilde  beaftes .  af- 
ter fcurging,  after  buckling  with  wilde  beaftes,  after  the  broyling  of  her  bodyeas  it  were 
in  a  frying  panne ,  at lengthe  she  was  wrapped  in  a  nettc,  and  tumbled  before  a  wilde 
Blandinabe-  bull ,  which  tofled  her  with  his  homes  to  and  froe,  yet  had  she  no  feeling  of  all  thefe  , 
headed,         her  minde  being  fixed,  and  wholy  fett  vppon  the  conference  which  she  had  with  Chrift, 
in  the  ende  she  was  beheaded:  the  Pagans  them  felues  pronouncing:  that  neuer  any  wo- 
man washearde  of  amonge  them,  to  nauefufrredfo  many  and  fo  greate  torments .  nether 
fo  did  they  ecafefrom  their  cruekie  and  rage  towardes  the  Chriftians.forthefauageand  bar- 
barous Gentylcs  being  prouoked  by  a  furious  and  beaftly  fiende,coulde  not  quiet  them  felues, 
but  that  their  furious  rage, practifed  an  other  kinde  of  malicious  fpyte  vponthc  dead  carkafes. 
neither  were  they  pLeafed  in  that  they  were  ouercome,and  voydc  of  natural  feeling  and  fenfe, 
but  proceeded  furcher,like  brute  beaftes,  both  President  and  people  werefurioufly  prouoked, 
jfocafyf.M.  j>rofccuting  vs  with  like  hatred,that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,which  faith.he  that  is  wic- 
Ked,let  him  be  wicked  ftill,and  hethatisiulUethim  workerighteoufnesftill.  for  as  many  as 
Deadecarka  were  choked  vp  with  the  noyfomeftincheof  theprifon,  were  throwne  to  be  deuoured  of 
fes  throwne    doggcs,charging  a  continual  vvatch,day  and  night,  that  none  of  them  shoulde  be  buried  ofvs* 
vnto  dogges  an<j  they  gathering  together  the  reliques  of  the  Martyrs  bodies ,  fome  vndeuoured  of  beaftes, 
fome  vnburned  by  fire^partly  tome, and  partly  burned,with  the  heades  and  ftumpes  of  others 
vncouered  with  earthe,committed  them  for  the  fpace  of  many  dayes,vnto  the  cuftody  of  foul- 
diets.others  fretted  and  fumed,  fnarling  at  them,  with  the  gnashing  of  their  teeth,feeking  fur- 
ther reucngem  en  t  of  them. others  derided  and  fkoffed  them,magnifying  their  Idolls  as  caufers 
of  this  our  calamitie.  And  fuch  as  were  of  a  milder  nature  and  fomevvhat  forovved  at  our  fuffe- 
ring,vehemently  reulled,and  fayd:  where  is  their  God  ?  and  what  profited  them  this  religion, 
which  they  preferred  before  their  Hues  ?  and  fuch  was  the  variable  and  deuclish  difpofition  of 
the  infidells,to  our  great  forowe,bccaufe  that  it  was  not  lawfully  permitted  for  vs,to  bury  the 
dead  e  bodies  of  the  Martyrs  .neither  ftoode  the  night  vnto  vs  in  any  fteade  for  that  purpofc,nc- 
ther  woulde  the  keepers  bovve  for  money,neither  bende  at  our  prayer,but  kept  the  brufed  car- 
lcafes  of  the  Sainctes,as  iffome  great  commoditie  grevvc  vnto  them,  by  keeping  them  vnbury- 
ed.^[Q;atne  after  a  fetoc  Ijmej3,tl)US  the?  Da^tte :  To  be  short,  after  that  the  bodyes  of  the  bleffed 
Saincteshad  bene  cuery  kinde  of  way  fpitefully,  and  fcornfully  entreated,  lying  whole  fix 
The  aflies      dayes  along  vnburied,at  length  they  were  burned  to  ashcs,the  ashes  alfo  they  gathered  &  fcat- 
of  the  but-     tered  in  the  riuer  Rhodanus  which  parted  by,fo  that  no  iote,or  relique  thereof  shoulde  longer 
ned  bodyes  _  rcmainc  vppon  earthe.this  they  did  to  the  ende  they  might  ouercome  God,  and  hinder  the  re- 
7nto  the  nucr  uhiing  of  the  Sainctes.left  that  (  as  they  fayd)  there  shoulde  be  any  further  hope  of  the  refurre-

neither  thai  it  be  amifle,if  out  of  t&c  fame  tpiftle  toe  allcaoge  farther  teirimonp,concerntng 
the  mercp  ano  mekenefle  of  the  fojefapo  99artp?s3to?itten  in  this  manner :  They  were  fuch  fol- 
lowers of  Chrift  (who  when  he  was  in  the  forme  of  God ,  thought  no  robbery  to  be  equall  "\^$ot their 
with  God  jthat  being  fett  in  fuch  a  glory.they  fuffered  torments,  neither  once,nor  twyfe ,  but  martyrs.

preffed  liuely  the  power  of  martyrdome,  while  they  refitted  the  Heathens  with  Iibertye  and  tyrsand  who 
boldeneffe,  shevvingtheirnoblecoragethroughpaciencc,  their  conftancy  without feare,or  confeffors. 
trembling,and  being  called  Martyrs  of  the  brethren,  refufed  it  with  the  fulnefle  of  the  feare  of 
God.  3nD  a  Ittle  after,  thug  theptojtte:  they  humbled  them  felues  vnder  the  mighty  hande  of  ,.pf,.j. 
God,by  the  which  they  are  now  highly  exalted :  they  rendred  vnto  all  men  an  accompt  in  the 
defence  of  their  fay  th :  they  accufed  none,Ioofed  all,and  bounde  no  man:  they  prayed  for  their 
perfecutors  after  the  example  of  Jr«pA*#,that  perfect  Martyr,  vyhich  fayde :  Lorde  lay  not  this  A&sj.

&,nts'  both  the  tongues.  God  no  doubt  difpofingethisthinge  afterhispleafure.  Tto/omausforttyal* 

fake,fearing,if  they  conferred  together  they  would  conceale  the  truth  reuealed  in  their  bokes: 
commaunded  them  feucrally  euery  man  by  himfelfe  to  write  his  tranflation ,  and  this  in  euery 
booke  throughout  the  oldeteftament.  VVhenas  theyallcame  together  in  prefence  of  Ptofo- 
maus^and  conferred  the  tranflations  one  with  an  other,  God  was  glorified,and  the  Scripture* 
diUine  in  deede,were  knowen.  for  all  they  from  the  beginninge  to  the  endinge,  had  expreflcd 
the  felfe  fame  thing, with  the  felfe  fame  wordes,and  the  felfe  fame  fentences.  fo  that  the  Gen- 
tils  then  prefent,  pronounced  thofe  fcriptures  to  haue  bene  tranflatcd3  by  the  inftinite  and  mo- 
tion of  the  fpirite  ofGod.  neithermay  it  feme  maruailous  vnto  any  man  that  God  brought  this 
to  palfe,  for  when  as  in  the  captiuitie  ofhis  people  vnder  Nabmhodonojor ,  the  fcriptures  were

mayde called  Philum&na .  others fome  (as the rouer  Marcionjh&uchydc dovvne two  begin- 
ninges,of which  opinion  are  Pontinus,znd "jBaflicus.thefe  following  Lycus  of  Pontus,  notper- 
ceauing  the  right  distinction  of  thinges,(no  more  did  he)runne  headelong  out  of  the  vvay,and 
published  barely,and  nakedly  without  shew,orproofe  ofreafon,  two  principall  beginnings, 
againe  others  fomc,falling  farre  worfe,haue  dreamed,not  onely  of  two,  but  of  three  natures, 
whofe  author  and  ringeleaderis  JTy»^w,  by  the  report  of  them  which  fauour  his  doctrine,  ^be 
fame  Rhodon  tontetb,tljat  rje  bat»  conference  toitb  Apelles,  faptng ;  by  reafoninge  with  this  olde 
^f//«,Itooke  him  with  manyfalfehoodes,vvhereuponhefayd:thatnoman  was  to  be  exa- 
mined of  his  doctrine,but  euery  man  to  continewe  quietly,as  he  beleued.  he  pronounced  fal- 
uation  for  fuch  as  beleued  in  Chrift  crucified,fo  that  they  were  founde  exercifed  in  good  wor- 
kcs.his  doctrine  of  the  God  of  all  thinges,Was  marUelous  darke,  and  obfeure .  he  confefled  on 

beginning  agreeable  with  our  dodrine .  after  be  baDlapDeootone  bis  tobole  opinion,  be  faptb: 

VVhen  I  demaunded  ofhim  how  proueft  thou  this  ?  howe  canft  thou  affirme  that  there  is  one 
beginning  ?  tell  vs. he  made  anfwere  that  he  mifliked  with  the  prophecies  them  felues,for  that 
they  vttered  no  trueth,but  varied  among  them  felues  that  they  were  falfe,and  contrary  to  them 
felues.hovv  that  there  was  one  beginning,he  fayd :  He  knewe  not ,  but  yet  he  was  fo  perfwa- 
ded.aftervvards  I  charged  him  to  tell  me  the  trueth.he  fvvare  he  fayd  the  trueth,neither  knewe 
he  how  there  was  one  God  vnbegotten.yet  beleued  he  the  fame.I  truly  condemned  him  with 
laughter, for  that  he  called  him  felfa  doctor,and  coulde  not  confirme  his  doctrine.  3!lt  tbefame 
booke  Rhodon  fpeaking  to  Callfon,  confeffetl;  bint  felf  at  Rome  to  baue  bene  tbe  Difciple  of  Tati- 

aws.tyt  repojtetb  tbat  Tatianus  UJ?0te  a  bOOfce  Of  Problemes.&ftbercfoje  toben  ag  Tatianus  pjo«

hoode.and  geue  teltimony  vnto  the  trueth :  but  that  1  feared  greatly,lelt  by  writing,  I  shoulde  originall. 
adde  fome  thing  vnto  the  perfect  wordes  of  the  new  teftament.whercto  nothing  may  be  ad- 
ded,and  vvherefro  nothing  may  be  taken  away,  by  him ,  that  will  leade  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
Golpell.l  being  of  late  at  AncyrainGalatia,foundethe  Churche  throughout  Pontus, filled, 
not  with  Prophets ,  (  as  they  call  them )  but  rather,  as  it  shall  be  proued,  with  falfe  Prophets : 
where  through  the  Lordc,as  much  as  in  me  laye,I  difputed  in  the  Churche,  the  fpace  of  many  Apollinarius 
dayes,againft  them,and  their  feuerall  obiedtions.fo  that  the  Churche  reioyfed,and  was  there-  difputed  and 
by  confirmed  in  the  trueth.  but  the  contrary  parte  yet  repyned,  and  the  gay nefayers  were  very  cofutedMo- 
forowefull .  and  when  the  Elders  of  that  place  required  of  me,  in  the  pretence  of  our  fellowe  ta"A  &°ets 
min\({cT Zoticus  Otrenus}thzt  I  would  leaue  them  in  vvriting,fome  commentary  offuch  things  Galatia. 
as  were  vttered  againft  the  aduerfaries  of  the  trueth :  At  thac  time  I  did  not,but  promifcd,that  Zoticus  O- 
I  vvoulde  shortly  ,through  the  he/pe  of  the  Lordc,  write  fomevvhat  therof  vnto  them.tfjefc  anb  trenus. 
tbc  like  tljtngea  lapo  bourne  in  tbe  p?oeme,m  pjoceffc  of  Ins  booke  be  tojttetb  tbus:  Wherefore 
the  originall  of  them  ,  and  their  newefoundc  opinion  againft  the  Churche  of  God,  was  af- 
ter this  forte :  there  is  a  certaine  village  in  Myfia/  a  region  of  Phrygi a) called  Ardabau,  where  Ardabau. 
lii(toricsrecorde,that  firft  of  allyonc  Montana*  ya.tetc  oonuerte,in  the  time  of  (7r4f#.r>Proconful  M°ntanus. 
of  Afia ,  puftevp  with  an  immoderate  defire  of  primacy,  openedagappefortheaduerfaryto 
enter  into  him .  and  being  madde  and  fodainly  eftraUfigcd  ,  andberefteof  his  vvitts ,  waxed 
furious,and  published  ftraunge  doctrine ,  contraryto  thetradition,  and  cuftome,and  auncient 
fucceffton(novv  receauedjvnder  the  name  of  prophecy  .they  which  then  were  auditors  ofthis 
vnlawfullpreaching,fomechafticed&  checked  him,for  a  lunaticke,&  one  that  waspoffeffed 
of  the  lpirite  of  crror,&  forbad  him  to  preach,being  mindful  of  theforewarning,&threatning 
ofourSauiour,tending  to  this  ende:  that  we  shoulde  take  diligent  hecde  offalfe  prophets :  o-  Matth.x^. 
there  fome  waxed  infolent,  boafted  &  bragged  of  him  not  a  iitle ,  as  if  he  were  endued  with 
the  holy  Ghoft,&  the  gift  of  prophecyc :  being  forgtefull  of  the  forewarning  of  God,they  cal- 
led  vpon  the  diffembling,the  flattering  and  feducing  fpirite  of  the  people ,  ( by  the  which  they 
were  fnared,&  deceaued)  that  through  filece  he  should  no  more  be  hindred.  the  deuil  through 
a  certain  arte,or  rather  the  like  fubtlemethode,working  the  deftrudtion  of  difobedientperfons 
being  more  honored  the  his  merit  did  require:(tirredvp&  kindled  their  mindesjfvvarued  alrea- 
dy from  the  faith,&  flumbring  in  finne,fo  that  he  rai  fed  two  women,  poffeffed  of  a  foule  fpint  i.womethe 
which  (pake  fonde,foolish,&  fanaticall  thinges(cuen  as  he  had  before)they  reioyced,&  glori-  prophetifles 
ed  in  the  fpirite  which  pronounced  them  happy,and  puffed  them  vp,with  infinite faire  promi-  °'Montan* 
fcs.yet  fometimes  by  fignes  and  tokens  he  rebuked  them  to  their  faces,fo  that  he  feemed  a  cha- 
fticing  fpirite.  there  were  fevve  of  the  Phrygians  feduccd, notwithstanding,  that  boulde  and 
blmdefpirite,inftructed  them  to  blafpheme,andrcuile generally,  euery  Church  vnderheauen, 
becaufe  thev  neyther  did  homage,  neythercurteouflyreceaucd  amongethem,  thatfalfelpi- 
rite  of  prophecyc.  the  faithfull  throughout  Afia,  for  this  caufemett  often,  and  in  many  places,    h  ^  . ',  " 
examined  thenewefounde  doctrine:  pronounced  itforprophane,they  excommunicated,  nodes&fairb 
reie&ed,  and  banished  this  hereticall  opinion,out  of  their  churches.

his  fpfte  tome  of  annotations  upon  Iohn,  the  fame  Origen  tcutchinge  the  epiftlesof  the  3poflIes 
fapetfjtbuS:  Taul  habled  a  minifter  of  the  neweTeftament,  not  accordinge  vnto  the  letter 
but  after  the  fpirite,  preached  the  Gofpell  abundantly  cuery  where  from  lctutalemvnto  Illy- 
ricum ,  wrote  not  vnto  all  the  churches  vvhiche  he  inftrudted ,  but  vnto  whome  he  wrote ,  he 
wrote  in  fewelynes :  but  P^r^r  vpon  whome  the  churche  oi  Christ  was  buylded  agaynfte  the 
which  the  gates  of  heil  shall  not  preuayle,  lefte  behinde  him  one  epiftle ,  whereof  we  are  cer- 
tayne.  Be  it  that  he  lefte  an  other :  but  this  is  in  controuerfie.  What  shall  I  faye  oilohn ,  who 
leaned  on  the  breafte  of  our  Lorde  Iefu  ,  who  vyrote  one  Gofpell  and  confelTed  withall ,  fo 
many  Gofpellsmyghthaue  bene  written  5  that  if  they  had  bene  written  the  worlde  coulde 
not  hauecontayned  them.  He  wrote  alfo  the  reuelation  beyng  commaundedtoconcealeand 
nottowritethewordesofthefeuen  thunders.  He  left  behinde  him  an  epiftle  comprising  ve- 
ry fevveverfes.  beitthatthefecondeand  the  thirde  be  annexed  ,  though  fome  take  them  not 
for  his.  In  bothe  vvhiche  there  are  not  an  hundreth  verfes.  SpOjeouer  of  tlje  cptftfc  unto  ttjC  He- 

brewes  in  his  homelpes  erpounbinge  the  fame  he  tojiteththus  :  The  character  of  the  epiftle 

vnto  the  Hebrewes  fetteth  not  forth  the  ftyle  of  Taul,  who  confelTed  him  felfe  to  be  rude  in 
fpeachc,  forthephrafe  of  that  epiftle  fauoreth  very  mucheoftheGreeke  tongue.  V  Vhofoe- 
uer  he  be  that  hath  any  judgement  in  difcerninge  of  phrafes  wyll  confefle  the  fame.  Agayne 
that  the  dodtrine  of  this  epiftle  is  founde  &  not  inferior  to  thofeepiftles  vvhiche  without  con- 
tradiction are  knovven  to  be  the  Apoftles,  who  fo  cuer  wyll  with  iudgement  reade  the  Apo- 
ftle,he  wyll  alfo  confelTe  the  fame  to  be  moft  true.3  little  after  he  fapetb  tljus:!  true.y  of  myne 
owne  parte,  if  I  mayefpeakewhat  Ithinke,  dofaye:  that  the  doctrine  of  this  epiftle  is  the 
Apoftlesfor  vndoubted ,  butthephrafc  and  ftyle  an  other  mans ,  which  noted  the  fayinges  of 
the  Apoftle.and  contriued  fuch  thinges  as  he  had  hearde  of  his  maifter,into  certayne  Icholyes.

ence  therein  is  beaten  with  clubs5his  face  &  eyes  they  pricked  with  sharpe  quills,  aftervvardes  torments  is 
they  led  him  forth  into  the  fuburbes  &  ftoned  him  to  dearh.  Againe  they  bring  into  the  temple  |Jonf  lo 
of  Idols  a  faithful  woman  named  Qutnta,&  conftrained  her  to  worship,who  contrarying  and  Quinta  ^^ 
abhoning  their  ldols,had  her  feere  bound  together,  &  by  them  trayled  &  lugged  all  along  the  nec[  to  death, 
ftreetes,  which  were  ftrawed  with  sharpe  pimple  ftones,  she  was  beaten  againft  milftones,& 
lore  fcurged.laft  of  all  she  was  brought  forth  to  the  fame  place  &  executed,  which  being  done 
they  all  with  one  accord  violently  rush  into  the  houfesof  the  religious,&  euery  one  of  the  wic- 
ked leadeth  the  heady  multitude  vnto  their  neighbours  houfes,whom  they  knevve  to  be  godly 
&  well  difpofcd.fo  that  in  the  ende  they  deftroy,they  fpoyle,they  Iteale  &  beare  away  the  pre- 
cious iewels :  but  the  vile,the  bafe  and  the  wodden  ftuffe  they  throwe  out  into  the  ft reete  and 
burne  it  to  ashes.shewing  fenh  thereby  a  refemblance  or  fpedtacle  of  a  city  taken  &  ranfacked 
by  the  enemie.The  brethren  gauc  backe  &  withdrevve  them  feluesafide ,  taking  in  good  parte 
&  very  chcerefnlly  the  lofTe  of  their  goodes,much  like  vnto  them  ofwhome  PWhathtcftified. 
Neither  do  I  remember  any(one  onely  excepted)ofthem  which  were  apprehended,  vnto.  this 
day  that  denyed  the  Lorde.furtliermore  they  take  holde  vpon  the  elderly  and  renowmed  vir- 
gine  Apolloma,x.\\f:y  bcate  her  cheekes,  and  knocke  out  all  the  teethe  in  her  heade .  ouer  agaynft  Apollonia  is 
the  citie  they  prepare  a  pyle,and  threaten  to  burne  her  quicke,vnlefle  she  would  together  with  burned- 
them  vtter  blafphemyc  .  but  she  lingering  a  litle  whilc,as  though  she  vvoulde  take  further  deli- 
beration ,  fodainly  leapes  into  the  fire  and  is  confumed  to  ashes .  To  be  shorte  they  laye  holde 
vpon  Seropion  vvhocontinewed  inhisownehoufe,  whomethey  vexe  withfundrygreeuous  Serapionwas 
&  bitter  torments,brufing  all  the  members  of  his  body,  and  throwing  him  dovvne  headlonge  throwne 
from  an  vpper  chamber.There  was  no  way  for  vs  to  pafle,no  not  the  high  &  comon,no  ftrayte  downe  &  his 
cricke  for  paffage,  eyther  by  daye  or  by  night,  they  cryed  out  all,  and  exclaymed  euery  r,c      Dro!<c- 
where ,  there  was  no  other  choyle  but  eyther  to  vtter  blafphemie ,  orto  be  dravvnc  and  bur- 
ned at  theftake.

The  heathen  bius.b.of  An 
maifter  fcing  his  chriftia  feruant  fo  conftat,periifting  in  his  former  opinion,taketh  a  great  cud-  noch' 
gill  in  his  hande  and  beatcs  his  body  and  bowels  till  breath  departed  ,  &  death  had  ended  the  Ifc,1y"°n 
combatt.what  shall  1  fay  of  the  multitude  of  them  which  wander  in  the  defert  &  waft  moun-  ^death  with 
tainesjconfumed  with  famine  and  hunger  ,&  colde  and  difeafes,fpoyled  by  theeues  &  deuou=  a  cud^iIL 
red  of  beaftesvvhofe  blcifednes  and  victories  they  that  remayne  aliueareablctoteftifie  ?  Of 
thefe  alfo  I  will  alleage  one  for  example.Therc  vvas  one  Ch&remon  a  very  olde  man,byshop  of 
Nilus ,  who  together  with  his  wife  fledd  vnto  the  vvafte  mountaynes  of  Arabia ,  he  returned  Charremon 
vvhome  no  more,his  company  coulde  neuer  aftcrvvardes  be  feene  .  And  for  all  that  they  were  b.of  Nilus 
often  times  fought  out  of  the  brethren  yet  colde  neither  they  nor  their  carcafes  cuer  be  found.  was  maried. 
M  any  alio  in  thefe  deferts  of  Arabia  were  taken  captiues  of  the  barbarous  Saracens ,  whereof 
fome  were  hardly  for  great  fommes  ofmoncyranfomed,  fomenotasyet,  noneuervnto  this 
day  appeared.  And  thefe  thinges(  brother  )  I  write  not  in  vaine  but  that  thou  mayeftvnder- 
ftand,what  &  how  great  euels  and  mifchiefs  haue  happened  amongeft  vs,  vvherof  they  know 
more  which  among  al  others  haue  felt  moft.gnb  after  a  feiue  lilted  againe  &eti)?pteth  thuSfThe 
Martyrs  thefelues  which  hued  amongeft  vs,nowe  aflociates  with  Chrift,coherej  of  his  king- 
dome  ,  partakers  of  his  iudgement  in  that  they  shall  iudge  together  with  him  ,  haue  receaued 
agayne  certayne  of  the  bretherne  which  fwarued  fromethe  fayth  and  fell  to  offer  facrificc 
vnto  Idols,  beholdingc  their  conuerfion  ,  and  repentance ,  knowingefor  furety  that  they 
were  to  be  receaued ,  In  fomuche  as  God  will  not  the  death  ofa  finner,they  embraced  them,  EffchuL  18.

tector of  the  ecclefiafticall  fcience ,  when  that  he  prefumpteoufly  endeuored  to  chalenge  vnto 
hrmfelfe,the  title  of  a  byshop,not  graunted  vnto  him  from  aboue :  chofe  two  men  of  a  defpc- 
rate  condition,to  be  partakers  of  his  hcrefie,whome  he  might  fende  to  a  certaine  corner  or  lef 
fer  part  ofItaly,and  thence  to  feduce  three  byshops,plaine, Simple  and  countreymcn,byfome 
Howe  Noua  crafty  meanes  t  auoutching  and  affirming ,  that  they  muft  in  all  the  hafte  come  to  Rome ,  fay- 
tusthe  hctc-  ningethat  they  together  with  other  byshops  meetinge  forthefamepurpoSe,shouldeappeafc

time  of  Cor-  fa  grace  and  goodnes  of  almighty  God .  whome  fo  great  a  multitude  and  fo  neceffary  in  the 
ne  ius.  Church,and  by  the  prouidence  of  God  fo  copious  and  infinite,  yea  a  number  of  innumerable 

people,  could  not  couert  and  turne  him  to  the  Church  from  this  his  defperateand  damnable 
preemption .

I  A1 fo much that  Eufebius  throughout  his  Jixt  booke  atnioji  in  euery  chapiter  hatb  wrytten  at  large 
of  the  famous  clar\e  andgreate  doElor  of  Alexandria,  by  name  Origen ,  and  novce  alfi  in  the  begtn- 
tiinge  of  his  jeuenth  booke  report  eth  of  his  ende  and  that  infkwe  wordes  :  I  thought  goodf or  the  rea-> 
ders  fake, fir  the  more  ab folate  andperfetl  deltuerance  ofthcftory<,andfor  the  further  knowledge  of  his 
ende:to  annexe  here  vnto, a  worthte  hijiory  out  ofSuydas  agreeke  writer,  who  liued  about  a  thoufande 
years  agoe ,  toutchtng  the  t hinges  which  happened  vnto  Origen  a  title  before  his  death ,  his  wordes  are 
thefe. 

The  life  of  Origen  out  ofSuydas. 

Origen  is  fayd  to  haue  fuflfrcd  much  afli&ion  for  Chrilts  fakc,being  famous,  eloquent ,  and 
trayned  in  the  Church  euen  from  his  youth  vp :  but  through  enuy  he  was  brought  before  the  ru- 
lers &  magi(trats,&  through  the  defpitefull  fubtlety  &  crafty  inuetion  ofSatan,he  was  brought 
into  great  fclaunder,-  &  blemish  of  infamy.  A  man  Cthey  fay)the  authors  of  iniquitie  deuifed  to 
worke  the  feat  5  as  much  to  faye  they  prepared  an  Ethiopian  or  foule  blacke  moore  beaftly  for 
to  abufe  his  body,  but  he  not  able  to  awaye  neyther  vvillinge  to  here  fo  horrible  an  A6re,brake 
out  into  lovvd  (peach,  and  exdaymed  at  both  the  thinges  vvhich  vvercgiuen  him  in  choyce,ra 
ther  then  the  one  that  he  vvoulde  doc  the  other  ,in  the  end  he  confentcd  to  facrifice.vvhcrefore 
vvhe  they  had  put  frakenfence  in  his  hand  they  threwe  it  into  the  fire  vpo  the  altar.by  this  mea- 
nes  he  was  by  the  iudges  put  fro  martyrdome&  alfo  banished  the  church.whe  he  had  thus  done 
he  was  fo  ashamed  that  he  left  Alexandria,and  gott  him  to  luda*a :  being  come  to  Ierufalem  & 
well  knowc  for  his  learned  expositions  &  gift  ofvtterace,  he  was  entreated  of  the  priefts  to  be- 
ftowc  a  fermon  vpon  the  people  in  the  church  &  open  affembly,  for  he  was  then  a  miniftenaf- 
ter  great  entreaty  &  in  manner  conftray ncd  by  the  priefts,he  rofe  vp,tooke  the  bible,opened  it 
&  happened  vpo  this  parcell  ofScripturcrvnto  the  vngodly,faid  God,why  doft  thou  preach  my 
lawes,  &  takeft  my  couenauntin  thy  mouth?  when  he  had  thus  read  he  clafped  the  booke,fate 
downe,and  burft  out  into  teares  together  with  all  the  audience  which  wept  with  him,  he  liued 
vnto  the  ti  me  of  Gallus  an&Volufianus  that  is  vntill  he  was  threfcorc  and  nine  yeare  olde,  he  re- 
ft eth  at  Tyrus  where  he  is  alfo  buried.&O  fatxe  Suydas .

Thou  knowefto  Lordechatl  fellagaynfl  my  will,  when  as  I  went  about  to  lighten 
others  I  darkened  my  fclfe:  when  Iendeuoredto  bringe others  from  death  to  life  I  brought 
mv  felfe  from  life  rodeathc.vvhen  Imyndedto  prcfente  others  before  God  I  prefentcdmy 
fclfe  before  the  deuell;  When  ldefired  to  be  foundea  fnendeand  afauorcr  of  godlynes, 
Iwas  foundea  foeandafurthererof  iniquitie  :whcnthat  Ifett  my  felfe  agaynft  theaflem- 
blvcs  of  the  wicked  andreprouediheyrdoinges,  therefoundc  Ishamcand  themoffe  pefti- 
lein  wounde  of  the  deuell.  when  that  Iwas  ignorant  and  vnskilfullinthe  diuerousflaygh- 
tesof  flriuers  which  commonly  entrappemen  1  allured  and  exhorted  them  to  the  knovve- 
led^e  of  the  Sonne  of  God.  wherefore  after  muche  fiftinge  they  promifedme  (  vnhappic 
man)  crafty  conueyances  to  auoydethe  fubtletye  of  Satan.  But  afterthat  Ideparted  from  The  pollicie 
them,  the  deuell  in  the  fame  night  transformed  into  an  Angell  of  light ,  reafoned  with  me  °fSatanwas 
fayinge;  when  thou  artvpin  themorninge  goeon,  and  perfwade  them  and  bringe  them  ,ohaue°f'- 
viico  God  if  they  demaunde  ought  of  thee .  If  in  cafe  they  condefcende  and  harken  vnto  thee,  Irmelhc"" 
doe  it  and  ceaffe  not,ftaggeringc  nothingc  at  the  matter  to  the  ende  many  may  be  faucd.  And  chriftuns 
agaynethc  deuell  goingc  before  to  prepare  the  waye,  whetted  theyrwittsto  deuifemifchief  at  the  time 
agaynft  me  feely wretch, he  fowed  in  theyr mindes  hypocrifie ,  diffimulation  and  deceate.  but  ot  lacrit'cc 
lovnhappie creature  skippingcoutof  mybedd  atthedaweningeofthedaye,  coldenotfi-  n°[t0u 
nishe  my  wonted  deuotion,neytheraccomplishe  my  vfuall  prayer,  but  wishinge  that  all  men  mjpnt  be  fa- 
might  be  faued  and  come  vnto  the  knoweledge  of  thetrueth,fo J ded  and  wrapped  myfelfe  ucd  (as  his 
in  the  mares  of  the  deuell.

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bewayle  me  that  am  abhorred  of  the  Angels,  &  feuered  from  the  fainfts  of  God.bcwaylc  me 
for  that  I  am  condemned  tocternall  punishments,  bevvaylemc  forthat  Iamhcreoneauh, 
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and  novvc  tormented  with  the  prickc  of  confidence.  Idoe  feare  death  becaufe  it  is  wicked. 
I  doe  feare  the  dreadfull  day  of  iudgcment  for  that  lam  damned  for  euer.  Idoe  feare  the  pu- 
nishment forthat  it  is  eternall.  Idoe  fearethc  AngelJes  which  ouerfeethe  punishmentbe- 
caufe  they  are  voyde  of  mercy .  I  do  feare  out  of  meafure  all  the  tormentes ,  and  what  i  shall 
doe  Ivvott  not  ,  beinge  thus  on  euery  fide  befetc  with  mifcry.  If  there  be  any  man  which 
can,  I  befeche  him  novve  aflifte  me  with  his  earnelt  prayers  and  with  his  forowfull  tea- 
res  .  For  nowe  it  behoucs  me  to  shed  infinite  teares  for  my  greate  finne .  who  knoweth  whe- 
ther the  Lofde  will  haue  mercye  vpon  me  ,  whether  he  will  pine  my  fall  ,  whether  he

came  vnto  me,wceping&  wailing,  &  falling  proftrate  before  my  feete,  confefled  &  protefted 
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The  Ecclefiafticall  hiftorie 

that  the  baptifme  wherewith  he  was  baptized  of  the  hereticks  was  not  the  true  baptifme,nei- 
ther  had  it  any  agreement  with  that  v  vhich  is  in  vre  among  vs,but  was  full  of  impietie  &  blaf- 
phemies.  hefayd  he  was  fore  pricked  in  cofcience,yet  durlt  not  prefume  to  lyft  vp  his  eyes  vnto 
God,for  chat  he  was  chriftened  with  thofe  prophane  words&  ceremonies,  wherfore  he  prayed 
that  he  might  obtaine  this  moire  lyncere  purification,admiffion,and  grace,the  which  thinge  I 
durlt  not  do,but  told  him  that  the  dayly  communion,many  times  miniffred, might  fufficc  him. 
When  he  had  heard  thankesgeuing  founded  in  the  churche.and  he  him  felfe  had  fonge  there- 
unto Amen :  when  he  had  bene  prefent  at  the  Lordcs  tablc,and  had  ftreatched  forth  his  hande 
to  receaue  that  holy  foode,&  had  communicated,  and  of  a  long  time  had  bene  partaker  of  the 
bodie  and  bloude  of  our  Lorde  Iefus  Chrift  :\  durft  not  againe  baptize  him ,  but  baddc  him  be 
of  good  cheere,of  a  fure  faith,and  boldly  to  approche  vnto  the  comunion  of  the  fainfts.  But  he 
for  all  thismourneth  continually,  horrourwithdraweth  him  from  the  Lordes  table,  and  being 
entreated, hardly  is  perfwaded  to  be  prefent  at  the  ecclellaiticall  prayers.^ljere  is  an  Otljcr  cpt= 
ftle  of  bis  ano  of  tbe  congregation  unoer  bis  charge  bnto  Xyfiw3  ano  tbc  ctjttrclj  ofRome ,  uiljcrc 
at  large  be  Difputetb  of  tbis  queff  ion.  Againe  trjere  is  an  other  rjnocr  bis  name  toutdjing  Luaa- 
nusimto  Dioujr/i$ubiti)Q\i  ofRom  e.3l5ut  of  tljefe  things  tljugmuclje.

Ti^ep  that  ruleotlje  empire  inttlj  Callus ,  eniopeo  it  not  full  tuio  peares ,  but  toere  Dep?i- 
ueooftljislpfe^no^^/m^wwjtogetijervuitljljis  (ormtGaiienus  fuececucelj  in  tbe  em- 
pire. (KJljat  Dtonyfms  rjojote  of  btm  3  it  map  be  gatbereo  bp  bis  epiftle  bnto  Hermammon, 

inbereljefapetlj  i  *Jtvvasreuealed  vnto  Iohn  ,,fora  mouth  was  gyueiwnto  him  (Tavern  he) 
tovtter  proude  fpeachesandblafphemyes  ,  and  power  was  gyuenhimandmonethesfortic 
two.  Both  thinges  are  wonderful!  in  Valerianus.,z.i\d  we  haue  to  conilder  howe  that  aboue  all 
his  predecclTours  he  was  difpofed  at  the  fir(tc,gentle  towardes  all  the  men  of  God,meeke  and 
friendly  minded.For  there  was  none  of  al  the  empcrours  before  him  fo  curtcous  and  frendly  af- 
fected towards  them,no  not  they  which  openly  were  counted  Christians :  he  at  the  firfte  em- 
braced our  men  moftfamiliarIy,moitelouingly,&  that  openly:  fo  that  his  palace  was  repleni- 
shed with  profeflbrs  of  the  fayth,and  accompted  for  the  churche  of  God.But  the  maifter  &  ru- 
ler of  the  ^Egyptian  forcercrs  fynagoge,  perfwaded  him  afterward  to  flaye  and  perfecute  thofe 
fyncere  men  and  faindtcs  of  God,as  aducrfaries  and  impugners  of  their  tnofte  impure,  and  de- 
teitable  forceries  (for the godlye then  preuayled  fo  muche,  and preuayle at thisdaye,  that 
bcyng  prefent  and  with  their  countenance  only  blowing  the  contrarie,and  refilling  as  it  were 
with  a  little  fpeache,fcattered  the  bewitchings  of  thofe  deteftablc  deuils  )  he  brought  to  palTc 
impure  ceremonies,execrabIe  inchauntmets,  and  abhominablc  facrifices.he  made  a  daughter 
ofmilerablcchildremhe  Sacrificed  the  fonnesofinfortunate  parents:  he  fearched  the  bowels  of 
the  newly  borne  babes,  fpoyling  &  rentinge  afundcr  the  shaped  creatures  of  God,  as  if  by  fuch 
haynous  offences  he  should  become  fortunate. Againe  after  a  fetoe  lines  be  fa\i\y.Macrinus  ofTe 
red  vp  vnto  them  gratulatorie  gyftes  &  prefents  for  good  lucke  of  the  hoped  empirc.For  before 
it  was  commonly  blafed  he  should  be  created  Emperour  ,  he  refpe&ed  not  the  confonancie  of 
reafon,neither  the  publique  or  common  afTaires,but  was  fubiecl:  vnto  the  curfe  of  the  prophet 
fayinge :  Wo  be  vnto  them  which  prophecie  after  their  owne  hartes  defyre ,  and  refpeeft  not 
the  publique  profitte.  He  vnderftoode  not  the  vniuerfall  prouidence  and  wifdome  of  him 
vvhichc  is  before  all ,  in  all  ,  and  aboue  all.  Werefore  he  is  become  a  deadlye  foe  vnto  the 
catholique  and  Chriftian  fayth.  He  outlawed  and  banyshed  him  felfe  from  rhe  mercye  of 
God  :  and  as  he  fledde  fartheft  from  the  churche ,  fo  hath  he  aunfwered  the  erymologie  of  his 
name.  3gapne  be  fapetb  t  Valerianus  wasby  hismcancs  dryuen  andgyuenoucr  vnto  fuche 
reprochefulnclTeandabhominations,  that  the  fayinge  ofE/aje  was  verified  in  him.  And  they 
( fayethhe )  chofe theyr owne  wayesand  abhominatinns  vvhiche their  foules  luftcd  after, 
and  I  wyll  fcle&e  them  theyr  owne  illufions  ,  and  recompence  them  theyr  owne  finnes. 
This  Emperoure  was  madd  ,  and  dotynge  ouer  the  empire  othetwyfe  then  became  his 
maieftic,  notable  by  realbnof  hismaymed  bodye  to  weare  the  empcriall  robes,  brought 
forth  two fonncs  followers  of  the  fathers  impietie.  In  them  was  that  prophecyc  manifelt,

the  King,  it  is  glorious  to  publishe  abroadc  the  workes  of  God .  Forthwith  then  will  I  fett  on  l^e  Gieckc. 
the  wilfulneileof6Vw4««/.I  came  vnto  zALmthanus  not  alone,  for  there  accompanied  me  my  D"  'A    . 
fellovve  minifter  M*xtntHS3&.  the  Deacons  Fauslus 3Etifebtus 3Ch<tremon.  Alfo  there  came  with  Q(  Alexan-  * 
vs  one  ofthebcthrenofRome  which  the  were  prefent.^y£w/7w»»^fayd  notvntomefpecially,  driaagaynft 
rayfe  no  conuenticie  :  This  vvouldehaue  bene  fuperfluous ,  and  the  larteof  all ,  hehauing  Gcrmanus, 
recourfe  vnto  that  which  vvasfirrte.Hisfpeache  was  not  of  making  no  conuenticlcs,  but  of  eP'"-adHcr- 
thatvve  shouldebe  no  ChrifHans  at  all ,  and  commaunded  me  to  ccafe  henceforth  from  Chri- 
(tianitie.  For  he  thought  that  if  I  altered  my  opinion  diuers  other  wouldefollowe  me.  I  made 
him  aunfwere  neyther  vnreuerently,  ncythertedioufly.  We  ought  to  obey  rather  God  then    .„ 
men .  Yea  I  fpake  with  open  proteftation  :  I  worshippe  God  which  is  oncly  to  be  worship- 
ped and  none  other ,  neyther  will  I  be  chaunged, neyther  ceafe  henceforth  from  being  a  Chri- 
itiaruThis  being  faid,he  commaunded  vs  to  depai^evnto  a  certaine  village  adioyning  vpon  the 
defcrte  called  Ccphro.Now  heare  what  is  recordecl  tohaue  bene  fayde  of  eyther  partes:vvhen 
Dhttj/fius^nd  Fauftus, and  M<tximtts3and  M(trctllrti3zhd  Chtremonvvcte  brought  forth/v£ww- 
hands  fate  in  the  Prefidents  rowme.l  haue  figriin*ed({ayth  he) by  vvorde  here  vnto  you,the  cle- 
mency of  our  leages,and  Lordcs  the  Emperours  covVardes  you .  They  haue  graunted  you  par- 
don lb  that  you  reiurne  vnto  that  which  nature1  it  felfe  bindeth  you  vnto ,  fo  that  you  adore  the 
Gods  which  garde  this  empire ,  and  forgett  the  thinges  which  repugne  nature .  VV  hat  aun- 
fwere make  you  vnto  thefe  ?  I  hope  ye  will  not  vngratefully  rcfufe  their  clemencie  in  Co  much       ' 
th^y  counfayleyou  to  the  better .  Dionyfixs  aunfwered :  All  men  doe  not  worshippe  all  Gods, 
butfcucrall  menfeuerall  Gods,  vvhomc  they  thinke  good  to  be  worshipped.  But  we  wor- 
shippe and  adore  the  one  God  the  worker  of  atf  thinges,  who  committed  this  empyre  vnto 
the  moil  clement  Emperours  Valerianus ,  and  Gatienus ,  vnto  whomealfo  vvepovvre  inicef- 
fant  prayers  for  tlieirraygne,  thatitmayprofperouflycontinevve.  Then  ts£mihanxs  thePre- 
iident  fayde:  What  lett  is  there  Ibefeeche  you ,  but  that  naturally  you  adore  that  your  God 
finfomuch  he  is  a  God)  together  with  thefe  our  Gods .  Dionyfius  aunfvvered  :  We  worshippe 
no  other  God .  To  whome  ^EmilianHs  the  Prefident  fayd,  I  fee  you  are  altogether  vnthanke- 
full,you  perceaue  not  the  elemeneye  of  the  Emperours ,  wherefore  ye  shall  not  remayne  in  this  DionyfTus 
citye,  but  shalbefent  into  the  partes  of  Libya,  vnto  a  place  called  Cephro .  This  place  by  ths  with  his  ct 
commaundemente  of  our  Emperoures,  lhaue  picked  out  for  you.  It  shall  not  be  lawefull  panyisbnni

But  he  conftraynedme,  althoughe 
fickelytodeparte  withfpeede,  difterring  no  not  one  daye,howc  then  coulde  1  rayfe  or  not 
rayfe  a  Conuenticie  ?  Sgapne  after  a  fclMe  IpnCSi  be  faptb :  Truely  we  are  not  abfent ,  no  not 
from  the  corporall  congregation  of  the  Lorde  r  for  I  gather  fuche  as  are  in  the  citye ,  as  if  I 
wercprefent,  being  in  dcede  abfent  in  the  bodye,  butprefentin  thefpirite.  And  there  con- 
tinewed  with  vs  in  Cephro  a  greate  congregation,  partely  of  the  brethren  whiche  follow- 
ed vs  from  out  of  the  citye,  and  partely  of  them  whiche  came  from  /Egypt.  And  there  God 
opened  vnto  me  adore  vnto  his  vvorde:  yet  at  the  beginning  wefuffered  perfection,  and  V^ 

ftoning,  butat  thclengthnota  feweof  the  Panymcs  forfaking  their  carued  Images,  were

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conuerted.For  vnto  fuch  as  before  had  not  receaued,the  firft  ofal  we  preached  the  word  of  god. 
And  in  fo  much  that  therfore  God  had  brought  vs  among  the,  after  that  the  minifter^  was  there 
completcd,he  remoued  vs  vnto  an  other  place,  for  <±/£mthanus  woulde  tranfporte  vs  vnto  more 
rough  places  of  Libya, as  he  thought,&  gaue  comaundemet  that  al  from  euery  where  should  re- 
paire  vnto  Mareotajwhere  he  allotted  vnto  feuerall  men,the  feueral  villages  of  that  place,&  co- 
maunded  that  we  in  our  iourney,&  firft  among  all  the  reft  should  be  preuented.  for  by  taking  vs 
vp  by  the  vvay,the  reft  would  eafily  follow  after.But  I  hearing  we  mult  depart  from  Cephro,& 
knowing  not  the  place  whither  we  were  comaunded  to  go, neyther  rem cbredI,thateuerafore,I 
heard  it  named,for  al  that  tooke  my  tourney  willingly,&  cheerefully.But  when  I  vnderftood  wc 
muft  remoue  vnto  Collurhio,  then  howe  I  was  affected  my  companions  knowe  very  well .  And 
here  I  willaccufemyfclfe.  For  at  thefirfte  I  fretted,  and  tooke  it  very  greeuoufly .  If  places 
better  knowneand  more  frequented  had  fallen  vnto  our  lotte  it  shoulde  neuerhaue  greeued 
me.  But  that  place  whither  1  should  repayre  was  reported  to  be  deftitute  of  all  brotherly  and 
friendely  confolation ,  fubieit  to  the  troublefame  tumulteof  trauaylers,  and  violent  inuafion 
of  thecucs.  Yet  I  tooke  no  fmall  comforte  in  that  the  brethren  toulde  mc  itwasnighacitye. 
For  Cephro  brought  me  greatefamiliaritye  with  the  brethren  of  ^Egypt ,  fo  that  our  congre- 
gation encreafed.  but  there  I  fuppofed  it  might  fall  out,for  that  the  citye  was  nighe,  \\  e  shoulde 
enioye  the  prefence  of  familiar ,  friendely ,  and  beloued  brethren ,  whiche  would  frequent  vn- 
to vs  andrefreshe  vs,  and  that  particular  Conuenticles  in  the  farther  fuburbes  might  be  rayfed,

Tauftmus  and  e^Jpi/d.thefe  now  wander  1  wott  not  where  in  ^gypt.  And  of  the  Deacons  there 
remained aliue  afterthe  which  died  ofd\kz{csiFauflus,Eufebius,&.Cb<eremcn.Goxi  ftrcngthned 
and  inftrucled  this  Eufebius  from  the  beginning  to  minifter  diligently  vnto  the  confeffors  in  pri- 
fon ,  and  to  burye  the  bodyes  of  thebleffed  Martyrs  not  without  great  daunger.  And  yet  vn- 
to this  day  the  Prefident  ceafeth  not  cruelly  to  flay  fome  that  are  brought  forth :  to  teare  in  pee- 
ces  other  fome  with  torments:  to  confume  other  with  emprifonmenttk  fetteis,commaunding 
Of  Eufebius   that  none  come  nigh  them,&  enquiring  daily  if  any  fuch  men  be  attainted.

'TfOmtching  the  trueth  of  this  htjiorje  we  may  not  doubt  but  that  there  was  fuch  a  towne  ,fuch  a  wo- 
man, and  of  fuch  a  difeafe  cured  by  our  Sauiour ,  the  holy  Euangeltftes  doe  reporte  it .  and  that 
tlnre  mere  fuch images refembltng  Chrtfl  and  the  woman  (monuments  of memory  e ,  and  not  of fu- 
perflttton  )  and  that  there  was  fuch  an  her  be  of  fo  wonderfitll an  operation ,  we  cannot  deny e ,  info- 
much  that  many  doe  tejhfie  of  the  fame ,  fomeby  heare  fiye,  andfome  other  that  they  fewe  it.

Toutching  the  miraculous  operation  of  the  herbe ,  we  may  affure  ourfelues 
that  it  proceadeth  neytherby  vertue  of  the  piElure  ,  neytherbythe  prayer  of the  other  y  being  both 
dumbepttturcs ,  but  by  fame  fecretepermtffionof  the  wifedome  of  God .  eyther  to  redttcethc  infidels 
at  that  tyme  to  the  belief e  of  the frorye  y  or  to  admomjhethe  Chrifitans  that  health  was  to  be  looked 
for ,  onely  of  Chrifi  and  no  other  zAduocate .  after  the  death  of  Eufebius  5  Sozomenus  ( lib.  /. e c- 
clefiafi.  htfi.  cap.  20.)  report  eth  that  lultan  the  zApoftata  tooke  downe  the  image  of  Chrifi ,  and  fet 
zip  hts  ownein  the  fame  place ,  which  with  violent  fire  that  fell  from  heauen,  ways  cleft  e  afnder  in 
the  breaf ,  the  heade  broken  of  with  the  necke,  andfiickt  in  thegrounde .  fir  lultan  had  fallen  downe 
the  image  of Chrifi  9  not  to  withdrawe  the  people  from  idolatrye ,  but  in  malice  anddefpiteof that 
newereliqion,  anderetledvp  his  owne  image  to  the  intent  the  people  pjoulde  worjhip  it ,  purpofely  to 
deface  Chrifi  (  euen  ai  they  doe  nowe  that  willingly  breake  Gods  commaundement  to  vpholde  and 
m.vntayne  their  owne  traditions .)  Therefore  God  flrooke  lulianus  image  from  heauen  with  lighte- 
ning and  rent  it  mpeeces ,  Jo  that  there  remayned  of  it  (  as  Soz,omenus  writetb  )  relujues  long  after.

conferre  with  my  felfe ,  and  myne  owne  proper  foule ,  For  T  am  conftray ned  to  write  vnto  mine 
owne  bowels,  my  companions  and  confenting  brethren,  citizens  of  the  fame  Churche,  and 
howe  my  writinges  may  be  conueyed  vnto  them ,  feemes  very  difficult .  a  man  may  eafier  take 
his  iourney ,  I  fayc  not,  without  the  compafle  of  thefe  coaltes ,  6ut  from  Eaft  vnto  weft ,  then 
rrauellfrom  Alexandria  it  felfe,  to  Alexandria.  The  middway  of  this  citye  is  fo  crooked  and 
vnmeafurable ,  as  is  that  wafteand  croflewildernelfe,  whiche  the  Ifraclites  wandredin,the 
continewance  of  two  generations ,  and  as  is  the  feae ,  which  deuided  it  felfe ,  and  walled  them 
in  compafTe,deepe  &  penetrable,in  whofe  high  way,the  Egyptians  were  drowned .  The  calmc 
and  quiet  shores  refembled  often  tymes  the  redd  feae,for  the  (laughters  commuted  vpon  them. 
The  floode  that  relieued  the  citie,feemed  fometime  drier,and  noyfomer  then  the  drie  and  ftony 
wildernes  where  IfraelpafTing,thurfted  fo  muchthathe  murmured  againft  ^fo/«,&thedrinke 
by  the  power  of  God  (which  oncly  worketh  maruelous  thinges,)  gushed  out  of  the  high  rocke: 
fometyme  agayne  it  fo  ouerflowed,that  the  wholeregion  in  compaflc,both  way  &  field,  were 
aflote,and  threatned  the  violence  of  mighty  waters,euen  fuch  as  were  in  the  time  of  AW.  This, 
fl  oode  continewally  flideth,being  polluted  with  blood,and  flaughter.and  drowned  carkaffes, 
much  like  that  which  in  the  time  o{Mofes3v4z.%  chaunged  for  Pbaraos  fake ,  into  blood  and  pu- 
trefadion.and  what  other  floodes  can purifie  this  waue  ,  when  all  things  are  to  be  clenfed  with 
water?  and  howe  can  the  Ocean  feae,bcing  wide  and  wafte,  comparting  the  whole  worlde, 
feafon  the  bitternes  of  this  feae  ?  how  can  the  floode  running  out  of  paradife,  whole  fountayne 
is  fourefold,into  the  which  it  is  deuided, flowe  into  one  heape  &  washe  away  this  shedd  blood? 
and  when  can  the  ayre  be  purged  of  thefe  noyfome  and  contagious  vapors  ?  fuch  fumigations'* 
are  lifted  from  oftheearth,fuchwindesfrom  out  of  the  feae.fuch  aer  from  out  of  floodes, fuch 
exhalations  from  out  of  hauens,  asifcertayneputrificdishuediftilled  out  of  rotten  carkaffes,  & 
mingled  it  felfe  with  all  the  foure  elements,  and  as  yet  they  wonder  and  enquire  whence  pro- 
ceadc  thefe  continewal  pIagues,&greeuousdifeafes /whence  proceade  thefe  infections  which 
preuayle  among  vs  ?  whence  come  thefe  fundry  and  manifold  deftru6tions  of  mortall  men.?and 
wherefore  can  notthis  great  citie  contayne  henceforth  as  many  citizens,if  they  were  numbred, 
from  the  cradel  to  dotage,as  heretofore  it  hath  bredd  as  they  cal  them  graybeardes  ?  there  were 
in  tymes  paft  fo  many  from  forty  to  feuenty  as  now  the  number  of  all  fortes  can  not  aunfwere. 
and  of  them  alfo  who  heretofore  from  fourteene  to  fourefcore  ycares  were  affigned,and  allot- 
ted for  diftribution  of  bublique  reliefc .  Agayne  they  which  were  yong  in  fight  behaued  them 
felues  like  elderly  men,and  for  all  that  they  fcemankinde  vvithoutintermiffion  to  diminish  & 
confume  from  or  this  earth,they  tremble  not,though  their  gcnerall  rooting  out  and  deitru&ion 
encreafc  and  preuayle  daily.

Agaync  we  were  cherished  with  the  peace  which  Chrift  \u®*e' 
ient  for  our  fakes. but  afcer  that  they  8c  we  had  breathed  a  Jitie,this  peftilct  calamity  fell,a  thing  Famine, 
more  terrible  vnto  them  then  any  terror,&  more  lamentable  then  any  calamity,&  as  a  certaine 
Historiographer  of  their  ownc  reported :  which  alone  exceeded  the  hope  &  expectation  of  all. 
yet  of  vs  not  fo  counted, but  an  excrcife  and  triall,inferior  to  none  of  the  reft ,  yet  for  all  that,it 
fpared  vs  not,but  it  lighted  farre  hcauier  in  the  ncckc  ofthe  heathcns.^tjapne  after  a  felDC  Iineg  Mifery  ma- 
be  uJjitCtb:many  of  our  brethren  by  reaion  of  their  great  loue  and  brotherly  charitie,lp^  kcththewic- 
them  felues,cleaued  one  to  another,vifited  the  fickc  without  warines  or  heede  taking,attended  k«l to  dc^" 
vponthem  diligcntly,cured  them  in  Chrift  which  coftthem  their  hues, and  being  full  of  other  Pa.vrf»P"t 
mens  maladies, tooke  the  infection  of  their  neighboures ,  tranflated  of  their  owne  accorde  the  „od\v  as  the 
forowes  of  others  vpon  them  felues, cured  and  confirmed  other  fickc  perfons,&  died  mod  wil-  gold  in  the 
lingly  them  felues ,  fulfilling  in  deede  the  common  faying :  that  onely  friendship  isalwayesto  fornace. 
be  rctayned,&  departing  this  life  they  feemed  the  ofscouring  of  others  ,  In  this  forte  the  belt  of  The  Chrifti- 
our  brethren  departed  this  life.whereof  fome  were  minifters,fome  Deacons,in  great  reuerence  a?s  In  r  c 
among  the  common  people,fo  that  this  kinde  of  death  for  the  great  piety  and  ftrength  of  faith,  \0ued  not  on 
mayfeemctodiffere  nothing  from  martyrdome.  for  they  tooke  the  deade  bodies  of  the  Sain-  ly  their  brc- 
6tes,whcfebreafts&  handes&  faces  lay  vpwards&clofed  their  eyes,  shurt  their  mouthes,  and  thrcn.butaL 
ioyntly  with  one  accorde  being  like  afFe£tioned,embraced  them,  washed  them ,  and  prepared  'otheir  cnc* 
their  funerals,in  a  htle  while  after  they  enioyed  the  like  them  felues. for  that  the  liuing  continu- 
ally traced  the  fteppes  ofthe  deade. but  among  the  heathen  all  fell  out  ofthe  contrary. for  fcarcc 
had  the  peftilence  taken  place  among  them,but  they  contraried  them  felues,  &  fleddc  from  the 
moft  friendly  &  deareft  friendes,they  threwe  them  halfe  deade  into  the  ftrectes,  the  deade  they  The  hcathe- 
left  vnburied  to  be  deuoured  of dogges,to  the  ende  they  might  auoyde  the  partaking  &  fellow-  nifh  inhuma- 
ship  of death,which for  all,that they  deuifed,they  coulde  not  efcape.  after  tbtjS  epiftle  hiljen  the  mtie- 
cine  cntopco  pcace5lje  rn?ote  onto  tbe  b jetb?en  in  ^gypt  tontebino;  Holydayes.ano  after  luarDg!  o- 
tber  epittles  arjapnc.tbere  is  octant  an  epiftle  of  bis  of  the  Sab  aoth,  an  otber  of  exercife.  appne 
to^ittngbnto  Hermammon  ana  the  bjetb?en  in  £gypt,  be  mafcetb  mention  at  large  of  tbe  malice 
of  Deans  ano  bis  fucceffb  js,fr  of  tbe  peace  graunteo  oncer  Gdunus .  tbere  is  no  caufe  to  tbe  con* 
ttarp,buttbattbeftcaticrmapbemat>e  partaker  tljercof.

Grace  be  with  you 
and  peace.  The  Euangelilt  prefixed  not  his  name,  no  not  to  his  Catholicke  epiftle,  but  orderly 
beginnes  of  the  myftene  of  Gods  fecrets  after  this  manner:that  which  we  hearde,that  whiche  l-lo"H-  '• 
we  favve  with  our  eyes.for  the  like  reuelation  the  Lord  pronounced  "Peter  blefled,faying:hap  Matk.i6. 
py  art  thou  Simon  bar  Iona  ,  for  fleshe  and  bloode  haue  not  reuealed  that  vnto  thee,but  my  fa- 
ther which  is  in  heauen.and  yet  neyther  in  the  fcconde,neyther  in  the  thirde  epiftles  common- 
ly vnder  his  name,for  all  the  shortnes  thereof,  is  his  name  prefixed ,  but  without  name ,  wrote 
himfelfe  an  elder.  The  author  hereof  not  contente  after  once  naming  himfelfe,toprofecute  the 
matter  he  had  in  hand,but  againe  repeateth  and  fayth :  I  lohn  your  brother  &  partener  in  tribu-  •JjH'dip.i.

ringeofchereuelations.  I  fuppofe  there  were  many  of  the  fame  name,  with  the  Apoftle  Iohn, 
who  for  the  loue  they  bare  vnto  him,  and  for  that  they  had  him  in  admiration  and  imitated  his 
ftepps,  woulde  be  loued  alike  of  the  Lord,  and  therefore  vfurped  this  name,euen  as  "Paul  and 
Teter  are  often  repeated  offaythfulJ  vvryters.There  is  another  Iohn  in  the  Adtcs  of  the  Apoftles 
vvhofe  firname  was  Markeyvvhoxnc  Bamako*  and  Pd#/tookc  together  with  them, of  whome 
hefaych  afterwards  :  they  had  Iohn  to  theyrmimiter.and  whether  this  was  he  that  wrote  the 
reuelation  1  dare  not  affirme.it  is  not  recorded  that  he  came  with  them  into  Afia.for  wlie  they 
loofed  (  fayth  he  )  from  Paphos ,  they  which  accompanied  PWcametoPergainPamphi- 
lia .  but  Iohn  departed  from  them  and  returned  to  Icrufalem .  and  J  take  him  to  be  fome  other 
of  them  which  were  in  Aha. the  report  goeth  that  chere  are  two  monumets  at  Ephefus  and  e- 
ther  of  them  beares  i  he  name-of  Iohn.  agay  ne  if  thou  confider  and  weye  the  fenfe..  the  wordes, 
&  the  frafe  of  them  &  not  without  iufl  caufe  shall  he  be  found  an  other  not  tne  Euangclift.  the 
gofpell  and  the  epi Ifle  do  anfwere  one  an  other,iheyr  beginings  are  a  like.The  G ofpell;  Jn  the 
beginingf  fayth  he)  was  the  v  vorde.Thc  cpirtle.-that  which  w  asffayth  hcj  from  the  begining 
T  he  Gofpelhand  the  word  (fayth  heybcca  me  fleshe  and  dwelled  among  vs,  and  we  fa  we  the 
glorie  thereof,as  the  glorie  of  the  onelv  begotten  of  the  father.  The  epift  le  hath  the  like  buc  o- 
therwife  placed:that  w  hich  we  heard  (fayth  he)  that  which  we  fav  v  with  our  eyes,  that  which 
vve^beheldc  &  our  hands  haue  handled  of  the  worde  of  life,ck  the  life  was  made  manifeft.for  to 
this  ende  he  vfed  this pieface,a^  in  proceffe  more  playnely  appeareth  to  impugne  the  hereticks 
which  affirmed  that  Chrift  was  not  come  in  the  fiesh. wherefore  diligently  he  ioyned  thefe  to- 
gethenand  we  teffifie  vnto  you  that  v  v  e  fawe,  and  shewe  vnto  you  the  cueriafiing  life  which 
was  with  the  father  ,  and  speared  vn:o  vs ,  which  we  fawe  and  heard  that  declare  we  vnto

reuelation  farre  differeth  fro  both,refembleth  not  the  fame, no  not  in  one  word,  neither  hath  it 
any  one  fy.'lable  correfpondet  to the  other  vvrytings  of  lohnSor  the  epiftle(l  will  fay  nothing  of 
the  Gofpell)neuer  thought  vpon, neither  made  any  mention  of  the  reuelation, neither  the  reue- 
lation on  the  other  fide, of  the  epi(tlc,vvhen  as  TWgaue  vs  an  inkiinge ,  or  foir.vvha  t  to  vnder 
frand  in  his  epiftles  of  his  reuelations,yet  not  intitling  them  fo,that  he  would  call  them  reuela- 
tions  moreouer  by  the  frafe  thereof  we  may  perceaue  the  difference  betwene  the  Gofpelf,  the 
cpiftle  and  the  reuelation.  forthey  are  vvrytten  fo  artificially  accordinge  vnto  the  greekefrafe, 
with  mod  exquifit  words,fyllogifmes  and  fetled  expofitions,that  they  feeme  farre  from  offen- 
ding, in  any  barbarous  tcrmc,fola'cifme,or  ignorant  error  at  all. for  theEuangelifthadfasitap- 
pearethy'both  the  gift  ofvtterancc  &  the  gift  of  knowledge,  for  as  much  as  the  Lord  had  grau- 
ted  him  both  the  of  grace  vvildom  &  fcience.as  for  the  other  I  will  not  gaynfay  but  that  he  favv 
a  reuelation, but  that  alio  he  receaued  fcience  and  prophecy ,yet  for  all  that  I  fee  his  greckenot 
exactly  vttered,the  dialed  and  proper  frafe,not  obferued ,  I  find  him  vfing  barbarous  frafes,& 
in  fome  places  folaecifmes.vvhich  prefentlye  to  repeate  I  thinke  it  not  neceffary.neither  write  I 
thefe  thinges  findinge  fault  with  oughte,  lett  no  man  accufe  me  thereof,  but  onely  I  doe  vvey 
the  diuerfitie  of  both  workes.

Thmuis  wri-  for  our  learning:  the  blefled  Martyrs  which  liued  among  vs,lifting  vp  the  eye  of  the  minde,and 
teththisepi'-  ^ehoulding  with  clcare  fight  the  vniuerfall  God,  fettled  their  mindes  to  endure  any  kinde  of 
fon  vmohis  ^eath  for  the  feruiceand  religion  due  vnto  God, and  held  faft  their  vocation,knowing  that  the 
flotke.  LorHelelusfor  our  fake  tooke  the  nature  of  man  vpon  him,  to  the  ende  he  might  cutt  ofwholy 

vhiliv.i.  a"  finne,andaydevsto  enter  into  euerlafting  life,  for  he  thought  no  robbery  to  be  equall  with 
God,  but  made  him  felfe  of  no  reputation,  taking  on  him  the  forme  of  a  feruaunt,  and  was 
founde  in  his  shape  as  man .  he  humbled  him  felfe  and  became  obedient  vnto  the  death ,  euen 
the  death  of  the  crofle .  Wherefore  the  blefled  Martyrs  of  God,  repofed  Chrift  in  their  breaft, 
being  defirous  ofmore  excellent  giftes ,  endured  not  once  but  fome  of  them  twife  all  payne  & 
punishments  that  could  be  inuented,and  all  the  threats  offouldiers,pra<5tifed  agaynlt  them  ei- 
1.106.4.  .  tner  hy  word  or  by  deede,with  an  inuincible  courage,excluding  feare  by  reafon  of  the  fulnes  of 
loue.whofemanhoodeand  valiantnefiein  all  their  torments  what  man  is  able  with  mouth  to 
exprefle  ?  and  becaufe  it  was  permitted  &  laweful  for  euery  man  to  torment  them  as  him  plea- 
fed  beft:  fome  fmite  them  with  clubbes  and  cudgells ,  fome  with  sharpe  twigges,  fome  with 
whippes,fome  with  lethern  thongcs,fome  other  with  whipcorde.the  fpedtacle  was  pitiful  both 
for  the  vanetie  of  torment,  the  and  fuperfluity  of  malice .  fome  with  their  handes  tyed  behind 
them  were  ftretched  a  long  &  racked  in  euery  ioynt  throughout  the  body  ,  &  as  they  hong  and 
layein  theracke ,  the  tormentors  were  commaunded  to  torment  all  their  bodies  ouer.  neyther 
plaguing  them  as  theeues  are  commonly  handled  with  the  onely  renting  of  their  fides,but  they 
had  the  skinnes  of  their  bellies,and  of  their  shinnes,  and  of  their  eye  lidds  rafed  all  of,with  rug- 
ged hoofes,  with  the  talents  and  clawes  of  wilde  bealtes.fome  were  feene  to  hange  by  the  one 
nande  at  an  hollow  vaute,and  to  endure  that  way  farre  more  bitter  racking  of  the  ioyntes  and 
members  of  the  bodie.fome  were  tyed  to  pyllers  and  their  faces  wrefted  quite  kame  for  to  be- 
holde  them  felues,  their  fecte  (landing  them  innofteede,  but  they  violently  wagging  by  the 
weyght  and  payfe  oftheir  bodies  were  thus  greeuoufly  tormented  by  reafon  of  their  ttretching 
and  squyfing  inbondes.this  they  fuffered  not  onely  while  they  were  examined  and  whileft  the 
Prefident  dealt  with  thcm;but  throughout  the  whole  day.  and  when  that  he  paffed  from  the 
former  vnto  the  latter,  hegauehis  miniftexs  charge  to  ouerfeethem  behinde,  ifthatperad- 
ucnture  any  of  them, being  ouercome  with  the  greeuous  torments  did  yeald.He  commaunded 
alfo  that  if  any  were  in  daunger  of  death  by  reafon  of  colde,that  their  fetters  &  bondes  shou/de 
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fpecdely  be  releafed,and  they  to  be  layd  on  the  grounde,to  be  lugged  and  trayled  all  a  long  to 
gctc  them  heat.they  had  not  one  fparde  of  companion  on  vs,but  thought  of  ducty  they  should 
thus  be  aftc&ed  &  tunoufly  rage  agaynft  vs3  as  though  we  had  bene  no  liuing  creaturcs.vvher-  » 

fore  our  aduerfarics  inuented  this  leconde  payne  and  added  it  to  the  former  punishments .  after 
(itripes  they  were  layd  in  the  (tockes,and  their  fcetc  (tretched  foure  fpaces  or  holes  afunder ,  (b 
that  of  neceffitye  they  mult  lye  on  their  backeshauing  no  feeling  of  their  bodies  by  reafonof 
thevvoundes  which  the  (tripes  printed  in  their  members,  others  being  thrownc  a  long  vpon 
the  pauemcnt,lay  poudrcd  in  the  du(t,in  extreamc  payne ,  a  more  piteous  and  lamentable  (pe- 
lade vnto  the  bchoulders  then  the  torment  it  felf,  bearing  in  their  bodies  diuers  woundes  di- 
ucrfly  inucntcd.The  calc  lying  thus :  fome  died  in  torment  &  confounded  the  aduerfarics  with 
their  pacience.  fome  halfe  dcadc  and  shutt  in  pryfon,after  a  fewe  dayes  died  of  their  payne.  the 
relt  by  carefull  prouifion  were  comforted,  and  after  certayne  continewance  of  imprifonment

Edi6t  was  proclaymcd,  that  they  shoulde  returne  vnto  the  ordinaunces  of  their  elders ,  diuerfc 
ftanding  in  greatc  danger  felt  the  penalty  thereof,  and  many  beinge  troubled  therefore,  endu- 
red all  kinds  of  death. and  becaufe  we  perceaue  many  as  yet  to  perfift  in  the  fame  madncs,ney- 
theryelding  due  worship  vnto  the  celcitiallGods,ncither  regarding  the  God  of  the  chri  (Hans, 
hautng  refpeel  vnto  our  benignity  and  godly  cultome,  pardonninge  all  men  after  our  wonted 
guyfe.yea  we  thought  good  in  this  cafe  to  extend  our  gracious  &  fauorable  clemency,  that  the 
chriftians  maybe  tollcratcd  againe,  and  that  theyrcpayre  againc  the  places  where  they  mayc 
meete together.  So  that  they  doe  nothinge  preiudiciallto  publickc  order  &  dilciptine.  Wee 
meane  to  prelcribe  vnto  the  iudges  by  an  other  epiltle  what  they  shall  obferue .

I^^y'v.-^O  LI  that  whic  hfilloweth  vntill  the  ende  of  this  eight  booke,  lhauefoundin  the  greeke  coppy % 
" diftinquifhedfro the i  S .chapiters  twhich  went  before:Not  deutdedtnto  chapiters yas the  reft 
wasjfut  lying  confiifelyfir  afusfeUedworkeywhofe  autor  was  not  knowen.VVhenthat  I  had 
tranjlated  hitherto  &perceauedtbat  the  lattne  interpretours  refted  heeredperufed  by  my 
felfi  the  whole  fragment ,  to  fee  whether  I  cold  gather  any  tuft  caufe  to  thz  contrary, but  that  ttjhoulde 
be  turned  to  Enghjhe :  I  fittnde  the  dotlrine found,  the  htftory  pleafaunt,  the  ft  He  arttficiall,audfarrr 
more  curious  then  in  the  firmer  booses.  The  ft  a fe  fauored  of  the  latine,  (andnofirce  fir  Eufebius  was 
wellfeene  in  bothe)  the  periods  longe  9  though  not  often  vfedthroughout  his  hiftories ,  yet  in  others  his 
worses  very  rift  and  common .  Though  this  fragment  be  fiunde  more  curious  and  artificially  then  the 
reftm-j  maruellat  allfir  mens  giftes  doe  notferue  them  at  alltymes  alike.  If  this  rule  were  obferued^efr 
fat  fed tn  the  ballance  voyd  ofallparciality  there  woulde  not  be  ft  manypeecestfi  many  trails,  &fi  ma- 
ny learned  worlds  ofauncient  writers ,  contemned  and  renounced \by  reafin  that  theftafe  in  fime point 
feemeth  to  differ  or  fall  from  the  wonted  grace .  The  learned  clerke  Antony  Gueuarra  was  vfedtofay: 
that  at  fime  tymes,  &  at  fime  exerevfesjhis  memory  would  be fi  ready  Jois  wtttsfifrejh,and  his  skill fi  ex 
cellent,that  he  cold  deuide  a  heare,  &fwtpe  agrayne:at  other  times  he  wished  to  himfelfi  not  onlyfiue, 
but  tenfenfeSywhich  we  comonly  callwitts.Some  things  there  are  to  be  mtflikedwit  hall in  this  fragment^ 
fir  ft  that  it  is  out  of  order  placedrnext  that  there  are ftntences  and  periods,  wry  t  ten  by  Eufebius  in  the 
firmer.  1 8 .chapiters, repeated  in  this  ft  agmet. Tout  thing  the  repetion  he  that  is  acquaint edwith  Eufe- 
bius will  confeffe:that  oftentimes  in  many  places  he  repeat eth  one  thinge, though  not  vpon  the felfi fame 
eccafio,  neither  in  the  felfi  fame  order, net  her  with  the  fame  words. he  hath  made  met  ton  of  his  booke  of 
martyrs  &  ofthebokes  he  wrote  of  the  lifi  of  Thamphtlus  almoft  in  euery  booke,  he  report  eth  the  felfi 
fame  martyrdomes  in  diuerfe  booties  andfundry  places .  as  fir  the  placinge  no  maruellat  all  though  it 
be  out  of 'order ,Eufi  btuspubltfhednot  his  owne  hiftory  but  left  it  with  his  familiars.  Alexander  byfhop 
of  lerufalem  gathered  here  and  there ,  the  feat  tered  worses  of  the  auncient  wryters, copied  them  not 
as  the  authors  wrote  them, but  as  he  fiunde  themyand  chaynedthem  in  the  library  at  lerufalem  .Orige 
compiled  into  one  volume  the  tranflations  of  the  oldteftamet  and  publifhed  them  in  filch  firt  as  p  leafed 
'  him  beft.Pamphtlus  martyr  buildeda  library  at  Cxhrca.and gathered  the  works  ofOrigen  and  other 
wryters  placing  them  as  be  thought  good .  Eufebius  confeffeth  thatin  Carfarea  he  made  indexes  vnto 
the  afirefaydwryters  altering  the  titles ,chauging  the  mfcriptios,corretling  their  order,  tfr  fit  ting  their 
plan: s fo  it  may  be  that  the  gatherer  of  Eufebius  worses  dealt  with  his  hiftories  notplactnge  this  frag- 
ment where  Eufebius  left  it. But  of  mine  owne part e(notminding  to  conceale  any  thing  from  the  reader 
here  I  fiunde  it  in  greeke  andheere  Ileane  it  in  Englifh.The  reafins  which  moue  me  that  it  is  Eufebius, 
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doinges  are  tbefe.firfi  in  this  fragment  he  numbreth  the  moneths  after  the  Grecians  as  cap.*  0 .2 1 . 2  6. 
'  ^^.Zachicu§,Dehus,Dius,DyltrosiPanemus>Apellaeus,Audin2eus,Peritius,&c:/oW^^^w<» 
ftndry  other  placet  of  his  workes  &  namly  ca.  3. of  this.  8 '.bookjSecondly  the  author  of  thisfragmet  was 
in  Palseftina  &fawe  with  his  eyes  the  martyr  domes  fibred  at  C<e/area,  and  other  places. he  was  (cap, 
2  l.)in  the  company  ofiApphianus,in  one  houfe  with  him  at  Palaeftina  a  litle  before  he  fUffredMe fatv 
(cap.2j.)the  miracle  at  Caefarea  when  thepoftes,  andfiones  in  theftreetejwett  droppes  of  water. He 
Jaive  and  heard  cap.  3  0  John  the  martyr,  who  was  a  bhndman,preach  and  expound  the  Scripturs  with 
Treat  comendation.This  reafon  is  confirmed  by  that  which  Eufebius  wrote  in  the  3. cap. of  this  8. booke t 
where  hefayeth.lt  is  not  our  drift  to  defcribe  the  cofli<5ts  of  fuch  as  ftriued  throughoutthe  world 
(wc  leaue  that  for  others  )  neither  exactly  to  paint  forth  vnto  the  pofteritye  all  that  happened: 
j.  but  onely  the  things  we  fawe  with  our  eyes  and  were  done  in  our  prcfcnce.Thirdly  the  author  of 
this  fragment  was  a  familiar  friende  of  Pamphilus  the  martyr ,  he  wrtteth  of  him  cap.  2  /.  thus :  Of 
which  number  was  Pamphilus  ^zW  my  familiars ,  my  dereft  friende .  <*s4hdcap.  29.  heextelleth 
him  vnto  the  skies .  Saincl  Ieromwriteth ,  that  becaufe  of  his  familiarity  with  Tamphilus  he  was 

4.  called  Eufebius  Pamphilus. Fourthly  the  author  of  this  fragment  t  as  it  is  cap. 2  9  .wrote  the  life  of  Pam- 
philus in.  3, booke  s  tfo  hath  Eufebius  ce-nftffed  of  him  felfe  in  fundry  places,andSainEl  Ierom,in  his  life 

5.  wryteth  thefamcofhim  ,  wherefore  Eufebius  was  the  author  of  this  fragment .  Fiftly  thefiyde  author 
cap,  1 9  .maketh  mention  ofthat,which  Eufebius  wrote  cap.  1 -f :  and  cap.  30.be  maketh  mention  of  that 
which  Eufebius  wrote  cap.  2.  as  wrytten  by  himfelfe, therefore  it  is  like  Eufebius  wrote  this  fragmente. 
Thefixt  reafon  that  moueth  me  to  annexe  this  as  parte  of  the  booke,  is  the  fbortenes  of  the  booke  t  fir 
if  we  end  at  the  1 8.  chapiterwhere  the  fragmente  beginneth ,  the  booke  may  feeme  to  be  no  booke  but 
rather  an  entrance  or  beginning  of  a  booke. Eufebius  in  the  beginningof this. 8  .booke  cap.2.promifedto 
wryte  of  martyrs  }thinkeft  thou  Gentle  reader  ,  that  he  woulde  befo  brief eyand  makefofhort  a  treatife, 
where-  occaftonwas  miniftred  to  wryte  not  one  booke  onely  but rather  .3.  bookes ,  ifhevteredifpofed

Maximinus         loitias  Maximinust  An^ttflus  vnto  Sabinus  fendeth  greting.l  hope  it  is  well  knowen  vnto  your 
in  the  behalf  wifdome  and  to  all  mortall  men,  our  lieges  and  lordes  Diocletian  and  Maxvniniany  our  fathers, 
of  the  Chi-     tQ  fauc  notably  decreed,whe  as  they  faw  in  maner  all  men  laying  afide  the  feruice  ofthe  gods, 
and  ioyning  them  felues  to  the  Chriftian  nation ;  that  as  many  as  feuered  them  felues  from  the 
.    •       .-    feruice  ofthe  immortal!  Gods,  shoulde  be  called  againe  vnto  the  religion  ofthe  gods  with  vn- 
lye.  he  rtiew-  doubted  paynes  and  punishments.  1  trucly  firft  of  all  when  that  happely  1  came  into  the  eaft  & 
ednofuch      vndcrftoode  of  many  men  which  might  haue  profited  the  comon  wealth,  and  were  banished 
curtefie.        by  the  ludgesforthe  aforefaydcaule,  gaue  this  to  euery  Iudge'in  charge  :  that  none  of  them 
thenceforwards  should  deale  feuerely  with  them  of  their  prouinces ,  but  call  them  backe  with 
faire  fpeaches  &  exhortations  vnto  the  worship  ofthe  Gods.  When  thefe  thigs  then  according 
vnto  our  will  were  accomplished ,  it  fell  out  that  none  ofthe  eafterne  partes  ,  eyther  was  bani- 
shed or  found  obftinate,but  by  reafon  that  nothing  was  greuoufly  or  feuerely  pradtifed  againft 
them,they  might  be  reuoked  vnto  the  feruice  ofthe  Gods.  When  as  thclaft  yeare  profperoufly 
1  came  to  Nicomedia,and  there  made  my  abode,the  citizens  ofNicomedia  came  vnto  me  to- 
gether with  the  images  of  their  gods ,  crauing  earneftly  that  in  no  cafe !  shoulde  permttt  fuch  a 
nation  to  inhabite  their  contrey.  But  forafmuch  as  I  knevve  very  many  men  of  that  religion  to 
dwell  in  thofe  parts ,  T  framed  them  an  anfwere  in  this  fort:  that  I  liked  well  of  their  petition, 
but  I  fawe  that  all  did  not  requeft  the  fa  me.  Wherefore  if  any  continewed  in  that  fuperftition, 
(our  will  w  a  s)  that  euery  one  should  be  left  to  follow  the  free  purpofe  of  his  will  ,fo  that  they 
would  acknowledge  the  feruice  ofthe  gods,  in  like  fort  they  should  enioye  the  fame  city  toge* 
ther  with  the  citizens  ofNicomedia  and  the  other  cities  alfo,whichmade  the  like  requeft  vnto 
me,that  not  one  ofthe  Chriftians  might  dwell  among  them.  It  was  needefull  that  I  should  an- 
fwere them  friendly  and  louingly,the  which  all  the  auncient  Emperours  obferued  and  is  ofthe 
gods  them  felues  approued,  through  whome  all  mortall  men  and  the  gouernment  it  fdfof  the 
commonwealth  doth  ftande.lt  plcafcd  vs  then  to  ratifiefo  great  a  requeft  made  vnto  vs  in  the 
bchalfe  ofthe  feruice  of  their  hygh  God.  Wherefore  though  chiefcly  heretofore  alfo  we  haue 
written  vnto  your  wifdome  &  commaunded  the  like,  that  nothing  feuerely  were  doneagainft 
them  ofthe  prouincc  which  went  about  to  fuecour  fuch  a  nation,  but  shoulde  paciently  be  o- 
beyed,and  that  they  should  fuffer  contumelies  and  vexations  neither  ofthe  officials  neither  of 
any  other  vvhatfoeuer.  lhaue  thought  good  by  thefc  my  letters  to  admonishe  your  prompt 

minde, 
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friinde ,  that  with  fayre  fpcaches  and  exhortations  you  brynge  them  of  our  dominions  to  ac- 
knowledge the  carefullprouidence  of  the  Gods.  V  Vherforeif  any  of  his  ovvncaccordethinke 
good  to  acknowledge  the  feruicc  of  the  Gods  ,  fuchaoneisvvorthictobc  embraced  :  but  if 
iome  will  cleaue  to  their  peculier  religion,  lctte  them  do  it  at  their  free  will  and  pleafurc.  Your 
v  vifdome  hath  therefore  to  obferue  that  which  is  decreed  of  vs,  that  none  henceforth  hauc  this 
power  giuen  him  to  opprcfle  with  contumcliesjratling  fpcaches,&  shaking  troubles,  ourlo- 
uing  fubicdts,  fithen  that  as  it  is  written  before,  it  behoueth  vs  rather  with  faire  fpeaches  and 
milde  exhortations  to  reuoke  them  vnto  the  feruicc  of  the  immortall  gods.  And  to  the  ende  this 
our  commaundement  be  knowen  of  all  our  prouincials ,  our  will  is  that  you  publishc  by  pro- 
clamation directed  from  your  fclfe^hat  which  is  commaunded  by  vs,<Kl(jen  Maximirms\sz\xi$ 

conffraineoofnecelfitic  $  not  of  bis  otone  accojb  bao  comaunoeo  thefe  things ,  foj  all  this  bias  be 
not  of  all  men  thought  true  in  his  Dcaling5ctther  inojtbp  of truft,  fo?  becaufe  that  afoie  time  after 
the  like  graunt3bc  (IjeUieD  a  turncoate,a  mattering  mmo  5gt  a  Iptng  mouth.'Chere  ourft  none  of  bs 
gather  a  fpnooe together  o?  mcble  nutl;  publiqtte  affaire0 ,  fo?  tbefe  letters  licences  nottbiS  j  but 
onelp  commauneco :  that  toe  ftjoulo  not  be  affltcteo  unto  anp  uiolenre  oj  contumclie,tt  commaun* 
DcD  not  that  conucnticles  (boulo  be  maoe,tbat  eburcfjees  (boulo  be  buplt ,  o?  the  reft  of  our  toonteo 
ceremonies  fyoulo  be  retaineo.  although  Conflammus^  Litinnius  pjinces  of  peace  ano  pierp,  Ijao 
tojitten  bnto  Maximums  that  be  fljoulo  graunt  thefc  things  ano  permtttco  the  fame  bnto  an  their 
fubtectsbp€tJtct5anUDccrecS:pettl)emolrlu!ckeDUJouIiJenot  hitherto  fjauc  remitted  histp* 
rannie  J;aD  not  he  bp  Dcuine  iuogemene  bene  compcllco  anD  bjought  at  length  againft  his  mill  to 
this  patfe.  foj  fitch  a  trouble befett  him  a*  follotuctb.

Ncuerthelesyou  can  not  be  ignoratofthis,thatcertainejudges  defpifed 
our  decrees  &  made  our  fubiedts  vncertame  of  our  edicts,  &  to  haue  done  it  offer  purpofe,  that 
they  might  the  loger  abide  in  thofe  rites  which  pleafed  the  better.That  therfore  hereafter  a41  fu- 
fpicio,  doubt  &  feare  may  be  remoued,  we*haue  decreed  to  publishe  this  edict,  wherby  it  .may 
appeare  manifeft  vnto  all  me  that  it  may  be  lawfull  for  the  as  many  as  will  follow  that  opinion 
&  religio,by  this  our  gracious  gift  &  letters  patets,as  euery  one  lifteth  &  is  delited,fo  to  vfe  that 
religio  which  him  pleafeth,&  after  his  owne  maner  to  exercife  the  fame.Befides  this  alfo  is  per* 
mitted  vnto  the  that  they  may  buyia  places  of praier  for  the  lord,  laft  of  al  that  this  our^gyft  may 
be  the  greater,  we  haue  voutchfafed  to  decree  chat  alforthat  if  any  houfe  or  manours  heretofore 
beloging  vnto  the  chnftians  title,  by  the  comaundement  of  our  auncetors  haue  pafled  vnto  the* 
crowne,either  prefently  enioyed  by  any  citie ,  either  otherwife  foulde ,  or  giuen  to  any  man  for 
a  reward, all  thefe  we  haue  comauded,they  should  be  reuoked,  to  the  aunciet  right  of  the  chri- 
ftias,  wherby  all  may  haue  experiece  of  our  pietie  tc  prouidece  in  this  behalfe.

G©  tonouic  lettbgpjoeeeDeon  $  anneret&e  coppiegoftbetntpcriaUeDictg!  of  Conftantinu* 
anD  Ltewnuu  tranflateo  out  oftbcRomayne  into  tbe  (Srcefce  tongue  asifoUotoetb:  Wey-  Thc  c       e 
inge  with  our  felues  that  of  olde  the  liberty  of  religion  was  not  to  be  hindered  and  tha  t  thelmperiall 
euery  one  had  licence  after  his  minde  and  will:  we  haue  prefently  commaunded  thateuery  cdiftstrafla- 
one  shall  handle  the  holy  affayres  at  his  plcafure  ,  and  that  the  chriftians  shall  retayne  the  fayth  fcd  out  ofthc 
oftheyre  former  opinion  and  wonted  ieruice.  But  in  as  much  as  manifolde  anddifferenteo-   ?tll)5'ru? 
pinions  doc  rife  by  reafonofthatedicle  in  the  which  fuche  a  licence  and  liberty  was  graunted:  &oUtrofthe 
we  haue  thought  good  to  lay  downc  manifeftly  the  thinges  whereby  paraduenture  diuerfe  of  Greeke  into 
them  were  relfrayned  from  iuch  an  obferuation.  When  as  with  profperous  fuccefle  I  Confta-  Englifhe. 
tmiu  emperour  &  I  Z/owxiwcmperourcametoMillayne,  and  enquired  of  thc  thinges  which 
made  for  the  comodity  &  profit  of  the  common1  wealth,  thefe  amogft  many  other  thinges  fee- 
med  expedict,yea  before  all  other  we  purpofed  to  decree,  wherein  the  reuerece  &  fcruice  due 
to  God  is  coprifed,  that  is  to  fay,by  the  which  we  mightgraunt  vnto  the  chriftians  alltogether 
free  choife  to  embrace  what  feruice  &  ceremonies  pleafed  the  befl,to  the  end  the  Godhead  of 
thc  cxlcftiall  affayres  now  euery  where  receaued  might  in  fome  parte  be  reconciled  vnto  vs  & 
to  all  our  fubie£ts,The  according  vnto  this  our  plcafure  we  haue  decreed  with  founde  &  mod 
right  mdgemet, that  licence  &  liberty  be  henceforth  denied  vnto  none  at  all,of  choofing  or  fo- 
lovving  the  chriftian  feruice  or  religion,but  that  this  liberty  be  graunted  vnto  euery  one  to  ad- 
did  his  mind  vnto  that  relligion ,  which  he  thinkech  fitte  for  him ,  to  the  ende  that  God  may 
graunt  vnto  vs  his  wonted  care  and  goodnes .  It  was  neceiTary  for  vs  to  fignifle  vnto  thee  this 
our  pleafure,to  the  end  the  opinions  contayned  in  our  former  letters  fent  vnto  thy  wifedom  in 
the  behalfe  of  the  Chriftians  may  altogether  be  taken  away ,  &  that  the  opinions  which  feeme 
very  foolishe  and  farre  from  our  clemencies  liking  may  be  cutt  of.and  novve  whofoeuer  freely 
and  firmely  is  thus  difpofed  to  retayne  the  chriftian  religion,let  him  do  it  without  all  moleftar 
tion  or  greuance.  Thefe  thinges  haue  we  determined  to  fignifle  fully  vnto  thy  carefullnes,thar 
thou  roayft  knovve  vs  to  haue  graunted  vnto  the  chriftians  free  and  abfolutc  licence  to  retayne 
their  ovvne  religion,  &  becaufc  that  we  haue  graunted  abfolute  liberty  to  vfe  their  obferuancfc 
ti  religion,  if  fo  pleafe  any  it  manifeftly  auayleth  for  the  traquility  of  our  tymes  thateuery  one    ' 
haue  liberty  to  chufe  and  worship  what  God  pleafe  him  belt .  This  haue  wc  done  left  ought 
of  our  doinges  fc?me  preiudiciall  vnto  any  fcruice  or  religion  :  and  this  befides  other  fpecially 
we  thought  good  to  decree  concerning  the  chri  ftians,  that  they  cnioy  their  places  where  afore 
time  they  were  accuftomed  to  frequent,  whereof  in  our  former  letters  fent  vnio  thy  vvifdomc, 
thj  c  was  an  other  orderconcerninge  the  former  timcthat  if  any  had  bought  them  ether  of  our 
treafury  or  ofanyother,they  should  without  all  delayes  or  doubtesreftore  them  vnto  the  chri- 
ftians, without  filucr  &  without  any  other  demaunde  in  recompence  for  it.  Aod  if  any  (hauirig 
obtayned  the  fame  by  gift  gracioufly  beftovved  vpon  him  by  our  goodnes  )  demaunde  ought 
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The  Ecclefiaftical  hiftorie 

in  thcyrc  names  for  rccompence  Ictt,them  hauc  recourfe  vnto  the  liuctenante  and  iudgc  ofthe^ 
place  that  confederation  be  had  of  them  by  our  benignity ,  all  which,  without  any  delay  thou 
shalt  by  thine  induftry  require ,  to  be  grauntedvnto  the  chriftian  fociety .  Andbecaufethe 
fayd  chriftians  are  knowen,  not  onely  to  hauc  enioyed  the  place  of  theyr  meetings  and  aflem- 
blies  but  alfo  certainc  others  peculicr,not  to  euery  one  priuately ,  but  belonginge  by  right  vnto 
theyr  proper  perfons :  fee  that  thou  commaunde  all  thofc  according  vnto  the  decree  mentioned 
before ,  to  be  reftored  vnto  the  chriftians ,  that  is  to  cuery  thcyre  fociety  and  Synode ,  all  delay 
fett  apartCjobferuingc  in  the  meane  tyme  the  aforefayd  maner,  that  if  any  as  we  haue  fayd  re- 
ftore  the  without  receauing  of  reward  they  may  aflure  themfelues  to  fuffer  no  domage  through 
our  gracious  bountifullnes.In  all  thefe  aforefayd  fee  thou  imploy  great induftry  in  the  behalfof 
the  iayd  chnftian  fociety,  to  the  ende  this  our  decree  may  fpeedely  take  place  &  that  in  this  be- 
halfe  we  prouide  by  our  clemency  for  the  common  &  publique  peace  &  traquility.by  this  mea« 
nes  as  it  is  aforefayd  the  goodnes  of  God  towards  vs  the  which  we  haue  diuerfly  tried  already, 
shall  continewe  at  all  times  immoueable.  And  to  the  ende  the  drift  of  this  our  conftitution  and 
goodnes  may  be  made  manifeft  vnto  all  men,  it  shalbe  expedient  that  thefe  our  wrytings  be  e- 
uery  where  proclaimed  and  brought  vnto  the  knowledge  of  all  our  louing  fubieds  left  that  the 
conftitution  of  this  our  gracious  goodnes  be  hid  from  any  man. '

V  Ve  greete  you  welbeloued  Anilinus. The  order  of  our  gracious  goodnes  is  this.we  will  that 
the  thinges  which  belong  vnto  others  by  right  be  not  onely  nothindred  :  but  alio  with  fpecde 
reftored.wherefore  our  pleafure  is  that  as  foone  as  thou  haft  receaucd  thefe  lettersjf  any  of  the 
things  which  belong  vnto  the  catholicke  church  of  the  chriftians  throughout  euery  city  or  in  a- 
ny  other  place  be  occupied  by  the  citizes  or  by  any  others:thou  fee  the  fame  immediatly  refto- 
red vnto  their  churches,  we  haue  already  heretofore  decreed  the  famerthat  the  pofTeffios  belon- 
ging vnto  the  churches  afore  time  should  be  reftored  to  theyr  right.  In  as  much  as  then  thy  wife 
dome  perceaueth  this  to  be  the  m  anifeft  c6maundemet  of  our  conftitutio,prouide  that  if  ether 
gardens  or  houfes  or  other  pofTefTi  6s  whatfbeuer  haue  belonged  vnto  the  title  of  their  churches 
all  the  fame  be  fpeedely  reftored  vnto  them  againe  ,  to  the  ende  we  may  vnderftand  that  thou 
haft  diligently  obeyed  this  our  commaundemenc .

In  fo  much  as  many  fuch  cpiftlcs  are  brought  vnto  me  from  Anilinus  iiuetenant  of  Aphrick ,  in 
the  which  it  is  fayd  that  Ceci/iantts  byshop  of  Carthage  is  reprehended  in  many  things  of  diuers 
his  collegs  comorant  in  Aphrick,&  this  feemeth  vnto  me  very  greuous,that  ther  should  be  foud 
in  thefe  provinces  (the  which  the  prouidence  of  God  hath  allotted  peculiarly  vnto  mydifcre- 
tion)a  greate  multitude  of  people  prone  vnto  the  worfe  &  difagreeing,  &  that  among  byshops

he  may  be  heard,to  the  end  you  may  be  enftrucled  what  things  agree  beft  with  the  moft  religi- 
ous lawe.  And  that  you  may  haue  full  intelligece,toutching  all  thefe  thinges,  I  haue  fent  vnder- 
neathmyletteisvntoyour  fayd  collegs  thecoppyof  the  letters  feme  from  ex4W»»#Jvntome. 
The  which  being  read  yourfldelity  may  prouehow  the  aforfayd  matter  may  exqui  fitly  be  lif- 
ted and  ended  after  the  rule  of  equity.  Your  induftry  is  not  ignorant  but  that  I  attribute  fo  much 
f  cuerence  vnto  the  catholicke  church ,  that  I  woulde  haue  you  fuffer  in  any  place  no  fchifme  or 
diiTentionatalI.TbediuinityofthegreatGodkepcyou(mofthonorabIcJmanyyeares.

Heretofore  Conftatinus 
truelyrrhenas  fome  wickedly  &peruerfly  went  about  tofeuerthemfelues  from  the  religion  theempe- 
ofthe facred  and  ccleftiall  poweraand  from  the  catholicke  opinion,I  purpofing  that  fuch  con-  ™"r v,?to,. 
tendons  oftheyrs  should  be  cut  of,hauewryttcn&ordained,that  certaine  by  shops  shoulde  be  ^  rc  rr 
cited  from  Fraunce  &  againe  that  they  should  be  called  from  Aphrickc  which  of  the  other  part  cufa. 
contetioufly  &  ftifty  ftriuc  among  thefclucs(the  byshop  of  Rome  alfo  being  prefent)to  the  end 
whatfoeuer  this  diflention  nowe  rayfed  feemeth  to  be,it  might  in  theyr  prefence  with  great  in- 
duftry  &  diligence  be  lifted  out  and  redrcfled .  But  in  fo  much  as ,  (  as  it  commonly  cometh  to 
pafle)diuerfe  of  them,bcing  negligcnt,forgetfull  of  their  owne  Valuation  &  the  reuerence  due 
vnto  the  mort  holy  opinion  ceafle  not  as  yet  to  dilate  theyr  enmytie,&  being  altogethervnwil- 
ling  to  confent  vnto  the  fentence  already  geue,thcy  definitiuely  affirme  that  few  of  the  brought 
forth  theyr  fentenccs  and  iudgements  &  before  they  had  narrowly  lifted  out  all  that  was  to  be 
enquired,to  haue  ftepped  forth  toe  Iwiftly  &  to  haftely  toe  geue  iudgemcnt.of  all  thefe  things, 
this  came  to  paflc  that  they  whofe  part  it  was  to  maintainebrotherly  vnity  &  concord,shame- 
fully  yea  wickedly  difagrc  amog  the  felues  &  minifter  an  occafio  or  moccage  vnto  men  whofe 
minds  arc  farre  alienated  from  the  mod  facred  religio .  Wherefore  I  muft  be  carefull  that, that 
which  should  volutarily  haue  bene  appeafed  after  that  iudgemet  was  geuenmowe  at  length  in 
the  prefence  of  many  be  ended  &  finished.  Becaufe  that  we  haue  commanded  diuerfe  byshops 
out  of  fundryprouinces  to  meetc  in  the  Calends  of  Auguft  at  the  city  of  Orleance ,  we  thought 
good  to  wrytc  vnto  thee  that  thouf  takinge  of  the  famous  Latromamu  liuetenant  of  Sicilia,  an 
ordinary  vvagan  &  together  with  fome  two  of  them,of  the  feconde  order ,  whome  thou  shalt 
thinkegoodto  chooie,  moreouer  with  three  feruants  which  shalbeablctoferuetheeinthy 
iourney)haften  within  the  compaflc  of  the  fame  days  vnto  the  fayd  place,that  by  the  meanes  of 
thy  faythfull  induftry,vvith  the  peaceable  and  vniforme  wifedome  of  the  reft  which  there  shall 
meetc,  this  diflention  which  hitherto  wickedly  endured  with  a  certaine  shamefull  winching  & 
repininge  (  all  beinge  heard  which  may  be  fayd  of  ether  partes  varyinge  amonge  them  felues 
whome  we  haue  Iikewifc  commaunded  to  be  prefent )  may  novvc  at  length  be  clofed  vp  with 
religion ,  and  fayth ,  and  brotherly  Concorde  that  ought  to  be  required  of  vs  all.The  almighty 
God  kepe  thee  in  health  many  yeares.

The  epiftle  of  Alexander  Bijhop  of  Alexandria. 

TO  the  welbeloued  and  mod  reuerend  brethren  fellow  minifters  with  vs  throughout  the 
churches  wherfoeuer.In  fo  much  as  we  are  commaunded  by  holy  Scripture  to  retaine  the 
bonde  ofvnuy  &  peace,  it  is  requifite  that  we  write  &fignifie  one  to  another  the  things 
that  federally  happen  among  vs,  to  the  ende  that  if  one  fuffer  or  one  reioyce ,  we  all  may  fuffer 
together  or  reioyce  together.Now  in  our  church  there  are  rifen  certaine  men  which  tranfgrelfe  ^~vfl 

the  lawes:vvhich  impugne  Chrift:which  leade  men  into  Apoftafie :  whome  a  man  may  rightly  ^\J%* 
fuppofe  &  iuftly  tennetheJbrrunnersofAntichrift.Iwas  dtfpofed  truely  to  be  filent  and  not  to 
blaton  at  all  fo  haynous  an  offence  if  peraduenture  by  any  meanes  poffibly  this  blemish  might 
hauebenevviped  away  from  among  them  which  alone  fel  from  the  church, left  that  ftrayinga- 
brode  into  ftraung  places  it  might  mfed  with  the  filth  therof  the  eares  of  fimple  &  feely  fbules. 
but  in  as  much  as  Enfebius  now  Bishop  of  Nicomedia, fuppofing  the  whole  (tate  of  the  church 
to  bevnder  his  lurifdiirion ,  and  feeing  with  him  fcife  that  he  is  to  be  charged  of  none  for  lea- 
ning the  Churche  of  Bcrytus ,  and  for  that  he  greedily  gaped  after  the  Churche  of  Nicomedia, 
and  in  that  he  is  become  the  patrone  and  ringleader  of  thefe  Apoftatas,gomg  about  to  publish 
letters  into  all  prouinces, highly  extolling  them  that  he  may  plung  certayne  of  the  ignorant  fort 
into  an  extreamepeftilentherefie  altogether  contrary  to  Chri ft  him  felfe:  lthinkeitneceflary 
(feeingthehkeis  written  in  fomc  parte  of  the  lawej  nolongertobelilent.  but  to  declare  vn- 
to  you  all  the  whole  matter  whereby  ye  may  notonely  knowe  them  whu  he  fell  from  the 
tructh  ,  but  alfo  their  deteftable  doctrine  and  the  circumftance  of  their  herefe ,  and  alfo  if  per- 
aduenture Eufebtus  doe  write  vnto  you  that  you  gcue  no  eare  vnto  him.  for  he  hauing  concea- 
led for  a  fcafon  his  olde  feftred  corruption  of  minde ,  and  nowe  difpofed  to  renevve  the  fame, 
fayneth  to  further  their  caufe  by  hisepiftels.  but  in  very  deede  he  shewe  h  plainly  that  thefe  his 
pradifes  be  directed  to  the  furtherance  of  his  owne  caufe  .  fuchasfcll  from  the  Church  were 
theie  :  +s4ri»s t<is4chtllai,*y£ithales,Carpones ,a  (econde<is4rii<siSarmatestEftz,oiiis ,Lucms  Julia- 
tins,  Menas,  Helladtus,Gaws^x\(\  together  with  them  alfo  Semndns  ScTheonas  which  fometime 
were  called  Bishops  the  things  which  they  published  abroode  contrary  to  holy  Scripture  were  fn-e  f>1niphe 
fucKthat  God  was  not  alv vayes  a  father,bu t  that  there  v vas  fometime  when  he  was  no  rather :  mie»  ot  An- 
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and  that  the  vvordc  of  God  was  not  from  euerlafting ,  but  had  his  beginning  of  nothing.  For1 
that  God  which  is,  made  him  which  was  not,  of  that  which  is  not,  for  which  caufe  there 
was  a  tyme ,  when  he  was  not .  that  the  fonne  was  a  creature  and  made,neyther  like  vnto  the 
father  in  fubftance,neyther  the  true  wordc  of  the  father  by  nature,  ncyther  his  true  wifedome, 
but  made  metaphorically  the  worde  and  the  wifedome ,  &  the  fame  to  be  made  by  the  proper 
worde  of  God  and  by  the  wifedome  which  is  in  God ,  in  the  which  God  made  all  thinges  and 
him  toe .  for  which  caufe  he  is  of  a  changeable  and  diucrous  nature  as  all  other  reafonable  cre- 
atures be .  that  the  worde  is  ftraungjdiuerous  and  feucred  from  the  wifedome  of  God. that  the 
father  can  not  be  expreffed  by  the  fonne,  that  the  fonne  knowcth  not  the  father  fully  neyther 
abfolutely,neyther  can  perfectly  difcerne  him  .and  that  the  fonne  perceaueth  not  the  fubftance 
of  the  father  as  he  is ,  but  that  he  was  made  for  our  fakes,  that  God  by  him  as  by  an  inftrumenc 
might  create  vs,  and  that  he  had  not  bene,  had  not  God  bene  moued  to  create  vs.  One  at 
that  tyme  demaunded  of  them  whether  the  worde  of  God  couldebe  chaungedas  the  deuill 
was  chaunged  ?  and  they  were  not  afrayd  to  anfwere:  yea,  it  may  be.for  that  he  is  of  a  chaiige- 
ablenature  and  begotten,  heismutable.  tortus  therefore  and  his  adherents  whiche  vttered 
thefe  thinges  and  impudently  auoutched  them  together  with  all  fuch  as  fauour  the  like  fonde 
opinions :  We  together  with  other  Bishops  of  ^gypt  and  Libya  in  number  welnighe  a  hun- 
dred meeting  for  the  famepurpofe ,  haue  pronounced  to  behclde  of  all  men  for  accurfed .  Eu-\ 
febtus  and  his  adherents  endeuer  to  mingle  falfehoode  with  the  trueth,&  pietye  with  impictye, 
but  they  shall  not  preuaile,for  trueth  gettcth  the  victory  &  light  hath  no  fellowship  with  dark- 
nes,no  agreement  betwene  Chrift  &  Belial. who  euer  hearde  of  the  like  praitifes  ?  &  who  pre- 
fently  if  he  heard  the  like  woulde  not  wonder  as  at  ftraung  thinges,  and  ftoppe  his  eares  left  the 
dregges  of  fo  deteftable  a  doctrine  should  annoy  the  fenfc  of  hearing  ?  what  man  hearing  Iohn 
affirming:*?*  the  beginning  was  the  worde,vj\\\  not  forthwith  condemne  thefe  which  fay:  there  was 
a  tyme  when  hewasnot?orwho  is  it  when  he  heareth  in  the  Golpell :  the  onely  begotten  fonne  and 
by  him  were  all  thinges  made  t  that  will  not  deteft  thefe ,  which  aflfirmethatthe  fonne  iscneof 
the  creatures  ?  and  howecanhe  refemblethe  thinges  whiche  were  made  by  him?  orhowe 
cantheonely  begotten  (as  their  opinion  is)  be  numbred  with  all  other  liuing  creatures?  or 
howeishemadeof  nothinge  whenthefather  faycth:  UMybartehath  endtted  a  good  matter. 
and  :  Before  the  morningin  the  reombe  haue  I  begottentbee?  Orhowe  is  he  in  fubftance  different 
from  the  father ,  being  the  TerfiEl  image  and  brightnes  of  the  Father  ?  and  when  as  he  him  felfe 
fayeth:  Hethathathfeeneme,  hath  feene  alfo  the  Father .  orhowe  can  it  be  if  the  onely  fonne 
of  God  be  the  worde  and  the  wifedome,  that  there  was  a  tyme  when  that  he  was  not?  it 
is  as  if  a  man  shouldefaye:  God  fometyme  wanted  both  worde  and  wifedome.  orhowe 
is  he  chaungeable  and  mutable ,  when  as  he  reporteth  of  him  felfe:  lam  in  the  Father ,  and  the 
Father  is  in  me.  alfo:  land  the  Father  be  both  one.  and  by  the  Prophet  CMalac  hye  alfo :  (fon- 
fider  me  that  I  am  God ,  and  am  not  chaunged.  and  althoughe  this  faying  may  be  referred  vnto 
the  Father  him  felfe 3 yet  prefently  it  is  applycd  more  aptely  vnto  the  fonne,  for  in  that  he  was 
borne  and  become  man,he  is  not  chaunged  at  all,but  as  the  Apoftle  writeth,  lefus  Qhrill  jefier 
nyght ,  andtoedaye,  and  he  is  the  feme  fir  euer. What  therefore  ledd  them  (I  befeacheyotij  vn- 
to fo  erroneous  and  deteftable  an  opinion  for  to  faye:  he  was  made  for  vs,  when  as  the  Apo- 
ftle writeth:  For  of  him  and  by  htm  are  all  thinges?  no  marueli  at  all,  in  that  they  falfely  re- 
ported, the  fonne  not  fully  and  perfectly  to  knowe  the  Father,  for  when  they  had  once  de- 
termined with  them  felues  to  warre  agaynfte  Chrift,  they  vtterly  rcie&ed_the  vvordes  of 
our  Lorde  where  he  fayth :  as  the  Father  knoweth  me ,  (fay  th  the  fonne  )fo  doe  I  knowe  the  Fa- 
ther, if  the  Father  knoweth  the  fonne  vnperfe£tly,thenisitmanifeft  thatthe  fonne  knoweth 
the  Father  vnperfedly  alfo.  butif  this  be  impiety  and  open  blafphemye,  and  that  the  Father 
knoweth  the  fonne  perfectly  and  fully,  then  doth  it  followethateuen  as  the  Father  knoweth 
his  owne  worde,  fo  the  worde  knoweth  his  owne  father,  whofe  worde  he  is.  but  when  as 
atfundrye  tymes  weconuincedthem  with  allegations  andexpofitionsoutof  thefacredand 
heauenly  Scriptures,for  all  that,  they  agayne  chaunged  them  felues  like  vnto  the  chaungling  & 
diueroufly  befpotted  beaftc  Chamaeleon ,  wrefting  with  all  might  pofTible  to  light  vpon  their 
Twer  18  ownepates  thefayingof  thewifeman:  When  the  vngodly  perfon  commeth  to  cxtreame  tmpietie 
then  he  difdayneth .  andthoughmany  herefics  fprange  before  their  tyme,  whiche  exceeding 
out  of  meafurc  in  impudencye  fell  out  at  length  for  all  that  into  cxtreame  follye:  yet  thefe 
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men,whichendcuer  withal  theirglofes  to  take  away  the  diulnicyoftheword,drawingnerer 
vnto  the  time  of  Antichrilt,doe  in  manner  declare  thole  herefies,  in  compariibn  of  the  impitie 
of  their  blafphemous  opjnion,to  be  in  the  right  trueth,  Wherefore  they  were  excommunica-  Arius  &  his 
ted  &  banished  the  church  and  pronounced  to  be  held  of  all  men  for  accurfed.  And  though  we  comp'»CCJ 
tooke  theyr  fall  heauyly,fpecialy  becaufe  that  fometime  they  fupped  the  fvvete  ioyce  of  the  ec-  "communi- 
clefialticall  doctrine  and  novve  are  fallen  from  the  fame:yet  we  maruell  not  greatly  at  the.  For 
the  like  happened  heretofore  not  only  to  Hjmenxus  &  Thi/etw  but  alfo  before  them  vnto  ludat  z.Timoth.i, 
which  was  the  difciple  of  our  Sauiour,afterwardes  a  traytor  and  an  Apoftata.Neither  are  we 
hereof  ignorant  or  vnmindefull.For  our  Sauiour  hath  forewarned:  take  heede,  lelt  any  deceaue  Math.i^ 
you.For  many  will  come  in  my  name,iaying:I  am ,and  the  time  is  novve  at  hand,  And  they  wil 
deceaue  m  any,goe  notafter  the.  &  ?«*#/ whe  he  had  learned  thefe  things  of  our  Sauiour,wrote:  i.Timth^. 
that  in  the  latter  times  fome  shall  fall  from  the  founde  fayth  and  shall  geue  eare  vnto  fpirites  of 
error  &  doctrines  of  deuells  oppugning  the  trueth .  Novve  therefore  in  as  much  as  our  Sauiour 
Iefus  Chrilt  hath  commaunded  the  fame,and  fignified  the  fame  alfo  vnto  men  by  his  Apoftle, 
and  we  truely  hearing  their  impiety  with  our  eares,  not  without  iullecaufe,  haue(as  we  fayd 
before  Jpronounced  this  kind  of  men  for  accurfed,  and  proclaimed  openly  that  they  are  cut  of, 
from  the  Catholick  church,&  farre  fro  the  right  fayth.  And  we  haue  certified  your  holynes  wel 
beloued  andmoft  rcuerende  brethren^  which  are  ioyned  with  vs  in  the  fame  fellowship  of  the 
publiquc  miniftery,that,  ifperaduenturefome  of  them  ouerboldly  prefume  to  prefente  them' 
felues  before  you ,  ye  geue  no  heede  vnto  them ,  neyther  be  perfvvaded  by  Eufe £««,neyther  by 
any  other  whofoeuer,  that  shall  write  vnto  you  in  theyre  behaife .  Foritbehouethvsthat  be       "^\~^ 
christians  to  efchcvve  all  fuch  as  open  theyr  mouthes  agaynft  Chrift,andluche  as  are  alienated 
inmindefromhim,  as  enemyes  of  God  and  rotten  sheepe  corrupting  the  fenfe  of  mans  mind, 
andthatvvebidnot  fuch  kinde  of  men  (  as  Sayn6t  lohn  hath  commaunded)  no  not  fo  much  as  1%/0£w 
God  fpeede,  lelt  that  we  become  partakers  oftheyre  offences.  Salute  them  which  are  amonge 
youjbrctherne :  the  bretherne  with  vs  falute  you  alfo.  8£trjen  Alexander  rjatj  tojptten  trjefc  let* 
terg  bnto  tbe  bpujopg  cuerp  tnbere tb?ougbout t&e  feuerall  cities ,  thig  peftilente  infection  b*re* 
bp  uiag  tbe  mo  jc  fcactcren  ab?ooe , becaufe  that  thefe  bntr)  tobome  tbefeletters  toere  birecteb  be* 
ganne  to  burne  amonge  tbemfelueg  toith  the  fparcleg  of  contention  anb  bifco?be  ♦  jf  o?  fome  con* 
bcfcenoeD  ano  fubferibeb  bnto  tbe  letters! :  fome  others  with  all  migbt  impugneb  them  ♦  "But  fpe* 
eiallp  amonge  all  tbe  reft  £«/££/#*  bpftjop  of  Nicomedia  tnagp?ouokeb  to  tbe  fcljifme  anbbif* 
femion ,  fo?  tbat  ^Alexander  bab  often  in  bis  letters  cbargeo  him  bj»  name.  &nb  at  tljat  time  Eu- 
febms  roagj  able  to  bo  mucb5becaufe  tbat  tbe  emperour  tben  mabe  big  abobe  at  Nicomedia,unjere 
Dtockttan  a  litle  before  Ijab  buploeb  a  pjincelp  paHace  ♦  Jfo?  toljicb  caufemanp  bpujopg  fauojeb 
tbe  opinion  of  Eafebtiu .

fion  miniftred  to  cotende  about  the  chiefeft  commaundement  in  holy  Scripturcjieither  is  there 
fprong  any  new  opinion  toutching  the  feruicc  of  God:for  you  retaine  the  on  and  the  fame  fen- 
tence  in  fubftance  of  fayth,fo  that  you  may  eafily  embrace  the  vniforme  confent  of  vnity  &  co- 
corde.Forit  is  not  well  that  for  your  contention  about  fofclender  matters  and  trifling  toyes,fo 
great  a  multitude  ofthe  people  of  God  through  your  negligence  should  be  at  fuch  difcordc  a- 
mong  themfclues.Yea  itis  fuppofed  not  onely  not  well,  but  alltogetherintollerable.And  that 
in  fewe  wordes  I  may  lay  before  your  eyes  fome  president  hereof,  1  will  reafon  with  you :  ye  are  The  conten-

vnity  among  our  feluesPbut  let  vs  vveygh  more  diligently  and  confider  more  deepely  with  our  noc  brawle 
felues,  what  I  shall  novve  fay.  whether  it  be  right  or  reaion  that  for  light  and  vayne  contention  cotemioufly 
about  wordes,one  brother  should  diflent  from  an  other,and  the  renowmed  peace  by  peftilent  about  words. 
difcord  through  vs  which  fpitc  one  an  other  for  fclender  &  vnneceflary  matters  should  thus  mi- 
ferably  be  prophaned  and  rent  in  peces.  Thefc  pradifes  are  rather  popular  &  farre  more  agrea- 
ble  with  the  youthly  rashenes  of greene  heades ,then  with  the  fobnety  ofthe  graue  and  prieft- 
Jy  perfonages.wherefore  of  our  owne  accorde  let  vs  put  to  flight  the  temptations  ofthe  deuell. 
And  in  as  much  as  our  Lord  God  almighty  the  Sauiour  of  all  me,hath  gracioufly  geuen  abrode 
of  his  commo  light  vnto  aIl,therefore  be  it  lawefull  vnto  me(I  befecheyou^  as  much  as  in  you 
lieth,that  I  being  ayded  with  the  helping  hand  of  his  prouidence ,  may  happely  bring  my  pur- 
pofe  to  good  effect, and  that  alfo  I  may  leade  his  people,  partely  with  often  calling  vpon  them, 
partely  wirh  the  diligent  ouerfight  of  theyr  life,&  partely  alfo  with  sharpe  admonition,to  mu- 
tuall  loue  &  amity  one  with  an  other.

Therefore  they  which  fay  that  there  was  a  time  when  he  was  m  tnc  c0l-|Cei 
not. before  he  was  begotten, or  that  he  had  his  beginninge  of  nothinge,or  that  he  is  of  an  other  of  Nice,  the 
fubftace  or  effece,or  that  affirme  the  fonne  of  God  to  be  made,  or  to  be  couertiblc  or  mutable:  which  Eufe- 
thefe  the  Catholicke  &  Apoftolicke  church  of  God  doth  pronounce  for  accurfed.whe  they  had   bius  ,n  t"cfe 
prefcribed  this  forme  of  faith,we  ceafed  not  diligttly  to  demaund  ofthe  how  they  vnderltoode  ^etll  to  ^_ 
that  fenteccTo  be  of  the  fubs~ia.ee  ofthe  father.&C  that:fo  be  of  one  fubftance  rvtth  the father. .where-  farea> 
vpo  there  rofe  obie«5ti6s  &  refolutios.fo  that  the  right  fefe  ofthe  forefayd  fentcces  was  cunoufly  Ofthe  fub- 
fought  out.They  fayd  that,to  bcOfonefubftace,figriificd  nothing  elfe  the  to  be  of  the  father,yet  ^*ra* 
not  to  be  as  a  part  ofthe  father.This  feemed  vnto  vs  very  well  to  agree  w  ith  the  expofiti  6  of  that 
blefled  doctrine  which  tcacheth  the  fonne  to  be  of  the  father,  yet  not  to  be  part  of  his  fubftace. 
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Wherefore  we  accorded  with  this  fentence ,  neither  reiedted  we  the  claufe  Of  one  fub fiance, 
becaufe  that  peace  was  placed  beforeoureyesasamarketobeholde,  andmoreouer  we  had 
Begotten       fpeciall  care  not  to  fall  from  the  faith.  In  like  maner  we  approued  Begotten tnotmade.¥or  Made 
they  counted  a  common  worde  with  other  creatures  which  were  made  6y  the  fonne ,  that  the 
fonne  had  nothinge  in  him  which  refembled  or  was  like  vnto  them,  and  for  that  caufehe  was 
not  a  creature  like  vnto  thofe  which  were  made  by  him,but  of  a  farr  more  excellet  fubftacc  the 
any  creature  is  framed,the  which  holy  fcripture  declarcth  to  be  begotte  of  the  fatheninafmuch 
as  no  mortall  nature  can  either  by  word  expreffe ,  or  by  thought  comprehende  or  attaine  vnto 
The  fonne  to  tne  maner  of  his  generation.  In  like  fort  alfo  that  claufe :  The  fonne  to  be  of  one  fitb fiance  with  the 
fhfl     C    u  /*'^r>vvasfiftedandallowed,tobevnderftodeafternocorporallmaner,neithertohaueany 
the  father. '    Melihoode  with  mortall  liuing  things,ncither  to  be  by  diuifion  of  fubftance  neither  by  fe&ion 
or  parting  afunder,  neither  by  mutation  of  the  fathers  effence  and  power,  that  the  vnbegotten 
nature  of  the  father  was  farre  from  al  thefe  thinges.  And  that  To  be  of  one  jubilance  with  the  fa- 
ther, fignified  no  other  thing.thcn  that  the  fonne  of  God  was  in  nothing  like  the  reft  of  the  cre- 
atures, but  altogether  like  vnto  thefather  alone  which  begatehim  ,  neither  begotten  of  any  o- 
other  then  of  the  fathers  fubftance  and  effence,  vnto  the  which  thinge  thus  fett  forth,  right  and 
.         .     reafonrequiredthatvveshouIdcondefcende.Forvvehaueknowenforfuertiediuersauncienc 
time  the        bishops  and  writers  of  greate  learning  and  renowne  to  haue  mentioned  this  claufe,  Ofonefub- 
claufe  of  one  fiance  in  fetting  forth  of  the  diuinitie  of  the  father  and  the  fonne .  fo  farre  of  the  faith  published 
iubftace  was  inthecounccllofNice.whervntovveallcondefcendednotrashly  and  vnaduifedlybutaccor- 
knowen.        ditig  vnto  the  fentences  fett  forth  in  the  prefence  of  the  moft  godly  Emperour,  which  were  dif- 
cuifed,&  by  common  affent  approued  for  the  caufes  afore  alleadged.  And  withall  we  thought 
good  to  ratifie  the  forme  of curfc  published  after  the  expofition  of  the  faith,  becaufe  that  it  for- 
biddeth  that  no  man  do  acquaint  him  felfe  with  forreyne  fpeaches  and  vnwritten  languages, 
whereby  in  maner  all  confufion  and  difcord  is  drawen  and  crept  into  the  churche,vvhen  as  the 
facred  fcripture  maketh  mention  no  whereofanyfuch  fentences,  towete  :  That  the  fonne  of 
God  had  his  beginning  of  nothing,and  that  there  was  a  time  when  he  was  rrot.  And  fuch  like 
fentences  it  feemed  not  agreable  with  reafon  either  in  wordes  to  talke  of  them ,  or  in  decde  to 
teache  them.  Vnto  which  notable  decree  we  haue  fubferibed ,  although  heretofore  we  neuer 
accuftomed  neither  acquainted  our  felues  with  fuch  fpeaches.  Thefe  things  fwelbeloued)  we 
haue  neceffarily  fent  vnto  you,  not  onely  to  certifie  you  of  the  cenfure  concluded  of  vs  after  our 
curious  lifting  and  affent,  but  alfo  to  let  you  vnderftande  that  while  at  the  firft  the  diuerfitie  of 
reports  written  vnto  you  offended  vs  not  a  little, we  perfifted  in  one  &  the  fame  mind(as  it  was 
moft  meete)euen  to  the  laft  houre.  But  afterwards  with  fmall  adoe,  we  embraced  without  any 
difquietnes  at  all  fuch  things  as  were  not  offenfiue,when  as  we  with  tradable  mind  fought  out 
the  fenfe  and  vnderftanding  of  the  words  which  were  then  in  controuerfie,and  found  them  al- 
together agreable  with  the  thinges  contayned  in  the  formje.of  fayth  published  by  vsour  felfe.

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>and  cxquifitcly  decided:as  alfo  of  the  canons  therein  cofirmed.Firft  of  all  the  things  which  did 
conccrne  the  impious  &  peruerfe  opinion  ofcsfruis  &  his  complices,  were  fully  handled  in  the 
prefence  of  the  mod  godly  Emperoux  CVtf/rVwriw^whervpon  it  pleafed  the  councell  by  comon 
confent  of  all ,  to  pronounce  his  wicked  opinion  to  be  heldc  for  accurfed,  and  the  execrable 
words  and  blafphemous  fentences  he  vfed,taying :  that  the  lbnne  of  God  had  his  beginning  of  Thc  blafphc 
nothing:that  there  was  a  time  when  he  was  not:That  the  fonne  of  God  was  of  free  will  inch-  mous  °Pm|- 
ned  to  vertue  &  to  vice:that  he  was  a  creature,and  that  he  was  madc,all  which  the  holy  coun-  [hat  curf/d*" 
cell  did  accurfe,  nay  it  may  not  be  permitted  that  his  impious  opinion  5  his  iniolent  madneffe,  heretickc, 
his  blafphemous  vvordes  shoulde  come  within  hearing.  Moreouer  you  haue  heard  or  at  leaft-  toutchmr.e 
wifeye  shall  heareofvstoutchinge him  and  his  ende,  leltthatwcfeeme  rashly  and  vvithout  thebleffed 
caufe  to  infulte  and  inucye  againlt  a  man  which  receaued  dew  for  his  defcrt.His  impietie  grew  ^  ^e 
to  that  paffe ,  and  fo  preuayled  ,  that  he  lead  Theonas  bishop  of  Marmarica ,  and  Secnndus  of 
Ptoiemais,  together  with  him  into  perdition,  for  they  were  partakers  of  the  fame  punishment 
with  him.  After  that  the  grace  of  God  had  deliuered  vs  from  that  peruerfe  opinion  5  from  that 
impietie  and  blafphemie,  and  from  fuch  people  as  prefumed  to  fowedifcorde  and  debate  in 
the  middeft  of  fuch  as  leade  a  peaceable  and  quiet  life:  there  remained  as  yet  toutchin  o  the  co- 
<umacie  of  Melcttus^nd  fuch  as  he  had  aduaunced  vnto  ecclefiaftical  orders  to  be  determined 
of  vs ,  and  what  the  councell  decreed  toutchinge  him  thus  vnderftande  welbeloued  brethren. 
The  councell  beyng  bent  to  deale  with  more  elemencietovvardes  Melettus  then  he  deferued,  ThisMeleti? 
(for  by  iuft  judgement  he  was  worthy  of  no  pardon)decreed  that  he  should  remaine  in  his  pro?  as  Socrates 
per  city.thac  he  should  haue  no  authorise  to  make  minilters,  no  authoritie  to  aduatice  any  vnto     y  e        e 
theecclefiafticallfun£fion,neitherroappeareorprefenthim  felfein  anyotherregion  or  many  ofperfecutio 
other  citie  for  that  purpofe3butonely  to  retayne  the  barename  and  title  of  his  office  and  digni-  denyedthe 
tie:they  decreed  farther  toutching  fuch  as  were  entred  into  holy  orders  by  his  laying  on  of  hads,  faith,&  facri- 
that  they  after  confirmation  with  more  myfhcall  laying  on  or  handes  should  be  admitted  into  h"dt°  ldo's: 
the  fellowship  of  the  church,  with  this  condition:  that  they  shoulde  enioye  their  dignitie  &  de-  wa^excomu- 
gree  of  the  minilterie  ,yet  that  they  be  inferiour  vnto  all  the  paftors  throughout  euery  prouince  nicated,and 
and  churche ,  the  which  the  molt  honorable  man  and^our  co\leoees4/exatiderhath  ordayned.  Deing  in  cbis 
Moreouer  that  they  haue  no  authoritie  to  eledr.  the  minilters  approued  by  their  cenfures,no  not  taIcin8e  he 
fo  much  as  to  nominate  the  which  are  to  execute  the  ecclcfiafticall  function,  nor  to  intcrmedle  t0°huiT/k „ 
with  any  thing  toutching  the  that  are  within  Alexanders  iurifdi&ion,  without  the  cofent  of  the  rjans:  who 
bishop  of  the  catholicke  church.

Ar,i:silJ 
confecratc  minilters,  to  nominate  fuch  as  shalbe  thought  worthie  of  the  cleargie  ,  and  in  fine  js  Codemned 
freely  to  do  all  according  vnto  the  rule  &  canon  of  the  church.  If  in  cafe  that  one  of  them  which 
prefently  enioye  the  ecclefialticall  dignitie,chaunce  to  finishe  his  mortall  race,  the  one  of  them 
lately  admitted  into  the  churchy  fo  that  he  be  found  worthy,&  the  people  chofe  him,fo  that  the 
bishop  of  Alexandria  confent  thervnto  and  confirme  his  eledrion^may  fucceede  in  the  place  of 
the  defeafed.  our  will  is  alfo  that,that  liberty  be  grauted  vnto  all  others.But  otMeletius  name- 
ly it  is  otherwife  decreede,to  wete,that  bothfor  his  infolcnt  boldnes,  wherewith  heretofore  he 
moleff  ed  the  quiet  eftate  of  the  church,  and  alfo  for  his  temeritie  and  wilfull  ignorance  openly 
shewed, he  shoulde  haue  neither  power,neither  authoritie  geuen  him,  for  in  that  he  is  a  man, he 
may  agaynevexe  the  churche  with  the  like  diforder.  And  thefe  decrees  properly  and  feuerally 
do  concerne  ^Bgypt,  and  the  molt  holy  churche  of  Alexandria,  But  if  any  other  thinge  beildes 
this  be  decreed  and  concluded  vpon  vvhyleft  that  the  moft  honorable  lorde  our fellowe  mini- 
ster and  brother  tyflexander  is  prefent  with  vs,  he  beynge  both  prefident  and  priuye  to  our  do- 
inges,  vvyll  in  prefence  of  you  all  more  exactly  recite  the  whole  vnto  you.  We  fende  you 
gladde  tydinges  of  the  vniformc  confent  and  agreement  toutching  the  celebration  of  the  molt  The  queftio 
lacred  feaite  of  Eafter ,  that  by  the  meanes  ofyour  prayers  the  fturre  rayfed  in  that  behalfe  was  of  Eafter  co- 
quietly  appeafed.  fo  that  all  the  brethren  which  inhabite  the  Eaft ,  obferuinge  heretofore  the  yutea  vPon 
manerof  the  Ievves,  nowewith.yniforme confent  do  followe  the Romaines, and  vs,and  you,  cej[0f  Nice 
which  ofoldetyme  haue  retayned  with  vs  the  felfe  fame  order  and  maner  of  celebration. 
Wherfore  reioyce  partly  becaufe  of  thefe  proiperous  affaires, and  partly  for  the  peace  and  vni-

Coftantmus  yye  wjsnc  you  health  in  the  Lord  welbeloued  brethren.  A  great  &  a  lingular  bencfite  of  the 
the  church'0  deuine  prouidence  of  God  is  conferred  on  vs,  in  that  all  errour  and  deceate  beinge  quite  put  to 
of  Alexadria.  flight ,  we  acknowledge  one  &  the  felfe  fame  faith.  For  henceforth  there  remayneth  no  refuge 
for  the  fleyghts  of  the  deuill  intended  agaynft  vs,vvhatfoeuer  through  fraude  he  pretended,tne 
fame  is  wholly  taken  avvay.The  bright  beames  of  the  trueth  according  vnto  the  commaunde- 
ment  of  CArtf7,oucrcame  thofe  difTent:ions,fchifmes,thofe  tumults(&  as  I  may  fo  terme  it)that 
deadly  poyfon  of  difcorde.  one  God  therforc  ill  we  both  in  name  do  adore,and  in  faith  do  be- 
leue  to  be.  And  to  the  end  the  fame  through  the  forewarning  of  god  might  be  brought  to  parte, 
I  haue  called  together  a  great  copany  of  bishops  vnto  the  city  of  Nice ,  wi  th  whome  I  alfo  beig 
one  of  your  niiber,  &  moft  willingly  addi&ig  my  felfe  wholly  together  with  you  vnto  the  fame 
bufines,haue  endeuored  that  the  trueth  then  in  cotrouerfy  might  throughly  be  tried  out.  wher- 
fore  all  things  that  feemed  to  breede  occafion  of  difcord  or  distention,  were  narrowly  lifted  & 
fought  out.How  great  &  what  horrible  blafphemies(God  of  his  goodnes  be  mercifull  vnto  vs) 
haue  fome  vnreuerently  vttered  againft  our  great  fauiour,  againft  our  hope  and  life,  and  impu- 
dctly  not  only  blafed  things  cotrary  vnto  the  fcriptures  infpired  from  aboue  &  the  facred  faith, 
but  alfo  affirmed  they  beleued  the  fame.?For  when  as  three  hundrcth  bishops  and  aboue,  men 
of  great  fame  both  for  modeftie  of  minde  &  sharpnefle  ofwitt,  had  confirmed  one  &  the  fame 
faith,which  was  founde  to  be  a  true  faith  by  the  trueth  it  felfe,  and  playne  teftimonies  of  hohe, 
fcripture  fought  out  for  the  purpofe :  Arius  alone  was  found  (  beyng  ouercome  with  the  power 
and  fraude  of  the  deuill )  to  fall  from  the  fame :  and  beynge  prone  therevnto  through  the  per- 
uerfitie  of  his  minde,  fcattered  and  fovved  firft  of  all  amongelt  you  ,aftcrwardcs  amongeft  vs, 
this  poyfoned  errour  of  perdition.  Wherefore  lctt  vs  embrace  that  doctrine  which  almightie 
God,the father  of  heauen  hath  deliuercdvnto  vs:  letvsreturne vnto  our  dearely  beloued  bre- 
thren,whome  the  wicked  &  impudet  minifter  of  Satan  hath  feuered  afunder:  let  vs  with  might 
and  may  ne,and  fas  commonly  we  fay)  with  all  the  vaynes  in  our  hart ,  go  home  agayne  vnto 
the  generall  focietie  and  body  of  the  church,and  vnto  our  owne  naturall  membcrs.This  aboue 
all  other  things  behoueth  your  wifdome.your  faith  &hoIines,after  the  remouig  fro  your  minds 
the  cakred  poyfo  of  the  aduerfary,who  fet  him  felfe  oppofite  againft  the  trueth:that  without  all 
delayeye  haue  recourfe  vnto  the  grace  and  goodnes  of  almightie  God.  For  that  which  feemed 
good  vnto  the  three  hudrcd  bishops,is  no  othervvife  to  be  taken  then  for  the  fentence  of  God, 
fpecially  in  as  much  as  the  holic  Ghoft  was  reliant  in  the  mindes  of  fo  worthie  and  fo  notable 
men.infpiring  them  vvith  the  dcuine  will  of  God  him  felfe.  Wherfore  let  none  of  you  ftagger 
at  the  matter,  let  none  of  you  make  any  delay  at  all,  but  all  ioyntly  vvith  moft  willinge  mindes 
returne  vnto  the  moft  perfect  way  of  trueth:that  as  foone  as  I  my  felfe  come  amogft  you,  I  may 
together  with  you  reder  dew  thaks  vnto  the  god  whofe  eye  nothig  doth  cfcape:becaufc  that  he 
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hath  not  onely  rcuealcd  vnto  vs  the  true  &  fyncere  faith,but  alfo  gcuen  vnto  vs  moft  gracioufly

COnflantinus  the  puyifat,the  mighty  &  noble  Emperour  vnto  the  bishops,paftors,&peo-  c-fl     • 
pie  wherfoeuer.Inafmuch  as  Arius  traceth  the  ftepps  of  deceftable  &  impious  perfons:  it  vn,0  the  bi- 
is  requifite  that  he  be  partaker  with  them  of  thefelfc  fame  infamie  and  reprochc.  For  as  fnops&  pco- 
Tcryhjrtus  the  fworne  aduerfarie  &  deadly  foe  of  deuine  feruice ,  who  lately  published  Iewde  ple>&c. 
c6<nentaries,in  the  cofutation  &  defiance  of  Chriftian  religion, was  rewarded  according  vnto 
his  deferc,  and  fo  recopenced  that  within  the  copafle  of  thefe  fewe  yeares  he  was  not  only  grie- 
ued  with  great  reproche,&  blemished  with  the  shamefull  fpot  of  infamie5but  alfo  his  impious 
&blafphemous  works, perished  &  vtterly  were  abolished :  euen  fo  now  it  (eemed  good  vnto  vs 
to  call  Anus  &  his  complices, the  wicked  broode  of  Porphyrins,  that  looke  vvhofe  maners  they 
haue  imitated, they  may  enioye  alfo  thepriuiledgeof  their  name.  Moreouer  we  thought  good, 
that  if  there  can  be  founde  extant  any  worke  or  booke  compiled  by  Arius,  the  fame  shouldc  be 
burned  to  ashes,fo  that  not  only  his  damnable  dodhine  may  thereby  he  wholly  rooted  out:but 
alfo  that  no  relique  thereof  may  remaine  vnto  the  pofteritie.  This  alfo  we  ftraightly  comaunde 
&  charge,that  if  any  man  be  found  to  hyde  or  conceale  any  booke  made  by  Artusy  and  not  im- 
mediatly  bri  ng  forth  the  fayd  bookc,&  deliuer  it  vp  to  be  burned,that  the  fayde  offender  for  fo 
doing,  shall  die  the  death. For  as  foone  as  he  is  taken,onrpleafure  is  that  his  head  be  ftricken  of 
from  his  shoulders.God  keepe  you  in  his  tuition.

greatly  we  are  beholding  vnto  the  goodnes  or  aim ightie  God  conferred  vpon  vs:  1  dee  -  churchcss&c 

med  that  aboue  all  things  it  behoued  me  of  dutie  to  forefee,that  in  the  moft  holy  and  facred  af 
fembltes  of  the  Catholicke  church  vnderheauen,  there  shold  onefaith,fyncere  loue  &  charitie, 
vniforme  confent  &  agreement  toutching  the  religion  &  feruice  of  almightie  God,  vnuiolably 
be  retayned.But  fithence  that  the  fame  could  by  no  other  way  or  meanes  be  compaffed,  neither 
in  any  other  fure  or  certaine  place  be  fetled,vnlefle  that  either  all  the  bishops,  or  at  leftwife  the 
greater  part  of  them  alfemblcd  together,  &  laydc  downe  their  feuerall  cenlures  concerning  the 
moft  holy  religion  &  feruice  of  God:  therfore  when  the  greateft  company  thatcoulde  be  gott, 
mctte  together,  I  my  felfe  as  one  of  your  number ,  was  prefent  withthem.  Neyther  tooke  1  in 
fcorne(  whereat  newel  greatly  reioyce)  thatl  coupledmy  felfe  with  you  in  thofc  affayres. 
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We  proceeded  To  far  re  in  the  premiffes,  and  handled  all  thinges  fo  exqui  fitely ,  vntill  the  fen- 
tence  which  feemed  gratcftill  and  acceptable  vnto  God  the  ouerfeer  of  all  thinges,for  the  Con- 
corde and  confent  in  religion  was  openly  pronounced,  fo  that  there  remaynednothmgc  here- 
after to  be  concluded  vpon,vvhich  feemed  to  tende  or  grovvc  either  yntodifcorde  or  difagree- 
ment  toutchinge  the  faith.  When  as  there  at  that  tynie  we  reafbned  of  the  moft  facred  folem- 
nitie  and  feaft  of  Eafter,  it  feemed  good  by  vnifofme  confent  of  all ,  that  all  men,  in  all  places 
shoufdc  celebrate  it,  vpon  one  and  the  felfe  fame  daye.  forvvhatwas  theremore  auaylable? 
what  could  there  be  more  glorious,then  that  this  feaft  (whereby  we  retaine  and  holdefaft  the 
firme  hope  of  immortalitiej  shoulde,after  one  and  the  fame  order5and  after  the  fame  manifeft 
trade,  without  noueltie  or  alteration  be  obferued?  and  firft  of  all  it  leemed  altogether  contrary 
to  order,that  in  the  celebration  of  the  fayd  moft  (acred  feaft,we  should  imitate  the  rites  &  ma- 
net  of  the  lewes,who  in  as  much  asthey  haue  defiled  their  hads  with  an  hainous  offence,reafon 
it  is  as  impure  perfons  their  minds  should  be  helde  fnared  in  blindnefTe.lt  remayneth  therefore 
that  we  lay  afidc  theyr  cuftome,and  publishe  for  a  remembrance  vnto  the  pofteritie  in  tyme  to 
come,  the  celebration  ofthis  feafte  after  a  truer  &  more  fyncere  inftitution ,  the  whi  ch  vnto  this 
prefent  time  from  the  firft  day  ofthe  pafTion  we  haue  obferued.  V  Vherfore  let  vs  haue  nothing 
common/with  that  moft  odious  broode  ofthe  Iewes,for  we  are  taught  by  our  fauiour  to  tread 
an  other  way  the  which  we  mull  cleaue  vnto.  there  is  layde  downe  a  race  &  a  Hinite  both  decec 
and  lawfullfor  our  moft  facred  religion,  letvs  ioyntly  retaine  this  with  vniforme  confent  (moft 
honorable  brethren)  &  withdraw  our  felues  from  that  defpitefuli  nation.  For  in  very  deede  it  is 
the  greateft  abfurditie  that  can  be,  for  them  arrogantly  to  vaunt  that  we  can  in  no  wife  obferue 
thefe  things  without  the  aydc  and  hcJpe  of  their  difcipline.  V  V  hat  is  it  whereof  they  are  able  to 
fauour  aright,who  after  they  had  put  the  Lord  lefus  to  dcath.hauing  remoued  the  right  fenfe  of 
their  minde  out  of  his  quiet  feate,vvere  caryed  not  with  the  vveyght  of  reafon,  but  with  an  in- 
tollerablewilfulnelTeofrasheeiiterprifes,  whither  focuer  the  frenfie  and madnefle  that  was 
ingraffed  in  their  mindes  did  leade  them?  And  in  this  poyntc  it  is  apparent  they  fee  not  the  ma> 
nifeft  trueth,(no  maruell  then  they  errein  many  things)in  that  they  befides  the  appointed  time 
for  the  celebration  ofthis  feft,within  the  compafle  ofthe  felfe  fame  yeare  do  celebrate  a  fecond 
Eafter.  What  caufe  then  shall  moue  vs  to  imitate  thefe  men ,  vvhome  we  fee  thus  manifeftly 
infefted  with  the  gricuons  maladie  of  errour?  vvc  will  in  no  wife  permit  the  fame  fea  ft  in  one 
and  che  fame  yeare  the  feconde  time  to  be  folemnizcd.  If  that  I  had  bene  careleffe  and  bufyed 
my  felfe  herein  nothinge  at  all,  ithad  bene  your  parte  and  duetietohaueimploycd  both  your 
diligence,  and  alfo  with  earneft  and  continewall  prayer  to  haue  craued  that  the  right  rule  and 
fynceritie  ofyour  minds  should  in  no  wife  participate,neither  in  any  thing  haue  felowship  with 
the  wicked  wayes  of  lewde  perfons. Befides  all  this, we  may  eafily  perceaue  howe  shamefull 
anddeteftableathingeitistodiflentanddifagreeaboutfoweyghtieamatter ,  andabout  fo 
hygh  and  fo  religious  a  feafte  One  feftiuall  daye  of  purchased  freedome,  to  vvcte,  ofthe  mofte 
blefTed  paffion  &  bloodsheding  hath  our  fauiour  commended  vnto  vs,  one  catholicke  churche 
he  would  haue  to  be  collected  of  all,whofe  mebers  though  they  be  many  &  in  fiidry  places  dif- 
perfed  vnder  heaue:yet  denhey  knit  &  clofe  together  injMiejpmt^tjia^sinthewill&pjedure 
J~B    |  ~  pjajmjghtygod.l  Would  that  of  your  wifdome  &  hoIines,you^eepe7yweyed  with  your  felues 

how  difo7dercd,&  vndecent  a  thing  it  is.vpo  the  felfe  fame  dayes/or  fome  religioufly  to  faft,& 
for  fome  others  ryotoufly  to  feafte  it  out:  and  after  Eafter  holidayes,  for  fometofeaft,andyeld 
them  felues  to  fullneffe  of  plea  fu  re,  for  others  to  abftayne,  and  obferue  the  prefcribed  dayes  of 
faftinge.  Wherefore  this  is  to  be  reformed,and  reduced  vnto  one  maner  and  cuftome,  thisfas 
I  am  lure  you  doe  all(knowe  very  well)is  the  pleafure  of  God  him  felfe.  And  in  as  much  as  the 
fame  is  ryghtly  to  be  redrcfTed ,  that  we  haue  nothinge  common  with  murtherers  of  fathers, 
andfuchashaue  putt  theyr  Lorde  and  mayfter  to  death  .-  In  as  much  as  agayne  that  orderly, 
ana!  comelie  maner  retayned  of  all  the  churche slRroughout  the  worlde,  inhabitingeither 
the  Weft,  the  ^outh,  or  the  North,  andinfundrie  places  alfo  of  the  Eaft  ,  was  to  be  ob- 
ferued of  vs:  therefore  it  is  that  prcfentlie  all  haue  thought  ryght  well  thereof.  I  my  felfe 
alfo  haue  taken  vpon  myne  owne  perfori  ^your  traceable  wifdome,  that  looke  what  cu- 
ftome foeuer  with  vniforme  confenr5is  offorce  in  the  citie  of  Rome,  in  Italie,&  Aphrick,in  all 
^gypt,  Spaine,  Fraunce  and  Bryttaine,  Libya  and  all  Greece,  in  the  prouince  of  Afia,  Pontus, 
and  Cilicia  :  the  fame  alfo  with  willing  and  gratefull  minds,  should  be  ratified  and  approued 
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of  you  all .  Confidering  of  this  carefully  with  your  felucs,that  not  onely  the  greater  nurri  bcr  of 
'  congregations  lyeth  in  the  places  before  mentioned :  but  alio  that  it  is  a  moft  godly  purpofc  for 
all  men  ioyntly  with  one  harte  and  voyce,to  deiire  that  eftablishcd,  which  right  and  reafon  re- 
quireth  to  be  done,which  alfo  hath  no  fellowship  with  the  damnable  penurie  of  the  deipiteful 
lewes.but  that  I  may  vttcr  the  whole  infewc  wordes,itfeemed  good  by  common  affent  of  the 
whole  alTembly,that  the  moft  facred  feafte  of  Eafter,shouIde  be  celebrated  vpon  one,and  the 
felfc  fame  dayc .  for  it  may  not  be  that  variance  and  diilention  shoulde  raygne  about  the  cele- 
bration of  fo  holy,and  Co  high  a  feaft,yea  moreouer  it  is  very  commendable  to  condefcend  vn- 
to  this  fentence,  which  is  farrefrom  all  error  that  doth  prciudice  the  faith,&  from  all  fellowship 
with  shamefull  finne .  Wherefore  the  matter  being  brought  to  this  palTe ,  embrace  this  deerc 
with  willing  mindes  as  an  heauenly  &  moft  godly  commaundement.for  whatfoeuer  is  decree- 
ed  in  the  holy  councels  of  Bishops,  the  fame  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  will  of  God.  Wherefore 
when  you  haue  certified  al  our  welbeloued  brethren,ofthe  canons  of  this  councel,thc  fentence 
already  layd  downe,&  themaner  of  celebrating  the  moft  holy  feaft,  it  is  your  parte  to  approue 
the  fame, and  ducly  to  obferue  itrthat  as  foone  asl  can  perceaue  the  right  difpofition  of  you  all, 
the  which  of  long  tymc  I  haue  defircd,  I  may  vpon  one,and  the  Cclfe  fame  daye ,  together  with

Euen  asfwelbeloued  brothcrjl  haue  learned  ofatruth,and  am  fully  perfwaded,  that  all  of  Conftan- 
Churches  from  the  fundations,are  either  through  negligence  gone  to  decay,  or  through  "?c  vni°  Ett 
feare  of  the  dauger  that  was  like  to  enfue  haue  bene  lelfe  rcpayred  then  they  should  haue  bene,  p^j^ 
yea  vnto  this  prefent  daye;by  reafon  of  the  grieuous  maladye  of  fpite,and  great  tyrannye  exer- 
cifed  vpon  the  Sain&es  ofGod,and  the  feruants  of  our  Sauiour  lefus  Chrift:  fo  now  liberty  be- 
ing rcftored  vnto  all  men,and  that  dragon,and  perfecutor  Lici/tmns  being  foyled,&  the  directi- 
on of ecclefiafticall  affayres  remouedfrom  the  difpofition  ofthe  vulgar  fort,bytheprouidence 
of  Almighty  God  &  the  vigilant  labor  of  our  miniftery ,  I  fuppofe  that  the  power  and  might  of 
God  is  made  manifeft  vnto  all  men,&  that  they  which  fell  by  reafon  offeare,  or  incredulitie,or 
other  infirmitie  whatfocuer3in  as  much  as  nowe  they  acknowledge  the  true  God  in  deede,will 
repent  and  returne  vnto  the  true  and  right  way .

So  bountifully  was  thegoodntsofourSauiour,  shewed 
tine  vnto        ^-^  towards  vs,that  no  tongue  is  able  for  the  worthines  thereof,  fufneiently  to  exprefle  this 
Macarius,      prefent  miracle :  that  the  pleadgc  or  monument  of  his  moll  blcfl'ed  paffion,  which  of  Jate  laye 
concerning     j^jj  jn  ^  bowells  of  the  earthe  the  fpace  of  fo  many  yeares ,  shoulde  at  length  be  reuealcd 
chre  of  our     vnto  mc  fefUants  of  God.being  fet  at  libertic ,  after  conquering  of  the  common  and  gencrall  c- 
Sauiour  feud  nemie :  it  farre  exceedeth  all  humane  fenfe,and  capacitie  of  mans  vvitt .

fuch  force,and  fo  farre  exceedeth  the  lenfe  and  capacitie  of  mans  nature :  as  cclcftiall ,  and  di- 
uine  thinges,doe  palfe  humane  and  worldly  affaires .  Wherefore  this  isalwayesmy  principall 
and  oncly  marke  to  shoote  at,that  eucn  as  the  true  fayth  rcuealeth  her  felfe  dayly,  by  newe  arrd

thereunto,as  reafon  did  requirejboth  tolde  me,who  he  was,and  what  iniury  he  had  done  vnt 
him.l  truely  did  neyther  talke  with  him  at  that  time,  neyther  reafon  of  any  circumftance.  An 
when  he  entreated, that  I  wouldegeuehim  thehearing.Iwasfofarre  from  it,  that  with  the  de- 
nial!,I  had  almoftcaufedhim  to  be  fentpacking,with  rough  entertainment .  Hisfute  was  no- 
thing elfe,but  that  all  you  might  be  brought  thither,to  the  ende  he  might  in  our  prefence  expo- 
ftulate  face  to  face  with  you,the  iniurie  he  fufFred  nc  ceffity  driuing  him  thereunto .  The  which 
fute  of  his  feeminge  very  reafonable  vnto  me ,  and  the  feafon  alfo  requiring  the  fame :  made 
me  very  willing  to  write  this  vnto  you  ,  that  all  you  being  already  affembled  atTyrus,  shoulde 
forthwith  haften  vnto  my  campe :  and  iuftifie  in  my  prefence(whome  you  will  not  denye  to  be 
the  right  feruant  of  God)your  right,  and  fyncere  iudgement ,  and  fentence  in  this  behalfe .  For 
peace  raigneth  euery  where  through  my  religious  worshiping  of  God :  And  the  name  of  God 
is  deuoutly,and  reuerently  extolled  of  the  Barbarians  them  felues ,  who  vnto  this  day  were  ig- 
norant of  the  trueth .  euery  man  knoweth  that  he  which  is  ignorant  of  the  trueth ,  is  alfo  igno- 
=•'  rant  of  God. But  the  Barbarias  through  my  induftrieTtHat  (as  I  fayd  before)  am  a  rightvvorshi- 
per  of  God :  came  to  the  knowledge  of  God, and  learned  to  ferue  him  in  holines ,  whome  they 
perccaue  in  all  thinges,with  the  carefull  eye  of  his  diuine  prouidcnce,to  defende  me.This  thing 
moued  them  at  the  nrft,to  tafl:  of  the  trueth  in  Chriit,  whome  alfo  for  the  awe,and  loyaltie  they 
owe  vnto  our  imperiall  fcepter ,  they  ferue  vprightly :  but  we ,  which  woulde  feemefl  will  not 
fay  to  obferuejnay  to  maintayne  the  facred  and  holy  my  fteries  of  his  Church ,  doe  pra<5tife  no- 
thing elfe  but  that  which  breedeth  difcorde,and  difcention,and  to  be  short,that  which  tendeth 
to  the  vtter  ouerthro  we,and  deftru6tion  of mankinde.But  fee  that  you  come  vnto  vs(as  I  faydj 
with  fpeede,perfwadingyour  felues  of  this,that  our  mind  is,  as  much  as  in  vs  lyeth,firft  of  all,  to 
maintayne  foundly,  without  corruption  all  that  is  concayned  in  holy  Scripture :  fo  that  no  ble- 
mish of  fclaunder  or  infamy  may  redounde  thereunto :  abandoning ,  wearing  away,  and  roo- 
ting out,all  the  rotten  a duerfarics  of  chriftian  religion,vvho  vnder  color  of  Chri  Irian  profeflio 
haue  crept  in  &  fowed  in  the  Church  of  God  fundry  blafphemous  fe£tes  &  heretical  fchifmes.

dealing  oflewde  men(for  bloodefuckers  and  cruell  beaftcs ,  fought  to  bercue  him  of  his  life,) 
his  innocent  perfon  shoulde  of  neceflltie  be  conftrained,to  take  his  deaths  wounde.V  Vherfore 
to  the  ende  he  might  auoyde  the  malice  of  thefe  difpitefull  men, he  was  taken  as  it  were  out  of 
their  iawes  which  menaced  him,  &  commaunded  to  Hue  vnder  my  dominionjwhercf  though 
his  excellent  vertue,miniftred  vnto  him  from  aboue,wey  nothinge  at  all  the  greuous  cafualties 
of  aduerfity)eucn  as  in  the  city  helmed  before,he  may  haue  plenty,  &  want  no  neceifarycs/or 
the  maintenance  of  his  porte.Therefore  when  as  our  Lorde,  and  my  father  of  famous  memory, 
fonflantme  the  Emperour  had  purpofed  in  his  mind  to  haue  rcftored  him  a  Bishop,  to  his  owne 
feae  and  proper  feate,the  which  he  enioyed  among  you,  that  arcknowen  to  bearegreate  zeale 
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to  godlincs :  and  being  prcuented  with  death(as  it  farcth  with  mankind)  before  he  coulde  ac- 
complishc  his  defire.I  thought  it  verely  my  parte  and  duety,to  execute  the  intent  of  fo  godly  an 
Emperoure.VVuh  what  eftimation  and  reuerence  I  haue  cntertayned  the  man,he  shall  reporte 
with  his  owne  mouth,  after  his  returne  vnto  you*  Neither  is  it  to  be  maruellcd  at  all, that  I  she- 
wed him  fuch  curtefie.For  me  thinkes  I  fawe  in  him  the  great  longing  ye  had  for  him,and  I  be- 
helde  alfo  the  fatherly  reuerence  and  grauity  of  the  man  himfelfe,all  which,moued  me  not  a  Ii- 
tle  thereunto,  nay  throughly  perfwaded  me .  God  of  his  goodncs(welbeloued  brethren)  haue

VVc  belceue  alfo  in  the  holye 
Ghoft,  that  is  in  the  Comforter,  vvhome  Chrift  promifed  to  fendehis  Apoftlcs  after  his 
afcention  into  heauen,  vvhome  alfo  he  fent  for  to  teache,  and  Jeadc  them  in  all  thynges, 
by  vvhofe  meanes,  the  foules  of  them  which  faithfully  belceue  in  him,  arefanctified.  who- 
foeuer  therefore  dare  prefumeto  athrmc:  that  the  fonne  had  his  beginningeof  nothinge  :or 
of  any  other  lubftance  then  the  Fathers:  or  that  there  was  a  tyme  ,  or  a  vvorlde  ,  when  he 
was  not:  thefe  the  holie  and  Catholicke  churche  doth  holde  for  accurfed.  In  like  mancr 
fuch  as  fayc  that  there  are  three  gods  :  or  that  Chrift  was  not  God  from  the  beginninge: 
or  that  he  is  neyther  Chrift ,  neythcr  the  fonne  ot  God  :   or  that  there  is  neyther  Father, 
neyther  Sonne,  neyther  holie  Ghoft  :  or  that  the  fonne  is  vnbegotten  :  or  that  the  Father 
begatt  not  the  fonne  of  his  ovvne  wyll  andpurpofe.-  thefe  the  holie  and  Catholicke  church 
doth  holde  for  accurfed.  Neyther  can  it  be  vttered  without  blafphemie,  that  the  fonne  had 
his  beynge  of  nothinge  ,  in  fo  much  there  can  no  fuch  thinge  be  founde  of  him  in  ho- 
lie fcripture.  Neyther  doe  we  learne  that  he  had  his  beynge  of  any  other  preexiftent  fub- 
ftance,  befydes  the  fathers,  but  that  he  was  truely  begotten  of  God  the  father  alone.  The 
holie  fcripture  teachethvs  that  the  father  ofChrift  is  and  was  one  vnbegotten,  and  without 
beginning.  Neythermay  we  fafeJy  aflfirme  without  teftimonic  of  the  facred  fcripture,  that 
there  was  a  tyme  when  he  was  not ,  as  though  we  shoulde  imagine  or  forethinke  in  him,any 
temporall  fpace  :  butwehauetoconceaue  and  comprehende  in  our  mindes  ,  God  alone, 
which  begatt  him  without  tyme.  For  tymes  and  vvorldes  were  made  by  him.  Neither  can  ere 
other,  the  father  or  the  fonne  properly  be  fayde,  ioyntly  to  be  without  beginninge ,  and  ioynt- 
ly  without  begettinge :  but  as  we  knowe  the  father  alone  to  be  without  beginninge,  incom* 
prchenhble ,  and  to  haue  begotten  the  fonne,  after  an  incomprehenfible,  and  an  intelligible     /^nfs~\/''' 
maner:fo  vvc  vnderftande  the  fonne,  to  haue  bene  begotten  before  all  worldes;andnotto  be     Sst?«*>  \J 
vnbcootteii  after  the  fame  maner  with  the  father,  but  to  haue  had  a  beginninge,  the  father 
which  begatt  him  ,  fortheheadeofChrift,isGod.  When  weconfefTc  three  thinges  ,  and  l-Cmntl>-ll> 
three  perfons  accordi  nge  vnto  the  fcriptures ,  to  wete :  of  the  father ,  of  the  fonne ,  and  of  the 
holie  Ghoft,  vvc  doe  not  therein  allowe  of  three  gods.  For  we  acknowledge  one  onely  God, 
perfect  and  abfolute  of  him  felfe,  vnbegotten,  without  beginninge,  inuifible,  the  father  of 
the  onely  begotten  fonne,  who  alone  of  him  felfe  hath  his  beynge  ,  who  alfo  alone  miniftreth 
aboundantly  vnto  all  other  things  their  beyng.  And  when  as  we  aflfirme  one  God  the  father  of 
our  Lorde  Iefus  flinft,  to  be  onely  vnbegotten,  we  doe  not  therefore  deny  Qorisl  to  haue  bene 
God  from  euerlaftinge  ,  as  the  followers  of  Taulus Samofiztenus  dyd,  which  affirmed  that  Thehcrefie 
by  nature  he  was  but  onely  and  bare  man ,  after  his  incarnation  by  profitinge  and  forwardnes  of  PaulusS3- 
to  haue  bene  made  God.  We  knowe  though  he  be  fubie6t  to  the  father  and  to  God,  that  he  mo,atcnus• 
is  God  of  God  begotten  accordinge  vnto  nature,  that  he  is  both  a  perfect  and  true  God  ,  and 
not  made  God  afterwardesof  men  :  but  that  accordinge  vnto  the  wyll  of  God  the  father  he 
was  incarnate  for  our  fakes ,  ncuer  afterwardes  lofinge  his  diuinitie.  Morcouer  we  deteft  and  The  word  of 
abhorre  ,  and  holde  them  for  accurfed,  which  aflfirme  that  the  fonne  of  God  is  the  onely  and  God,sno< 
naked  vvorde  of  God ,  without  fubftance,  but  after  a  fayned  and  imaginatiuc  fort  in  an  other:  uy  wol(j    •" 
and  one  vvhyle  doc  terme  him  the  vvorde  as  vttered  by  the  mouth:  an  other  vvhyle  as  inclofed 
inthemindeoffomeoncorother:  For  they  confeffe  not  that  etim^ri/?,  who  is  Lorde,  the 
fonne  of  God  ,  the  mediator,  the  image  of  God  was  beforev^vvorldes  :  but  that  he  was 
Cbrtft  and  the  fonne  of  God  from  that  tyme,  fince  which  ("novve  full  foure  hundred  yeares 
agoe)hetooke  our  fleshe  of  the  Virgine.  They  wyll  haue  the  kingdome  of  (thrift  from  that 
tyme  to  haue  his  beginninge  :  and  after  the  confummation  of  the  vvorlde,  and  the  dread- 
rull  dayc  of  iudgement,  to  haue  his  endingc.  The  authors  of  this  abhominablc  herefieare 
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j.  ...  thcLMarce/Hans ^hotinians ^nsfncyrogalatiMs ,  who  therefore  difproue  the  eflence  and  di- 
Photinians!'  uinitie  of  Chrift ,  which  hath  bene  before  all  worldes,  and  likevvife  his  kingdome  which  hath 
Ancyrogala-  noende:  becaufetheypretende  theeftablishingeof  amonarchie.But we  knowe  him, not  for 
nans.  a  fimple  vttered  worde,or  as  it  were  inclofed  in  the  minde  of  God  the  father:but  for  the  liuing 

word,God,fubfiftinge  of  him  felfe,the  fonne  of  God  and  Chrift:and  not  to  haue  bene  with  his 
father  before  the  worlds  by  onely  prefcience,  to  haue  bene  conuerfant  and  miniftred  vnto  him 
for  the  framing  and  finishing  ofcueryworkeofvifibleorinuiliblethingsrbut  to  haue  bene  the 
Worde  in  deede,  together  with  the  father ,  and  God  of  God.  for  this  is  he  vnto  whome  the  fa- 
Geti.i.2.        t^ev  fayde :  Let  vs  make  man  after  our  ovvne  image  and  fimilitude :  who  appeared  in  his  pro- 
E  Tod  10  io.    Per  person  vnto  the  fathers  of  olde :  gaue  them  the  lawe :  fpake  by  theprophets:  lafte  of  all  bc- 
Hebr.i.  came  man :  made  manifeft  his  father  vnto  all  men,  and  raygnethworlde  without  ende.  Ney- 

ther doe  we  beleue  that  Chriftreceaued  his  diuinitie  of  late,  butthathevvasperfeel  from  ail 
Sabellians.      aeternitie,and  like  vnto  the  father  in  all  things.  Such  as  confounde  the  fathcr,the  fonne,  and  the 
holie  Ghoft.and  impioufly  imagine  three  names  in  one  thinge,and  in  one  perfon,not  without 
iuft  caufe  we  forbidde  them  the  church,becaufe  they  appoy  nt  the  father,  who  is  incomprehen- 
fible,and  impatible,by  incarnation  to  be  bothcomprehenhble,  and  patible.  Ofwhich  hcrefie 
Patropaflias.  are  the  TatropAjfiansSo  called  of  the  Romaines5bur  ofvs  Sa.beihans.'Wc  knew  of  certainty  the 
father ,  which  fent  his  fonne  to  haue  continewed  in  the  proper  nature  of  his  immutable  diuini- 
tie :  the  fonne  which  was  fent  so  haue  accomplished  the  difpofed  order  of  his  incarnation.  In 
like  maner  fuch  as  fay  impioufly  and  blafphemoufly ,  that  Chnft  was  begotten  neyther  by  the 
counfell,  neyther  by  the  will  of  the  father,  attributinge  to  God  the  father  a  counfell  tyed  to  ne- 
ceffitie,and  an  evTenceintangled  with  the  want  of  free  will,  fo  that  he  begatt  the  fonne  ofco- 
pulfion :  them  firftof  all  we  hold  for  accurfed  creatures,and  farre  eftraynged  from  the  trueth  in 
Chrift :  becaufe  they  prefume  to  publishe  fuch  doctrine  of  him ,  both  contrary  to  the  common 
notions  &  vnderftanding  we  haue  of  God ,  and  alfo  repugnant  with  the  fenfe  and  meaning  of 
the  facred  fcripture  infpired  from  aboue.  V  Ve  knowe  that  God  is  of  his  owne  power,&  that  he 
eriioyethhis  free  will,andwe  belcue  godly  and  reuerently  that  he  begat  the  fonne  of  his  owne 
Trouerb.8.      accord,&  free  will.  We  beleue  &  that  godly,which  is  fpoken  of  him:  The  Lordc  made  me  the 
beginning  of  his  wayes,for  the  accophshing  of  his  works,  yet  we  vnderftand  not  that  he  wasfo 
made  as  other  creatures  &  other  things  were  framed. For  that  is  impious  &  farre  fro  the  faith  of 
the  catholicke  church,  to  liken  the  creator  vnto  the  creatures  which  he  shaped:  or  to  thinke  that 
he  had  the  like  maner  of  begetting  with  other  thinges  of  different  nature.  The  holy  fcriptures 
do  informe  vs ,  onely  of  one  onely  begotten  fonne,  vnfainedly  and  truely  begotten.  Moreouer 
when  as  we  fay  that  the  fonne  hath  his  being  of  him  felfe,  that  he  liueth  &  fubfifteth  in  like  fort 
with  the  father:  for  all  that, we  feuer  him  not  from  the  fathcr,neithcr  do  we  im agine  corporall 
wife,  certaine  fpaces,  and  diftance  betwene  their  coherencie.  For  we  beleeue  that  they  loyne 
together  without  paufe  or  diftance  put  betwene,and  that  they  can  not  befeuered  afundenfo 
that  the  father  comprifeth ,  as  it  were  in  his  bofome,  the  whole  fonne :  and  the  fonne  is  ioyned 
and  fattened  to  the  whole  fathcr,and  refteth  continewaIly,oncly  in  his  fathers  lappe.  We  be- 
leeue furthermore  in  the  abfolute,perfe&,&moftbIeffedTrinitie:and  when  we  call  the  father 
God,&  the  fonne  God,in  fo  doing  we  fay  not;there  be  two  gods,but  one  God,ofequall  pow- 
er &  diuinitie,and  one  perfect  conjunction  ofraygne :  and  euen  as  the  father  beareth  rule  &  ex- 
ercifeth  authoritie  ouer  all  things,  &  ouer  the  fonne:fo  we  fay  that  the  fonne  is  fubieit  vnto  the 
father,  and  that  he  gouerneth  befides  him ,  immediatly  and  next  after  him  all  thinges  which  he 
made:andthat  the  faindts,by  the  will  of  the  fathcr,receaue  the  grace  of  the  holy  Ghoft  aboun- 
dantly  poured  vpon  them. Thus  the  holy  fcriptures  haue  inftrucled  vs,  to  dire6t  our  talke  of  the 
monarchic  in  Chrift.  After  the  aforefayd  briefe  &  copendious  forme  of  faith,  v  vc  haue  bene  co- 
ftrained  to  explicate  &  difcourfe  of  thefe  thinges  at  large:  not  that  we  are  difpofed  vainely  and 
arrogantly  to  contend:but  to  remoue  out  of  the  mindes  of  fuch  men  as  knowe  vs  net,  all  fonde 
fufpicion  &  furmife  coceaued  of  our  cenfure  &  opinion, othervvife  then  trueth  is:  &  that  more'-| 
ouer  all  the  bishops  of  the  Weft, may  eafily  perceaue  not  only  the  fclaunders  of  fuch  as  main-j 
Thebifhops  tayne  the  contrary  opinion,  but  alfo  the  ecclefiafticall  and  Chriftianfaith  of  the  byshops  inha-' 
of  the  Weft  {jjtjnge  the  Eaft ,  confirmed  out  of  the  manifeft  and  vnvvrefted  teftimonies  of  ho!ic  fcripture^ 
wereftayed    r^e  vvmch  the  aduerfaries  are  wont  lewdly  to  interpret.  t£(je  btfljopg  oftlje  uJCflf  cljUlC&CS  affir^

charge  hint  toitb  thefpotte  of  Arianifme?  Sdet^iinu  them  felucs  alfo  are  fottlie  oeceaueo, 
if  theptaUc  bim  fo?  afauourer  of  their  opinion.  TBut  fomc  man  peraouenture  U»pII  fapc ,  that 
%z  feemeo  to  fmell  of  Arianifme ,  in  that  he  bfeo  often  tpmes  in  hist  boohes  this  pbjafe  x 
By  Chrifi.  22thome  31  anfinere,  that  not  onelp  he,  but  alfo  other  ecclefiatticall  U)?iters,pea 
anblfhe  &poftIe  hint  felfe,  *u&o  toas  neuer  once  fufpecteo  to  be  the  autbo?  of  anp  letooe  o* 
pinion,  bfeo  this  ph?afe  before  them,  tohiebUJjote  fuel;  kinoe  of  fpeache,  ano  funojie  other 
fojtes  of  fentences ,  fo?  the  liuefp  fettinge  fo?th  ano  erpjefftnge  of  the  o?oer  ano  maner  of  our  fa* 
uiourshumanitie.  ^uttobat  £#/*£««  thought,  tohetii^/mr  taught  that  the  fonne  bias  a  ete« 
attirc,anD  to  be  accompteo  as  one  of  the  other  creatures,  noujc  ontserffanoe,  fo?  in  his  fir  ft  liooke 
W&tyXfltCMarceUns he  tt)?itetfa  thus  '*  He  alone ,  and  none  other,  is  both  called,  and  is  in  deede 
the  onely  begotten  fonne  of  God.  Wherefore  they  are  worthy  of  reprehenfion,  which  are  not 
ashamed  to  call  him  a  creature,  and  to  fay  that  he  beganne  of  nothinge,as  other  creatures  did. 
Howe  shall  he  be  the  fonne ,  or  after  what  fort  may  he  be  called  the  onely  begotten  of  God, 
when  as  he  hath  fas  they  fay  )  the  fame  nature  with  other  creatures  3  and  is  become  one  of  the 
vulgare  fort  of  men,to  wete :  hauinge  the  like  beginninge  with  them ,  and  beyng  made  parta- 
ker with  them  of  the  creation  which  is  of  nothinge?  But  theholiefcripturesf  iwisj  teache 
vs  nofuch  thingesof  him.^ttD  agapnea  litle  after  hefapeth  t  VVhofoeuer  then  fayeth:  thatthe 
fonne  was  begotten  of  nothinge ,  or  that  the  principal!  creature  beganne  of  nothing :  he  attri- 
buteth  vnto  him  vnaduifedly  the  onely  name  of  the  fonne ,  but  in  very  dcede ,  and  in  trueth  he 
denyeth  him  to  be  the  fonne.  For  he  that  is  begotten  of  nothinge,  can  in  no  wyfe  be  the  true 
fonne  of  God,  no  more  can  any  other  thinge  that  hath  the  lyke  beginninge.  But  the  fonne  of 
God  truely  begotten  of  the  father  him  felfe ,  is  to  be  termed  the  onely  begotten ,  and  the  wel- 
beloucd  of  the  father,  and  fo  he  shall  be  God.  For  what  other  thinge  is  che  budde  or  branche 
of  God ,  then  that  which  refembleth  the  begetter.  Thekingeis  fayde  to  buylde  or  make  a 
cytie,  but  not  to  begette  a  cytie  :  andfbheisfaydetobegette  a  fonne,  but  not  to  buylde  or 
make  a  fonne.  In  refpeel:  of  the  worke  he  wrought,  he  is  not  called  a  Father,  butacunninge 
workeman ,  and  in  refpeft  of  the  fonne  he  begatte ,  he  is  not  called  a  vvorkeman ,  but  a  father. 
Wherefore  the  God  of  all  vniuerfalitie,is  worthely  to  be  called  the  father  of  the  fonne:  yet  the 
iramer  and  maker  of  the  worlde.  Although  it  be  once  found  written  in  a  certaine  place  of  holic 
fcripture:  The  Lord  made  me  the  beginning  ofhis  wayes,for  the  accomplishing  of  his  workes, 
yet(as  I  am  minded  immediatly  to  interpret,) ;it  behoueth  vs  to  skanne  narowly,  and  to  fift  out 
with  diligence3the  fenfe  &  vnderftanding  thereof,  &  not  after  the  maner  of  Marce/lus,with  one 
word,to  shake  thechiefe  principles  of  chriftian  religion,  tfcfaefe  flt  manp  Other  fuch  like reafonS, 
bath  £«/^w7alTeageO  in  his  firfl  bookeagatnir  Marceitus,  to  f  cofutation  of  his  opinion.  3in  his 
thtto  booke  he  hath  erpounoeo  hob)  this  toojo  Made  o?  created  is  to  be  bnoerttooo  as  foHotoeth: 
Thefe  things  being  after  this  fort,itremaineth  that  we  cofider  of  this  fentence.-The  Lord  made 
methc  beginning  ofhis  wayes,for  the  accomplishing  ofhis  works,which  is  no  othetwife  to  be 
taken,  then  the  other  thinges  we  expouded  before.  For  in  cafe  he  fay  that  he  is  made,he  fayth  ic 
not,asifhe  became  fomething,ofnothing:or  that  he  was  made  after  the  felfe  fame  maner  with 
other  creatures ,  of  that  which  is  not  (  as  fome  haue  Iewdely  imagined  )  but  that  he  had  be- 
ynge  and  lyuinge  ,  that  he  was,  and  fubfifted  before  the  foundations  of  the  worlde  were 
layde,  and  therefore  appoyntcd  by  his  father ,  who  is  Lorde  of  all  thinges,  the  prince  of  all 
this  vniuerfalitie :  fo  that  the  worde  Made  in  this  place  is  no  otherwifc  to  be  tsken  ,thcn  e^»- 
poynted,  or  Ordajned.

Conftantius  the  puyfant  &  noble  Empcrour,vnto  Athanafius  the  bishop  fendeth  greeting.our 
finguler  &  wonted  clemency  will  no  longer  fuflfer  thy  fatherhoode,to  be  turmoyled  and  toffed 
with  the  (urging  vvaues  of  the  feas.thc  pietie  which  vvehaue  alvvaies  in  greate  price ,  will  no 
longer  permitt  thy  holines,novve  banished  out  of  thy  natiue  foyle ,  bereaucd  of  thy  fubftance, 
barred  of  all  profperitie,to  wander  through  crooked  and  crofle  vvaies,through  defert  &  daun- 
gerous  contries.

.  Conftantius  the  puyfant.the  mighty  &  noble  Emperour3vnto  the  Bishops  and  Prieftes  of  the 
catholike  church  fendeth  greetingJt  appeareth  euidently,that  Athanajius  the  reuerend  bishop, 
was  not  deftitute  of  the  grace  &  goodnes  of  GocLalthough  by  the  iudgment  &  cenfure  of  m  en 
he  was  iniurioufly  dealt  vyithall,&  vniuftly  condemned  for  a  litle  while :  yet  the  diuine  proui- 
dence  of  almighty  God,the  beholder  of  all  things,pronounced  ofhim  the  iufl-fentece  of  inno- 
cency,fo  that  by  the  will  of  God  and  our  decree,he  recouered  both  his  natiue  foylc,and  proper 
church,where  the  holy  Ghoft  had  afTigned  him  goucrnour.He  is  to  reeeaue  at  our  handes,fuch 
things  as  our  clcmcncy,being  led  by  right  and  reafon  shall  think  conuenient  for  him,fo  that  all 
whatfoeuer  hath  bene  heretofore  decreed  againft  fuch  as  communicated  with  him ,  be  hence- 
forth quite  forgottemthat  all  fufpicionraifed  ofhim,  be  henceforth  remoucd :  &  that  his  clergy 
Creafon  fo  requiring)may  enioy  fuch  liberty,freedome  &  priuiledge  as  they  haue  done  in  times 
paft.Moreouer  of  our  foueraigne  benignity  towards  him ,  we  haue  thought  good  to  adde  this 
alfo,that  as  many  as  are  allotted  into  the  facred  fenate  of  the  clergy,may  vnderftande  of  trueth, 
that  we  haue  grauntcd  fafety  &  good  leaue,to  as  many  as  dcaue  vnto  him ,be  they  Bishops  or 
what  other  degree  foeuer  of  the  clergy,  euery  ons  firme  &  fure  confent  in  this  behalfe,  shaibe  a 
fufficient  figne  or  token  of  his  faithfull  minde  &  purpofe .  We  haue  commaunded  that  fuch  as 
embrace  his  communion,  addicting  them  felues  vnto  the  founder  opinion  &  better  fentence,all 
alike  now,by  our  permiffion.as  heretofore  by  theprouidence  of  God  may  enioye  the  benefitts 
beftowed  vpon  them  from  aboue.

In  as  much  as  vvc  laye  alvvayes  before  our  eyes  your 
good  and  politike  gouern£ment,as  a  marke  to  shoote  ac,or  looking  glafl'c  to  behold  our  ownc 
eitatc,and  feinge  that  you  were  bereued  ofyourByshop  Athanafius ,  a  manapproued  both  for 
founde  learninge,and  honeft  liuinge:we  determined  with  our  felues,  to  lende  him  vnto  you  a- 
oaine.Receaue  him  therefore  honorably,  after  your  accu(tomcdmaner:ioync  him  with  you  as 
an  helper  in  your  prayers  vnto  Godrcndcuer  alvvayes  to  recayne  amongeftyou  cocord  &  peace 
both  nt  foryour  owne  perfons,and  gratcfull  vnto  vs,accordinge  vnto  thelacred  decrees  of  the 
church.For  it  is  not  requi  fit  that  diflentio  &  debate  should  moleft  &  difquiet  the  peaceable  e- 
itat  of  thefe  our  profperous  dayes,Our  defire  is  that  fuch  a  plague  be  purged  farre  from  amogft 
you:  our  requeftis(welbeloued  people  of  AIexadria)that  in  your  prayers,  where  you  crauefaf- 
teryour  woted  cu(tome)the  aid  &  afiltance  ofthe  fpirit  of  God,you  take  Athanafius  for  chiefe, 
or(as  1  fayd  beforc)an  helpento  the  end3according  vnto  your  happy  &  profperous  fuccefle,the 
Hethenishc  nations  as  yet  fnared  with  the  erroneous  feruicc  of  Idols,may  halten  with  moll  wil 
linge  mindes  to  embrace  the  profeffion  of  our  moft  holy  fayth.  VVc  counfcll  you  this  alfo,thac 
you  pcrleuere  in  the  things  we  rehearfed  before.that  you  cntertaine  willingly  your  Bishop^fent 
vnto  you  by  the  mighty  power  of  God  &  our  Iouing  pleafurc:&  that  you  count  him  worthy  all 
curteous  falutatio.For  a  of  furety  this  is  comely  for  you  &  coucnient  for  our  highnes.VVe  haue 
alio  charged  the  iudges  &  gouernours  of  thofe  prouinces  by  our  Ietters,that  they  should  wecde 
all  the  tares  of  fpite  &  cotention,out  ofthe  minds  of  m  ahcious  perfons,&  punish  feuerely  fedi- 
tious  &  bufy  bodies,  wherfore  feing  that  you  vnderrtad  all  thelc  circuftances,that  our  pleafure 
is  agreable  with  the  will  ofGodrthat  we  haue  care  ouer  you  for  the  maintenance  of  concord  & 
vnity:that  we  haue  afligned  punishmente  for  troublefome  and  feditious  perfons.'obferue  dili- 
gently the  things  whiche  are  correfpondent  vnto  the  ordinances  ofthe  church ,  &  the  feruice  of 
God,embrace  this  Athanafms  with  all  honor  &reuerece,&  poure  out  prayers  vnto  God  the  fa- 
ther, who  gouerneth  all  thinges,both  foryour  felues  &  alfo  for  the  Concorde  &  quietenes  ofthe 
whole  world.

Ouf  pleafure  is  moreouer  that  his  clergie  shall  enioy  the  like  franchefre&  liberty,  as  in  times 
paft.we  will  haue  this  comaundement  put  in  vre,as  that  Athanafius  the  bishop  is  rcitored  to  his 
feae.fo  all  the  clergie  of  his  communion,  may  recouer  and  poffeiTe  the  like  libertyeswith  other 
ecclefiafticall  pcrfons,and  fo  bcinge,liuc  at  hartes  eafe.

his  owne  vnto  the  lewd  pra&ifes  which  he  learned  of  them. After  that  the  Eafler  weeke  was  en 
ded,the  virgins  beganne  to  be  clapt  in  prifomthe  Bishops  were  bound  &  led  by  bands  of  foul- 
diersrthe  fatherles  and  widowes  were  difpofleiTed  of  their  houfes :  the  families  were  rifled:  the 
Chriftians  were  violently  trayled  and  lugged  out  oftheir  houfes :  theyr  dores  were  nayled  vp: 
the  clergie  mens  brethernc  were  in  greatedaungerof  theyrcliues,  for  theyr  brethernes  fake.

When  he  found 

ud  a^fCT    t'iere  kut  a  fewc(fot  tne  hower  being  palt  the  greater  parte  was  gone  away)he  comitted  fuchc 

oo    uc  cr  haynous  a6bes  as  became  very  well  his  perfbn.He  fecce  on  fire  a  greace  company  of  fagottes:  he 

made  the  viroins  to  ftande  nigh  the  burninge  flame;he  went  about  to  conftraine  them  to  con- 

fefle  the  Arian  faith.  But  when  he  peceaued  they  woulde  not  yelde ,  and  that  they  deipifed  the 

burninge  heate  of  that  horrible  fire :  he  {tripped  them  ftarke  naked-hc  buffeted  them  about  the 

head  and  the  face,fo  that  of  a  longwhile  after3  they  were  fcarfe  knowen  of  theyr  owne  friendes.    t 

Morcouer  he  tooke  fortie  perfons,  and  plagued  them  with  a  newe  kinde  of  tormet  neuer  heard  / 

of  before.Thcyr  backs  and  fides  were  fo  fcurged  and  rente  with  palme  twigges  ncwely  pluck* 

of  the  treeSjhauinge  on  their  prickinge  knobs.So  that  diuers  becaufe  of  the  (turn  pes  that  ltuc'  e 

in  the  fleshe  of  their  backes,were  conftrained  often  times  to  repayre  vnto  furgions.others  Lme 

not  able  to  endure  fuche  terrible  payne  dyed  of  their  wounds.  As  many  of  the  men, as  remained 

yet  aliue,together  with  the  virgins, were  exiled, and  ledde  by  the  fouldiers  to  Oafis.The  deade 

carkaffes  not  yet  fully  colde,were  denied  the  friendes  ofthe  defeafed :  being  throwen  here  and 

thereandlyingvnburiedffor  that  liked  them  beft)the  fouldiers  hiddc  them, as  if  they  had  bene 

neither  culpable  neither  fauty  in  committinge  fuche  horrible  crimes.This  did  they,hauing  their 

mindes  ouershadowed  with  the  furious  rage  of  frentike  herefie.  And  when  as  the  dearc  friendes 

andfamiliars  ofthe  deade^reioyced  at  the  bold  proteftation  of  their  faith,yetforowed  becaufe 

their  carkalTes  were  not  couered  with  earth :  the  fauadgeimpietie  and  beaftlye  cruelty  ofthefe 

fouldiers,  reuealeditfelfewith  greater  shame  and  infamie.

which  was  ncuer  done  or  heard  of  among  the  Chriftians.  when  they  had  written  fuch  rhings  as  whcre  ^c  yj 
they  thought  necelfarily  to  be  beleucd  of  thcm.they  layd  downe  the  Confulls,the  moneth  and  eth  downe 
the  day:  that  it  might  eafilyappeare  vnto  all  wife  men,  their  faith  not  to  haue  bene  before  the  his  cenfure 
raigne  of  Confiantius.  Euery  one  ofthemhauingcrefpeit  vnto  their  ovvne  hereticall  do&rine,  of1116""*1* 
haue  lavdc  downe  their  feuerall  cenfures.  Furthermore  when  they  take  penne  in  hand  to  pro-  condemning 
nounce  what  they  thinke  ofthe  Lorde^  thejr  Koame  vnto  them  felues  an  other  Lorde ,  to  vvetc,  lt  for  hercti. 
Con<lam ins.  for  it  was  he  that  opened  them  the  gapp  vnto  impietie.  And  while  they  denied  the  call, 
fonne  of  God  to  be  arternall  (  for  they  fell  into  fuch  outragious  impietie,  they  became  deadly 
foesvnto  the  Chriftiafaithy  yet  they  mtitledVhcEmperourfempiternall.  But  peradueture  they 
tooke  example  ofthe  holie  prophets ,  who  noted  vnto  vs  the  times  they  lyued  in,  for  to  intitle 
their  creeds  with  the  names  ofConfulls.  Ifthey  prefumeto  alleage  them  as  a  prchdent  to  their 
doynges,they  are  foully  deceaued,and  bewray-very  much  their  ownc  ignorance  and  folly.  For 
though  the  Prophets  made  mention  ofthe  tymes  they  lyued  in ,  as  vve  reade  in  Efay  and  Ofeas, 
who  lyued  in  the  dayes  ofO*ja}Ioathan,  AcbaxyZnd  Ezechia :  as  vve  reade  in  lererr,te,who  pro- 
phecied  in  the  dayes  of ■' hjia :  as  vve  reade  in  Ez,cchie/ 8c  DaMe/3\\ho  florished  vnder  the  raigne 
of  Cyrus  &  Darius:  and  as  vve  find  in  other  prophecies  reuealed  vnto  the  world  at  other  times ;    c-^^Q 
yet  vvere  not  they  the  firlt  founders  ofthe  fcruice  of  God  &  facred  religion.  It  was  long  before 
their  times,it  vvasTrom  euerlafting,  it  was  before  xhe  found  acions  ofthe  world  vvere  layd,the 
which  verily  God  him  felfe ,  by  Chrift  hath  prepare^for  vs.  The  tymes  when  theyr  fayth  had 
heroriginall.  they  dyd  not  fignifie,  for  there  had  bene  faithfull  men  longe  before  them:  but 
thofe  were  the  dayes  when  fuch  promifes  of  God  &  prophecies  of  thinges  to  come  were  prea- 
ched by  them.T  he  promifes  verily  concerned  chiefly  the  incarnati  6  of  our  fauiour:  the  circum- 
ftances  thereof  and  fuch  thinges  as  vvere  annexed  therevnto,  fignified  plainely  the  thinges  that 
should  happc  both  to  Iewes  &  to  Gentils.Moreouer  in  the  aforefayd  fpecifled  times3their  faith 
fas  I  fayd  before)had  not  her  firlt  foundatio  &  beginning  but  the  prophets  the  felues :  for  they 
liuing  the  foreshewed  fuch  things  to  come.But  thefe  our  fbuthfaiers,  neither  writing  of  ftories, 
neither  prcphecying  of  things  to  come  do  \\'iitc)Thi*fiithohckefaitb'tra4pub/ifoccl:add'ing  im- 
mediatly  thcrvnto  the  names  ofthe  Confulls,  the  moneth  ofthe  yearc,&  the  day  of  the  weeke. 
Euen  as  the  holy  men  of  old  haue  declared  both  the  times  ofthe  matters  they  wrote  of,  and  the 
yeares  oftheirowne  minifterie:  fo  thefe  men  haue  noted  vnto  vs  the  dayes  when  their  faith  firft 
beganne.I  would  to  god  they  had  on  ly  written  their  owne  belicfe,for  now  they  haue  afligned 
an  originall  or  beginninge  of  theirfaith,  and  they  fall  a  reafoninge  ofit ,  as  if  it  had  neuerbene 
heard  of  before.!  hey  write  not,  Thu  0  cur  bekcfc,  but  in  this  fort,7"^  Catholtcke  faith  ivaspu- 
bltfbcd.\ 'Vhcrforc  their  bold  &  prclupteous  enterprife  bewraicth  their  barren  &  witles  braiucs: 
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and  their  nevvefounde  faith  is  no  othervvife,  inplaynewordes,  then  the  Arian  herefie.  Sa 
they  wrote,  then  they  beganne  to  belceue,  from  that  ty  me  forth  they  determined  to  reuealc 
Luc.z.  theyr  faith  in  no  other  fenle  then  we  reade  in  Luke  the  Euangelilt:  There  was  geuen  out  then 

a  commaundement  from  ssfnguFttts  C<e(ar ,  that  the  whole  vvorlde  should  be  taxed. that  com- 
maundement was  not  geuen  before,  but  then  tooke  place  from  thofe  dayes  forth  ,  and  was 
published  by  him  which  wrote  it.  So  when  thefe  men  doe  wryte:  Thisfatth  is  nowe  publtjhed, 
they  shewc  theyr  errour  newly  inucntcd,  and  not  to  haue  bene  before.  But  if  they  addethe 
wox&zCathohcke,  they  plunge  them  felues  vnvvares  in  the  hercticall  pudle  of  the  Cataphry- 
gians :  fo  that  they  finge  after  theyr  note :  The  Chrtsltanfatth  was  reuealed  vnto  vs ,  The  Chri- 
stian faith  beganne  of  vs.  And  as  they  tooke  CMaximtlU  zxidCAfontanus  for  theyr  Lorde,  fo 
thefe  men  intteedeofChrifthauechofen  Conftantius.  If  the  fayih  beganne  in  thofe  dayes,  in 
the  tyme  of  theyr  Confulships ,  what  shall  become  of  the  auncicnt  fathers  and  blefled  mar- 
tyrs? What  shall  become  of  them,  vvhome  thefe  men  them  ielues  inftru&ed  in  thefayth, 
and  departed  this  Iyfe  before  thefe  Confulls.?  Howe  shall  they  rayfe  them  from  thedeade,  to 
roote  out  of  theyr  mimics  their  former  religion,  and  to  plant  afreshe  their  late  inuention  of 
faith?  They  are  fo  fenfeleffe  andfo  voydeof  vnderltandinge  ,  that  they  can  doe  nought  clfe 
faue  forge  out  fayned  caufes :  the  which  beynge  as  rhcy  are  both  fonde,flender,  &  vpon  flip-

EmDcrour  °  v  vho  isthe  prote£tour  of  your  empire,  &  the  coferuer  ofyour  heal  ch.Itfeemed  very  abfurd\nay 
Conftantius.    vve  thought  it  an  haynous  orTence^to  alter  ought  ofthe  things  that  were  rightly  and  reuerently 
decided:  but  efpecially  to  intermedle  with  the  canons  ofthe  NiceneCouncell,  fo  exquilitely 
handled,  &  fo  throughly  fifted  out  by  the  ayde  &  fuccour  ofyour  father  of  famous  memory  the 
Emperour  Qonfiantine:  the  fage  doctrine  &  graue  cenfures  of  which  councellpearced  the  eares 
&  hath  bene  priced  in  the  minds  of  all  peoplerby  whofe  only  force  it  came  to  pafle  that  the  he- 
refie of  Arms  was  foyled  &  ouerthrovven  ,by  whofe  meanes  alfo  not  only  this^but  all  other  rot- 
ten here  lies  whatfoeuer  are  rooted  out.

our  coiitries  &  dominions  vnder  hcaucn.But  of  the  contrary  thofe  nnferable  men  &  bewitched  The  lewdc 
mindeSjCaried  away  with  a  furious  kind  ofmotion,ha»ie  gone  about  to  proclayme  them  felues  beluuioutof 
authors  &  preachers  of  v\  icked  doctrine  vnder  colour  of  well  doing,  &  to  oucrthrowe  the  right  ,iic  Anans. 
fincerity  of  the  trueth.For  as  foone  as  the  coucel  at  your  comaundementmet  together,they  laid 
wide  open  their  cocealed  fraudc  &  couered  deceat :  as  foone  as  alfo  they  perceaued  Germanin«t 
Auxenttwfii  O»;#,whohad  brought  difcord  &  diflencio  into  the  church  of  god,to  be  in  all  re- 
fpeefs  iikeaftec"tionedwiththe,they  allayed  through  wiles  &  wilful  aflebIics,toe(rablishfome 
nouelty.whofe  doctrine  &  opinio,  though  but  oi>e  in  name,  yet  in  number  it  far;e  exceeded  the 
hcape  of  all  blafphcmies.But  when  as  they  fawc  they  would  not  cleaue  vnto  their  opinion,nei- 
ther  condefcend  vnto  their  levvde  pracfifes:  they  tranfported  them  fclues  into  our  fide,as  if  they 
had  determined  to  fubfenbe  vnto  the  contrary  doctrine,  but  not  long  after  their  cankred  minds 
were  knowe  well  mough.  VVherfore  that  the  quiet  eftate  ofthc  church  may  not  be  toiled  with 
fuch  waues  of  troubllome  difletion:  that  all  be  not  fet  on  tumults  &  vprores:  it  feemed  very  nc- 
cefTary  vnto  vs  to  ratifie  the  decrees  confirmed  of  olde,inuiolabIy  to  conferue  them,&  to  forbid 
thefe  men  our  comunion.  For  this  caufe  haue  we  fent  legats  with  our  letters  vnto  your  maiefty, 
ofwhomeyou  may  vnderftandthe  mind  &  meaning  ofthecoucell-.whome  alfo  we  haue  char- 
ged firlr  of  all  to  proue  the  manifeft  rrueth  by  autority  &  teflimony  of  old  &  auciet  lawes  wifely 
decrced,&  to  ope  vnto  your  indifferet  cenfure  &  iuft  fentece  notfas  Vrfactus  &  Valens  affirmed) 
that  quietnes  shouldc  enfue,if  the  canons  lawfully  decreed,  and  aduifedly  decided  shoulde  be 
ouerthrowen(hovv  can  they  pleade  for  peace  which  haue  pearced  through ,  and  broke  afundcr 
the  bonde  of  vnitie)but  that  difcorde  and  debate  shoulde  rife  thereof  not  onely  in  other  cities, 
butalfomtheChurcheof  Rome.  Wherefore  we  humbly  rcqueft  your  maieftie  of  your  gra-  fhe  Bifliopj 
cious  fauour  and  wonted  clemency  to  accept  this  our  mefla  ge,  that  you  permitt  no  noutltie  to  aflemblcd  at 
creepc  into  the  church  of  god  to  the  cotumelieof  fuch  as  already  are  departed  this  life:  but  that  Arimtno  rc- 
you  graunt  vs  licence  and  your  lavvfull  fauour ,  firmcly  to  perfeuere  in  thofe  thinges  which  our  tj"c" thrc": 
auncctors  haue  decreed, in  as  much  as  it  is  euident  vnto  all  men ,  that  whatfocuer  they  did  ,  it  t[  '"|"  ° 
was  throughe  well  aduifed  counccll ,  prudent  confideration,  and  the  ayde  of  the  holy  Ghoff .  rourCor.fta- 
for  the  innouations  of  thefe  men  doe  graffe  in  the  mindes  of  the  faythfull ,  incredulitie :  in  the  tiu$.  i.that 
mindesof  the  vnfaythfull  crueltie.  Alfovvchumb'y  requeftyourhighncs,  that  the  Bishops  hewinkenot

the  godly  procuremct  of  your  father,may  henceforth  be  of  force,  firength  &  vertue.&  that  here-  a  j1?""0"  oi 
after  there  may  rife  no  molefration  vnto  vs  about  thofe  things, that  you  fuffer  vs  not  to  be  bani- 
shed our  churchcs:but  that  bishops  may  be  reliant  with  their  flocke:  that  they  may  enioy  peace 
&  tranquillity  for  prayers  &  deuout  feruice  of  God -that  they  may  pray  cotinewally  for  the  pre- 
feruaticn  of  your  healthc ,  your  empyre ,  and  profperous  eftate,the  which  God  of  his  goodnes 
long  continewe.Our  legats  wil  enforme  you  of  the  fubferiptions  &  the  bishops  namesrthcy  arc 
alfo  of  learning  fufflcient,to  let  you  vnderftand  by  teftimonies  of  holy  Scripture, all  the  circum- 
ftancesofthe  decrees.^ljcfetljmpp  counceHtojot  grfentbntop  Cmperour  bv  ccrtaine  utfljops.

Conftantiut  the  mighty  and  triumphant  Attgitflu* ,  vnto  all  the  Bishops  afTembled  at  Arimi- 
num fendeth  greeting .  Although  it  is  not  vnknowen  vnto  yourholines,that  we  haue  alwayes 
great  care  and  confederation  orthe  diuine ,  the  reuerend,and  facred  religion  of  Chrift :  yet  had 
we  as  yet  no  leafure  to  talke  with  the  twenty  Bishops,whome  your  wifedomes  lent  in  embaf- 
fie  vnto  vs.For  we  haue  hitherto  bene  wholy  occupied  about  the  expedition  we  made  againft 
the  Barbarians.  And  requifite  it  is  (as  you  knowc  very  well)  for  him  thatyvill  deale  in  matters 
ofreligion,  tobevoydeof all^Meju^trou^^ome  affayres.Thereforc  we  haue  willed  the  Bi- 
shops to  wayte  for  our  comming  at  Adrianopolis ,  fo  that  when  we  haue  rightly  difpofed  the 
common  affayres  of  the  publiquewealcwe  may  then  geue  eare  and  wcy  diligently  afterwards 
fuch  things  as  they  shall  lay  before  vs.  In  the  meane  while  let  it  not  grieue  your  wifedomes  to 
expect  their  returne,that  after  their  departure  hence  and  the  bringing  of  our  anfvvere  vnto  you, 
ye  may  finish  and  conclude  fuch  thinges  as  shalbe  for  the  vfe  and  furtherance  of  the  Cathohcke 
Church.roentbe3r>iujop$baoreceauen  tbefe  letter S,tbepn)?otebackeagaine  Dntotrje  Cmpe* 
rout  in  tbtS  fo?te .  We  haue  receaued  your  maiefties  gracious  letters  fmoft  godly  Emperour,) 
wherby  we  gather  you  had  not  fuflficient  leafurefby  reafon  of  the  neceflary  bu  fines  of  the  com- 
mon wealc)to  geue  ourlegats  the  hearing :  moreouer  that  you  geue  vs  in  charge  to  wayte  for 
their  returne ,  vntill  that  your  highnes  of  your  wifedome  hath  deepely  wayed  the  thinges  we 
haue  decreed  and  layde  dovvne  agreeably  vnto  the  canons  and  conftitutions  of  our  auncctors. 
But  novveby  thefc  our  letters  vveproteft  and  allure  yourmaieftye,  that  we  will  in  no  wife 
shrinke  from  our  fentence  and  determination.  We  haue  alfo  charged  and  enioyned  ourlegats 
the  fame.  V  V  herefore  we  humbly  befecch  youyof  our  wonted  clemency  to  voutchfafe  the  rea- 
ding of  thefc  our  fimplc  letters,and  to  take  in  good  parte  fuch  thinges  as  we  haue  enioyned  our 
lcgats.Your  clemency  moreouer  knovveth  as  well  as  we,hovve  heauy  and  hovve  lamentable  a 
cafe  it  is,fo  many  churches  in  the  time  of  this  your  mofl  blefled  raigne ,  to  be  bereaued  of  their 
Bishops.  And  therefore  we  are  humbly  to  craue  againe  and  againe(moft  holy  Emperour)  that 
before  the  sharpe  and  nipping  feafon  of  winter(if  it  fo  feeme  good  vnto  your  highnes )you  wil 
licence  vs  to  returne  home  vnto  our  Churches3to  the  ende  we  may  poure  out  together  with  the 
people  our  accuftomed  prayers  vnto  God  the  father  Almighty  and  to  cur  LordeandSauiour 
Chrift,his  onely  begotten  fonne,for  the  profperous  eftate  ofyour  raigne,euen  as  we  haue  accu- 
ftomed in  times  paft,and  yet  ceafc  not  to  doe.

We  which  by  the  Emperours  cdicl:  mettyeftcrday,that  is  the  fift  of  the  kalends  of  October  at 
Seleucia  in  Ifauria ,  haue  labored  with  all  might  poflible  to  continewe  vnitie  &  agreement  ia 
the  church  of  God-'todifpute&reafon  of  the  faith,  according  vnto  the  facredtcftimonies  of  the 
Prophets  &  euangeliftSiWith  modeft  &  quiet  mindes,as  the  moft  vertuous  Emperour  finftan- 
tius  hath  geuen  vs  in  charge :  &  to  conclude  nothing  for  canons  of  the  Church  which  might  be 
founde  contrary  to  holy  Scripture. but  fcing  there  were  fuch  kinde  of  men  at  the  councell,who 
rayled  at  fbmershutt  vp  fome  others  mouthes:forbade  thefe  to  fpeake:  excluded  the  other  from 
their  c5pany:ioyned  with  them  out  of  diuers  prouinces  certaine  depofed  &  expulfed  perfons  & 
entertained  them  contrary  to  the  old  canon  ofthechurch:thecoucel(asZ<««r/«^the  moftvali- 
ant  captaine  faw,more  is  the  pity,with  his  owne  eiesjwas  all  fet  on  tumult  &  grieuous  diflenti- 
on.VVe  haue  fpoken  thefe  things  to  this  end,that  you  may  vnderftand  we  reie<St  not  the  forme 
of  fayth  that  was  published  &  confirmed  in  the  dedication  at  Antioch :  but  we  bring  forth  rhe 
fame  prefently,fithencethat  weknowefor  fuerty  that  the  fathers  then  agreed  vpon  this  contro- 
uerfie  which  concerned  thefaith.but  in  as  much  as  the  claufes  of  vnity  in  fubftance,  &  equality 
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in  fub(tance,difquieted  the  mindes  of  fundry  men,  not  onely  in  tymes  paft.but  alfo  at  this  pre- 
fent,fo  that  novve  alfo  fuch  as  afbrme  the  fonnc  to  be  vnaequall  to  the  father  arc  fayd  to  be  au- 
thors ofnoueltic :  therefore  haue  vvc  layd  afidcthe  cJaufcs  of  vnitie  and  xqualitie  in  fublrance, 
as  words  not  agreeing  with  holy  Scripture :  alfo  we  accurfe  the  claufe  of  vna?qualitie,and  hold 
all  the  patrons  and  fauorers  thereof  for  excommunicated  perfons.  Wc  confeffe  playnelythe 
likenelle  the  fonne  hath  with  the  fathcr,imitating  the  Apoltle  where  he  faith  of  the  fonne,who 
is  the  image  of  the  muifible  God.  We  proteft  therefore  and  beleeue  in  one  God, the  father  al-   . 
mighty  maker  of  hcauen  &  earth,of  vifible  and  inuiiiblc  things .  We  beleeue  alfo  in  his  fonne  crcctje  an 
our  Lord  lefus  Chri(t,begottcn  of  him  before  all  worlds  without  affection ,  God  the  word, of  Ana  bilhop. 
the  only  begotten  Godrche  light,thc  life, the  tructh,the  vvifedome :  by  vvhome  all  things  were 
made  both  in  hcauen  and  in  earth, be  they  vifible  or  inuihble .  We  beleeue  that  he  in  the  latter 
dayes  tooke  flesh  of  the  blelTed  virgine  Mary,  to  the  ende  he  might  take  away  the  finncs  of  the 
worlde:that  he  was  made  man, that  he  fuflFrcd  for  our  finnes :  that  he  rofe  againe,  afcended  in- 
to the  heauens,fitteih  at  the  right  handc  of  the  father ,  and  that  he  shall  come  againe  with  glo- 
rie  to  iudge  both  the  quicke  and  the  deade.

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fendeth  greetinge.  Although  it  falletb  out  amongeft  you  that  there  is  no  reuerence  geucn  vnto  the  Apoftata 
Alexander  the  founder  of  your  citie,or  (that  which  is  greater)ifye  ftand  in  no  awe  ofthe  great  ?nto  the  in- 
and  moftc  hohe  God  Serapis  :  yet  doe  I  grcatcly  marucll  that  you  were  fo  voyde  of  common  habitants  of 
rcafon,naturall  affedion,and  honelt  ciuilitie  and  thatf  which  with  modeftie  I  may  add  there-  Alexandria, 
vntoj  you  had  fo  little  confideration  of  our  perfon ,  whome  not  onely  the  greate  God  Serapis 
but  alio  all  the  other  godds  haue  thought  vvorthic  to  be  Emperour  ofthe  whole  vvorlde,  vnto 
whome  it  shouldehauc  bene  your  parte  to  haue  had  recourfe  ,  and  to  haue  geucn  vs  the  hea- 
ringe  of  all  fuch  iniurics  vvhatfoeuer  you  had  fultayned  at  the  handes  of  levvde  and  difobedi- 
entperfons.  Butpcraduenture  the  boylinge  heate  of  anger,  and  the  furious  motion  ofthe 
mynde,  ouershado  wed  your  wytts,  and  blynded  your  eyes,  the  which  moft  commonly  be- 
ynge  remouedfromtheieateofreafon,  isvvonttocommitte  fuch  cruell  and  haynous  adtcs. 
And  though  the  fonde  humour  of  feditionfcedmge  on  malice,  was  hyndered  a  little:  yet  for 
all  that  it  brake  out  to  the  contempt  and  ouerthrowe  ofthe  lavves.  You  therefore  feynge 
ye  are  numbred  amonge  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  Alexandria  ,  whome  neyther  rea- 
fon  coulde  pcrfwade  ,  neyther  shame  withdrawe  from  attemptinge  the  thynges  ,  for  .the 
which  you  myght  haueiuftly  detefted  them :  I  charge  you  in  the  name  of  Serapis  tell  mec, 
what  wicked  nende  hath  thusfurioufly  proUokedyou  to  feekethe  death  of  Georgtus  ?  you 
vvyll  faye  peraduenture  he  incenfed  agaynfteyou  the  moll  blefled  Emperour  Conslantiw. 
thar  he  procured  a  bande  of  armed  fouldiers  to  be  brought  into  yourfacred  citie  :  that  the 
LiuetenantofiEgypt  ranfacked  and  kept  from  you  the  moft  holie  temple  of  God  ,  caryed 
away  thence  the  images,the  monuments,  &  glorious  ornaturc  prouidedforthefolemnitieof 
feruice:  and  alio  that  when  you  not  digeftingethofe haynous  acts,  endeuoured  (and  that 
not  without  iuftcaufe)  to  maynetayne  the  quarell  of  your  god  ,  yea  rather  to  retaynethe 
glorious  ornaments  of  your  greate  god,  the  fame  Liuetenantcontrarie  to  allreafon  both  vn- 
iuftly  and  vvyckedly  fett  vpon  you  with  armed  fouldiers  ,who  fearing  more  the  difpleafure  of 
Georgtus  the  byshop,  then  of  ConHantius  the  Emperour,  thought  belt  in  fuch  forte  to  faue 
himlelfe.  For  novve  of  a  longe  whyle  he  had  behaued  him  felfc  more  orderly  and  ciuilly 
then  tyrannically  difpofed  towardes  you.  Forthevvhich  caufes  you  were  incenfed  agaynfte 
Georgtus  the  open  aduerfarie  of  the  godds  ,  and  haue  thus  defyled  with  confpiracic  and 
flaughteryour  holie  citic,  when  as  you  myght  haue  fued  him  in  the  lawe,  and  brought  him 
to  his  tryall,  and  the  fentence  ofthe  Iudges.  In  fo  doinge  this  haynous  offence  had  not  broken 
out  into  bloodshedinge  and  horrible  murther :  but  vvoulde  haue  pacified  the  matter  in  aequall 
ballauncc  and  preferued  you  without  hafme  or  domage:  it  vvoulde  haue  sharpcly  punished 
the  authour  of  fuch  levvde  pra£tifes,and  kept  vnder  all  them  which  not  onely  defpifc  the  gods, 
but  alfofette  at  nought  fuch  noble  cities  and  famous  affemblies,  fuppofingethe  crucltie  they 
exercife  vpon  them  to  be  a  furtherance  vnto  their  power  and  authoritie.  Conferre  this  my  cpi- 
ftle  vvich  that  which  of  late  I  fent  vnto  you, and  weye  diligently  the  difference  betwene  them. 
In  the  former  I  haue  highly  commended  you  ,  but  novve  in  the  later  I  take  the  immortall 
godds  to  vvitnefTe,  whenthatlendeuour  (asductierequirethj  toprayfe  you,  the  horrible 
offence  which  you  committed,  lioppeth  my  mouth,  andftayeth  mypenne.  What?  dareth 
the  fubiedt  as  a  madde  dogge  pull  man  inpeeces  with  his  teeth ?  ought  not  he  be  ashamed  of 
fo  haynous  an  offence?  Is  this  to  purifie  and  clenfe  the  handes ,  andtoholdethcm  vp  ftreat- 
ched  wide  vnto  the  gods,  as  if  they  were  not  polluted  with  the  blemishe  and  infamie  ofmur- 
therf  But  Georgius  had  no  other  then  was  dewe  vnto  his  defert ,  and  peraduenture  I  myfelfe 
might  iuftly  haue  affirmed  that  by  all  ryght  he  shoulde  haue  fuffered  farre  worfe.But  you  will 
fay  ,  that  he  deferucd  it  for  his  dealinge  towards  you :  and  therein  I  am  of  your  opinion.  But  if 
you  fay  that  it  behouedyoutopunishchim,  thatwilllinnowyfegraunte.  You  haue  lawes, 
the  which  ought  greatly  to  be  honored  and  embraced  of  all  men  both  publiquely  andpri- 
uatelv.  But  notwithftandinge  though  it  commonly  fall  out,  that  manie  be  founde  faultie  and 
feuer.ill  trcfpafTors ,  yet  ought  we  to  fauour  the  publique  ftate  ofthe  common  weale ,  to  o- 
bey  the  lawes  ,  and  in  no  wyfc  to  violate  the  auncient  and  godlie  decrees.  Thinkcyour 
(clues  happie  (Oye  people  of  Alexandria)  that  this  haynous  offence  was  committed  by  N'cephoros 
you  in  my  tyme,  for  I  can  not  in  maner  chufe  but  embrace  you  with  brotherly  affection  ,  ,n  ce.de  *p 
partly  for  the  reuerence  I  owe  vnto  God,  and  the  affection  Tbeare  vnto  my  graundfathcr  of  readethVn- 
the  fame  title  with  me,  who  fometyme  gouemed  both  iEgypt  and  your  citie.  For  the  prince  cle. 
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that  vvyll  not  brynge  him  felfe  vnder  the  gyrdle  of  his  fubie<St ,  the  difcrete  and  vpryght  magi- 
strate may  not  vvinke  at  lb  haynous  an  offence  of  the  people,  left  that  neceffitie  conftrayncto 
curefogreeuousamaladievvith farre greater griefe,  and  more  defperatc medicine.  But  I  for 
the  aforefayd  caufes  doe  applie  vnto  thefeyour  fores  moft  gentle  and  tollerable  falues,  to  wetc 
exhortation  and  curteous  language :  vvhcrvnto  I  am  certainely  perfwaded  you  will  yceldc,  if 
you  be  the  men  1  take  you  for,defcendingc  of  the  auncient  frocke  of  the  Grarcians,&  retaining 
in  your  breafts  that  noble  &  valiant  courage ,  hauing  alfo  all  the  properties  of  curteous  and  ci- 
uill  life  (I  fpcake  vnto  you  my  louinge  citizens  of  Alexandriajimpreffed  in  the fecret  clofets  of

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tyrannie  they  exercifed  againft  vs :  but  charge  vs  ( in  their  opinion)  with  a  foule  fpott  and  ble- 
mishe  of  infamie,for  efcapinge  the  handes  of  cutthrotes  and  blooduickers,  yea  they  beshrevve 
them  felues,  thac  they  difpatched  vs  not  out  of  the  way.  Morcouer  to  the  ende  they  may  ftayne 
my  credite  and  animation,  they  fall  to  accufe  me  for  faint  courage,  and  timorous  difpofition, 
being  forgetfull  that  whileft  they  blafed  thefe  thinges  to  my  difpraife ,  they  turned  the  shame 
to  light  vpon  their  owne  pates.  Forif  it  be  a  difcredite  to  flie  the  handes  of  the  tyrant ,  howe 
much  more  to  perfecute  me  vnto  the  dcath.He  that  flieth  feeketh  meanes  to  faue  his  life,but  he 
that  perfecuteth  goeth  about  to  procure  the  others  death.  That  we  shoulde  flie  in  fuch  cafes 
the  fenptures  are  on  our  fide ,  but  in  thurftinge  after  the  bloode  of  our  brother,the  commaun- 
dement  is  broken,  and  the  author  thereof  is  founde  chiefe  caufe  of  the  flight.  Jf  they  blame  a- 
ny  man  for  geuinge  them  the  flippe,they  are  worthie  of  fane  greater  shame  and  reprchenfion. 
For  lett  them  ccafle  from  perfecutinge  and  threatninge  of  death,  then  will  the  other  rcmaine 
{till,  and  not  runne  away.  But  their  fpite  and  malice  hath  no  ende ,  they  doe  nought  elfe  faue 
deuifefeatestobringemenvntodeftruition,  yea  when  they  knowe  full  well  that  the  flight 
of  the  perfecuted  is  a  foule  shame  vnto  the  perfecutours.  For  no  man  flieth  the  gentle  and 
meeke,but  rather  the  cruell  and  wicked  man.  They  that  were  greeued  and  farre  indetted  vnto 
others  3  gaue  Saithhc  flippe ,  and  fledde  vnto  Damd.  Wherefore  thefe  men  goe  about  to  dif- 
patche  luch  as  conuey  them  felues  out  of  their  way,  left  the  lewdncflc  of  Bishops  be  manifeft- 
lyknovven,  without  doubte  herein  they  feeme  to  be  ftarkeblinde.  For  lookc  howe  cuident 
the  flyghtis,  farre  more  apparent  vvyll  theyr  (laughter  and  banishmentes  feeme  vnto  the 
worlde.  If  they  murther  men ,  death  no  doubt  lifteth  her  voyce ,  and  foundeth  out  their  cruel- 
tie  :  if  they  fall  a  banishinge  of  them ,  therein  they  fett  vp  monuments  to  the  remembrance  of 
.their  wicked  doinges.  Had  they  bene  in  theyr  ryghtvvitts,  they  might  haue  eafilie  perccai 
ued  their  owne  follie,  and  them  felues  ouerthrowen  in  their  owne  deuifes.  But  in  that  they 
are  bereaued  of  their  wittcs  and  befide  them  felues,  they  fall  a  perfecutinge  of  others ,  and 
while  they  endeuour  to  mifchiefc  others,  they  perceaue  not  their  owne  malice  and  impietie, 
If  they  reprochefully  charge  them  which  hide  them  felues  from  fuch  as  feeke  their  liues,and  ac- 
cufe them  for  flienge  the  handes  of  the  perfecutor5what  haue  they  to  fay(I  befeche  you)  when 
they  heare  that  Iacob  fledd  from  the  face  of  his  brother  Efau,znd  tha  t  Mofe  s  for  feare  ofPbarao, 
conueyed  him  felfe  to  Madiant  What  haue  thefe  contentious  quarellers  to  faye  vnto  Dauid% 
who  fledd  from  Saul,  which  fent  of  his  garde  out  of  his  houfe  to  flaye  him :  hid  him  felfe  in  a 
caue :  counterfeited  hispcrfon  vntill  that  fubtly  he  had  pail  <tslbimelech  theprieft,and  auoyded 
their  layinge  of  vvaite  for  him  ?  What  anfwere  can  thefe  rashe  bablcrs  geuc ,  when  they  fee 
that  the  greate  prophete  Eliot ,  who  fo  deuoutly  called  vpon  the  name  of  God  ,  and  rayfed  the 
dead, was  faine  to  hide  him  felfe  from  Achaab,  and  runne  away  becaufeof  the  threats  of  Ie- 
z,abel?  For  it  is  written  howe  that  in  thofe  dayes ,  the  fonnes  of  the  prophets  beinge  fought  for, 
hid  them  felues,  and  through  the  helpc  of  sslbdiaf  lurked  in  denns.  VVhat  haue  they  not  read 
thefe  auncientftories?  what,  are  they  ignorant  alfo  of  fuch  thinges  as  the  Euangelifts  haue 
written?  For  theDilciplesfearingethc  Iewes,  ftole  them  felues  fromamongcthem.  More- 
oucrTaul  beyngeatDamafcus  ,  and  fought  out  by  the  gouernour  of  that  countrey,  was 
lett  downeouer  the  wall  in  a  basket,  and  fo  efcaped  the  magiftrate.  Seeinge  that  holic 
fenpture  hath  thus  remembred  the  behauiour  of  holie  men,  what  coulourable  shyfte  can 
they  finde  to  cloke their  impudent  dealinge?  If  they  charge  them  with  timorous  feare,  the 
fault  recoyles  and  lighteth  vpon  their  owne  diftempered  brayne :  If  they  report  it  to  be  contra- 
rie  to  the  will  of  God,  then  are  they  founde  altogether  ignorant  of  the  worde  of  God.  For  it  is 
commaunded  in  the  Lawe ,  that  fancluarics  and  cities  of  refuge ,  shoulde  be  ordayned  for  fuch 
as  were  purfued  to  death  ,  where  after  they  had  fledde  vnto  them ,  they  might  lyue  in  fafe- 
tie.  Furthermore  the  worde  of  the  father  which  in  olde  tyme  fpakc  vnto  CMofes ,  hath 
commaunded  in  thefe  laft  dayes  :  When  they  shall  perfecute  you  in  this  cytie ,  flye  into 
an  other.  And  agayne  :  When  you  fee  (fayeth  Chrift)  the  abhomination  of  defolation, 
mentioned  in  the  Prophete  'Daniel,  ftandingein  the  holie  place,  (he  that  readeth  lett  him 
vnderftande  it  )  then  lette  them  that  be  in  Iudara  ,  flye  vnto  the  mountaynes  :  he  that  is  on 
the  houfe  toppe ,  lette  him  not  come  downe  to  take  ought  out  of  his  houfe :  and  lett  noc 
him  that  is  in  the  fielde  ,  returne  home  for  his  raymente.  The  vvhiche  when  holie  men 
had  learned ,  they  framed  their  trade  of  lyfe  agreeable  therevnto .  For  locke  whatfoeuer 
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the  Lorde  commaunded  at  chat  cyme,  the  fame  he  vttered  by  the  mouthes  of  his  Samites ,  yea 
before  his  incarnation .  And  this  is  the  way  to  perfection ,  for  men  to  performe  that  in  deede, 
which  the  Lorde  commaunded  in  vvorde.  VVhetefore  the  worde  of  God  being  made  man  loljtfi 
for  our  fakes ,  flicked  not  to  hide  him  felfe,  as  we  commonly  doe,  when  he  was  fought  for: 
and  agaync  to  flie ,  to  che  endc  he  might  auoyde  the  confpiracic  of  the  Pharifes  which  perfe- 
cted him.  Forcuenasbypaciencfufterance  of  hunger  and  thurft,  andfuchkindeofmiferies 
he  vvoulde  shewe  him  felfe  to  be  crue  man :  fo  alfo  by  flyinge  away  from  the  face  of  the  ad- 
uerfary.  Moreouer  cuen  from  the  very  cradle  and  fvvadling  clouces ,  asfooneashchadtaken  Masth.i. 
flcsheof  thevirginc,  being  as  yet  but  a  childe  ,  he  gaue  charge  vnto  Ioftpb  by  the  Angell.fay- 
ing;  rife,  take  the  childe  together  with  his  mother  and  flic  into  £gypt,  for  it  will  come  to 
pailechat  Herodc  will  goe  about  to  feeke  the  life  of  the  childe.  Likewife  afterthe  defeafeof  Matth.i. 
Herode ,  when  he  hearde  that  <^4rchelausthc  fonneof  Hf>Wr  raygned  in  hisfteede,  it  plea- 
fed  him  to  goe  afide  into  the  partes  of  Nazareth.  Afterwardes  whenhc  madehimfclfe  ma-  juatth.n. 
nifefttobe  God,  and  healed  the  withered  hande,  the  Pharifes  went  out  and  tookecouncell 
howc  they  might  difpacche  him:  buc  /<y«.r  perceauinge  their  confpiracic,  conueyed  him  fclfe 
from  amonge  them.  Agaync  when  hcreftorcd  Lazarus  to  life,  from  that  dayc  forth  f  fayth  loh.n. 
the  text )  they  tooke  councellhowethey  might  put  him  to  death.  Iefis  therefore  after  that 
tyme  shewed  not  him  felfe  openly  amonge  the  Iewes,  but  departed  vnto  a  folitary  place  ad- 
ioyning  vnto  the  wilderneffe.  Befide  all  this  when  our  Sauiour  auoutched ,  faying :  before  A-  loh.%. 
braham  was ,  I  am  :  the  Iewes  tooke  vp  (tones  for  to  throwe  at  him :  but  the  Lorde  hid  him 
felfe,  and  went  out  of  the  temple,  and  paffing  through  the  middeft  of  the  thronge,  efcaped 
away.  When  they  fee  thefc  examples  (but  they  feeing  as  it  is  written  doc  notice  J  and  be-  Matth.ii. 
thinkethem  feluesof  thefe  presidents,  are  they  not  inwardly  pricked  inconfeience,  when  as 
they  prel'mue  thus  vnaduifedly  to  bolt  out  fentences,and  fit  in  iudgment  both  vpon  the  fayings 
and  doings  of  our  Sauiour  .?To  this  purpofe  was  that  of  Iefus ,  who  vnderftanding  of  the  be-  Matth.14. 
heading  of  John  the  Baptift,and  the  burying  of  his  body  by  his  difciplcs,  tooke  sniping  &wet 
afide  into  a  defert  place.  Thus  the  Lorde  him  felfe  both  did  thefe  thinges,and  taught  the  fame. 
I  wouldcto  God  thefc  men  woulde  now  at  length  be  ashamed  of  their  doings,  andceafee- 
uen  prefently  from  fclaundering  of  true  profeffors :  and  not  proceede  on  further  in  their  furious 
difpofirion ,  charging  yea  ourSauiour  him  felfe  with  timorous  feare  3nd  faint  corage,bIafphe- 
ming  vvith  all  might  themaicftieof  his  bleffed  name .  but  no  man  can  away  vvithfuch  kinde 
of  perfons ,  that  arc  wholy  geuen  ouer  vnto  all  vngracicus  behauiour,  it  may  eafily  be  proued 
that  they  are  altogether  ignorant  what  the  Euangelifts  haue  left  vs  in  writing .  The  caufe  that 
moued  our  Sauiour  to  flie  and  goe  afide  (being  layde  downe  in  the  GofpelI,'feemed  not  one- 
ly  to  be  agreeable  vnto  reafon ,  but  was  in  very  deede  moft  true :  we  therefore  haue  to  conje- 
cture that  the  fame  by  all  hkelyhoode  happened  vnto  all  the  «5ainc"tes  of  God .  for  whatfoeuer 
thinges  are  written  to  hauc  chaunced  vnto  ourSauiour ,  after  the  maner  of  racn.vve  haue  not 
referre  the  fame  vnto  all  mankinde:  info  much  he  tooke  our  nature  vpon  him,  andliuelyex- 
preffed  in  him  felfe  the  humane  affe&ions  of  our  fraile  conftirution :  euen  as  it  is  written  in  the 
Gofpell  after  lohn :  they  fought  to  take  him  but  no  man  laidc  handes  vpon  him ,  becaufe  that  J0L7. 
his  houre  was  not  as  yet  come.  Yea  before  this  came  about ,  he  fayde  vnto  his  mother:  Mine  loh.i.y. 
houreisnotasyctcome.  Hefpakcalfo  vnto  them  that  were  called  his  brethren:  my  tyme  is 
notyetcome.  Agayne  when  the  houre  was  come,  hefaydvntohisdifciples:  flcepeonnovv  Mat*ii'*b- 
and  take  your  reft ,  beholde  the  houre  is  at  hande ,  the  fonnc  of  man  shalbe  betrayed  into  the 
handes  of  fnners.Therefore  neyther  fufrred  he  him  felfe  to  be  taken  before  his  tyme  was  come: 
neythcr  hid  he  him  felfe,  when  the  houre  was  at  hande,  but  yelded  him  felfe  vnto  the  ene- 
mie.  In  likeforte  thcbleffed  Marcyrsinthe  great  heate,  and  troublfome  ftormes  of  perfe- 
ction whiche  often  came  to  paffe,  being  purfuedbymen  flcdde  away,  and  hidchem  fcl- 
uesinfecret  and  folitary  places  ,  but  being  taken  they  valiantly  encountred  vvith  the  aduerfa- 
ries  &  ended  the  combatt  with  martyrdomc^tjefe  tOtVt  ttje ttaflrng  of*yftha»a/tns  lapU  Dotonf 
in  bus  apollogtctljc  toljiclj  l;c  tu?ote  tntlje  Defence  of  tjrs  Departure  from  r^btfyopjtefcemrt;* 
timeofpcrficution. 
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the  Grcckc.  Eufebius  after  the  councell  held  at  Alexandria  was  broken  vp,returnedto  Antiochi 

where  hefounde  the  people  at  variance  by  reafon  that  Taulmus  was  there 

chofen  Bifbopuwdwhen  that  he  coulde  notpreuatle  among 

them  with  exhortations  to  peace  and  vnitie yhe gott 

him  home  to  his  owne  btjhopricksfVercelU.

The  firft  tollerable,  thefeconde  offmale 
honeftie  :  the  firft  to  fee  Greceandthefchooles  that  rlorished  therein:  the  feconde(whichc 
was  more  fecrete  and  kqpwenvnto  fewe)  for  to  confulte  with  fouthfayers  and  facrificers  a- 
bout  his  affayres  in  time  to  come ,  becaufe  it  was  not  then  openly  permitted  for  the  authors  of 
fuche  impiety  to  pra£tife  fuche  Deuehshe  inuentions .  And  I  my  felfe  in  coniefluringe  of  him

▼vardes  proued  to  be  mofte  true .  If  there  were  prefentcly  in  place  any  of  my  familiars  whiche 
hearde  me  thus  diuiningeof  him,Iamfure  they  woulde  teftifie  this  to  be  nootherwife  then

cltablished  in  the  happy  raygne  of  the  holy  Emperour  Conttantine  by  three  hundred  and  eygh-  Libcriusbi- 

teencBishops,the  which  vnto  this  day  haue  bene  continewallyobferued  and  vnuiolablyrctai-     °^ 

ncd.where  the  claufe  ofonefubftance  was  godly  enterlaced  to  the  ouerthrowc  ofthepoifoned 

opinion  of  Anus  far  by  fubferibing  with  our  owne  hands  we  doe  plainly  proteft  that  we  are  of 

no  other  opinion  then  thefe  fathers  were  of:but  that  heretofore  &  prefently  alfo  we  embrace  the 

fame  fai  ih  with  them  &  mind  firmely  to  continew  therin  vnto  our  laft  houre.Moreouer  wc  co- 

demne  Arius,his  deteftableopinion.hisdifciples,  his  complices:the  whole  herefie  of Sabelhus, 

all  the  PatrcpaiTians,Marcionifts,Photinians,Marcellias,&  to  be  short  the  wicked  fcc"t  of  Paw 

lus  Samofatenus .  We  pronounce  thefe  mens  doctrine  for  accurfed  together  with  all  that  holde 

with  them  ,  all  herefies  likewife  which  are  contrary  vnto  the  aforefayd  facred  faith, generally  & 

godly  framed  by  thofe  Ijoly  fathers  aflembled  in  the  city  ofNicc. V  Ve  accurfe  alfo  the  forme  of 
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faith  that  was  repeated  at  the  counccll  of  Ariminum ,  partly  for  that  itrepugneth  the  Nicene 
Creede,&  partly  for  that  diuers  were  fraudulently  brought  to  fubferibe  vnto  the  fame  at  Con- 
ftantinople,through  wiles  &  periury  miftaking  the  title,  for  they  tooke  Nice  a  city  of  Thracia, 
for  Nice  in  Bithynia.The  beliefe  &  faith  we  arc  of,  &  of  them  likewife  vvhofc  legats  we  are,is 
ThcNicene  asfollowcth:VVe  bcleeuein  one  God  the  father  almighty,  maker  of  all  things  vilible  &  inuifi- 
Crccdc  ble,&  in  one  oncly  begotten  God  our  Lorde  lefus  Chrift  the  fonnc  of  God, begotten  of  the  fa- 
ther,that  is  of  the  fubltance  of  the  father:God  of  God,Iight  oflightrvery  God  of  very  God  be- 
gotten  not  made.being^>f one  fubftance  with  the  father  by  whom  all  things  were  made, either 
in  heauen  or  in  earth,who  for  vs  men  &  for  our  faluation  came  downe  from  heauen,  was  incar- 
nate &  made  man,he  fuffred  &  rofe  againe  the  third  day,he  afcended  into  heauen  &  shall  come 
againc  to  iudge  both  the  quicke  &  the  dead.  And  we  bdeue  in  the  holy  Ghoft.fuch  as  fay  there 
was  a  time  when  he  was  not :  or  that  he  was  not  before  his  incarnation :  or  that  he  hath  his  be- 
ing of  nothinge:  orthatheconfiftethof  any  other  eflence  or  fubftance  then  of  the  fathers:  or 
that  the  lbnne  of  God  is  conuertible  and  mutabkyhem  I  faycthe  holy  and  Catholick  Churche 
vnder  heauen  doth  holde  for  accurfed.I  Enftathttu  bishop  of  Sebaftia,'7"6f  ophilw  &  SUuarnu le- 
gats of  the  councells  of  Lampfacum,Smyrna,  v/ith  others,haue  voluntarily  with  our  owne  pro- 
per hands  fubferibed  vnto  all  the  premifles  &  to  euery  parcell  within  comprifed.  If  any  man  af- 
ter this  our  protcftation  commenfc  any  fute  or  accufe  either  vs  or  them  whichc  fent  vs ,  let  him 
come  with  your  holinefle  letters  vnto  ibme  of  the  catholick  Bishops  whome  you  thinkc  beft,& 
there  pleadc  with  vs  in  their  prefence  &  fo  let  the  punishment  light  vpon  his  heade  that  is  faul-

Vnto  our  wrelbeloued  brethren  and  fellowbishops  HjthittStCyritlttsflyperechiWyVramHSyHe- 
ron,ElptdttuiMaxi7KHiyEufebins.>EHC*rpiHsiHeortaJiut  e^r.vnto  all  the  Catholick  bishops  ofthe 
Eaft  churchcy.Libe  rim  Bishop  of  Italy  together  with  other  Bishops  ofthe  Weft  fendc  greeting 
alwaies  in  the  Lord. Your  Ic:ters(welbeloued  brethren  &  me  that  are  bedecked  with  the  bright 
beames  offayth)  we  haue  receaucd  by  the  reucrend  brethren  &  bishops  Euftathuts,Silttanxt  & 
Theophi/uj,  containing  quietnes  &  concord  of  the  catholick  church,which  confirmed  in  vs  fully 
our  defired  ioy  &  gladnes.  And  firft  of  all  becaufe  that  thtrby  we  pcrccaued  your  faith  &  opini- 
on to  be  in  all  pointes  agreeable  both  with  mine  which  am  the  meancft  of  you  all ,  with  the  o- 
ther  bishops  of  Italy  &  the  reft  ofthe  weft  contreyesmay  not  only  this  but  alfo  your  legats  haue 
confirmed  it  with  the  teftimony  of  their  owne  handes.  This  Catholick  &  Apoftolicke  faith  wc 
doe  acknowledge  which  from  the  counccll  of  Nice  hitherto  hath  firmely  &  vnuiolably  conti- 
ncwcd.This  was  the  faith  that  your  legats  protcfted:in  this  fai  h  with  not  ible  ccrage  they  haue 
accurfed  all  the  croked  fteppes  ofcankred  opinions ,  &  quenched  all  the  fiery  fparcles  that  fla- 
shed thereof.  This  faith  not  onely  by  preaching  vnto  the  people  bur  alio  by  penning  of  it  in  pa- 
per they  haue  published  vnto  the  worldc.T  he  coppy  whei  cof  wc  thought  good  to  annexe  vnto 
thefe  lettersjleft  thehereticks  findc  meanes  hereby  to  cauill:  euen  as  fome  heretofore  haue  got- 
ten lighter  occafion  then  thisto  leueale  at  the  church  of  God  the  darts  of  their  difpiieful  mindc 
&  the  flaming  firebrands  of  contention,  for  our  mofl  reuerende  brethren  Euftathins,Stlna>ms  & 
Theophtlns  confefle  the  fame,and  withall  them  felues, together  with  your  fatherhoode,  to  haue 
bene  euer  of  this  fayth,  &  nowe  with  free  purpofeto  continewc  firmein  the  fame  vnto  the  la  ft 
houre:  that  in  the  faith  which  was  approued  of  three  hundrcth  &  eyghteene  Catholick  Bishops 
aflembled  in  the  city  ofNicc:  which  containeth  the  abfolutc  and  perfect  trneth:which  ftoppcth 
the  mouths  of  hereticks  and  vtterly  ouerthroweth  their  counterfeit  doctrine.  Neither  came  it  to 
parte  by  happ  hazarde  that  fo  great  a  heape  &  multitude  ofbishops  met  togethenfor  it  was  the 
will  &  prouidence  of  Almighty  God  that  aflembled  them  to  the  fupprcfilon  of  the  fury  &  rage 
ofthe  heretick  Arius.  It  was  with  the  fame  nubcr  that  blefted  Abraham  ouercame  through  fai  th 
fo  many  millions  ofme.T  he  which  fayth  being  compriicd  in  theforcc  &  vertue  of  one  fubftance, 
js  fo  firmc  &  inuincible  a  bulwark  that  it  foyleth  all  the  Heights  &  crafty  inuention  ofthe  Arian 
hcrcfie.  And  although  the  curfed  &  abominable  Arians  cauied  all  bishops  from  euery  whereto 
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afTemble  at  Ariminum,to  the  ende  that  eyther  through  perfvvafion  or  rather(to  tell  the  tniethj 
by  the  commaundement  of  the  Emperour ,  that  which  was  the  principall  point  of  the  creede 
might  by  them  be  blotted  out.or  at  lealt  wife  lewdly  peruertcd  :  yet  for  all  their  fpitcfull  deui- 
fes,they  preua  jled  not. For  all  the  Bishops  in  mancr  which  mett  at  Ariminum, and  were  either  The  councel 
allured  by  their  fradulent  enticements, or  compelled  by  force ,  and  lb  fell  at  that  time  from  the  of  Anminu 
faithmov  v  hauing  rcmembrcd  them  felues  better,accurfed  the  faith  feet  forth  by  the  Bishops  at  recan'ct'1  & 
Ariminum.-ratified  by  fubfeription  the  Catholick  &  Apcltolick  faith  confirmed  by  the  bishops 
of  the  Nicene  councell,and  now  they  communicate  together  with  vsronce  I  fay  againe  all  they 
prefcntly  are  carneft  &  zealoufly  bent  againit  the  heretical!  opinion  of  Anus  and  his  followers. 
The  which  thing  when  your  legats  had  throughly  examined  &dcepelyweyed  with  them  fci- 
ues,they  freely  fubfenbed  in  your  names ,  &  accurled  Arms  together  with  the  canons  conclu- 
ded vpon  at  Ariminum  contrary  vnto  theNicene  faith, vnto  the  which  fometimes  you  your  fel- 
ues being  trained  through  fraude  &  wiles  hauc  by  othc  fnbfcribcd.  VVherforc  it  feemed  good 
vnto  vs  to  write  vnto  your  louing  brothcrhoode  &  to  afift  you  in  fuch  reafonable  rcquefts:efpe- 
ciallyfcingwearcgcuctovndcrltad  by  the  proreltatioofyour  legats  that  the  bishops  of  the  eaft 
are  now  come  into  the  right  way  &  embrace  one  faith  together  with  the  Catholick  Bishops  of 
the  welr.Neither  would  we  hauc  you  ignorant  that  they  who  fometime  werecraftely  &  vio- 
lently dra\  ven  from  the  trueth  to  eitablish  the  blafphcmous  decrees  againlt  the  maicltic  of  the 
fonne  of  God  at  the  councell  of  Ariminum  :  nowe  haue  wholly  &  vnfaincdly  condemned  the 
fame,&  withvniforme  confent  of  them  all  to  haue  embraced  the  Nicene  creede.Moreoucryou 
haue  to  certifle  all  men  by  your  letters ,  that  they  which  heretofore  vnwittingly  lvvarued  from 
the  faith  &  now  wander  in  the  waft  defcrt  &  darke  mifte  of  herclie  may  at  length  returne  vnto 
the  bright  &  celeftiall  beames  ofchrifhan  liberty  shining  in  the  vvorlde  to  the  comfort  of  their 
foules.

Vet  oppo?  tunitie  feruetb  in  mp 
opinion  p  ?  efentlp  to  alleage  here  fome  part  out  of  bis  booke  calico  tbe  monke  ano  to  linhe  it  mitt) 
this  our  htlfo?P,fo?  tbusbemjptetb  :  The  inftitution  &  trade  oflife,layd  downcby  themonkes 
of  old  is  neceifarily  to  beknovven  ofvs,  &  furthermore  we  haue  to  diredr  our  wayes  thereafter* 
For  they  vttered  many  fage  fentenccs,and  did  many  notable  and  worthie  adts.Of  which  num- 
ber one  fayde  that  a  drie  and  fpare  kinde  of  diette ,  ac  all  tymes  precifcly  kept,  {mingling  bro- 
therly charitie  and  loue  vvithall )  woulde  quickly  purge  mans  minde ,  of  all  perturbation  and 
fonde  humor  of  humane  and  earthly  aflfe&ion.Tnc  fame  man  deliuered  a  certaine  brother  that 
was  wonderfully  tormented  in  the  night  fcafon  with  fpirites,for  he  charged  him  alwayesvvith 
deuotioto  miniftervntothe  poorefaiting  BeingdemaudcdvYhy:therci$noway(faythhe)to 
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qucnchc  the  fierie  hcatc  of  perturbation  as  foone  as  by  almes  and  chantie.  One  of  them  which 
at  that  time  were  called  wile,came  vnto  Antome  the  iuft,&  reafoncd  with  him5faying  O  father 
how  can  you  prolong  your  dayes,  being  bercaued  of  that  lolace  &  comfort  which  is  by  reading 
of  bookcs,&  perulma  of  holy  writers?  My  booke  6  philofopher(fayd  Antontc\\s  the  cotempla-   . .

tion  of  all  the  creatures  vnder  heauen ,  in  the  which  as  often  as  1  am  dilpoied ,  I  may  readc  the 
vvonderfull  workes  and  writinges  of  God.  The  oldc  /Egyptian  MacariaSyiht  chofen  veflell,de-  Macarius. 
maunded  of  mee  the  reafon  why,when  we  remember  the  iniuries  that  men  do  vnto  vs,vv  e  doe 
weaken  tiiefeate  of  memortc  ingrafted  intheminde  :  when  as  we  call  to  remembrance  fuch 
fpite  as  the  deuell  oweth  vs,the  memoric  taketh  no  hurt?and  when  I  muzed  what  to  anfwere, 
and  requcfted  him  to  refolue  me  the  doubt,  he  i'ayd  :  that  the  former  perturbation  was  contra- 
rie  to  nature, the  later  agreeable  with  the  heate  and  anger  of  naturc.Furthermore  when  I  came 
vnto  the  holic  father  UWacanns ,  about  noonetyme  in  the  heate  of  the  daye  ,  beyngc  fore  a- 
thurft,  and  requcfted  of  him  a  draught  of  water:  be  content  (faycth  he)  with  the  shade,  for 
manic  that  trauayle  on  earth,  andmanie  thattraffickeby  fea  ,  haue  not  that.  When  that 
I  rcafoned  with  him  of  continencie  :  God  iende  thee  well  to  doe  6  fonne  (faycth  he  J 
thefctwentie  yeares  haue  not  I  taken  my  fyll  eyther  cfbreade  ,  or  water,  or  fleepc.  For  I 
eate  breade  by  weyght.,  and  dronke  water  by  meafurc  ,  andflcptfewehoures,myma- 
ner  is  to  leanevnto  a  wall,  andfo  take  a  nappe.  A  certaine  Monke  vndcrftandinge  of  his 
fathers  death,  toldehim  that  brought  him  the  tydinges  thus:  Holde  thy  peace  (friendc)  vt- 
ternofuchblafphemic,  for  my  father  is  immorcall.  A  certaine  brother  foulde  the  newcTefta-  ^a 

nient  beyngc  his  onely  booke  ,  andgauethe  money  for  to  relecue  the  poore  ,  and  vttered  a      c   \/^ 
vvorthic  fayinge  withall :  1  haue  foulde  the  fame  booke  which  fayeth .  Sell  all  that  thou  haft, 
and  geue  to  the  poore.  There  is  a  certayne  Iflenotfarre  from  Alexandria  northwarde,  iltua- 
ted  ouer  the  brooke  of  Marie ,  where  there  dwelled  a  Monke  of  the  fecit.  ofGnoftici  ,  a  no- 
table man  ,  he  fayde  that  all  whatfoeuer  thcMonkesdyd,  were  done  for  flue  caufes  :  for 
God,  for  nature,  forcuftomc,  fomecefTitie,  and  for  handie  worke .  At  an  other  tyme  he 
fayde,  that  naturally  there  was  but  one  vertue  ,  yet  becaufe  of  the  powers  and  facultyes 
of  the  foule  where  her  feate  refteth  ,  the  fame  one  was  deuided  into  fundrye  partes  and 
members.  Thelyght  of  the  Sunne  (  fayeth  he  J  wanteth  forme  and  fygure  ,  yet  by  reafon 
of  the  windowes  and  chinkes  through  the  which  it  pearceth  ,  it  is  fayde  to  haue  a  figure. 
It  is  reported  of  him  ,  that  vnto  an  other  Monke  he  fayde  thus  :  1  doe  therefore  cutte  of 
all  occafion  and  baytes  of  fleshly  pleafure,  to  the  endc  I  may  expclleuery  humour  that  ten- 
deth  to  heate  of  anger.  I  am  veryly  perfvvaded  that  this  heate  of  Anger  contendeth  for  plea- 
fure, difquieteththequiete  difpofitionof  my  minde  ,  and  bcreaueth  my  vnderltandingc  of 
her  force.  An  other  fatherly  olde  man  fayde  :  That  lone  or  chantie  could  neuer  hoord  or  lay  vp 
great  (tore  of  meate  and  money.  Agayne  he  fayde,  that  to  hisknowledge  the  deuell  neuer  de- 
ceauedhim  twifeinonethinge.  ^Ijcfeamongcotljertrjtngesljatl;  Eu^ghnsvcmemb^tD  m  IjtS 
bOOke  tntl'tulcrj  The  trade  of lyfe  which  confifteth  ofpra6tife.  3!n  l}is  bookz  callcD  Gnofticus Ije  Eua°rius in 
fo)?ttet!)thU]3.  That  there  are  foure  venues,  and  fo  many  offices  or  functions  belonginge  vnto  his  booke 
them,vve  haue  learned  of  Gregorie  the  /#*?:Prudencte,Fortitude,Temperance,and  Iuftice.The  inmuledof 
office  of  Prudencie  is  to  contemplate  thofe  faculties  that  apperraine  vnto  the  minde  5  ( thefe  he  $clcncc  or 
affirmed  to  proceedeofvvifdomej  without  intcrmedlinge  with  wordes.  The  office  of  Forti-  p"°jVe  ^' 
tude  is  firmely  to  pcrfift  in  the  trueth ,  and  though  therefore  thou  fuffer  gricuous  torment,  yet  Fortitude." 
it  is  thy  part  neuer  to  yeelde  vnto  falfchoode.  The  office  of  Temperance  istoreceauefeedesof  Tempcracc. 
the  higheft  and  fupreme  husbandman,and  to  put  him  by,that  poppeth  in  any  other  feede.  Laft  luftice. 
of  all,  the  office  of  luftice,  isto  render  an  accomptof  cucry  thinge  worthely,  he  fayde  that  this 
vertue  acknowledged  fome  things  obfcureIy,fignin*ed  other  thinges  darkely,  explicated  lbme 
thingsopenly  to  the  profit  of  the  ignorant  and  vnlcarned.  Bafihus  of  Cappadocia,the  pyller  of  B.ifiliu*. 
trueth  fayde:  that  the  knowledge  which  one  man  learneth  of  an  oiher,is  made  perfect  by  con- 
tinuallvfeandexcrcife  :  but  that  which  through  the  grace  of  God  isingraffed  in  the  minde  of 
man, is  made  abfolute  by  iuftice,gentlencs,and  charitie:  And  that  they  which  are  fubied  vnto 
perturbation,  may  be  partakers  of  the  former,but  of  the  later  they  enly  which  arc  purged  of  all 
filch  heat  &  motion,who  alfo  while  they  pray  vnto  God,  do  behold  the  proper  &  peculier  light 
of  the  mind  shining  to  the  cofort  of  their  foules.  Bkffed  AtbariafiuyUkcw'ik  the  light  &  mirror  AthanaGus. 
of  all  £gypt,fayth,  that  Mojeswzs  comauded  to  fet  the  table  northward:lct  the  therfore  which 
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are  in  contemplation  remember  alwaies  >  who  the  aduerfarie  is  which  aflaulteth  them,  and  fee 
that  they  endure  manfully  all  temptations :  and  that  they  refreshe  &  relieue  cheercfully  all  fuch 

Serapion.  as  frequent  vnco  them.  Serapion  bishop  ofThmuisfpake  much  like  an  Angell,  that  the  minde 
which  feedeth  vpon  fpirituall knowledge ,  mufte  throughly  and  wholly  be  denied :  that  the 
parts  of  the  minde  which  boyle  with  fierieheate  of  furious  rage  ,  mult  be  cured  with  loue  and 
brotherly  charitie :  and  that  the  levvde  motion  and  luft  of  the  fleshe  beyng  crept  into  the  inner 

Didyrrius.  clofettofthe  minde,  istobefuppreflfedwithcontinencie.  Didjmm  that  great  doctor  and  be- 
holder of  heauenly  things  was  accuftomed  to  fay:  Ponder  with  thy  felfe  alwayes  the  precepts 
of  theprouidenceand  judgement  ofalmightieGod,endeuour  to  rctayne  in  thymemorie  the 
fumme  of them,for  many  doe  erre  thereimthe  praecepts  of  iudgement  thou  shalt  eafily  difcerne 
in  the  varictie  of  bodics,and  in  the  alteration  of  all  the  creatures  vnder  heauen :  the  prxcepts  of 
prouidence  thou  shalt  perceaue  in  thofe  meanes  whereby  we  are  drawen  from  vice  and  igno- 
rance vnto  vertue  and  knowledge,  ^befe  tbingCS  baue  Uie  bo?OU)CO  OUt  oXEuagrim  bookeS  atlH

\  Itherto (Christian  reader)  haue  I tranflatedEufeb'ms  &  Socrates,  which 
\continewed  their  hifloriesfrom  the  birth  ofchriji  vnto  the  raigne  ofThe- 
i  odofius  I  unior.  I  would  haue  thee  knovve  that  at  one  tyme  with  Socra- 
tes there  wrote  two  other  Grecians,Sozomznus  ^WTheodoret,  begin- 
^ninge  where  Socrates  beganne,  andendinge  their  hijlories  with  him  at 
Theodofius  Iunior.  Their  argument  if  one,to  wit :  The  Ecclefiafticall  hiftorie ,  their 
language  one7  they  wrote  all  in  Greeke,  their y ear es  one,  for  they  jlorishedthe fame  tyme. 
Little  difference  there  is  betwene  them  infubttance  ,fauinge  where  the  one  is  longe  the 
other  short \vvhere  the  one  is  ob fcure, the  other  play ne,  where  the  one  is  tedious,  the  other 
pleafaunt.  To  tranflate  them  all  three,  woulde  not  in  my  opinion  be fo  profit  able  aspayne- 
fullythe  volume  both  woulde  be  toe  huge,  and  the  reader foone  wearyedwiththe  oft  re- 
petition of  one  thinge.  CajHiodorus  the  Senatour  andcompiler  of  the  Tripartite  historie, 
preuentinge  this  inconuenience ,  andfeeyng  that  thefe  three  writers  agreed  infubltance, 
deuifed  with  himfelfe  howe  to  eafe  the  reader  offogreate  a  labour ,  andhowe  to  rydde 
him from fo  tedious  afludie.  He  made  an  Epitome  or  brief e  collection  of  them  all  three ,  / 
meane  Socrates^Sozomenus^WTheodoretj^W  called  it  theTripartite  hiftorie.  The 
creditt  of  the  Epitome  and  collector  doeth  not  counteruayle  the  author itie  of  the  author, 
<^4ntiquitie  with  the  trueth  is  to  be  preferred.  Therefore  in  tranjlating ,  1 thought far  re 
better  thou  shouldeH  fee,  not  the  authors  to  auoyde  repetition  andvvearifome  reading,  but 
the  author  himfelfe ,  I  meane  Socrates  alone ,  injleede  of  the  two  other,  whome 
I  haue  chofenasthefoundest  writer,  the  faith  fullest  hifloriographer,andthe 
abfbluteft  delyuerer  of  the  hiftorie  in  atlpoyntes  vnto  the pofteritie. 
Wherefore  if  ought  be  well  done,  geue  theprayfe  vnto 
God,  lette  thepaynes  be  myne,  and  the 
profit  the  Readers.

neffe  thereof,  howe  precious  is  a  litle  fduer  amongeagreatdealeofdroffe:  one  fruit  full 
tree  in  a  wide  barren  f or  eH :  one  ruddy  e  rofe  amonge  manie  pricking  thornes :  one  pear  le 
though  founde  in  a  puddle  of  mire :  one  twinke ling  flat  re  through  manie  thicke  andmy- 
Bie  cloudes :  one  Lotte  in  Spdome :  one  Helias  in  Ifrael  /  one  lob  in  Hufle :  one  Tobi- 
as in  Nmiuc:  one  Phtenix  irt^Arabixand  one  Euagrius  a  noble  gentleman,  imploying  his 
traucli  to  the  furtherance  ofihe  Ecctefiatticall  affayres  ?  Dionyiius  byshopp  ^/"Alexan- 
dria writinge  a  booke  of  repent aunce  fent  it  to  Conon  byshopp  of  Hermopolis ,  who 
by  repentauncc  hadrenouncedthe  idolatrie  of  pagans, and  Tealoufly  cleauedto  the  Chriflian 
frofcfiion,as a  ft  reader  offo  worthy  a  theame:  Origen  writing  of  martyrs  fent  his  trea- 
tife  vnto  Ambrofe  rfWProtodtetus  miniflers  ofCx(area,fuchas  had  endured  great  af- 
fliction andgrteuous  croffes  vnder  Decius  the  emperour, where  they  might  haue  a  view 
of  their  valiant  and  inuincible  courage:  The  philosophers  of  Alexandria.  ejr  lEgyiptfiich  as 
in  thofe  dxyes  excelled  in  prophane  liter  ature,vvrote  great  volumes  of their Profound fkilly 
and  fent  them  vnto  the  famous  philofopher  andchristiandoctor  Origen,  the  great  clarke 
of  AicxacArixOfmine  owne part (right  worshipfulljnot  attributing  vnto  myfelffuch 
excellency  ofwit,&fingularitie  of gift es  as  raignedin  the aforefaide  writersywhen  I 
'  had  finished  the  tranflationof  the  former  hittoriesjmeane  Eufebius  /*WSocrates,e<r  de- 
dicated them  where duety  did  bindemevnto  the  right  honorable  and  my  very  "oodLady, 
the  Counteffe  of Lyncolne,/ thought  good  to fend this  prefenttranflation  of 'Euagrius  vnto 
your  worships  noble  Gentleman,  vnto  a  worshipfull  Efquier,a  lieuetenant  of  Antioch, 
vnto  the  shiriffc  ^Sommerfet,  a  learned  hifloriographer  vnto  on  that  is  no  leffe fludious, 
of  great  fame  vnto  one  that  is  of  as  good  report,  a  further  er  of  religion  vnto  a  fauourer  of 
fuch  asprofeffe  the  fame. It  is  tolde  me  oftruethjiay  I  haue foundmy felfe  fufficient  triallof 
your  curtefie  andvertuous  diffofition.

ment he  q^aue  of  his  dominions  to  be  the  report  yougiue  of  your  cuntrey,  and  nowe  I  thinks 
the  godly  rule  of  his  people  the, to  beprefently  the  politick  gouernment  of  your  shiriffwike, 
you  remember  lam  fure  (naye  J  fee  it  in  you  myfelfe)  !.  jwe  the  painter fetteth forth  the 
portraiture  of  the  emper  ours  of Germanie  ^holding  ahooke  in  the  right  hand  ejr  afvvord 
in  the  left,  the  booke  betokeneth  knowledge  of  the  lawe ,  the  fworde  execution  of  iu- 
f ice. many  there  are  nowe  a.  dayes  which  fie  forfuche  offices ,  in  mine  opinion  they  are 
not  thefitteft  menjhey  rejpecl  not  the  afore faide  conditions  but  their  owne  lucre  and  the 
makingvp  of  their  bags  for  thatyeare.

&  accept  it  with  as  lotting  a  minde  as  the  Tranflator 
was  willingeto  takepenne  in  hand  to  com- 
mende  it  vnto  you  with  a  preface.

to  take  vp  on  his  fhoulders  thedeadebodieofablefTedmartyr,andprouideforita  hlftl,b-7"p 
Ixmsx-AjouUnusydentinianui  and  Vdensf\ob\z  men  and  afterwards  Emperours  one  Socrat  cede. 
after  the  other,threwe  away  their  fword  girdles,  left  their  offices,  departed  the  court  '"fti'b.j.cap 
of  Julian  the  Apojiata,  rather  thenthey  woulde  deny  Chrift.  Yet  5.P*»/f  faith  that  not  "com. 
many  wife  men  according  vnto  the  flefhe :  notmaniemightie,notmanie  noble  men 
arecalled.true  itism  refpedofa  greater  number  of  the  contrary  ,or  rather  we  may  fay 
that  thefe  were  notflefhly  minded, their difpofiuon  was  not  carnall, their  wifedome 
was  not  worldly. how  great  a  comfort  is  it  vnto  chriftian  pro  feffion  when  princes  be- 
come fofterers,whenQueenes  become  nurces,and  noblemen  become  fauourers  of 
the  chriftian  faith  ?  In  fome  countreis  we  fee  that  noble  men  moft  of  all  fpend  their 
timein  ftudie  and  learning  .Itisnot  decentinfbme  countreis  for  the  pefantsfonne, 
the  farmour,thefrankline,or  howfoeueryeterme  him  to  forget  his  fathers  rufticall 
toile,&  forthwith  addid  him  felf  to  the  gentlemans  trade.The  Pope  moft  common- 
ly calleth  noble  men  to  his  colledge  of  Cardinals,  Dukes  andEarlesyongeft  fbnnes, 
hevfedto  make  Cardinals  fometimesin  their  cradles .  Bifhops  and  Archbifhopsin 
many  countreis  defcende  of  noble  houfes .  O/oriusBiihop  of Lujitania'm  Portingall 
writing  againft  M.Haddon ,  fticked  not  to  giue  vs  an  inklinge  of  his  parentage.  Ney- 
ther  doe  I  miflike  with  this  in  the  churche  of  Rome  ,Jic<etera  ejfent  paria,  for  I  reade 
that  Netfariiu  a  noble  man  by  office  praetor  of  Conflantinople  y  was  chofe  n  to  be  by-  j™^'0"/* 
(hop  of  that  feae,of  a  hundred  and  fiftie  byfhops  which  then  affembled  together  at  s 
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Confiantinople^artly  for  that,and  partly  for  other  things. Ambrofe  alfo  lieuetenant  of 
a  prouice  was  made  byfhop  ot~  Millayne.chrifojlo  byfhop  oiConfiantinople  defcended 

hift.lib.<.Ccapi  ofthe  fenators  oiAnttoch.Thdafius  Senator  of  Confiantinoplejdcutttnantoill/yr mm 
was  made  byfhop  oiCafarea  in  Cappadocia.  I  fee  that  Euagrius  who  in  the  time  of  Ti- 
berius Confiantmus  was  Qua*ftor ,  and  in  the  time  of  Mauritius  Tiberius  was  maifter 
ofthe  rolles,  together  with  diuers  others  occupied  themfelues  about  Ecclefiafticall 
afTaires,but  I  highly  commend  fuch  as  fhewe  forth  tokensof  their  nobilitie  by  ftudie 
ofvertue,politicke  gouernement  of  their  countrey,noble  prowefTe,valiauntnefTe  of 
courage,maintenance  of  the  trueth,  andfurtheraunce  of  the  Gofpell .  fome  thinke 
it  is  inough  for  them  to  bayteatthe  vniuerfitie,there  fteale  a  degree  and  forthwith  be 
counted  gentlemen  :  or  to  be  in  commons  in  one  of  the  Innes  of  court,  where  there 
are  manywife,zealous,andlearnedgentlemen :  or  to  get  into  fbme noble  mans fer- 
mce,and  by  vertue  ofthe  cognizance  to  be  called  amaifter:  or  to  purchafe  for  a  piece 
ofmoneyacoate  armour  :  ortobeggeafarme  ,  and  by  vertue  ofthe  valuation  in 
thequeenes  bookesto  become  a  gentleman.  Euery  one  thinkes  not  Iamfure ,  that 
thefe  forts  of  men  are  to  be  numbred  among  the  auncient  &  noble  houfes,though  in 
procefTe  oftime  antiquitie  feeme  topreuaile  very  muche  with  f iiche  kinde  ofmen, 
long  poffeflionis  a  great  matter  in  lawe  and  an  olde  deede  though  it  be  forged  wilji 
further  the  matter  very  much .  The  Arcadians  called  them  felues  ^o<reAiWy  a  proge- 
ny farre  more  auncient  then  the  Moone.of  them  Ouid  writeth  thus. 
Ere  Moonewasfet  infkies  aboue(iffame  doe  them  notfaile) 
The /bile  was  calld  of  Areas  highewhofe  creditt  must  auaile. 
But  they  contended  for  Antiquitie  with  the  ^Egyptians  and  to  try  out  the  trueth, 
PfammittchusKing  oiAEgypt  did  as  followeth.  he  (hut  vp  in  a  certaine  clofe  lodging 

./Egyptians,  farre  from  cities  and  company  ofpeople,two  newly  borne  babes,fbme  fay  with  nur- 
ces(charged  not  to  fpeake  a  worde)fbme  fay  amonge  goates,  and  that  for  the  fpace 
of  three  whole  yeares,at  the  three  years  end  to  fee  whatlanguage  the  children  would 
fpeake,hecaufed  one  of  his  familiars  fodainelyto  goe  in  among  the  children  whiche 
did  Co  and  tooke  one  ofthe  children  by  the  hand  whichfaide  vnto  him,  Becos,that  is  in 
the  Phrygian  tongue  bread,the  king  hearingthis  confeffedhimfelfeouercome ,  and 
.  yelded  vnto  his  aduerfaries  for  antiquitie.thenceforth  were  they  called  foKKiriMvoibut 

usmedK.An  Sui das  thinketh  that  the  childre  being  acquainted  with  the  bleting  ofgoats  cried  beck 

twcrpienf.  and  fb  that  it  was  nothing  elfe  but  a  ieft  and  a  deluding  ofthe  king .  Yet  Iohn  Goropi- 
us  aphificion  of^#/?^mtf,takeththe  matterin  earnefttothendene  might  curriefa- 
uour  with  the  Germanes^  he  faith  that  the  Grecians  were  herin  fouly  deceaued,&  that 
beck  or  week  in  the  Germane  tongue,  fignifieth  bread:  the  AEgyptians  being  foyled 
turne  them  vnto  thei'^^wandofthemlikewifetheywereouercome.here  is  much 
a  do  &  all  for  gentry.  The  AEthiopians  alleage  reafons  for  themfelues  ,and  they  muft 
be  heard.the  Brittainescan  tell  you  they  come  from  Troy^  and  thence  they  can  brine 
you  the  ftraighte  way  to  L^fdam,nextc  to  God,  and  then  a  full  point.  Poggius  writetn 
that  a  noble  man  of  Fraunce  efpiedon  an  Italian  fbldiers  bucklar  the  oxe  heade  in- 
grauen,ftomaked  him  therefore,tolde  him  it  was  his  cognizance,  that  his  houfe  was 
farre  more  auncient  andtotheendeall  quarells  might  be  ended,  chalengedhimto 
the  fielde.  the  Italian  made  litle  adoe ,  tolde  him  he  woulde  meete  him .  on  the  daye 
appointed  the  noble  man  came  with  a  great  troupe,  thefouldierlikewifemette  and 
ioyninge  together  he  afked  of  him  whye  his  noble  bloode  was  Co  muche  out  of 
temper:  When  that  the  noble  man  aunfvvered  that  his  auncetors  hadeuergeuen 
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the  oxes  head,and  that  he  and  his  would  thenceforth  giue  it  or  elfe  know  a  caufe  to 
the  contrary  .why  an  pleafe  youfyr(faith  the  ioldier)  this  is  no  oxe  head,it  is  the  head 
of  a  covve.lt  was  about  gentrie  betweenc  Phaeton  and  EpAphu*  that  moued  Phaeton^  Phac'can. 
the  Poets  faine,to  craue  licenfe  for  one  day  to  iitte  in  trie  chariot  of  Sol.  for  when  he  Epap  us* 
minded  to  roote  out  the  pofteritie  ofhisaducrfarie,almoft  he  let  the  whole  world  on 
fctMaximintu  the  emperour  borne  in  a  pelting  village  of  Thraciajk  mifliking  with  ^^^^^^ 
him  felfe  therfore,(lew  as  many  as  knew  his  pedegree  and  hadfeenethe  raggs  of  his 
pzrents.Herode  burned  the  Genealogies  of  the  Icwes  that  he  might  affirme  him  felf  as  Hcrodc. 
welas  they  to  haue  defcededofa noble  iicz.Themittocles  a  baftard  borne,for  tocloke  Themitto. 
his  birth  &  to  remoue  the  il  opinion  conceaued  that  way,enufed  the  yong  nobility  of  dcs. 
Athens  to  frequent  Cynofarges  a fchole  without  the  city  where  baftards  didonely  fre- 
quent.many  fhifts  are  made ,  Iacke  would  be  a  gentleman  if  he  couldfpeake  frenche. 
AmafisVing  oiAEgypt being  bafelyborne,made  hisimageofgold,fetitvp  to  be  wor-  Amafis. 
fhipped  that  the  people  might  reuerence  him  die  more .  Smerdesaforctiet  becaufe  Smtrd"' 
hewasin  perfbnlikeS^r^  the  brother  of  Cambyfes  King  ofthe  Afyrians  (whoic 
death Cambyfes  procured  fearinge  he  woulde  afpire  vnto  thekingdome)  made  the 
worldebeleeue  he  was  the  man  in  deedejOuercameC<2w^j  and  was  crowned  King, 
but  his  wife  and  bedfellow  with  clipping  and  other  wonted  familiarity,felt  his  head, 
found  that  Srnerdes  had  no  eares,  reuealed  it  abrode,and  fo  was  he  betrayd  and  depo- 
led  his  VmzAomc.Prompalus  fained  hi  mfelfe  to  be  the  fonne  of  Ant tochut  Epiphanes.h  Prompalu*. 
cevtzine  AEgvpt/an  die  fonne  ofprotarchm  the  marchant  called  him  felfe  the  fonne  of  An  ^ 
Alexander  Zebenna ,  and  the  adopted  fonne  of  y^/?//^/^,  wept  bitterly  at  the  funerall  an. 
of Antiochus  as  if  he  had  bene  his  owne  father .  Arcbelam  made  the  worlde  beleeue 
that  he  was  the  fonne  of  Mitbridates .  when  Per  feus  the  laft  king  ofthe  Macedonians 
had  ended  thislyfe,  Andrifius  a  cuntrey  fellow  woulde  needes  perfwade  men  that  he  Andriftuj. 
was  his  fonne.  Equities  affirmed  that  without  all  doubt  he  was  the  fonne  of  Tiberius  Es"'«us. 
Gracchus.Citharcedus  endeuored  to  perfwade  the  Romanes  thatJVm>  had  not  difpatch-  citharcedus. 
ed  him  felf  but  that  he  was  JVmuiiany  of  the  aforfaid  cloked  their  gentry,  fained  the 
felues  noble  me,conqueredkingdoms,deluded  the  world,&  in  the  end  deceaued  the 
felues  JuliusC<efar  efpied  a  rude  &  an  homely  ma,afpiring  vnto  thekingdome  of Cap- 
padocia7hc  referred  very  much  the  fauour  oiAriarathes  whom  al  the  world  knew  to  a  counter- 
haue  bene  difpatchedby  Marcus  Antonius, this  counterfet^r/^r^whadwonal  the  fet  Ariam- 
cuntreis,the  crowne  was  going  to  his  head,  but  ere  the  crovvne  came  IuliusCxfar 
tookehishead  fro  ofhismoiilders.fodealt^//g##/&r  the  Emperour  withfuchashad  A  £,itied  A- 
proclaimed  ayong  man  to  be  king  of  the  Iewes  after  the  defeafe  of #wW,becaufe  he  lexander. 
refemblcd  his  fonne  Alexander  vvhome  in  his  life  time  he  had  put  to  death .  W  hen 
Henrythe  fourth  had  taken  ^/cW^thefecondthatvvaskingof£^/^W,andimprifo-  A  Pncft  fet 
nedhim,the  Earle  of  Salijburyvncle  ofthe  mother  fide  vnto  king  Rzchard,either  to  re-  Vf> 
deemetheprifonerortoreuenge  him  of  the  king  or  peraduenture  both,fettevp  a 
prieft  in  princely  atyre,  one  of  king^/cW^/Muncians,  refemblingehis  perfonve- 
riemuche,  and  blazed  that  theKinge  had  broken  prifone  and  was  gone :  the  peo- 
ple hearinge  of  this  ranne  after  the  counterfeite  Kinge ,  but  Henry  came  with  pow- 
er and  made  the  prieft  he  coulde  finge  no  more.  What  will  notal  thefe  fhiftes  auayle 
vs  ?  can  we  not  face  out  the  matter  ?vvil  Abbey  gentry  helpeatal?no  doubt  antiquity  Lycurguv 
muft  takeplace.vvilyouheare  what Lycurgus die lawgiuer ofthe  Lacedemonians laid  Plutarch*, 
fbmtime  vpo  likeoccafion  vnto  the  bragging  nobility  of  LacecLmon:0  noble  citizens  •> 
(faithhe)  the  vaunte  and  glory  we  make  of  Herculesthc  auncientrace  and  progenie  > 
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defcending  of  his  loines  wil  auaile  vs  not  a  iote:  vnleffe  that  with  al  care  and  induflry 
we  pra£Hfe  in  our  Hues  fuch  vertuous  acts  as  made  him  famous  andrenowmed:  and 
moreouer  that  we  learne  &  exercife  continually  honeft  &  noble  behauiour. Agefilaus 
king  of  the  Lacedamonias  mifliked  very  much  with  the  behauiour  of  his  nobility,whe 
he  vttered  thefe  words  vnto  the.youfee  the  force  &  ftrength  of  the  hoft  to  be  onthe 
fideoftheS/wAz/^foldier,&youyourfeluesfollow  afteras  afhadow  comonly  goeth 
after  the  corporallfubftance.  T^^r^Za/'^^rreportech  thus  of  the  nobility  ofhis 
cuntrey.  They  wil  be  coiited  the  beft  men.,thattake  vponthe  to  maintain  &  encreafe 
the  honor  of  their  aunceftorsrthey  are  the  moft  fluggish  fort  of men,they  giue  them 
felues  to  hunting,to  banqueting,to  pouling  &c  opprefling  of  the  pore  people5&  they 
thinke  that  onely  thing  fufficient  for  their  honor  that  they  either  through  an  other 
mans  vertue,or  through  an  other  mans  vice ,  attained  vnto  the  name  of  nobilitie,or 
vnto  auncientarmes :  that  thence  forth  they  may  without  controlement  together 
with  fuchlike  companions  banquet  day  and  night  in  their  pauillions,  haunt  brothell 
houfes  and  frequent  places  of  beaftly  pleafure,  &  becaufe  they  are  fcarfe  worthie  the 
companie  of  men  theyconfume  the  reft  of  their  dayes  in  following  after  dogges.I 
except  them  euer  and  in  all  places ,  vvhiche  liuely  exprefTe  in  vertuous  life,the  noble 
fame,and  great  renowme  of  their  aunceftors.fo  farre  Theodoras. But(God  be  praifed 
for  it)  we  are  able  to  report  farre  better  of England^that  there  are  of  the  nobiJitie,vali- 
ant  men,vertuous,godly,ftudious,  politicke^zealous,  ofauncient  houfes3and  blood 
neuer  ftayned .  There  is  hope  the  dayes  fhall  neuer  befeene  when  the  prophefieof 
Chaucer  fhall  take  place  where  he  fay th:  - 

VVhenfayth fayleth  inprie&esfavvesy 

AndLordes  heHes  are  holdenfor  lavves, 

Androbberie  is  holdenpurchafe, 

Andlecherie  is  holdenjolace. 

Than  shall  the  land  ^Albion 

Be  brought  to  great  confufwn. 
And  to  the  end  our  wifhed  defire  may  take  erfecl:  3  let  vs  hearken  what  exhortati- 
on he  geueth  vnto  the  chiefe  magiftrate3his  wordes  are  thefe: 

Prince  dejire  to  be  honorable^ 

Cherishe  thy  folk  e  and  hate  extortion^ 

Suffer  nothing  that  may  be  reproueable^ 

To  thine  estate  done  inthy  region. 

She  we forth  theyarde  of caf ligation. 

Dreade  God,doe  lawejoue  trueth  andworthineffe. 

And  wedde  thyfoike  ay  en  toJiedfaHnes. 
Nowe  that  my  penne  hathouerrulde  me,  and  runnefo  far  with  the  race  of  mine 
autors  nobilitie,  I  will  returne  vnto  £/^£7/#*  againe ,  that  we  may  be  the  better  ac- 
quainted withfofinguler  amanthathathminiftred  the  occafionoffofinguleramat- 
e      •  lib     ter.He  ftudied  a  while  at  Apameafor  fo  he  teftifieth  of  him  felf  in  the  time  cf  the  Em- 
perour Iuftinian aboutthe yeare ofour  Lorde 565.be wasfb carefull ouer  the ftudi- 
ous  reader,that  he  recited  vnto  him  about  the  latter  ende  of  his  fift  booke  all  the  hi- 
ftories  bodi  diuine  and  prophane,from  the  beginning  of  the  worlde  vnto  his  time. 
He  was  a  great  companion  of  Gregoriebyihop  olAntioche,  he  bare  him  companie  to 
Conftantinople,vvhcnhe  went  to  cleare  him  felf3he  reportethofhimfelf  that  he  was 
maryed  in  Antioche,vvith  great  pompe  and  royall  fblemnitie,  when  the  great  earth- 
quake 
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quake  the  night  following,fhookethe  whole  citie.His  ftate  and  condition  I  doe  ga- 
ther where  hewnteth  of  the  peftilent&  contagious  difeafe  which  raigned  through- 
out the  vvorlde,thefpace  of  two  and  fiftieyeares:  the  words  he  wrote  arethefe:The 
greateft  niortalitie  of  all  fell  vpon  mankinde  the  fecond  yeare  of  the  reuoludon 
which  comprifed  the  terme  of nftene  yeares  ,fbthatlmy  felfevyhich  write  this  hi- 
ftorie  was  then  troubled  with  an  impoftume ,  orfrvellinge  about  the  priuie  mem- 
bers,orfccretc  partes  of  the  bodye  :moreouerinprocei7eoftimc,whenthisficknes 
waxed  hot,anddifpatched  diuerily  andfundry  kinds  ofwayes  it  fell  out  to  my  great 

friefe  and  forowe  that  God  tooke  from  me  many  of  my  children,my  wife  alio  with 
iuers  ofmykinsfolkes,whereof  iome  dwelled  in  thecitieandfome  in  the  cuntrey. 
iiich  were  my  aduentures,and  fuch  were  the  calamities  which  the  couife  of thofe  la- 
mentable times  diftributed  vnto  me .  When  I  wrote  this,  I  was  eight  and  fiftie  yeare 
olde.  twoyearcs  before ,  this  fickneffe  had  bene  foure  times  in  Antioche^  and  when 
as  atlength  the  fourth  reuoludon  and  compafle  was  paft,befides  my  aforefaide  chil- 
dren God  tooke  away  from  me  a  daughter  and  anephewe  of  mine.  Theiudgement 
that  Nicephorut  geucth  of  his  hiftorie  is  in  this  fort:  £/wgr/a*  a  noble  man  wrote  his 
Ecclefiafticallhiftory  the  which  he  continwed  vnto  the  ray'gnc  of  luftintu^  handling 
efpecially  prophane  matters .  the  fubftance  whereof  he  gatheredout  oiEuHatbius 
the  Syrian£o^mmf  rifcut Johannes  J>rocopiuso{Cxfarea,2\\<i  Agatbus,a\\which  were 
famousorators  of  that  time.and  out  of  fundrie  other  good  autors:  but  the  autorre- 
uealeth  himfelfe  intheplaineft  fortwhereheendethhis  hiftorie  writing  in  this  fort. 
Here  doe  Iminde  to  cut  of  and  make  an  ende  of  writinge ,  that  is  the  twelfe  yere  of 
MauriciitsTtber/w  the  empcrom  leaning  fuch  things  as  followe,  for  them  that  are 
difpofed  to  penne  them  for  the  pofteritie  in  time  to  come .  I  haue  finifhed  an  other 
\vorke,comprifing  relations,epiftles,decrees,  orations,  difputadons  with  fundrie  o- 
ther  matters.  The  relations  for  the  moft  part  are  in  the  perfon  oiGregorie  byfhop  of 
Antiochefor the  which  I  was  preferred  vnto  two  honorable  offices. Tiberius  Conflan- 
tinus  made  me  Quseftor,  Mauricim  Tiberius  made  me  maifter  of  the  Rolles ,  where 
the  noble  men ,  and  magiftrates  were  regiftred.The  autor  endeth  his  hiftorie  about 
the  yeare  ofour  Lord  59  5  .wantingonely  flue  yeares  of  fixe  hundred.There  are  ma- 
ny odde  thinges  in  this  hiftorie  whereby  the  reader  may  note  the  chaunge  anddi- 
uerfitie  of  times  how  abufes  creepe  in  by  a  litle  and  a  litle.  who  fo  euer  he  be  that  is  fb 
difpofed  to  fettle  his  mindeand  reft  vpon  the  plaine  trueth  by  perufing  ofthcfehifto- 
ries,he  may  haue  great  furtherance.In  Eufebius  he  may  behold  the  eftate  of  the  primi- 
tiue  church  from  the  Apoftles  vnto  his  dme  three  hundred  &  odd  years .  \n  Socrates 
although  it  follow  immediady,hefhal  find  great  chaunge,his  hiftorie  is  of  a  hundred 
and  forty  years  after,  but  in  Euagrius  being  but  a  hundred  &  forty  yeares  after  him  ye 
fhall  fee  farre  greater  alteration .  Laftof  all  if  ye  weye  the  thinges  which  happened 
fince  the  fixte  hundredyeares  after  Chrifte ,  then  as  it  is  written,^/'  legit  intelligat^ 
thencame  in  thePope,  then  came  in  the  Turke,and  then  came  in  the  deuell  for  alto- 
gether.For  after  the  raygneofthis  Mauricim  came  mPhocas  to  be  Emperour  which 
nrft  graunted  vnto  the  byihoppe  ofRometobe  called  vniuerfall  byfhoppe.This 
/^w^murthered  the  Emperour^^»r/V//^,obtayned  the  Empire  through  treafon,a 
fitte  man  to  be  founder  of  fo  worthie  ana&e .  Note  I  befecche  you  howe  that  in  his 
time  God  feemed  vtterly  to  withdrawe his^leffing :  Fraunce,  Spaine,  Germanie,  Lum- 
bardie,andthe  greateft  part  of  the  eaft  fell  from  the  Empire  for  euer,fuch  a  wrecke  to 
the  ftate  as  neuer  had  bene  fene  beforc.Not  onely  this  but  there  enfued  in  the  tempo- 
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raltie  no  feare  of  God,no  thame  of  the  worlde,  no  louetowardesthc  brethren,  no 
care  of  the  Churche,  no  confideration  ofcleargie  men :  inthe  fpiritualtie,pryde  of 
prelates ,  pampering  of  their  panches ,  flefhly  pleafure,  they  turned  deuotion  into 
fuperftition3fayth  into  fained  workes,plaine  dealing  into  hypocrifie,careful  zeale 
intocareleflefecuritie,in  ftead  of  theBible3they  brougntinto  the  Church 
legendesof  lyes ,  infteade  of  the  true  and  pure  feruiceof  God3 
they  brought  in  peeuifhe  andpelting  ceremonies ,  where- 
fore the  feafon  requireth  that  we  watche  and  pray 
andcontinewally  wayte  for  the  Lords  com- 
minge.  All  is  nowe  in  theex- 
trcme:Nu//um  violen- 
tmnferpettmm.

£  although  be  can  not  make  the  reaoers  perfect  chriftians3pet  can  bcfoo?ato 
them  bpperfaafton  that  tottb  prompt  ami  toilling  minoes  tbcp  toill  embrace

valcntinian?  Diofcorus  the  moftreuered  byshop  of  the  moft  noble  city  of  ALexandria,we  are  come  vnto  your 
and  Mama-  wontecj  clemecy  moft  humbly  to  craue  iuftke  at  yourhands.Theoccafion  of  our  coplaint  is  as 
followeth.In  the  councel  lately  held  atthefimouscityofjE/j^^flwoukltp^GoiJithad  neuer 
bene  called  together,thcn  had  it  not  brought  into  the  whole  world  fuch  horrible  mifchiefeand 
hurliburly^the  aforefaid  Diofcorus  who  trode  right  &  reafo  vnder  foot,who  fet  the  fear  of  God 
farre  oucof  his  fight,who  maintained  one  abfurd  opinion  with  Eutyches  that  vaine  .&  hereticall 
varlett,who  of  a  longe  whyle  reuealcd  not  vnto  many  the  venome  of  his  cankred  ftomacke,yet 
bewrayed  him  felre  in  procefle  of  time  partly  by  occafion  of  the  crimes  we  laide  to  Eutyches  his 
charge,&  partly  alio  by  occafion  of  the  fentence  which  Flauianus  the  byshop  ofworthy  memo- 
rie  pronounced  againft  him:  gathered  together  a  great  multitude  offeditious  perfons,  raifed 
with  his  money  no  fmall  power,  Iabouredas  mucheas  layein  him  toouerthrowethecatho- 
Iicke  religion  and  godly  fayth  of  the  auncient  fathers,and  to  eftablishe  the  blafphemous  opini- 
on of  Eutyches  the  monk  whofe  opinion  was  euer  condened  of  theholy  fathers  from  the  Apo- 
ftles  time  vnto  this  day.wherfore  feing  the  haynous  offences  he  committed  both  impudently  to 
the  derogation  of  the  Chriftian  faith  &  vnchantably  againft  vs,be  of  no  fmal  importaceswe  are 
moft  humbly  to  craue  vpon  our  bare  knees  of  your  graces,  and  to  requeft  that  by  vertue  of  your 
autority  the  moft  reuere'd  byshop  Diofcorus  may  be  inioyned  to  aunfwere  vnco  fuche  crimes  as 
we  haue  laid  to  his  charge,to\vit,vnto  fuch  praclifes  ofhis,&  records  as  he  broughtforth  againft 
vs  in  the  holy  councell,wherby  we  shalbe  able  plainly  to  proue  that  he  is  eftraunged  from  the 
catholicke  faith:  that  he  mainraineth  an  opinion  which  isnothingclfe  butblafphemyit  Celfe: 
that  he  both  depofed  vs  vniuftly  &  iniuried  vs  diuerfly  befides.  we  befeeche  you  moreouer  to 
vouchfafe  the  fending  of  your  gracious  letters  vnto  the  holy  &  general  councel  of  the  moft  god- 
ly byshops,to  thend  both  our  doings  &  his  may  indifferently  be  heard,&  that  your  highnes  may 
be  certified  againeofal  that  is  handled  by  the  councel,hoping  that  therein  we  shall  pleafeou/j 
immortal  head  Chrift  lefus.

foUotuetb,  The  next  day  after  when  the  counccll  aduifed  them  feluesfomewh  at  better,  wrc     . 
doc  perceiuc  that  they  reafoned  more  exquifnlyof  the  true  and  catholicke  fay th.  Wherefore  0fthefcna- 
feeinge  th&t Flaui/twa  the  byshoppof  worthie  memory  and  £#/<r^m  the  moft  reuerende  by-  torsinihe 
shopp  olDonlxv.m  were  founde  not  to  haue  erred  in  the  fayth  after  we  had  fearched  the  aclcs  counccll  of 
and  decrees  of  the  couticell ,  and  alio  by  the  report  of  fuche  as  were  chicfe  in  the  counccll,  and  Cliakedon, 
therefore  vniuftly  tohauebeenedepoied  (for  they  confcfiedthemlelucs  fowlydcceanedand 
wrongfully  to  haue  depriued  FLimanm  and  Eufebim  )  ltfccmeth  good  vnto  vs,  and  no  doubc 
God  approueth  the  fame,that cDu>f corns  the  moft  reucrend  byshop  of  Alexandrui(\S it  fo  pleafe 
our  Lorde  the  Emperouf )  iHitenaL-s  the  moft  reuerend  byshop  oileruflilem,  ThaUjfnu  the  moil 
reuerend  byshop  ofCxftirex  in  Cappodocta,Eufebini  the  moft  reuerende  byshop  of  Armenia^  Eh- 
Jiathius  the  moft  reuerend  byshop  of  Berytus  ,  &  Bafilins  the  moft  reuerende  byshop  ofSeltucia 
in  Ifititria(\\ho  were  then  ofautority  and  chief  of  the  councell)should  be  punished  alikc,dcpo- 
fed  of  their  byshopricks,  by  the  cenfure  &  iudgemet  of  the  councelI,as  the  canons  of  the  church 

doe  require,&  be  at  the  emperours  plcafure^mmeoiatlp  tbcre  mere  otber  bils  erbibiteo  againft 
Diofcorm  botb  of tbc  erimes  be  conum'tcco  5  ano  tbe  monep  be  bao  reccaueo :  but tnljen Dwfcorm 
tag  calico  p  fecono  $  tl;e  tbtro  time  of  p  councel,fcnt  fatneo  ercufes  fo?  bun  felf  $  came  not,p  JLe* 
gatS  of  Leo  bpfljop  Of  olO  Rome  ,ffooO  Op  in  p  councel,^  fatO  aS  foHooJCtlj.The  haino9offeces  which  TJ\e  ,fep  £fce 
Diofiortu  late  byshop  of  the  noble  city  of  Alexandria,  c5mitted  againft  the  canons  ofthecoun-  ^anus   lu_ 
cells,&the  ecclefiaftical  difcipline  are  throughly  knowe  ofvs  al,partly  by  fifting  out  fuch  things  cenu'us  and 
as  were  heard  in  the  former  feiIion,and  partly  alfo  by  examining  fuch  things  as  we  decided  this  Boniface 
day.  And  that  we  may  omit  many  other  things,  this  man  of  his  owne  autority  cotrary  to  the  ca-  (fubftitures 
non  of  the  church  receaued£«yc^<rxinto  the  comunion,  an  heretick  of  the  fame  opinion  with  °     c^ 
him,&  one  that  was  iuftly  depofed  by  his  owne  proper  byshop,to  wit,the  moft  holy  father,and  0f  Diofco- 
cur  byshop  FUuianiw.&  this  he  did  before  he  shewed  his  face  in  the  councel  which  he  held  with  iu$. 
the  moft  holy  byshops  at  f^^f.butthe  Apoftolickefeae  pardoned  the  byshops  becaufethcy 
were  conftraincd  againft  their  wills  to  doe  that  whiche  they  did/who  ycelded  them  felues  vnto 
this  prcfent  houre  both  to  Leo  the  moft  holy  byshop,&  to  the  whole  facred  &  general  affembly 
of  byshops,  &  therefore  as  men  ofonc  opinion  with  him,he  receaued  the  into  the  comunion.  As 
for  this  Diofcorns  he  cefleth  not  as  yet  to  glory  ofthc  things  for  the  which  he  ought  to  inourne, 
lament  &  lie  groueling  vpon  the  ground  in  fackcloth  &  ashes. not  onely  this  but  alfo  he  forbad 
the  reading  of  ho.'y  Pope  Leo  his  epiftlc  written  vnto  Flaniamu  of godly  memory, yea  being  oft 
intrcated  oftheLcgats,nayewhen  he  him  felfc  had  promifed  with  an  othe  he  woulde  procure 
it  to  be  rcad.the  default  in  not  readingof  which  epiftlc,hath  bene  both  an  offence  &  hindrance 
Vnto  the  holy  churches  vnder  heauen.  Although  he  was  priuey  to  fuch  lewdc  pradtifes,  yet  haue 
we  aficblcd  togcthcr,to  thend  wc  might  deale  fomewhat  fauourably  both  with  him  for  all  his 
former  leudnes,and  alfo  in  like  fort  with  the  other  godly  byshops  which  were  not  of  cquall  au- 
tority with  him  in  iudgment.but  feing  that  his  later  mifdemenare  exceeded  hisformer  impiety, 
for  he  fticked  not  to  excoinunicatc  Leo  the  moft  holy  and  moft  religious  archebyshop  of  Rome, 
moreouer  whe  shameful  bills  were  exhibited  againft  him,&  he  him  felf  being  citedoncejtwife, 
&  the  thirde  time  as  the  canon  of  the  church  hath  comaunded  by  the  godly  byshops  to  appeare 
before  the  councel,  yet  would  he  not  come,for  his  owne  cofcience  accufed  him,  but  entertained 
cotrary  vnto  law  fuch  as  were  iuftly  depofed  by  diuers  councells  &  fer  at  naught  fundry  coftitu- 
tions  ofthc  church  condemning  as  it  were  him  felfc  with  his  ow  ne  doings:  once  againe  fceinge 
thefe  arefound  to  be  his  later  pra&ifes,Zi?0  the  moft  holy  archebyshop  of  great  &  olde  Romc,by 
vs  and  this  facred  aflembly  together  withthemoftbleflcd  Apoftlei.  Peter,  whoistherockc, 
the  groundeof  thcCatholickeChurche,and  the  flmdationofthe  truefaythbereauedhim  of 
all  dignitie  that  belongeth  to  a  byshop,and  depriued  him  of  the  prieftly  fun6tion.whereforc  let

things  DectoeOjp  bp0;opgi  tljac  rjuere  oepofeo  tottlj  Diofconu  at  p  rcqueft  of  tbe  counceU3ej  the  com 
fent  of  p  emperour  Uoere  rettojeD  to  tljeir  bpujopjtcfcgi :  agat'ne  urtjen  tfjep  bau  annereo  certe  tljingst 
bnto  their  former  conftttutioujs  p  connccU  p?onounceo  fucb  a  femence  as  foIlotoetb.Our  Lord  and 

fauiour  Iefus  Chrifte  going  about  to  confirmc  his  difciples  in  the  knowledge  of  the  fayth,  faide 
vnto  themrmy  peace  1  geue  you, my  peace  I  bequeath  vnto  you,  to  thende  none  should  vary  fro 
his  neighbour  in  facred  rehgion,but  that  all  with  one  mouth  &  minde  should  acknowledgTHc 

word  oftrueth,(31meotatelp  after  tnben  tbep  ban  reao  p  creeo  eftabltfl>eti  bp  tbe  councell  vfNice, 
toitlj  p  fojmc  of  faitb  agreeo  bpon  bp  a  bumsjeD  tj  fiftpe  goblp  fatbers  afJembleo  at  Covftawinopie, 
tljcp  pjOceDC  on  in  tljcfe  U)0?Dg)that  diuinc  &  holy  creed  containing  the  abundance  ofthe  grace 
&  fpirit  of  god  is  fufficient  both  to  bring  men  vnto  a  perfect  knowledg  ofthe  faith,&  alfo  vnto 
a  fure  cofirmation  ofthe  fame.for  it  inftru6teth  vs  mo  ft  exquifitfy  in  fuch  things  as  we  muft  ne- 
celfarily  know  ofthe  father,of  the  fonne,  &  ofthe  holy  ghoft, and  fetteth  forth  after  the  plaineft 
maner  the  incarnation  of  our  Lord  Iefus  for  them  that  with  faith  wil  embrace  it.but  feeing  that 
certen  leud  &  godles  perfons  endeuoring  with  their  crronious  opinions,to  root  out  true  religi5 
haue  brought  into  the  world  many  vaine  fantafies  of  their  idle  brames,  of  which  number  fomc 
were  not  afFraid  to  corrupt  the  true  vnderftanding  &  the  miftery  of  themanhood,our  Lord  Ie- 
fus toke  for  our  fakes  &  to  deny  the  mother  or  bearing  of  God  which  is  attributed  vnto  the  virgine 
Mary,  other  fome  fained  very  fondly  that  the  diuinity  &  the  humanity  confifted  of  one  nature, 
confoudingboth  with  a  certe  imaginatiue  comixito  of  natures,  &  affirming  with  horrible  blaf- 
phemy  that  in  the  faid  confufion  the  diuine  nature  ofthe  onely  begotten  was  patible.  therefore 
this  great  &  general  couccl  prefetly  alTt  bled  together  being  defirous  with  al  might  to  Mop  eue- 
ry  gapp,&  to  cutt  of  all  occafion  of  deuelishe  deuices  wrought  to  the  ouerthrowe  ofthe  tructh, 
decreeth  that  the  faith  which  we  receiued  of  the  fathers  is  inuiolably  to  be  retained  :  and  there- 
fore commaunderh  aboue  all  other  formes  of  fayth,  that  the  creede  dehuered  vnto  vs  of  three 
hundred  and  eighteenc  godly  fathers  is  firmclytobebeleeued.  moreouer  to  thende  the  ene- 
mies ofthe  holy  Ghofte  may  vtterly  be  foyled  ,  it  ratifieth  the  doctrine  aftervvardes  eftabli- 
shed  touching  the  fubftance  ofthe  holy  Ghoft  by  a  hundred  and  fifty  godly  byshoppswhiche 
mett  at  the  princely  citye  of Qonftantinople:  the  which  efJencethofe  fathers  made  manifefte 
vnto  rhe  whole  world,not  by  adding  anything  oftheir  owne,as  if  the  canons  ofthe  Nicene  coi> 
cell  were  vnperfe<5t,but  that  they  might  declare  by  manifeft  teftimonies  of  holy  fcripture  what 
their  owne  opinion  was  ofthe  holy  ghoft  againft  fuch  as  denied  the  godhead  thereof,  further- 
more to  the  confutation  of  fuche  as  doubted  not  to  peruert  the  myfterie  of  our  Lords  incarna- 
tion, affirming  both  impioully  and  blafphemoufly  that  he  which  was  borne  ofthe  holy  virgine 
was  but  onely  man,  this  holy  councell  approueth  the  lynodicall  Epiftlesofholy  Cyrill  by- 
shopp  of  ^Alexandria,  written  vnto  Neslorim  and  to  the  byshops  ofthe  Eaft  churches,partly  to 
refel!  the  mad  and  franticke  opinion  of  Ne ft  or  intend  partly  alfo  for  to  inftru6t  fuch  as  are  god- 
ly difpofed,  and  labour  to  attaine  vnto  the  true  vnderftandinge  ofthe  holy  e  creede.  Againe 
this  councell  annexeth  thereunto  not  without  good  confederation  the  Epiftle  of  Leo  the  moll 
holy  archebyshop  of  old  Rome ,  which  he  wrote  vnto  Tlauianm  the  moft  holy  archebyshopp  for 
the  remouinge  and  rooting  out  of  the  Churche  of  God  the  f  anaticall  opinion  of  Etttyches  ,  as  a 
worthictradf  agreeing  with  the  confeffionofPefirrthat  great  Apoftle,and  asitwereaftronge 
pillour  and  fortreffe  to  vpholde  the  true  and  fincere  doctrine  againft  all  erronious  opinions.for 
he  valiantly  encountrcth  with  fuch  as  endeuored  to  deuide  the  myftery  ofthe  incarnation  into 
twofonnes :  heexcommunicateth  fuche  as  dare  prefume  to  faye  that  rhe  diuinitie  ofthe  onely 
begotten  is  patible:  he  manfully  withftandeth  fuche  as  confounde  ormakcacommixtionof 
both  the  natures  in  Chrifte.-  he  ratleth  fickebraines  and  frentike  fooles,  whoafflrme  thatthe 
shape  of  a  feruant  which  he  tooke  ofvs,  was  of  a  celeftiall  or  fome  other  kinde  of  fubft  ancelaft 
of  all  he  accurfeth  fuche  as  vaynely  haue  fayned  that  before  the  couplinge  ofthe  natures 
there  were  two,  but  after  the  vnitynge  of  them  that  there  was  but  one  onely  nature  in  the 
Lordc»  Wherefore  treadinge  one  trace,  and  immitatinge  the  fayth  of  the  holy  Fathers 
vvhichevvent  beforevs,  vveconfefTe  one,  and  the  fame  fonne  ourLorde  Iefus  Chrifte,  and 
with  one  generall  confent  we  faye  that  he  is  perfe&e  God  and  perfects  man,  true  God  and 
true  man  of  a  reafonable  foulc  and  humane  fleshe  fubfiftinge  :  of  one  fubftance  vvyth  the 
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father  according  vnto  his  diuinityc,but  of  one  fubftancc  with  vs  according  vnto  his  humanitye: 
like  vnto  vs  in  all  things,finne  onely  excepted :  begotten  of  the  father  before  all  worlds,accor- 
ding  vnto  his  godheadjbut  borne  in  chcfc  later  dayes  for  our  fakes,and  for  our  faliiation  of  the 
Yirgine  mary,&  the  mother  of  God  according  vnto  his"  manhood :  one  &  the  fame  Iefus  Chrift, 
the  fonne,the  Lord,the  onely  begotten  :  of  two  natures ,  knowen  without  confounding  of  the, 
without  mutation,without  diuifion  without  feparacion :  the  diftinclmof  natures  not  remoued 
for  all  the  vniting  of  them,  but  the  proprietie  of  both  natures  wholly  retayned  and  coupled  to- 
gether in  one  perfon ,  or  as  the  Grecians  fay,in  one  vt^wh  not  feuercd  &  parted  into  two  per- 
fons,butone  and  the  felfefame  onely  begotten  lbnne,  God  the  vvordc,  and  the  Lordc  lefus 
Chrifre ,  euen  as  the  Prophetts  of olde ,  and  Chnlte  him  felfe  aftcrvvardes  haue  inftru«5ted  vs  of 
him  and  the  fame  hath  the  faith  of  the  fathers  deliuered  vnto  vs .  Seeingc  we  haue  lifted  out  the 
tructh  of thefc  thinges  with  great  care  and  diligence,  the  facred  and  generall  councell  hath  de- 
creed that  Jt  shall  be  lavvfull  for  no  man,  eyther  to  alleage  or  to  write,  orto  frame  ,orto  be- 
Iecue,  orto  teachcany  otherfayth.  Morcouer  this  councell  commaundethfucheasprcfume 
to  deuifc  any  other  fayth  ,  or  to  bringe  forth,  or  to  teache ,  or  to  ptiblishe  any  other  creede  vn- 
to fuche  as  turne  eyther  from  paganilme  ,  or  from  Iudaifme,  or  from  any  other  fe<fte  vvhatfoe- 
uer,vnto  the  knowledge  of  the  trueth ,  if  they  be  byshops,that  they  be  depofed  of  their  byshop- 
like  dignities :  ifpriefts,  that  they  be  vnminiltrcd:   if  monks  and  lay  people,  that  they  shoulde

Eingcthcdiuinc  and  ccleftiall  grace  of  God  f  moft  holy  emperour,)  hath  ordained  your 
I  highnefle  as  a  Ievvell  and  treafure for  mortall  men:  you  ceafTe  notCvve  fpeakc  vnfainedly^ 
imediately  and  next  after  God  continually  to  prouide  for  the  fafety  and  profit  of  the  com- 
mon vveale.3ltt  a  to&ile  after  trjSJ)  fap .  when  the  peace  which  raigned  among  the  godly  people, 
both  here  with  vs  and  withinthecitieof  ^Alexandria  ^  was  remoued  out  of  theChurche  of 
God^Timotheui  then  beinge  a  prieft,  gotthim  imediately  after  the  councell  of  Chalcedony vas 
diffolued  onely  with  fourcor  fiue  byshopps ,  together  with  a  fevve  monks,  fell  from  thefayth, 
and  deuided  him  felfe  from  the  Catholicke  Churche.Thefe  his  companions  were  infected  with 
the  pernicious  doctrine  of  Apollinariiu,hL  the  peftilent  error  of  Ttmothee  him  felfe :  al  they  were 
thendepofed  of  their  prieftly  dignities  according  vnto  the  canon  of  theChurche  both  by  Pro- 
^mwofworthicmemorie,  and  the  councell  of  byshopsheldein«^7/)f3and  alfo  exiled  by  the 
Emperours,whofe  difpleafure  they  had  procured.Sigatne  after  a  fciBCltnCSJ.The  famcTtmothee, 
at  what  time  LMartiantts  the  Emperour  of  famous  memorie  chaunged  this  fraile  life  for  blisfull 
reft  in  the  celeftiall  paradife ,  fticked  not  molt  impudently  to  reuile  him  with  raylinge  and  op- 
probrious languages,  as  if  he  had  bene  fubiedttonolawe;  heftaggered  not  like  a  shamelefic 
eaytiffe  at  accurfing  the  facred  and  generall  aflembly  of  byshopps  which  mett  at  Chalcedon :  he 
Ieddc  after  him  a  multitude  of  chaungelings  and  feditious  people:  he  fetvp  himfelfe  againft 
the  holy  canons,  the  decrees  of  theChurche,  the  common  weale  and  lawes:  he  intruded  him 
felfe  into  the  holy  Churche  of  God,which  had  both  a  paftor  and  a  teacher, to  witt,our  moft  ho- 
ly father  and  archbyshopp  Proterius, zshc  celebrated  the  wonted  myfteries,  and  offered  vp  the 
facrifice  of  prayer  vnto  Chrift  Iefus  the  fauiour  of  vs  all  for  your  holy  Empire,and  for  your  chri- 
ftian  and  religious  pallace.^gaine  tljep  fap.Thenext  day  after,as  Proterius  the  moft  holy  father 
cxecutedfas  the  manner  is)  the  function  of  a  byshop  ,Ttmotheus  tooke  vnto  him  two  byshopps 
depofed  of  their  dignities  with  fome  banished  priefts,  as  we  faide  before ,  and  was  confecrated 
byshopp  by  two  ofthem,when  as  none  of  all  the  Catholicke  byshops  throughout  the  prouince 
of  tsEgypt (as  the  vfe  is  in  confecrating  the  byshopp  ofsAlexandria)  was  prefent :  and  fo  tooke 
poflcflion  as  he  perfwaded  him  felfe  of  the  archebyshopps  chaire,but  verily  it  was  nothing  els 
faueplaine  whoredome  againft  thefpoufe  ofChnft^and  the  Churche  of  God  whiche  had  an 
hufband  ofher  owne,that  celebrated  therein  the  holy  myfteries,and  gouerned  the  fame  accor- 
ding vnto  the  canons  of  the  Churche.  QKljentrjep  Ijao  enterlaceo  afeuieutieis ,  t&ep  toent  on  asf 

R  om.  12.  foflorjoetr^Blefled  Prsterius  could  doe  no  other  then(as  it  is  written) gecue  place  vnto  wrath :  & 
to  thende  he  might  efcape  the  furie  of  fuch  as  ranne  headlong  to  difpatche  him  out  of  the  way, 
he  made  his  refuge  vnto  the  reuerend  fonrc :  the  whiche  place  of  all  others,  yea  the  Barbarians 
and  bruitish  people  being  altogether  ignorant  of  the  vertuc  and  grace  which  ishucth  thence  are 
loth  to  prophane.yct  thele  men  purpofing  to  performe  in  deede  that  which  from  the  beginning 
they  had  deuifed  foiTtmot  hee,faucd  not  the  life  of Proterius,  no  not  in  thofe  priueledged  places 
of  the  temple :  leuerenced  not  the  religious  place  :  honored  not  the  timeffor  it  was  on  the  high

Notoncly  this  butalfoheforbadd  the 
readingeofholy  Pope  Z>o  his  Epilrle  written  vnto  Vlamanns  of  godly  memorye,  yeabeinge 
oft  intreated  ofthc  Legats ,  nay  when  he  him  felfe  had  promifed  with  an  othe  that  he  woulde 
procure  it  to  be  reade  .    The  defaultc  in  not  readinge  of  whiche  Epiftlc  hath  beene  both  an 
offence  and  hindrance  vnto  the  holye  Churches  vnder  heaucn  ♦  Although  he  was  priueyeto 
fuche  levvde  praiitjfcs ,  yet  haue  we  afTembled  togecher  to  thende  we  might  deale  iomewhae 
fauourably  both  with  him  for  all  his  foi  merle  wdenetle,  andalfo  in  lykclort  with  the  other 
godly  byshopps  whiche  were  not  ofequall  autorityewith  him  in  judgement .   But  fceinge 
that  his  later  mifdemenure  exceeded  his  former  impicne,  forhe  fticked  not  to  excommuni- 
cate Leo  the  molt  holye.and  moll  religious  Archebyshopof  Rome  ,  Morcouer  when  shame- 
full  bills  were  exhibited  againfte  him, and  he  him  felfe  bcinge  cyted  oncctwife,  and  the  thirde 
tyme  as  the  canon  of  the  Churche  hathcommaunded  by  the  godly  byshops  to  appeare  be- 
fore the  counccl, yet  would  he  not  comejforhis  owne  confciencc  acaifed  him,butcntertayned 
contrarye  vnto  lawe  fuche  as  were  iuftly  depofed  by  diucrs  councclls ,  and  fett  at  naught  fun- 
dryeconftitutions of  the  Churche,  condemninge  as  it  were  him  felfe  with  his  owne  doinges:

atChalcedo.  ofoldeaflembled  together  in  the  holy  GhofteatNice(in  the  which  faith  bothe  we  and  all  our 
anceftors  were  baptized)shoulde  onely  be  kept  and  retayned  of  the  faythfull  people  through- 
out all  the  moft  holy  Churches  of  God :  for  in  this  one  Creede  the  fyncere  fayth  is  fo  fufflciently 
decided  both  to  the  ouerthrowe  of  all  erroneus  opinions  and  to  the  eftablishing  of  concord  & 
vnity  throughout  the  holy  Churches  of  God.  And  moreouer  the  canons  published  to  the  con- 
firmation of  the  fame  faith,are  ofno  lefle  force  &  venue .  Againe  we  doe  ratifie  the  faith  of  the 
hundred  &  fifty  holy  fathers,which  afiembled  in  this  noble  city  of  Conftantincple  &  accurfed 
the  blafphemers  of  the  holy  Ghoft .  In  like  forte  we  approue  the  a6ts  of  the  councel  called  at  E- 
Bafilifcus  c6-  phefus  againft  wicked  Neftorius  and  fuch  as  afterwards  embraced  his  opinion .  As  for  fuch  de- 
deneth  Leo  crees  as  difturbe  the  quiet  eftate  of  the  holy  Churches  of  God  &  the  peace  of  the  wholl  world, 
and  the  cou-  to  wit,the  decifion  and  decree  of  Leo,all  the  canons  of  the  councell  helde  at  Chalccdon,what- 
cel  of  Chal-  foeuer  tnev  defined  toutching  the  cxpofition  of  the  Creede,  interpretation,do6trine  and  deci- 
ding thereof,  to  the  end  a  newefound  faith  might  be  eftablished  contrary  to  the  Creede  of  the 
three  hundred  and  eighteene  Godly  Bishops  fpoken  of  before,we  ordayne  and  decree  that  the 
moft  holy  Bishops  both  here  &  in  euery  the  feuerall  Churches  wherefoeuer  doc  acurfe  them,& 
wherfoeuer  they  are  found  that  they  be  burned  to  ashes,  forfo  the  godly  Emperours  of  famous 
memory  Conflantinus  &  Tbeodofm  iunior  who  liue'd  before  our  time  commaunded  as  concer- 
ning the  hereticks  bookes  and  blafphemous  pamphlets.  We  will  haue  them  fo  abolished  that 
they  be  banished  for  euer  out  of  the  one  &  the  onely  Catholick,  Apoftolicke  &  faithfull  church, 
as  conftitutions  which  derogate  from  thewhollfome  decrees  of  the  three  hundred  &  eighteene 
holy  fathers  whiche  alwayes  oughte  to  be  of  greate  force  and  vertue,and  from  the  canons  efta- 
blished in  the  holy  Ghoft  of  the  godly  Bishops  at  the  councell  of  Ephefus.To  be  short  that  it  be 
not  lawerull  either  for  Priefte  or  for  people  to  tranfgrefle  that  mofte  diuine  canon  of  the  holye 
creed,but  that  together  with  all  the  newe  fanc'tions  published  in  the  councell  of  Chalcedo,the 
herefiealfomaye  be  rooted  out,  of  fuche  as  confefle  not,  that  the  onelye  begotten  fonneof 
God  was  coceaued  by  the  holy  Ghoft,borne  of  holy  CfrUry  the  perpetuall  virgine,and  mother 
of  God,  truely  incarnate  and  made  man,but  that  his  flesh  came  downe  from  heaucn  &  fo  faine 
it  very  monftroufly  to  be  figurated  in  fome  phatafticall  forte  or  other :  we  will  and  commaund 
that  euery  erroneus  opinion,  at  what  time,  in  what  forte,  or  place  foeuer  throughout  the  wholl 
world  hath  bene  either  compafled,or  thoughte  vpon  within,  or  exprefled  by  worde  without  as 
plaufible  nouelty  to  the  ouerthrowe  of  this  holy  Creed, be  condemned  for  euer.  And  infomuch 
the  Emperour.  is  bounde  of  duety  with  diligent  care  to  prouide  that  by  his  prouidente  counfell 
the  fubiedts,  not  only  in  time  prefent ,  but  alfo  in  time  to  come  may  enioy  peace  and  tranquil- 
lityrwedoe  ordayne  that  the  moft  holye  Bishops  doe  fubferibevato-thefe  our  gracious  letters 
generally  wrytten  vnto  all  and  openly  proclaymed.to  the  end  they  may  thereby  manifeftly  de- 
clare theyr  fettled  mind  in  addicting  them  felues  onely  vnto  theholy  fayth  of  the  three  hundred 
and  eighteene  holy  fathers,the  which  alfo  the  hundred  &  fifty  Godly-Bishops  haue  afterwards 
confirmed.and  after  that  againe  was  ratified  of  the  true  profeflors  and  holy  fathers  which  mett 
at  the  princely  citie  ofEphefus .  Foritfcemeth  good  vnto  vs  that  the  onely  Creede  ofthe  three 
hundred  and  eighteene  holy  fathers  as  a  perfedl:  platforme  of  tried  fayth  shoulde  be  followed 
and  by  accurfinge  the  a&es  of  the  Chalcedon  councell  which  may  be  (tumbling  blockes  vnto 
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the  faithfull  people ,  that  they  banishc  them  wholly  the  Churches ,  for  canons  that  diiturbe  the 
wholl  worlde  andhtnder  the  iuccclTe  of  our  happy  raygne .  Such  as  after  the  reccitc  of  thefc  our 
gracious  letters,  published  as  we  perfvvade  our  ielues  by  the  prouidencc  of  God,  totheende 
Concorde ,  and  vnitye,  which  is  to  be  defired  of  all  men  may  be  eftablishcd  in  the  Churches  of 
God,  doe  at  any  time  goc  abouttoallcadge,ornamc,bydifputinge,teachinge  or  wryting, 
in  any  tymc ,  fortc,or  place, that  decree  published  in  the  counccll  of  Chalcedon  contrary  to  the 
fayth,as  autors  of  tumultesjand  diflention  in  the  holy  Churches  of  God  and  vnto  all  out  louing 
fubiedts^&aduerfariesmoreoucrvmo  God  &  the  faftyofourfcepter.weftraidtly  charge  &  co- 
maud  &  that  according  vnto  the  lawes  made  before  our  time  by  Theodofius  the  worthy  Empc- 
rour  of  happy  memory  againft  fuchfrcn  fie  and  madnes,prefemlye  annexed  vnto  thefc  our  gra- 
cious letters  .generally  directed  vnto  all ,  if  they  be  Bishops  and  of  the  clergy  c  that  they  be  de- 
priued  of  thevr  dignity  &  priefthood,if  Monkes  or  lay  men  that  they  be  exiled  &  punished  with 
confifcatio  of  their  wholl  lubftace  &  other  feucre  penalties. For  i  n  fo  doing  the  holy,coelTential 
Trinity  autor  and  gcuer  of  life  vnto  the  wholl  world  beinge  honored  of  vs.vitlifuch  homage  & 
feruice,not  onely  for  the  rootinge  out  of  fuchc  tares  as  we  haue  mentioned  before ,  but  alio  for 
the  true  and  Aportolicke  traditions  toutchingc  the  holy  crccdc  established  by  vs,is  like  to-be  re- 
conciled and  fauorable  vnto  vs  and  vnto  all  our  louingc  fubiects,  to  gouerne  the  Empire  toge-

ZEno  Eraperour  Cxfa>Pius,Viftoriotis  Triumphant,chiefe  Lord,perpetuaI  Auguftus  vnto 
the  moft  reuerend  bishops  throughout  Alexandria,.£gypt,  Libya  &  Pentapolis  with  the 
Priefts,M6ks  &  laye  people,fendcth  greeting.In  fomuch  we  are  certenly  perlwaded  that 
the  originall  c6firmation,continewace,  ftregth  &  inuincible  fortres  of  our  Emperiall  fcepter  is 
onlyvpheldbythe  fincere  &  true  faith  ('the  which  three  hudrcd  &  eighteene  holy  fathers  deli- 
uered  vnto  vs  by  the  infpiratio  of  the  holy  Ghoft  in  the  councell  of  Nice,&  was  alfo  confirmed 
of  a  hundred  &  fifty  godly  Bishops  in  the  councel  held  at  Coftantinople^}  we  haue  labored  day 
and  nighte  not  onely  by  prayer  but  with  all  endeuer  and  vvyth  publishinge  of  lawes,amply  and 
aboundandy  to  fill  with  it  the  holy,Catholick,and  Apoftolick  Church  of  God  fcattcred  far  & 
wide  ouer  the  face  ofthe  earth,beingthcimmortall  and  fetnpiternall  parent  of  this  ourraygnc 
andprincipalitye:that  the  deuoute  people  of  God  continewingethe  diuine  peace  and  quiernes 

may 
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may  poure  vnto  God  the  acceptable  facrifice  of  prayer,togethcr  with  the  moft  holy  Bishops  & 
iacred  clergy ,with  the  gouernours  of  Monaftcrics  &  Monkes  them  felues  for  the  preferuatio  of 
our  profperous  raygnc.For  in  cafe  that  almighty  God  and  our  Sauiour  Iefus  Chrift,  who  tooke 
flesh  of  the  virgine  Mary  the  mother  of  God  &  was  borne  into  the  worldc  would  allowe  of  the 
general  praifes  &  worship  we  geue  vnto  him  &  receaue  the  fame  with  willig  minde  &  redines; 
then  ao  doubt  not  onely  all  forts  of  enemies  woulde  vtterly  be  foylcd,but  alio  all  other  nations 
vnder  hcauen  would  be  brought  fubieit  vnto  our  Empire,  &  willingly  feme  vs  next  &  immedi 
atly  after  God:  then  alfo  peace  &  the  profit  annexed  therunto,feafonable  tcperature  of  the  aer, 
plenty  of  all  forts  of  fruite,  with  all  other  things  required  for  the  vfc  of  ma  would  abudantly  be 
miniftred.  Nowetherfore  feing  it  appcareth  vnto  all  men  hovve  both  we  our  felues  &  the  Em- 
pire ofRome  is  prefcrued  vnder  the  wing  of  the  true  faith,thc  holy  gouernours  of  the  monafte- 
ries&  heremits  with  other  religious  me  exhibited  vnto  vsfupplicatios,exhortigvs  very  eafneftly 
that  the  moft  holy  churches  may  enioy  peace,that  the  mebers  may  be  coupled  together  whichc 
the  deuel  enemy  to  honefty  hath  labored  of  a  log  time  to  part  afunder/of  he  is  fully  perfwaded 
that  if  the  body  of  the  chuich  being  ioyntly  knit  together  in  the  bond  of  vnity  encountred  with 
him,  he  would  quickly  be  oUerthrowe.by  rcafbn  the  mebers  were  feueied.it  came  to  paffe  that 
infinit  multituds  of  me,now  many  hundred  yercs  ago  departed  this  world,  fomc  without  bap- 
tifme,fome  other  without  the  comunion  being  void  ofcharity(thedynt  of  death  is  incuitablc^ 
it  caufed  moreoucr  infinit  (laughters  &  bloodshedjnot  only  the  earth  but  the  aer  alfo  was  infe- 
cted with  ftreames  of  blood  ishuinge  out  of  the  tender  bowells  of  men .  And  who  is  he  (1  pray 
you)  that  wisheth  not  for  reformato  &redreffcofthefethings.?wherforewehauedoneourin- 
deuor  for  to  cercifie  you,that  not  onely  we  our  felues  but  all  the  churches  cuery  where  haue  not 
had  in  times  paft,neither  prefentjWill  not  haue  herafter.neither  knowe  any  other  that  haue  any 
other  faith  or  do<ftrine,then  the  creede(fpoken  of  before)deIiuered  by  three  hildred  &  eighteen 
Byshops  &  confirmed  afterwardes  by  a  hundred  &  fifty  fathers.  But  if  any  man  haue  any  other 
creede  we  take  him  not  to  be  ofthe  church.For  we  beleuc  that  through  this  faith  only  it  cometh 
to  pafle  that  our  Empire  doth  florishrthat  the  people  by  embraeig  ofthe  fame  are  inlpircd  with 
the  holy  Ghoft  &  washed  in  the  facred  fountaine  of  baptifme:  it  was  this  faith  that  the  holy  fa- 
thers in  the  councell  of  Ephefus  fubferibed  vnto,which  depofed  wicked  Nejiorita  ofthe  Eccle- 
fiafticall  mini  ftery  &  as  many  as  fauored  his  hereticall  opinion,  whbme  we  alfo  doe  accurfe  to- 
gether with  Ei4tyches(hx  both  of  them  impugned  the  aforefayde  faith)and  approue  the  twelue 
pointes ofthe  faith  laydedowne  by  Cyri// of worthy  memorye,  lateArchbishop  ofthe  Catho- 
licke  church  of  Alexandria.For  we  confefle  that  the  onely  begotten  fonne  of  God  our  Lord  Ie- 
fus Chrift  is  truely  incarnate,of  one  fubftance  with  the  father  accordinge  vnto  his  diuinity,&  of 
one  fubftance  with  vs  accordinge  vnto  his  humanity:that  he  came  downe  from  heauemthat  by 
the  holy  Ghofte  he  tooke  fleshe  ofthe  virgine  Mary  the  mother  of  God:  that  he  is  one  and  not 
two.For  we  fay  that  the  miracles  he  wrought  &  the  vexations  he  endured  in  the  flesh  belonged 
vnto  one  perfon.we  doe  condemne  for  euer  fuch  as  deUide,  or  confound  his  natures,  or  fay  that 
he  had  a  phantafticall  body. For  he  was  truely  incarnate  ofthe  mother  of  God  without  Ipott  or 
blemish  of  finne.The  Trinity  remaynethneucrthelelfe  though  onepcrfon  ofthe  Trinity,to  wit, 
God  the  worde  be  incarnate  .  VVherfore  feing  we  learne  of  furety  that  all  the  holy  and  Catho- 
licke  Churches  euery  where,that  all  the  godly  Prcfidentes  and  gouernours  thereof,and  that  our 
Empire  neither  hath  allowed  neither  will  retayne  any  other  creede  or  forme  of  faith ,  then  that 
we  fpake  of  eucn  nowe,  let  vs  ioyntly  without  any  more  adoe  be  reconciled  and  embrace  vnity 
and  concorde.  Thefe  things  haue  we  wrytten  vnto  yousnot  to  innouate  ought  as  toutching  the 
faith,but  fully  to  fatisfie  you  therein.  VVc  doe  accurfe  whofoeuer  hath  beleucd  or  doth  beleue 
thecontrary,eithernoweoratothertimcs,eitheririthecoUncellofChaIcedon,  or  in  any  other 
councell  whatfoeuer.  but  fpecially  of  all  others  We  doe  accurfe  Nejioriw,Eutyches  and  their  co- 
plices.  Wherefore  hold  with  your  Ghoftly  mother  the  Churche3and  celebrate  therein  together 
with  vs  the  one  holy  comunion  according  vnto  that  one  fayth  of  the  three  hundred  &  eighteen 
holy  fathers.For  your  moft  holy  mother  the  Church  groneth  after  you  and  defireth  to  embrace 
you  w hich  are  her  naturall  children ,  moreouer  she  longeth  to  hcare your  fweete  voyccs.Get  ye 
thither  in  all  the  haft.  If  ye  doe  this  ye  shal  not  onely  purchafe  vnto  your  felues  the  fauour  of  out 
Lord  &  Sauiour  Chrift  lefus,but  alfo  the  comendation  of  our  highncs.'&ljfe  epttlle  being  rjaD>

vnro  Ala-  A  variance  among  them  felues,  &  other  coikreis  of  the  Ealt  contended  within  them  felues: 
for  the  weft  Churches  would  in  no  wife  comunicate  with  them  faue  vndcr  this  condition,  that 
they  would  accurfe  Neftorius,EMyches,<T>iofcorM  Jeter  fyrnamed  Aloggm  and  Acacm.VVhzv- 
fore  feeing  the  churches  throughout  the  worlde,  were  at  this  pointe,  the  fauourers  oiDiofcorus 
and  Emyches  were  brought  to  a  narrow  rowme.  And  now  being  as  it  were  euerie  one  rooted  & 
weeded  from  of  the  faceofthe  earth,  one  Xjnaiat  after  the  Etymologieofhis  name  far  eflraun- 
ged  from  God,  weknowe  not whatwickedfiende  had  bewitched  his  minde  j  orwhatmalice 
he  owed  vnto  F/a»ianw,\Yidct  cloke  of  religion  (as  report  goeth)  he  made  an  infurre&ion  a- 
gaynft  him  and  charged  him  with  the  herefie  of  Nf  florins .  When  he  had  accurfed  Ne  florins 
with  his  hcreticall  opinion,  he  lefte  him  and  turned  to  Diofcoras ,  and  Theodoras  and  Theodo- 
rit  us, and  Ibas^zv.d  Cyrus, and  Euthenus,znd  Iohn^nd  to  others,we  wot  not  who,neythcr  outof 
what  countreye:  ofwhiche  number  fomc  in  very  deede  were  Neflorians  ,fomc  others  to  auoyde 
the  fufpition  of  that  herefie, accurfed  Neflorius ,  and  returned  vnto  theChurche .  Vnlcfle  thou 
accurfe,(iayd-^?tf<3^)allthefewhiche  fauourof  A^Horwjfylthyefinkeofhereticalldoclnne, 
thou  thy  felfe  shalt  feeme  to  be  of  Neflorius  opinion,  although  thou  accurfe  both  him  and  his 
do£trinc,yeaathoufande  tymes .  The  fame-Yif»^^moreouerdeake  by  letters  both  wyth  the 
complices  of  Diofcorus  and  the  fauourers  of  Emyches,  perfwadinge  them  to  holde  wyth  him, 
againfteF/.-i«»^»//j'>notthat  they  shoulde  accurfe  the  Counccll ,  but  onelye  the  perfons  aboue 
named.  After  Flauimus  the  Byshope  had  wythftoode  them  alongewhyle,  andfawethato- 
thers  held  with  XenaiM  againfl:  him, namely  Eleufimts  Byshop  of  fome  city  or  other,within  Cap 
padocia  the  leffe^Mfi^  byshop  of  Laodicea  inSyria  with  others  of  other  countreis(whofe  ac- 
cufations  proceeding  of  abie<5l  mindes  we  will  pafle  oucr  with  filence,and  geuc  others  leaue  to 
report  them)at  length  remembring  him  felfe,they  would  be  pacified,if  the  aforefaide perfons 
were  accurfed,yelded  Vnto  them,  And  after  he  had  condemned  thofe  men  with  his  owne  hand 
he  wrote  vnto  the  Emperour,for  thefe  men  had  fet  him  vp  againft  Flamanus%  as  ifhe  had  becne 
patrone  of NeJlorius herefie.  Neyther was Xenaias  fatisfied with  this,  but agayne required 
Flauunas  to  condemne  both  the  Councelland  fuche  as  aftyrmed  there  Were  two  natures  in 
Chriftcthe  one  humane,  theotherdiuine,  whoforrefufingc  todoethis,  is  charged  afreshe 
wyth  Neflorias  opinion.  Laft  of  all  after  much  adoe,  when  the  patriarch  had  published  a  forme 
of  faith  where  he  had  vnfainedly  geuen  to  vnderftand  that  the  councell  as  toutching  the  depri- 
uation  ofNefforiiu  and  Eutycher  was  to  beapproued,but  not  for  their  decree  of  the  faith  &  do- 
<5trine:they  threaten  to  take  him  in  hand  againe,as  one  that  feeretly  fauored  of  AW?<?r/'«*,vnle{Te 
he  woulde  accurfe  both  the  Councell  it  klfey  and  them  diat  affirmed  there  were  two  natures 

in 
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in  Chrifte,  one  diuine,the  other  humanc.Morcoucr  with  flatterie  and  fallacies  they  allured  the 
Ifaurians  to  their  fide,&  patched  together  a  forme.of  fayth  wherin  they  accurfed  both  the  cou- 
cell,and  fuche  as  affirmed  there  were  two  natures  in  Chrifte :  in  the  ende  deuided  them  fclues 
from  F/duMNUSyZnd  Macedomus ,and  ioyned  with  them, who  had  fubferibed  vnto  that  patched 
fayth.  Inthemeanefpacethey  requefted  the  Byshopof  lerufalem  tolaye  downehis  fayth  in 
writinge,  the  whiche  he  did ,  and  fent  it  by  the  faction  of  THofcorus  vnto  the  Emperour.  This  Hereticks  are 
fayth  at  length  with  shame  inough  they  brought  forth5accurfinge  fuche  as  faide  there  were  two  w<""  to  c«- 
natures  in  Chrift.But  the  byshop  of  lerufalem  charged  them  they  had  corrupted  his  faith,wrore  ""P""""^ 
an  other  where  there  was  no  fuche  accurfe:  But  no  marucll  at  all,  for  they  haue  corrupted  of-  wmm" 
centimes  the  bookes  and  writinges  of  theholye  fathers ,  by  chaunginge  their  titles  and  inferip- 
tions ,  and  fatheringe  the  workes  of  Apollinartm  the  heretickc  vpon  ttAthanafins ,  Gregorie  the 
renowmed,  and  IhUhs  y  fnaringe  many  of  the  fimple  people  with  thefe  their  wiles  and  fubtlery 
in  their  hereticall  opinions.  They  craued  alio  of  CMacedonius  they  might  fee  his  belicfc  in  wri- 
tinge, who  proteftcd  he  onely  allowed  the  fayth  published  of  olde  at  Nice  by  three  hundred 
and  eyghtcene  holye fathers,  and  afterwardes  ratified  at  Conftantinople,accurfinge  Neftorius, 
Eurycbes,  wythiuche  as  fayde  there  were  two  fonnes,  or  two  Chrifres ,  or  deuided  the  natures  : 
yet  fpake  he  notaworde  of  the  Ephefine  Councell,  whiche  depofed  Neftorius ,  neyther  of 
the  Chalcedon  Councell ,  whiche  depriued  Eutycbes.  Wherefore  rhe  Monkes  ofConftantino- 
ple  were  wonderfully  moued  with  this,  and  deuided  them  felues  from  CMacedomus.  All  this 
while  Xenamznd  Diofiorus  hauinge  linked  vnto  their  fidemanye  other  Byshops,  behaued 
them  felues  intollerably  towardes  fuche  as  woulde  not  accurfe  whomcthey  wouldehaue  ac- 
curfed, in  (o  muche  they  procured  diuers,  becaufe  they  woulde  not  yeclde  vnto  them,to  be  ba-

And  thus  it  went  withvsinPalaeftina.  Butoftheprouincesof  Antioch,  they  were  partly  ledde 
into  error  wyth  others,  namelye  CMartinus  Byshope  of  Berytus ,  and  partly  conftrayned  to 
fubferibe  vnto  Seuerus  letters  of  mutuall  loue  and  agreement ,  whiche  accurfed  not  onely  the 
Councell,butalfo  who  foeuer  affirmed  there  were  two  natures  inChrift,  the  one  diuine ,  the 
other  humane  .  Butfuche  as  were  compelled  togeeue  theyrconfent ,  repented  them  after- 
wardes,  and  returned  vnto  the  Churche,  namelye  the  Byshopes  throughout  the  prouince  of 
Apamia.  There  were  other  fome  that  woulde  in  no  wife  agree,  of  whiche  number  Ittlianus 
Byshope  of  Boftra  was  fayde  to  be ,  Epiphanius  Byshope  of  Tyrus  wyth  other  Byshopes .  The 
liaurians  after  repentaunce  condemned  theyr  former  error  and  foliye,  and  accurfed  Seuerus 
Wyth  all  that  fauored  him .  Other  Byshopes  andprieftes  wythin  <S>#?nv.nurifdi£Hon,  forfooke 
their  Churches ,  namelye  lultanus  Byshope  of  Boftra ,  Peter  Byshope  of  Damascus,  wholyue 
here  wyth  vs:  (JMamas  alfo  wyth  one  of  the  two  Diofcorians,  who  affirmed  there  were  two 
natures  from  the  beginninge ,  whofe  wilfull  frowardnefle  made  Seuerus  whether  he  woulde  or 
no  to  condemne  them.^fter  a  fefco  lineS  -The  monasteries  both  hercsand  at  Ierufalem  (God  be 
prayfed  for  it)  doe  holde  wyth  the  right fayth,  euen  fo  doe  manye  cities  and  Byshopes.  For  all 
which,and  for  vs  our  felues  vouchfafe  moft  holy  Lorde,  and  our  right  honorable  father  to  pray 
that  we  fall  not  into  temptation.

Chriltians ,  thrulle  out  the  Pricftes  very  contumclioirfly  and  thenceforth  gaue  it  vnto  the  Arias 
to  enioy  as  theyr  owne.  When  rhc  Libyans  coceaued  no  fmall  forovve  &  were  in  great  heaui- 
nes  therefore  ,  the  reporte  goeth  that  Cyprian  appeared  vnto  them  in  their  fleepc  and  fayde  the 
Chriftians  ought  not  to  be  lory  at  all  or  penfiue  therefore:thac  after  a  fewe  ycares  he  would  be 
reuenged  of  them  for  that  iniuric ,  whiche  prophecie  tooke  place  in  the  tyme  ofBe/i/fariusfor 
the  fame  Cyprian  and  martyr  foretold  that  after  the  nynticth  and  fifteyeare  when  Carthage  was 
taken  and  ranfacked  of  the  Vandals,  it  shoulde  be  conquered  by  Be/tjfarius  the  Romayne  cap- 
tainc,thc  Vandals  vttcrly  foyled,the  Arian  opinion  rooted  out  of  Libya  and  the  Chriltians  rc- 
ftored  vnto  theyr  temples.

there  raigned  in  you  no  leffe  fortitude  and  courage  then  was  fene  in  times  paft  ('which  verily  is 
an  euidet  argumet  that  all  old  inittryisforgotte)  how  can  wepoffibly  chufe  but  yeeld  vnto  that

Wherefore  fuccedeyour  fathers  &  aunceftors  in  o- 
bedience,takc  poffclfion  of  the  loyail  patrimony  they  bequeathed  vnto  you,let  me(your  poore 
Bishop)obtainc  this  at  yourhandes,as  your  arc  valiant  and  shewe  your  felues  in  all  refpedts  no 
JcfTe  thenRomayncsin  decde,  that  no  backcbitcrmayhaueoccafionto  blemish  your  fame  & 
rcnowne  ,  fayingc  you  are  baltardes  and  a  broode  that  degencrateth  from  theyr  noble  linage. 
For yourfathc:s  and  aunccltors  beinge  goucrned  by  Confuls  and  Emperours  haue  through  o- 
bedience  and  noble  prowelfe,  brought  the  whollvvorldefubiecte  vnto  them.  What  shoulde  I 
bringeyouin  remembrance  of  ManliHsTorcjttatiu  who  executed  his  owne  fonne  (although  he  ManliusTor 
had  done  many  feates  and  noble  adtes, for  difobedience  and  rebellion  .?For  notable  and  wor-  qua;us. 
thy  deedes  arc  molt  commonly  wrought  by  the  wife  counfaill  of  politicke  captaines,and  wil- 
hnge  obedience  offouldiers.But  when  either  of  thefe  two  fayleth,the  counfaill  halteth.the  cn- 
terprifefalleth  vnto  the  ground  &  hath  ilfauored  fucceffcrand  no  maruell  at  all, fpccially  when 
two  thinges  which  shoulde  be  linked  together  are  loofed  and  parted  afunder.  Let  there  be  no 
delayinyou('Icr3UcitvponmykneeSyyeldvntomefoorthwitii,lctaBishopthisoncepleade& 
prcuaik  bctwenethe  Emperour  and  bis  armic ,  let  all  theworldevnderftandc  that  in  you  there 
is  no  fignc  of  rebellion,but  that  you  had  good  caufe  for  a  time  to  be  difpleafed  with  your  cap- 
taines  which  offended  you.Ifit  fo  fall  out  that  ye  embrace  not  in  time  this  wholfome  counfail, 
yet  will  Itake  vponme  the  perfonof  loueowed  vnto  the  Empire  of  Rome  and  offriende- 
ship  and  harty  good  wil  borne  vnto  you,  and  marke  well  what  I  haue  to  faye  vnto  you.  Doe  ye 
fee  what  endes  tyrantes  and  rebells  mofte  commonly  haue?  Ponder  I  pray  you  with  your  felues 
howe  ye  can  compaflc  fuche  thinges  as  ye  goc  about ,  feeingef  in  my  opinionjit  is  vnpofllble, 
for  you  to  continewe  all  together.  For  howe  can  either  the  foules  of  the  aer,  or  fishe  with  other 
foodc  whiche  the  leae  bringeth  to  land  be  tranfported  vnto  you  vnleffeye  will  shed  the  bloode 
of  Chrifti  ans  in  battaill  and  your  felues  be  flai  ne  to,which  is  both  a  great  shame  and  reproche? 
And  what  I  pray  yc  will  become  of  you  ?  Verily  you  will  be  fcattered  here  and  there  and  con- 
flrayned  to  Ieade  miferable  Iiues,Immcdiatly  after,vengeance  will  cnfue,fo  that  ye  shall  neuer 
be  pardoned.  Wherefore  geuc  me  your  handes  and  let  vs  louingiy  confult  together  what  shall 
be  expedient  for  vs  our  felues  &  for  the  profit  of  che  commo  wealc,fpecially  feeing  we  haue  the 
featte  of  our  Sauiours  paffion  and  of  Chrifts  mod  holy  refurre&ion  as  it  were  in  maner  affifting 
and  alluringc  vs  to  reconciliation.

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THE  LIFE  OF  DOROTHEVS    GATHERED 

by  the  Tranflator. 

>Orotheus  was  a  rare  and  (ingular  man ,  well  feene  in  the  Latine ,  Greeke  andHe- 
brew  tongues. He flourished  in  the  time  of  DiocletianjConftantinut  Magnmfionfta- 
Eufeb.ecclef.  tius  &  Iulian  the  Apoflata.  Eufebiws  Pamphilu*  one  that  knewe  him  very  well&  heard 
hjit.li.7.ca.  31  fa  gift  ofvtterance,wryteth  thus  of  hiimVorotheus  miniHer  of  the  church  ofAntioch 
was  a  very  eloquent  andfingular  man  .  He  applied  holye  Scripture  diligent  lye ,  hejludied 
the  Hebrevve  tongue  fo  that  he  reade  with  great  skill  the  holy  Scriptures  in  Hebrewe. 
This  man  came  of  a  noble  race. He  was  expert  in  the  chief e  difcipline  of  the  Grecians ,  by 
nature  an  Eunuch  efo  difyofed  from  his  natiuitye.For  which  caufe  the  Emperour for  rare- 
neffe  t  hereof  appropriated  him,  placing  andpreferringe  him  to  be  magi  fir  ate  in  the  citie  of 
Tyrus,andto  ouerfee  the  dieing  of  purple  .We  heardhim  ourfelues  expounding  holy  Scrip- 
^  rhC'ftTn"  ture  vvith  greate  commendation  in  the  church  of  God.  So  far  re  Eufebim.  <^Antonim  De- 
rdigi.  moc  hares  faith  ofhimythat  he  was  exiled  in  theperfecution  vnder  Diocletian,andthat  he 

returned  from  banishment  after  the  death  of  Diocletian  andLicinim,  andrecoueredhis 
Bishopricke  againe ,  where  he  continewedvnto  the  raygne  of  Iulian ,  about  the y ear e of 
our  Lord  3 6<^.<^4nd becaufe  Julian  perfeeutednot  the  Chriflians  openly  himfelfe ,  but  ft- 
cretly  by  hisgouernours  andMagiflrates^Dorotheus  was  f aim  againe  toflie  vnto  the  city 
Pctrus  de  na-  of  OdiJfus,where  (  as  Petrus  de  Natahbus  writeth  )  the  officers  of  Iulian  apprehended 
tahbus  lib.  6.  ^im  and  tormented  him  to  death  for  his  teflimony  of  chrifl  Iefus.  There  he  died  and  was 
crowned  Martyr  being  a  hundred  andfeuenyere  old.An.Dom .  3  66.  Of  his  workes  there 
is  none  extant faue  this  tr  eat ife  contayning  the  Hues  and  endes  of  the  Prophet es>  ^ApofHesy 
andfeuenty  Difciples  ofourfauiour  mentioned  in  the  Gofpell  after  Luke}the  which  he  en- 
titled 2,vvo4-if,by  tranflation  a  compendium  or  brie  ft  trail.

Y  this  fhort  treatife  ofDoRoTHEVs  (Chriftian  reader)  we  may

fhip,and  taughttheir  pofteritie  the  fame,  namely,  ^Abel,  Seth ,  Enos ,  Cainan^  Mala- 
lael,  fared,  Enoch,  Mathufalem,  Lantech,  and  Noe,  whome  Peter  calleth  the  eight  per- 
fon  after  Seth  the  fonne  ofof^w,and  a  preacher  of  righteoufnes.  When  as  the  olde 
worlde  and  the  firft  agenumbredfrom^<&z#  to  Noe, I  meane  as  many  as  liuedin  his 
lime  were  drowned  for  the  finnes  &  iniquities  of  the  whole  world,yct  faued  he  eight 
perfbns,to  reueale  his  will  vnto  all nations,tovphold  his  Church  to  multiply  and  to 
encreafe  the  world.In  thefecod  age  of  the  world,after  Noe  there  liued  Sem,  Arphax- 
ad,Sale,Heber,Phaleg,Reu,Saruch,Nachor,Thare,&.Abraham,vi\to  whom  God  rekoned 
faith(as  S.Paule  faith)for  righteoufnes.Inthe  third  age  of  the  world  after  Abraham  li- 
ued^W/^o^otherwife  calledT/r^withthetwelue  patriarchs ,  Ruben,Simeon,Leui, 
Iuda,^bu!on,fJJachar,Dan,Gad,Afer,Neptha/i,Iofeph,&Beniamin.Thrctfcorc  and  fiue 
yeares  after  the  death  otlofeph,  Mofes  was  borne .  He  gouerned  Ifrael,he  guided  the 
pcople,God gaue  him  three flgnes from  heauen  to  confirme his  do6lrine,& to  affure 
him  of  his  vocation. he  receaued  the  ten  cSmaundements,  &  the  law  of  God  in  moiit 
Sina  Sc  deliuered  it  vnto  the  people.him  fucceeded  /o/a^after  Iofue  captains  &:  Iudg- 
es,namely  Othoniel,Aod,Debora,&Barachj3etleon,Abimelech,Thola,Iair,Iepthe,Abefan, 
AElon,Abdon^Samfon,  Heli  the  prieft,  &.Samttel the  prophet  iudged  Ifrael.  After  thele 
came  in  the  kings  good&  bad,Sau/e,Dauid,&c.Inxhe  fourth  age  of  the  worlde  there 
raigned  after  tinge  Dauid,  Solomon  ouer  Ifrael,  ouer  Iuda  Roboam,  i^sfbia,  <-Afa,  Io- 
fapbat,  Ioram ,  Ocho7ias,^A'thalia ,  loos ,  ^Amafas^^ATarias ,  Ioathan,  LyfchaZ,E7e- 
chia4,Mana(fes,'^mon,Iofid4,Ioacha^,Ioacim,Iechonias,Sedechias,vndzv  whome  the 
captiuitieb'efell,both  citic  and  temple  were  dcftroyed,&  the  people  led  into  Babyio.

In  the  rift  age  of  the  worlde  after  the  captiuitye  the  Ifraelites  were  gouerned  by 
Zorobabel,  Re  fa,  Joanna, /udas  ,/ofephus,^Abner,  Semei,  Mattathias ,  ^Afer,Maath, 
Nagid^rphaxad,<^gar,Heli,Maf bot,Nattm,^Amos,Sirach,  Mattathias,  Siloajofeph, 
Arfes,Ianneus ,  Hire  anus,  Iudas  Machab&us,  Ionathas,  Simon,  Ionathas ,  lohannes  Hirca- 
nus,  ^Arijlobulus ,  ^Alexander ,  Hire  anus  ,<^Antigonus  ,<^Ariflobulus ,  and  Herode  the 
Aliene ,  in  whofe  time  Chrifte  Iefus  was  borne  in  the  flellie .  Thefe  are  the  fuc- 
ceflions  of  Magiftrates  and  Goueinours  of  all  fortes,  as  well  of  the  wicked  to 
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chaftife,as  of  die  godly  to  cherifhe,whom  God  appointed  to  gouerne  his  people,to 
vpholdethe  trueth,  toextollvertue,torooteoutvice ,  and  topraifchisholyename. 
From  Aaronvmo  the  byrth  of  Chrift  there  were  priefts  ordained  to  offer  facrifice  vn- 
to  God,topray  for  the  finnes  of  the  people,and  to  preach  the  word  of  trueth.Whofe 
Nicephor.   names  as  I  readeintheEcclefiafticallhiftory  otNicepboruszrethefe.

5 
vnto  which  prophets,it  was  alio  declared  that  not  vnto  them  jfelues  but  vnto  vs,they  1 
fhouldemmifter  the  thinges  which  arenow  fhewed  vnto  you  ofthem.Such  was  the  3 
goodneiTe  ofGod  to  wardes  mankindc,that  in  times  paft(as  S. Paule  faith)he  fpakc  at  ^eb.  /.

vnto  the  death,  they  quenched  the  hcate  of  fire,  they  turned  the  edge  of  the  fworde, 
they  flopped  themouthes  of  furious  beaftcs,they  confounded  die  tyrants,  and  foy- 
ledde  the  ennemies  of  the  truthe .  I  may  fay  of  them,  as  Cyprian  fpeakcth  of  the 
true  Chriftians  and  Martyrs,  occidi  poterant^fedvinci  nonpoterant.  Well  they  might 
bellaine,butitwas  vnpofTibletoouercomethcm  .  Andyetwhcn  theenncmictri- 
umphethjthat  at  left  wile  he  feemcth  to  haue  brought  his  purpofc  abour,  we  may 
comfort  our (elues  with  this  faying:  Sanguis  martyrum^femen Ecclefie,  the  bloudeot 
the  Martyrs  is  the  feede  of  the  Churche .  Chrift  him  felfc  foretblde  that  whofbeuer 
woulde  be  his  difciple,  muft  take  vppc  his  croffe  and  followe  him.  Thefc  Prophets 
andthcfeApoftles,andthefeDifciples  haue  done  nolefle.  '-//iWwasmurtheredby 
Cain.  The  children  of  Ifrael  wereopprefTcd  vndcr  pbarao .  Elias  wasperfecutedby 
Iezabel.  The  Prophet  loath  was  threatned  by  /fr^.tw,  and  flaine  of  a  Lion .  Zacharie 
the  lonne  of  Iehoidi  was  ftoned  to  death.  Miches  was  throwne  downe,  and  his  necke 
broken.  o^)»wvvasfmittenwithaclubbeon  the  temples  of  the  hcade,  and  fo  brai- 
ned .  Efaias  was  fiwed  afunder  in  two  partes  with  a  wodden  fawe .  Ionaswas  in  the 
whales  bellie,  yet  hauingefcaped  thatdaungcr,was  he  not  without miferie.  leremie 
was  perfecuted  oftentimes,  imprifoned  very  fore,  throwne  into  the  deepe  dungeon 
where  he  ftoode  in  mire  vnto  the  eares,  at  length  ftoned  to  death  in  AEgypt .  Eze- 
chiel  was  flaine  at  Babylon  by  the  Duke  of  the  people.  Daniel  was  throwne  among 
the  hungrie  Lions,  yet  God  prcferued  him .  The  three  children  were  throwne  into 
the  firie  fornace,  but  the  fire  did  them  no  harme.  Barticb  was  faine  to  flie  away  to  fauc 
his  life  from  king  Ioach.ts  handes .  The  Prophet  Frias  was  flaine  with  the  fworde  by 
king  Ioacim.  Iohn  the  Baptist  was  beheaded  o£  Herode  the  Tetrarche .  Steuen  was  fto- 
ned to  death .  lames  was  beheaded  by  Herode  ^Agrippa .  Peter  was  crucified  at  Rome 
vnder  jVm?,  with  his  heade  downe  wardes .  Paule  waslikewife  beheaded  at  Rome  vn- 
der  Nero.  Andrew  was  crucified  by  AEgeas  king  ofEdeffa,atPataras  aCitiein  A- 
chaia./4wao^>^j-,thatwasBirhopofIerufalem,was  throwne  downe  from  an 
high,  andbrained  withafullersclubbe.  Thomaswxs  flaine  atCalamina,  a  Citiein 
India :  the  Painims  ranne  him  through  with  a  dart,  the  which  fome  doe  call  afpeare  ■ 
or  iauelin.  Philip  was  crucified  atHierapolis  in  Afia.  Bartolomewwzs  flaine  aliue 
iiftndia:  hisf  kinne  pulled  ouer  his  eares,  and  after  all,  beheaded .  Mathevv  was 
runne  through  with  a  naked  fworde  in  AEthiopia.  Simon  was  crucified,  hide  was 
flaine.  Iohn  was  fcurged,and  often  perfecuted,  it  is  faide  thatDomitianthc  Empcrcur 
caufed  him  to  be  throwne  into  a  tunneof  hottcfkaldingoyle,yettookcno  harme. 
Matthias  wis  knockt  on  the  heade  with  an  axe,  and  immediatly  beheaded.  Marke 
theEuangelift  had  a  rope  tied  about  his  necke,  and  by  that  dravvnc  throughc  the 
ftrete  of  Alexandria,  that  his  flefh  was  rentinpeces,the  ftones  coloured  with  blud, 
and  in  the  ende  he  was  burned  to  afhes .  Barnabas  had  a  rope  about  his  necke,  and 
therewith  pulled  to  the  ftakeand  burned.  This  is  to  beare  the  crofTe  of  our  Sauiour, 
this  is  [o  drinkc  of  one  cuppe  with  Chrift,  this  is  it  which  S. Paule  fay  th:Whofoeuer 
liueth  godly  in  C h rift  Iefu, mall  fuffcr  perfecution.  for  through  many  tribulations 
we  haue  to  enter  into  the  kingdomeof  hcauen.This  prefentneatife  of  Dorotheas 
hath  moued  me  thus  to  wryte,  and  the  matter  it  felfe  isfo  copious,  that  I  can  hardly 
holde  my  penne,  yet  I  hope  the  readingof  thefe  briefe  ftories  wil  not  fceme  tedious 
vnto  any.  As  fortheliues  following,I  wouldhaue  thee  (gentle  reader)  to  know  that 
where  Dorotheas  fcemedvnperfecl,  and  to  haue  ouerf  kipped  ccrten  liues  worthie 
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'        the  noting  and  the  knowledge  of  the  pofteritie,  I  haue  either  borowed  the  fame  of 

fome  other  auncient  vvryter,  or  gathered  it  my  felfe  out  of  holy  fcripture .  This  i$ 

the  marke  to  difcerne  the  one  from  the  other.  Where  any  one  life  is  altogether  of 

Romaine  letters,the  fame  is  none  of  Dorothea .  If  thou  thinkeft  I  haue 

done  vvell,geue  thepraifetoGod,if  in  thine  opinion  it  feeme 

othervvife3  fufpende  thy  fentence,and  be  not  finguler 

in  reprehending  that,  which  peraduenture 

after  aduifement  taken,  may 

frendly  be  interpreted.

A  M  v  E  l  was  both  a  Prophet,  aPriett,  and  a  iudgc  otter //r,*r/.  He  lined 
in  the  daycsof  Helt ',  Saute  and  Dauid.  His  father  was  called  Elkana, 
"his  mother  Henna,  she  was  of  a  long  time  barren,  and  praying  vnto  God, 
made  a  vowechatif  she  bare  a  man  childe,  she  woulde  dedicate  him  to 
the  Lord  ali  the  dayes  of  his  life. She  conceaued, bare  a  forme, and  called  his 
name  Samuel,\\ho  being  a  childe  was  girded  with  alinncnEpbod,andmi- 
|  niitred  vnto  the  Lord.  All  Jfrael  knew  him  for  the  true  Prophet  of  God,  he 
rebuked  the  finnes  of  the  people,  he  exhorted  them  to  tume  vnto  the  Lord, 
he  to\dc  Heh  the  high  Prielt,  that  God  would  plague  his  houfe.  When  the  people  cried  vnto 
him  for  a  king,he  vied  all  meanes  to  perfwade  them  to  the  contrary, and  feeing  they  would  not 
bcanfwered,  hetooke  Saul,  and  anoynted  him  king  to  raigneouer  them.  This  Saul  was  a  wic- 
ked king,  andbecaufeof  his  impietie  the  Lord  Cent  Samuel  vnto  him  ,  for  to  tell  him  that  his 
raigne  should  not  laft  long,  but  Samuel  was  forowfull,  and  mourned  fo  long  ouer  Saul,  vntill 
the  Lord  was  angrie  with  him  for  it.  Afterwardes  Godfenthim  to  anoynt  DauUk'mg  ouer  If- 
rafl.  In  the  ende  this  Samuel  waxed  olde,and  died  in  the  time  of  Dauid  king  of  IJracl,  and  was 
buried  at  Rama.

to  the  Reader  toutchinghis  Chronographie. 

Eeing  that  hitherto  (gentle  Reader)  in  the  tranflation  of  thefeaun- 
;cientHiftoriographers,  Eufeb/us,  Socrates,  Enagrim,  and  Dorotheas, 
"  I  haueimployed  great  labour  and  induftrie,  referring  the  paynes  to 

my  ne  owne  perfbn,and  the  profit  to  the  furtherance  of  thy  ftudie  & 

knowledge :  I  haue  determined  yet  once  agaync  to  gratifie  thy  lo- 
sing mindewith  this  Chronographie  followinge  ,  aworke  which 

with  more  eafe  thou  mayeft  runne  ouer  and  perufe,  and  the  fboner 
committeto  memonethen  the  former,  though  my  paynes  herein  were  nothinge  a- 
flaked3butcTquiualentwith  the  other  trauayle.  I  hope  the  treatife  will  be  acceptable, 
infomuch  theEnglilhe  tongue  hath  not  at  this  day  extant  any  Ecclefiafticall  Chro- 
nographie continewed  fromfb  long  a  tyme.Well  we  may  haue  catalogues  ofkings, 
recital]  of  Bifhops,pedegrewes  ofour  gentries,with  other  priuate&  particular  fum- 
mariesfeuerally  handled  by  fundrymen:  yet  the  generallAntiquitie,theioyntecon- 
triuingjthe  relatio  tothefoiltaine,the  fearchingofthe  original  out  of  far r&foraigne 
countreyes  (feeing  the  Gofpell  was  not  firft  preached  heere  in  England)  I  find  not 
extant  in  our  mother  tongue.Therefore  orderly  to  proceede  as  the  aforefayd  learned 
writers  hauelayd  downe  their  example  I  willbeginne  with  the  birth  of  Chrift  pe- 
ning  in  the  firft  colume  fuch  worthy  actes  as  the  Euangelifts  haue  recorded  of  him 
during  his  abode  here  on  earth,afterwardes  theyeares  of  his  incarnation .  The  next 
rovvme  is  an  abridgement  of  the  raygneof  the  Emperours.  Zafo-theEuangeliite  Lfi^-2-^ 
thought  good  euen  in  the  very  entrance  of  his  difcourfe  to  laye  downe  the  birth  of 
Chrift  in  the  raygne  of  Augtijtits  the  Emperour,andthe  preaching  of  Iohn  the  bap- 
tilt  to  haue  begonne  the  fifteenth  yeare  of  Tiberius  defar. Socrates  in  thefift  booke  of 
his  eccleiiaftical  hiftory  tookethe  catalogue  of  the  Emperours  to  be  one  of  his  prin-  Socrtt.  ec- 
cipall  drifts,his  reafbn  was  becaufe  the  eccleiiaftical  affayres  feemed  alwayes  to  de -  c^"ifl.hb.s 
pende  very  much  of  the  Emperours  and  Princes.  The  thirde  place  contayneth  the  ProeMm 
famous  men  with  the  fauorers  of  the  trueth,  the  Martyrs  and  Saynctsof  God.  The 
gladfbme  tidings  of  the  glorious  Gofpell  was  not  firft  reuealed  vnto  Princes  &Pre 
ndents,vnto  the  mighty  &  wife  of  this  world  (  for  God  needed  not  their  ayd  &  po- 
wer)but  vnto  the  weake,fimple,ignorant,foolil "h  and  contemptible  in  the  fighte  of 
men,fuch  as  were  fheperds,fit  hermen,tolegatherers  and  tentmakers.The  fourth  ri- 
glet  contineweth.the  raigne  of  the  kings  of  ludxa.Alathew  and  Lukebegannc  their 
Gofpells  with  the  raigne  of  Herode. But  they  lafted  not  very  long.In  the  dayes  of  He- 
rode  Chrift  was  borne  in  the  flcfh,after  him  came  Archelausfhz  third  was  Herodthe 
tetrach  which  bchcadcdlohn  the  baptift,the fourth  was  Herode  Agribpa  which  be- 
headed lames  the  brother  of  Iohn  with  the  fvvord  and  dyed  miferably  nim  felfe .  The 
laft  wisAgr/ppa  minor  before  whome/'Wplcaded  in  the  Actes  of  the  Apoftles ,  in  .Iofeph.An- 
whofe  dayes  Ierufalcm  was  deftroyed.AnnoDom.73./o/^>^  vvriteth  that  within  tiqJA,i  8. 
the  compaffe  of  one  hundred  yeares  all  the  progeny  of  Herode  was  rooted  out .  The  caf'  '*• 
fift  order  is  of  highpriefts  neither  haue  I  omitted  them  feeing  both  the  Euangeliftes    VeL '   r' 
and  the  Hiftoriographers  mentioned  fuch  as  were  in  thetime  of  Chrift.  Theyende  !%'  vjt 
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likewile  with  the  kings  ofludazaand  the  deftrucT:ion  of  Ierufalem.  I  remember  Iofe- 
fhw  wryteth  that  fro  Aaron  which  was  the  firft  highprieftvnto  thelaft  at  theouer- 
throwe  &  burning  of  the  temple  vnder  Titus  there  were  highpriefts  to  the  number 
ot  fourefcore  andthree.Thefixtdiuifionis  ofcouncells,  fbmetimes  of  the  wicked  as 
ofthe Phanfesandheretickes,fomeothertimesof the godlyas  ofthe Apoftlesand 
Apoftolickmen.whereitappearethmanifeftly  vnto  the  wholl  world  that  the  bifhop 
of  Rome  had  as  lide  to  doe  therein  as  other  bifhops3forEmperours,princes3&(bm- 
times  the  bifhopsof  fome  prouince  or  other  within  thefelues,haue  fummoned  coil- 
cells,  called  bifhops  together  &  decided  fuch  matters  as  were  calledinto  controuer- 
Socrat  hb.  &c  without  theaduifeofthebifhopofRome.Forfaith5ofr^fi  thechiefeftcouncels 
j.ecd.  hifi.  were  fummoned  &  are  vnto  this  day  called  together  by  the  comma  undement  &  con- 
froem.        fent ofthe  Emperours .

2  i.alle- 
geth  out  of  Egeftfp us ,  that  in  the  tyme  of" 
the  Circumcition  there  were  fundrie  fectes 
amonge  the  children  of  Ifrael ,  varyinge  in 
opinions,and  fet  oppofite  agaynfte  the  tribe 
of  Iuda,and  Chrift,  namely  thefe :  the  Effs- 
am,the  Galilceans,HemerobaptiFis,Masboth<£ 
am,  Samaritans,  Sadduces,and  Vharifes.  Epi- 
phanius befides  thefe  numbrcth  others,  to 
wete :  the  Gorthxans ,  Sebuaans  ,  Dofithaam, 
Scribes,OJpcans,7^a'^aricans,Hcrodians. 

The  Ejfeans  celebrate  feftiuall  dayes  not 
after  the  Iewes ,  but  feuerallye  at  feuerall 
tymes.

pnfon.  thatintheende 
the  deuells  flioulde  be 
faued.  Epiphanius,  as  I 
reade  in  Socrates  (cede, 
hift  lib.6.cap.nv)  was 
become  the  enemie  of 
Orige  through  the  fpite 
&  malice  of  Thcophilus 
birtiop  of  Alexandria 
The  deucll  bare  Origen 
a  difpleafure,he  procu- 
red heretickes  to  fa 
ther  vpon  him  lewdc 
opinions .  He  com- 
playneth  him  felfe  in  a 
certain  cpiftle  how  that 
hereticks  corrupted  his 
works.  Vaphilus  Martyr 
the  great  friende  &  fa- 
miliar oi  Eufcbius  wrot 
an  Apologie  in  his  bc- 
halfe.  £«/«£.(  lib.6.cap, 
3.18.20.  26.)  rcporteth 
of  the  famous  men  that 
fauoured  Origen.  Socra- 
/«(eccle.hift.  lib.tf.cap, 
12.)  writeth  in  his  com 
mendation.  Athanafius 
gaue  of  him  a  notable 
teftimonie.  ChryfoHome 
woulde  in  no  wyfe  be 
brought  to  condene  ei 
ther  Orige  dv  his  works.

Odoacer 
that  fuccecded  Auguftnlus}Ytould 
not  call  him  felfc  Emperour  but 
kinge.there  was  no  Emperour  of 
the  weft  the  fpace  of  3  30   yeares 
afore  the  yeare  of  our  Lorde.
